Williams  with  having  denounced  Wil- 
liam Harris  with  the  crime  of  Treason. 
Throckmorton  came  from  England,  \n 
the  same  ship,  with  Roger  Williams,  and 
dwelt  at  Salem.  He  came  to  Provideiue 
to  dwell  in  1638;  and  became  one  of 
the  thirteen  men  to  whom  Williams  gave 
the  Conditional  Deed,  now  known  as  the 
"Initial  Deed."  Throckmorton's  charges 
appear  in  three  letters,  written,  the 
first,  July  iSth,  1672;  the  second,  July 
23d,  1675,  and  the  third  without  date. 
(George  Fox  Digged  out  of  his  Bur- 
rows, Narr.  Club  Ed.  pp.  8,  14,  23.) 
Roger  Williams,  writing  this  book,  thus 
writes  of  Throckmorton  :  "My  former 
ancient  neighbor  and  friend,  J.  T.,  being 
bit  by  such  infectious  teeth  himself,  fell 
on  me  as  a  man  would  fall  upon  a  toad 
or  serpent,  and  sent  me  this  following 
letter  notwithstanding  he  was  newly  bit- 
ten by  them;  and  for  tony  years  pre- 
tended no  small  love,  and  respect  to 
God,  and  to  me"  (page  7).  This  book 
consists  of  the  famous  discussion  by 
Williams  with  the  Quaker  missionaries 
at  Newport,  upon  the  foundation  of  their 
religious  doctrines.  This  was  in  1672. 
Throckmorton  became  a  Quaker  after 
this  discussion.  He  was  a  trader  and 
speculator  in  lands;  and  especially  of 
liquors    to    the    Indians     (George    Fox 


Digg'd,  p.  33).  This  business  became 
so  serious  that  laws  were  enacted 
against  it  in  1659  (Col.  Rec.  1,  413). 
Throckmorton's  connection  with  it,  ?.t 
that  time  (Austin  Genealogical  Diet.  p. 
200),  is  absoutely  certain. 

Th**~ckr: — •  — '-  ^rct  letter  ma!:::  ••: 
reference  to  Flarris,  nor  to  the  charge 
of  Treason.  In  his  second  letter  he 
comes  thus  to  the  subject:  '"But  fur- 
ther thy  malice  appeareth  in  going  to 
one  thou  saidst  that  if  the  spirit  of 
the  Governour  were  to  cut  off  his  heal, 
he  must  doe  it"  (p.  16).  This  refers  to 
the  14th  propos'tion  laid  down  by  Wil- 
liams, to  be  argued  in  the  Newport  de- 
bate (Narr.  Club  5,  p.  5,  20).  Throck- 
morton continues :  ''Call  to  mind  what 
thou  didst  to  thy  peaceable  neighbours 
seeking  their  blood,  crying  out  Treason, 
when  the  Court  discerned  thy  Blood- 
thirsty spirit,  which  thy  friends  at 
Newport  were  ashamed  of,  and  thy  ac- 
cusations proved  invalid.  How  child- 
ish didst  thou  act  to  swear  against  one, 
when  another  told  thee  of  somewhai 
spoken  to  allay  thy  fury  against  Wil- 
liam Harris"  (Narr.  Club  5,  16).  This 
is  Roger  Williams's  answer:  "You  cry 
out-  against  my  Bloodthirsty  spirit  in 
William  Harris,  his  case;  and  I  answer 
that  it  is  not  the  sign  nor  part  of  loyal 
and  grateful  subjects  having  received 
such  wonderful  favors  and  privileges 
from  so  mighty  a  monarch,  30  to 
slight,  and  damn,  to  null  and  make 
void  such  Royal  Grace  and  Favor."  He 
refers  here  to  Soul  Liberty.  "Is  it  not 
high    and    monstrous    abominable    pre- 


sumption  for  any  man  to  quarrel  with 
sovereign  majesty  for  granting  fa- 
vor and  mercy  to  the  souls  and  bodyos 
of  their  subjects,  which  he  ought  to  doe 
even  ill  Conscience  to  God  an  J  for  dis- 
pensing with  laws  made  for  supersti 
tions  and  oppressions?  1  think  you 
have  been  an  officer  yourself  in  a  cor- 
poration in  England.  I  question  how 
durst  then,  or  durst  now,  omit  to  take 
cognizance  of  such  actings  against 
your  corporation's  safety;  and  the 
honour,  and  royal  supreme  authority  of 
his  Majesty.  1  was  in  place  (he  means 
President,  or  Governor,  of  the  Colony 
under  the  charter  of  1643-4)  and  en- 
gaged more  than  others  to  maintain  the 
righteous  splendor  of  the  King's  Crown, 
and  Majesty,  and  Prerogative,  and  the 
Golonyes  safety,  peace  and  Liberty; 
and  yet  I  not  without  the  counsel  and 
concurrence  of  all  the  rest  of  the  Ma- 
gistrates who  did  no  more  but  what 
belonged  to  our  Duty  and  Allegiance  -js 
faithful  to  his  Majesty,  and  to  this 
Colony,  under  him ;  nor  did  we  any 
more  than  necessity  and  common  pru- 
dence compcld  us  to,  for  who  knoweth 
what  after  reckonings  may  befel  us? 
Did  not  \V.  Harris,  when  in  place,  more 
than  justify  us  by  judging  himself 
bound    to    hurry    yourself     and      about 


twenty  more  to  Newport  to  answer  for 
conlem.pt  of  the  King's  authority  though 
but  in  an  accidental,  peaceable,  and  (by 
his  covetous  violence)  occasioned  meet- 
ing? Was  not  Mr.  Clark  (Joseph), 
though  favorable  to  \V.  H.,  so  amazed 
at  \Y.  Harris  his  desperate  presumption, 
th.it  he  (Clarke)  readily  acted  with  r.a 
in  examination  and  commitment?"  {P. 
I.  Col.  Rec.  r,  364.)  'Yea,  did  not  W. 
Harris,  upon  the  point  confess  that  we 
could  not  but  commit  him,  and  therefore 
lie  provided  beforehand  his  bedding  and 
other  conveniences  for  a  Prison  ?  It  is 
not  true  that  either  in  word,  or  writing, 
I  cryed  out  Treason  against  him.  Bui 
it  is  notoriously  known  that  he  and  his 
complices  lay  in  wait,  and  at  catch  at 
every  word,  as  foxes  and  lions,  for  Mr. 
Greene's  (John)  Blood,  and  mine,  a: 
Traitors  against  King  Charles,  for  our 
pleading  the  Colonyes  proceedings 
again.-t  W.  Harris,  in  the  time  of  the 
Parliament  and  Oliver  Cromwell" 
(Narr.  Club  5,  p.  21).  Williams  con- 
tinued :  "But  see  the  Finger  of  the  Most

knew  all  our  proceedings  against  W. 
Harris,  his  presumptions  debarring  the 
Kings  power  and  prerogative,  in  the 
present  juncture  of  these  affairs,  sent 
forth     his     Royal     Declaration      to      the 
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Hie  Lands  of  Rhode  Island 

as  they  were  known  to 
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world,  asserting  his  Supreme  Tower  and 
authority  in  such  matters,  and  by  virtue 
of  many  Statutes  and  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment" (George  Fox  Digg'd  Xarr.  Club 
5,  p.  22).  Williams  thus  fiercely  ex- 
poses the  duplicity  of  Throckmorton: 
•"How  long  hath  your  own  mouth  and 
hand  declared  and  remonstrated  to  th< 
(>eneral  Assembly  against  \Y.  Harris, 
which  Assembly  therefore  fined  him 
and  ousted  him,  as  a  restless  Hre-bran'l 
of  Town  and  Colony"""  (Xarr.  Club  ;, 
22. )  Throckmorton  could  not  deny  the 
charges,  and  in  his  third  letter  admus 
all  that  Williams  charged  (  Xarr.  Club 
5,  25;.  Roger  Williams'  reference  ro 
the  Declaration  oi  tiie  King,  Charles  the 
Second,  must  have  been  the  Declara 
tion  from  Breda. 

1  come  now  to  Throckmortons  third 
and  last  Liter:  "Thou  chargest  uk:  in 
making  a  great  outcry  against  thy 
blood-thirsty  spirit  concerning  \Y.  Har- 
ris as  tliouyh  thou  didst  at  no  time  cry 
out  'Treason,  Treason'"  (Xarr.  Club  5, 
25).  Throckmorton  now  admits  the 
falsity  of  his  first  charge;  abandons  it, 
and  suggests  another  occasion,  at  the 
same  time  charging  Roger  Williams 
with  "'shift"  and  "shufling."  Here  is  his 
language:  "How  dost  thou  shift  as  of 
one  that  is  guilty,  and  dare  not  mention 


the  case  &  writ  upon  shutting  it,  to  be 
his  last  imprisonment,  which  I  know 
not  the  ground  of,  but  as  I  had  it  re- 
lated   by   thee.      Hut     the    circumstances 

considered  it  cannot  possibly  be  paral- 
eld,  as  my  letter  declareth.  with  this 
last  case  of  W.  Harris.  First,  thy  tak- 
ing oath  against  my  wife,  upon  another 
man's  word,  on  purpose  to  allay  thy 
furious  spirit  against  W.  Harris,  be  not 
thinking  thou  wouldst  have  prosecuted 
against  her,  as  also  against  sixteen  of 
thy  peaceable  neighbors.  Can  thou  tknv 
that  at  that  Court  thou  cryed  not  out 
Treason,  Treason,  making  all  as  guilty 
as  Harris/  How  canst  thou,  in  peace, 
look  upon  thy  wicked  travels  (travail) 
to  murther  the  Innocent,  as  thou  didst 
at  Newport,  crying  out  Treason,  being 
President  (Governor)  ?"  Throckmor- 
ton then  admits,  "I  have  spoken  against 
W.  Harris,  touching  his  firing  the 
Town,  and  Colony.  1  thought  so  and 
therefore  contended  against  him,  but  I 
never  sought  his  life — note  that,  R.  \Y." 
(George  Fox  Digg  d,  Xarr.  Club  5,  25.) 
Here  is  Roger  Williams'  answer:  "You 
tell  me  I  shift  of  the  matter,  for  you 
meant  not  W.  Harris  his  last  imprison- 
ment. Yon  prove  it  by  my  taking  oaih 
against  your  wife  upon  an  other  man's 
word,   on   purpose    to   allay   my    furious 
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spirit    against    W.    Harris.      These     arc    | 
your   words    which   may   bo   taken    three 
waves;  but  neither  of  them  can  I  call  to 
mind.      I    dare    most    confidently    deny 
that    simple    (silly )    charge,    vis.,    that    1 
should      cry      out      Treason,      Treason, 
against  your  wife,  and  others,  labouring 
to  bring  them  into  the  same  guilt  with 
\V.    Harris,    whose     facts     and     courses 
others,   of  no   small   authority  and   pru- 
dence amongst  us,  with  whom  I  advised,    | 
saw     to     be     desperate     High     Treason    i 
against  the  laws  of  cur  Mother  England,    ' 
miuI  of  this  Colony  also. 

"When  \Y.  Harris  sent  his  writings  or 
books,  to  the   &fain,  and  to   the   Island,    j 
against  all  Earthly  Powers,  Parliaments, 
Laws,     Charters,    Magistrates,     Prisons, 
Punishments,      Rates       (Taxes)  ;      yea,    I 


ed  in  Town  or  Colony  against  him  for 
any  private  matter,  although  many 
wayes  extraordinarily  provoked  and 
wronged  by  him  ;  but  always  in  witness, 
as  I  humbly  appeal  unto  God.  I  say,  in 
witnessing  against  his  running  down  and 
destroying  the  publick,  as  at  this  day 
(1675)  for  his  Private,  Covetous,  and 
Contentious  ends"  (George  Fox  Digg'd, 
Xarr.  Club  Kd.  5,  p.  31,  32). 

The  Quakers  came  rapidly  into  Rhode 
Island  to  dwell.  It  was  the  only  Col- 
ony in  New  England  where  they  could 
safely  live.  They  wanted  religious 
freedom;  but  refused  to  support  the 
civil  state.  After  a  time  they  overcame 
their  repugnance  sufficiently  to  get  elec- 
tions to  the  General  Assembly.  In  1665, 
two    were    members.      Coddington    and 


a  notion  that  the  People  should  shortly 
cry  out  no  lords,  no  masters;  and  had 
in  open  Court  protested,  before  the 
whole  Colony  assembled,  that  he  would 
maintain  his  Writings  with  his  blood. 
Was  it  my  Fury,  as  you  call  it ;  or  was 
it  not  honesty,  and  duty  to  God,  and  the 
Colony  and  the  higher  Powers  then  in 
England  to  act  faithfully  and  impartial- 
ly in  the  place  wherein  I  then  stood 
centinell?    As  to  W.  H.  I  never  appear- 


1672,  Harris  joined  the  sect.  In  1675, 
rhe  Quakers  had  gained  supreme  con- 
trol of  Rhode  Island  (Arnold's  Hist,  ft 
l-  L  399)-  Roger  Williams  notes  the 
facts  concerning  Harris :  '"Yet  now  in 
your,  and  the  Quaker's  bosom  must  W. 
Harris  be  -  hugged  as  an  innocent  and 
peaceable  Soul;  and  the  King's  faithful 
officers  reproached,  and  threatened,  as 
blood-thirsty  and  cruel  oppressors" 
(George  Fox  Digg'd,  Xarr.  Club  5,  22). 
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Harris's  real  purpose  was  to  seize  ail 
the  lands  in  northern  Rhode  Island 
practically  in  his  sole  possession;  and  he 
needed  political  strength  to  help  him  to 
get  them.  But  his  infamous  schemes  all 
came  to  naught,  and  he  practically  ended 
Ins  life  in  a  Pirates  Prison  in  Barbary, 
or  Algeires,  as  we  now  know  it — a  most 
fitting  ending  of  a  career  of  infamy, 
lie  meant  the  destruction  of  the  Colony 
of  Rhode  Island.  Before  leaving 
this  subject  I  beg  to  suggest  to 
men,  who  desire  to  read  and  who 
"are  competenent  to  understand  the 
intellectual  power  of  Roger  Williams  as 
it  is  shown  in  this  Throckmorton  inci- 
dent. First,  the  absolute  foundation  of 
his  principle  in  morals,  upon  the  true 
Divine  Master.  Second,  his  clear  un- 
derstanding of  the  responsibility  cf  an 
oiricer  in  a  civil  government,  founded  by 
himself,  and  of  a  kind  never  before  at- 
tempted by  men.  He  did  not  invent  the 
idea  of  the  separation  of  Church  and 
State.  Nearly  a  century  before  Provi- 
dence was  founded,  Chancellor  L'Hopi- 
tal  of  France  had  thought  the  idea,  but 
could  not  put  it  into  operation.  Last, 
and  not  the  least  interesting,  is  the 
logical  destruction  of  Throckmorton's 
work.  The  mind  of  Williams  was  one 
of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  then 
existing  in  this  country. 


THE  SHORT  HAND  OF  ROGER  WILLIAMS. 

Some  interest  has  been  awakened  heie 
by  a  statement,  made  by  Charles  £. 
Beale,  a  reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  York,  in  a  paper  on  the  origin 
of  the  Short  Hand  system,  or  stenog- 
raphy, or  phonography,  as  it  has  now 
come  to  be  called.  Mr.  Beale  said 
something  like  this:  "Roger  Williams, 
who  established  the  Colony  of  Rhode 
Island,  was  one  of  the  first  in  this 
country  to  use  a  short  hand  system; 
while  John  Winthrop,  the  son  of  the 
famous  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony;  his  wife  Martha,  and 
Simon  Bradstreet  were  all  adepts  at 
the  art."  The  Evening  Bulletin  has 
twice  published  articles  on  the  subject. 
"Says  Roger  Williams  was  a  short  hand 


man."  Again,  '"Says  Roger  William.-, 
wrote        in        short        hand."  George 

Bancroft,  the  Historian  of  the  United 
States,  about  the  year  1851,  called  the 
attention  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Romeo  Elton, 
then  a  Trustee  of  Brown  University,  to 
the  existence  in  the  Library  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  England,  of  some 
correspondence  between  Roger  Williams 
and  a  Mrs.  Sadlier.  Elton  at  once  de- 
cided to  prepare  a  "Life  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams," in  which  he  would  reproduce 
these  letters,  which  until  that  time  had 
never  been  known.  Elton's  Life  of 
Williams  was  published  in  London  in 
[852;  and  in  1853  it  was  reprinted  here 
in  Providence.  The  late  Samuel  W. 
Brown,  father  of  the  U.  S.  Judge 
Arthur  L.  Brown,  corrected  the  "proof" 
nnd  J  then  ■>  hoy  rend  the 
book  from  beginning  to  end,  aloud 
to  him.  On  page  108,  there  is 
this  paragraph:  "This  Roger  Williams, 
when  a  youth,  would  in  a  short 
hand  take  sermons ;  and  speeches  in  the 
Star  Chamber,  and  present  them  to  mv 
dear  father.  He  seeing  so  hopeful  a 
youth,  took  such  a  liking  to  him  that  he 
sent  him  in  to  Sutton's  Hospital;  and 
he  was  the  second  that  was  placed  there  ; 
full  little  did  he  think  that  he  would 
have  proved  such  a  rebel  to  God;  to 
the  King;  and  to  his  country.  I  leave 
his  letters,  that  if  ever  he  has  the  face 
to  return  to  his  native  country  Ty- 
burn may  give  him  welcome."  This 
woman  was  Mrs.  Anne  Sadlier,  a 
daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Coke,  the 
greatest  legal  mind  of  his  time,  1552- 
1633,  in  England.  This  was  the  earliest 
knowledge,  we  had  concerning  William's 
knowledge  of  short  hand.  But  there  is 
another  and  much  earlier  reference,  and 
that,  too,  by  Roger  Williams  himself. 
In  1672,  Williams  had  his  discussion,  at 
Newport,  with  the  Quakers,  on  the 
fundamental  Doctrines  of  their  relig- 
ious belief.  One  of  the  Quakers  (Ed- 
mundson)  accused  Williams  of  Blas- 
phemy. Dep.  Gov.  Cranston  sustained 
Williams,  and  explained.  Now  comes 
Williams:  "This  did  not  satisfy  W.  Ed- 
mundson;  but  he  replied,  let  the  words

Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary  defines  the 
word  ''Supreme"  as  meaning.  "That 
which  is  superior  to  all  other  things." 
Again,  "The  Supreme  Court  which  is 
superior  to  all  other  courts."  The  Con- 
stitution of  Rhode  Island  declares  that 
the  Judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court''  (Cons't. 
Art.  10,  Sec.  i).  Judge  Tanner  in  the 
Kendall  Smoke  Nuisance  case,  gave  a 
decision  setting  aside  the  verdict  of  a 
Jury,  and  in  doing  so  used  in  his  opin- 
ion qualifications  of  the  word  "Gray," 
which  the  Statute  does  not  contain. 
From  his  decision  there  is  no  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  Thus  we  have  two 
Supreme  Courts  in  Rhode  Island, 
where  the  Constitution  declares  that  we 
shall  have  but  one. 


A    NOVEL   or    NEWPORT. 

So  much  has  been  written  by  imagin- 
ative reporters  about  the  extravagance 
and  frivolous  dissipations  of  the  very 
rich,  that  it  would  hardly  surprise  the 
general  public  to  learn  thai  one  of  the 
season's  debutantes  was  keeping  a  pet 
hippopotamus  in   her  boudoir,  or  that   a 


prominent  member  of  the  Smart  Set 
I  had  just  purchased  the  pyramid  of 
'  Cheops  for  use  as  a  summer  residence. 
It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  certain  rich 
folk  amuse  themselves  in  strange  ways, 
but  it  is  also  safe  to  say  that  the  vast 
majority  of  the  people  who  form  what 
we  know  as  society  are  quite  as  sane 
and  sensible  in  all  they  do  as  are  they 
who  count  their  money  in  thousands  in- 
stead of  millions.  A  very  true  picture 
of  society  life  as  it  actually  is  is  given 
in  Edith  Macvane's  new  novel,  "The 
Duchess  of  Dreams,"  which  is  published 
j  complete  in  the  January  Lippincoit's. 
The  scenes  of  the  story  are  laid  in 
Newport,  and  the  plot  is  based  on  the 
efforts  of  a  social  climber  to  force  the 
inner   portals   of   society   ,by    fair  means 

when  a  Russian  grand  duchess  promises 
to  pay  her  a  visit,  but  at  the  last  mo- 
ment she  cables  that  she  cannot  come, 
and  in  despair  the  social  climber  under- 
takes to  substitute  a  bogus  grand 
duchess  for  the  real  one.  Unfortunately, 
a  rascally  Hungarian  nobleman  detect 
the  imposition,  and  seeks  to  turn  if  V 
his  own  advantage.

The  Terrible  WorR  of  the 
General  A s s  e ira bly  of 
Rhode  Island  of  June  I5# 
I69S,  carefully  set   forth. 


It  was  at  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  at  Newport  in  May,  189S,  that 
a  law  was  enacted  entitled,  "An  Act  Pro- 
viding a  Tax  on  Street  Railways." .  The 
session  began  on  the  31st  of  May;  ad- 
journed June  2nd  to  meet  again  at  New- 
port June  14th.  This  adjournment  was 
arranged  to  await  the  arrival  of  Senator 
Ald'rich ;  and  the  place,  Newport,  was  se- 
lected because  of  its  distance  for  the 
great  center  of  the  people;  and  the  con- 
sequent secrecy  with  which  such  work, 
as  was  intended,  could  be  there  rushed 
through.  The  Legislature  met  June  34th, 
adjourned  one  day  and  sat  again  on  the 
15th  June.  The  entire  time  occupied  by 
these  two  adjourned  sessions  was  one 
hundred  and  ninety  (190)  minute-.  This 
law  was  enacted  at  the  close  of  the  sec- 
ond day,  to  wit,  June  15th.  Jt  contains 
three  interesting  clauses,  thus:  "It  (this 
law)  shall  not  be  altered,  or  amended, 
without  the  consent  of  both  parties." 
This  law  was  enacted  by  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  People,  or  what  is  supposed 
to  be  the  Representation,  i  fence  it  holds 
the  People  on  one  side,  by  the  Union 
Railroad  Company  on  the  other  side,  or 
by  such  panies,  as. the  Union  Railroad 
Company  may   lease   its  Railways..    But 

there  are  tv ther  pro  /ision  ,  n<  it  less 

astounding  in  this  beautiful  statute.  !l 
fixes  in  the  stockholders  the  rate  of  the 
taxes  to  be  impored  by  the  toy/ns  upon 


their  property;  and  it  fixes  the  amount 
of  the  tax,  otherwise  the  valuation  of 
the  property  to  be  taxed.  Such  was,  in 
brief  tbi<=  ipf?.mon«  statvte  conceived 
in  iniquity,  and  enacted  in  fraud.  In 
1S93  three  men  here,  and  one  in  New 
York  representing  other  interests, 
bought  the  entire  stock  of  the  Union 
Railroad,  named  in  the  Providence  Jour- 
nal, 25  Nov.,  1906,  as  being.  Nelson  W. 
Aldrich,  Marsden  J.  Perry  and  William 
G.  Roelker.  Anthony  N.  Brady  of  New 
York,  who  represented  certain  "outside" 
interests.  The  first  was  U.  S.  Senator 
from  Rhode  Island.  The  last,  Roelker, 
was  a  Senator  from  Warwick,  R.  I., 
when  the  infamous  law  of  June  15,  1898, 
passed  the  R.  I.  Senate  without  even  a 
delay  to  read  it.  These  three  stockhold- 
ers of  the  Union  Railroad  with  a  wind 
bellows  "blew  up"  the  stock  valuation, 
millions  of  dollars;  and  then  leased  the 
roads,  aid  railroads,  all  over  the  north- 
ern half  of  Rhode  Island,  to  the  United 
(.as  Company,  an  "immaculate  charita- 
ble" growth  of  Philadelphia;  and  million- 
more  were  gathered  in  by  the  stockhold- 
ers of  the  Union  Railroad  Company;  for 
the  laws  cited  above,  see  (May  Schedule, 
R.  I.  Gen.  Ass.  May,  1898,  pp.  35-39). 
This  Philadelphia  Company  has  sold  our 
it*  tremendous  hold  on  the  Rhode  Island 
p.rople  to  the  New  York,  l\?v:  Haven 
aid  Hartford  Railroad,  a  Connecticut 
corporation.  The  General  Assembly 
h  ve  no  power  to  repeal  this  law  until 
the  Union  Railroad  Company  ask  for  its 
repeal.  This,  ac  1  rdinfj  to  Mr.  W.  K.

not  make  the  law  perpetual.  Then  how 
did  these  two  companies,  cue  in  Penn- 
sylvania, the  other  in  Connecticut,  dare 
to  invest  so  many  millions  in  it?  These 
powers  can  be  exercised  by  the  well 
known  manipulation  of  accounts.  The 
corporations  can  issue  stock  to  an  un- 
limited amount,  until  they  ask  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  enact  a.  law  to  prevent 
them  from  issuing.  About  how  long  will 
that  be?  By  its  own  enactment  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  can  never  change,  nor  re- 
peal this  law.  Nor  can  it  revoke  die 
charter,  and  thus  indirectly  repeal  the 
law. 

Into  the  hands  of  these  two  corpora- 
tions one  after  the  other,  both  foreign 
to  Rhode  Island,  the  Union  Railroad  Di- 
lectors  have  placed  every  r^d  o«-  street, 
or  highway,  for  railway  use,  in  Northern 
Rhode  Island  forever,  or  until  these  Di 
rectors  ask  the  General  Assembly  to 
have  their  great  power  taken  away  from 
them.  Not  a  street  railway  track  can  h ■• 
brought  into  the  City  of  Providence, 
save  under  the  permission  of,  and  pay- 
ment to,  the  N.  V.,  N.  !I.  and  H.  Con- 
necticut corporation. 

First    comes    the    Stock   of    the    Union 
Railroad.    This  Senator  Aldrich  and  his 


associates  first  bought,  as  it

lieved, with  the  help  of  the  Sugar  Trust, 
the  control  of  this  stuck.  They  then 
made  the  United  Traction  and  Electric 
Company,  to  which  corporation  the 
Union  Railroad  Company  leased  for  a 
century  their  Railroad.  This  lease  car- 
ried the  Pawtuckcl  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  Providence  Cable  Tramway 
Company,  Rhode  Island  Suburban  Rail- 
way Company,  and  all  other  railway 
properties  controlled  by  tie  three  Union 
Railroad  Directors.

This  whole  scheme  was  not  the  inven- 
tion oi  Senator  Aldrich ;  he  saw  and 
quickly  followed  the  Chicago  scheme. 
Mr.  Altgeld,  then  Governor  of  Illinois, 
was  offered  by  the  street  railroad  cor- 
porations, a  bribe  of  $500,000,  if  he 
would  sign  the  so-called  "Eternal  )>io>i- 
opoiy"  bills  which  both  branches  oi  the 
Lcgi>lature  had   passed. 

Such  were  the  extraordinary  powers 
conferred  almost  unanimously  by  the 
General  Assembly.  But  I  must  give  fur- 
ther details.  On  this  same  memorable 
day  Senator  Aldrich  was  re-elected  U. 
S.  Senator  by  a  vote  of  97,  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 103;  the  Union  Railroad  Company, 
by  a  special  law,  was  given  power  to  en- 
ter into  contracts  with  the  towns  oi 
Pawtucket,  Lincoln  and  Cumberland,  for 
the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  highways 
for  ear  tracks  forever;  the  Narragansett 
Electric  Light  Company  stock  was  in 
creased  to  four  millions.  On  this  same 
memorable  day,  a  law  was  enacted, 
changing  the  status  of  establishing  citi- 
zenship; and  a  law  changing  the  legal 
powers  of  canvassing  voting  lists;  and  a 
law  "correcting"  the  lists  of  voters;  and 
another  law  concerning  elections  by  se- 
cret ballot :  and  another  law  changing 
the  .work  of  counting  the  votes  lor  rep- 
rcsenation  in  Congress.

A  written  assent  A 
a  railroad  company  was  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  oi  State,  who  is  author- 
ized to  accept  the  same  in  the  name  and 
in  behalf  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
under  seal,  and  therefrom  the  provisions 
of  tin's  Act  shall  be  binding  and  in  full 
force  between  the  State  and  such  as- 
senting company,  and  shall  not  he  alter- 
ed, or  amended  without  the  consent  of 
both  parties,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
act-  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
annulled  and  repealed"   (p.  39).

Railroad  Company  to  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence,   under    the    lav.    of    1802.    are,    at

The  payments  made  by  the  Union 
Railroad  Company  to  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  under  the  law  of  1898,  at 
one  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  have 
been  as  follows:  For  1898,  $15,813.22: 
for  1899,  $16,892.31  :  for  1900,  $19,143.8-8; 
tor  190J,  $21,124.87:  for  1902,  $22,133.76; 
for  1905,  $32,301.92;  for  1904,  $41,318.82; 
for  1905,  $48,927.00;  for  1906,  $60,478.00; 
for  1907,  $81,692.00. 

Senator  Aldrich,  then  President  of  the 
Union  Railroad  Company,  in  a  speech. 
27th  April,  1896,  before  the  Judiciary 
Committee.  House  of  Representatives, 
used  this  language:  "When  asked  to  es- 
timate the  expenses  of  granting  such  a 
system  of  transfers,''  said,  "We  deem 
it  a  very  moderate  estimate,  considering 
•die  fact  that  the  system  proposed  by  us 
is  much  more  liberal  than  any  in  vogue 
anywhere  else  ;  the  loss  in  gross  receipts 
may  be  estimated  at  about  $250,000  a 
year"  (Aldrich's  Argument,  page  24). 
The  figures  above  are  interesting  in  com- 
parison. 

After  examining  the  law  of  1892,  in 
the  feebleness  of  my  legal  knowledge,  T 
had  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  pay- 
ments of  five  per  cent,  to  the  city  of 
Providence,  under  that  law,  would  con- 
tinue only  "during  the  existence  of  said 
izventy  years'  franchise,"  as  the  phrase 
is  so  often  used  in  the  Statute;  and 
hence  must  cease  in  1912.  But  the  coun- 
sel for  the  Railroad  Company  laughed 
at  my  simplicity,  and  informed  me  that 
these  payments  are  like  Tennyson's 
brook  : 

"For  men  may  come,  and  men   may  g«>, 
But  they  go  on   forever." 

This  General  Assembly,  which  I  will 
make  memorable  in  Rhode  Island  His- 
tory, was  iii  Legislative  Session  one 
hundred  and  ninety    (190)    minutes.     It 
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enacted  twenty-six  Statutes,  and  four- 
teen Private  Acts.  The  Statutes  cover 
forty-seven  printed  octavo  pages,  but 
the  Revised  Constitution,  which  had 
been  prepared  by  the  unlawful  commis- 
sion i»f  1897,  is  not  among  them.  An 
average  of  seven  minutes  was  consumed 
in  the  consideration,  discussion  and  the 
voting  upon  each  Statute,  and  this  giv- 
ing not  one  minute  for  the  Fourteen 
Private  Acts,  one  of  which  created  the 
Uammell  Family  Land  Company,  by 
name  the  " Beverly  Company."  It  was 
a  record  breaker.  The  average  number 
of  Statutes  enacted  on  the  last  day  of 
the  June  session,  from  1880  to  1903,  was 
ten;  on  June  15,  189S,  it  was  twenty-six. 
This  relates  only  to  numbers ;  but  in 
character  the  work  was  indeed  unique. 
Senator  Aid  rich's  paper,  the  Providence 
Journal,  thus  describes  the  speed:  "Hi'- 
ery thing  zees  rushed  through  at  break 
neck  speed."  I  will  give  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  work  done. 

1.  The  revised  Constitution  which 
had,  been  prepared  by  a  commission 
packed  by  Gov.  C.  W.  Lippitt.  The  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State  had  given  nr. 
opinion  that  the  General  Assembly  had 
no  constitutional  power  to  call  a  con 
vention  for  a  rev'sion  oi  the  Constitu- 
tion. So  the  name  "Commission"  was 
given  to  fifteen  men,  to  make  a  Con- 
stitution for  300,000  people.  It  was  a 
legal  outrage,  by  the  General  Assembly; 
and  two  of  the  Judges,  who  made  the 
decision  that  the  General  Assembly 
could  not  call  a  convention,  sat  in  it. 
The  People  alone  in  these  United  States 
have  the  power  to  mala'  Constitutions. 
By  a  trick  this  Document  was  twice  sub 
mitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people.  In 
1898,  it  failed  of  adoption.  Forty-two 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six 
men  voted  on  that  day,  but  17,360  voted 
to  approve.  By  a  trick  it  was  submitted 
the  following  year,  1899.  Forty-three 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  thirty  men 
men  voted  on  that  day,  of  which  num- 
ber 4097   voted   to  approve. 

2.  The  iaw  described  by  the  Journal 
as  the  "profit  sharing  act"  of  the  Union 
Railroad  Company,  with  the  City  of 
Provider.ee.  This  Profit  Sharing  \  t 
reduces  the  annual  payments  to  the  ■:   \ 


to  nothing  in  iou,  and  the  annual  p  ,y 
ment  to  the  State  to  one  per  cent.,  whei 
its  annual  payment  is  now  six  (6)  ,  1 
cent.  By  a  statute  the  General  Assem- 
bly transforms  a  charter,  and  enacts  ti  u 
no  future  General  Assembly  can  cvei 
change  what  it  has  left;  nor  grant  ;> 
charter  different  in  form  from  this  stat- 
ute. The  act  was  named  by  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee  of  the  House,  "An  Ac- 
providing  for  a  Tax  on  Street  Rail 
ways."  It  really  provided  an  ultimate 
possible  tax  of  one  per  cent..,  where  .t 
is  now  six  per  cent. 

3.  An  act  to  enable  citizens  of  this 
State  to  obtain  a  Judgment  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  declaring  their  residence. 

4.  An  addition  to  the  law  "canvas 
<ing  and  correcting"  the  voting  lists,  it 
was  Id  prevent  a  voter  in  me  city  01 
Providence  from  taking  his  ease  to  th 
Supreme  Court,  which  law  was  to  appo 
10  every  man  outside  the  city  of  Provi 

-dence.     Consult  Chapters  582  and  583. 

5.  The  law  of  elections  by  secret  bal- 
lot was  amended  so  as  to  give  men  in 
the  military  service  of  the  United  State- 
who  had  a  right  to  vote  in  Rhode  Island, 
the  power  to  vote  in  all  elections  in  this 
State,  for  electors  for  President,  Vice 
President,  Representatives  in  Congress, 
and  General  State  officers.  The  returns 
were  to  be  kept  open  sixty  days.  (Chap- 
ter 304.) 

6.  The  towns  of  Lincoln  and  Cum 
berland,  and  the  city  of  Pawtuckct  were 
give!!  power  to  contract  with  the  Union 
Railroad  Company  for  the  exclusive 
right  to  the  use  of  all  streets,  or  roads, 
or  highways  for  street  railroads.  It  was 
made  a  perpetual  franchise,  in  the  Union 
Railroad  Company,  by  the  "Profit  Snar- 
ing Act." 

7.  Laws  were  made  to  be  executed 
only  in  Providence;  or  in  Newport; 
other  laws  were  made  to  be  used  by  any 
citizen  of  Rhode  Island  save  only  a  citi- 
zen of  Providence;  a  law  was  enact-'1 
"relating  to  Juvenile  offenders.  Case- 
under  this  law  can  be  brought  only  be- 
fore any  Court  in  the  Counties  of  Free 
idence  and  Newport   (Chapter  581") 

8.  Radical  changes  were  mad<  in  th 
laws  for  the  Collection  of  Taxes;  ii  tl 
payment   of  costs    in   criminal   cases,    . 
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the  Truancy  law,  but  which  applied  only 
in  Providence;  the  Militia  laws  were 
changed  by  instantaneous  enactments. 

9.  His  Excellency  Governor  Elisha 
Dyer  was  given  power  to  hire  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150, 
tKX))  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  use 
u  in  his  discretion  in  carrying  on  :he 
war  with  Spain.  Six:  hundred  dollars 
($600 )  was  appropriated  for  the  New- 
port State  House;  seventy-five  hundred 
dollars  ($7500)  for  macadamizing  sam- 
ple roads;  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
($1500)  to  "remunerate"  the  committee 
"on  Camp  grounds."  The  Hon.  Melville 
Bull  was  the  chief;  in  addition,  were 
thousands  of  dollars  appropriated  to 
worthless  objects,   wholly  political. 

Such  is  a  fair  summary  of  the  terri- 
'.■u  ,.-,,rt.-  Hone  hv  the  General  Assemb- 
ly, in  one  hundred  and  ninety  minute-. 
on  this  memorable  15th  of  June,  1898. 
But  the  work  was  not  less  destructive 
in  another  way. 

The  Cumberland  Town  Council,  in 
July,  1905,  granted  permission  to  the 
Valley  Kails  and  Franklin  Street  Rati 
way  Company  to  use  the  highways  ^i 
the  town.  But  the  grant  was  made  sub 
ject  to  the  Rhode  Island  Company 
(  Prow  Journal^  19th  July,  1905,  p.  14). 
The  Union  Railroad  was  leased  to  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  ci 
Philadelphia  (Prow  Journal,  14th  July, 
1905.  P-  U)-  The  Rhode  Island  Com 
pany  was  then  formed,  and  Nelson  W 
"Aldrich  was  its  first  President,  undei 
the  control  of  this  Gas  Company,  of 
such  scandalous  history.  This  Company 
then  controled  the  town  of  Cumberland 
in  the  use  of  its  streets,  and  also  the 
town  roads  and  streets  in  Lincoln,  Paw- 
tucket,  Smithfield,  Scituate,  Coventry, 
Warwick'.  Bristol,  Warren,  Barrington. 
Johnson  and  Providence,  and  perhaps 
more. 

The  name  of  ihe  "'Profit  Sharing 
Law,"  was  changed  by  the  Judiciary 
Committee  from  "An  act  to  provide  Ad- 
ditional Revenue,"  10  an  act  providing 
for  a  Tax  ox  Street  Railroads.  Under 
it  the  "'revenue"  shrinks  in  1912.  from 
six  p^r  cent,  to  one  per  cent.;  but  ihe 
"perpetual*'  franchise  in  the  highways 
remains-    This  name  is  a  living  lie,  and 


u  was  given  by  the  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee. The  original  "bill"  was  thrown  into 
the  waste  basket,  and  ;i  substitute,  A, 
was  enacted.  This  substitute  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Judiciary  Committee;  or 
was  it  secretly  sent  through  some  mem- 
ber in  to  the  Committee,  and  by  it  re- 
ported ? 

John  T.  Blodgett,  now  a  Judge  of  the 

•  Supreme  Court,  was  a  member  of  the 
House,  and  one  of  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee which  reported  this  law.  He  was 
placed  by  the  General  Assembly  upon 
the  Bench  in  May,  1900.  Edward  C.  Du- 
bois was  also  a  member  of  the  House 
when  it  enacted  the  "Profit  Sharing 
Law."  He  was  seated  upon  the  Bench 
by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  very  next 
session,  after  the  enactment. 

Frank  E.  Holden  was  a  member  of 
the  House,  on  the  day  this  law  wa«:  en- 
acted. He  was  soon  made  the  head  of 
the  Republican  machine  for  securing 
and  controlling  votes;  and  to  make 
his  work  more  effective  he  was 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  State  Return- 
ing Board,  which  Board  counts  die 
votes,    throwing    out    those    not    wanted. 

I    For   his   appointment    he   is    indebted    '  ■ 

1  Governor  William  Gregory,  who  wan 
Lieut.  Governor  on  the  memorable  1501 
June,  1898.  This  Returning  Board  law 
was  enacted  6th  March,  1901  ;  Holden 
was  appointed  on  the  29th  March,  i9or. 
George  R.  Lawton,  another  member  oi 
the  Hou>e  on  the  day  of  the  enactment 
of  this  "Profit  Sharing  Bill,"  was  placed 
by  Gov.  Gregory  on  the  "Returning 
Board." 

The  Supreme  Court,  before  which 
body  this  law  must  come,  consists  of 
five  Judges;  three  constitute  a  quorum; 
two  assisted  in  the  preparation,  or  in  lb'. 
enactment  of  this  "Profit  Sharing  Stat- 
ute." Will  they  not  uphold  the  work  in 
which    they    were,    and    are,    so    closely 

I    connected? 

Suppose  a  corporation  controls  a  Re- 
tvrning  Board;  can  it  then  ''pack''  a 
("eneral  Assembly?

I    eral  Assembly  elects  all  Judges,  can  the 
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Corporation,  through  its  General  As- 
sembly "pack"  the  Superior  and  the  Su- 
preme Benches;  and  in  c?.se  -1  corpora 
lion  can  "pack"  a  Court,  with  power  o» 
construe,  and  adjudicate  the  laws  which 
its  General  Assembly  enacts,  where  will 
the  right?  of  the  People  come  in?  Is 
such  a  situation  a  Republican  form 
of  government  according  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  and  will  it 
be  so  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States?  For  by  that  body  must 
the  questions  be  settled. 

One  year  from  the  time  when  politi- 
cians and  corporation  managers  had 
packed  the  General  Assembly  for  this 
memorable  15th  of  June;  on  which  day 
a  law  was  enacted  under  which  a  Phil- 
adelphia corporation  and  later  a  Con- 
necticut corporation,  could  fix  the  rare 
of  taxation  here,  on  their  property;  and 
also  could  fix  the  tax  valuation  which 
Rhode  Inland  towns  must  accept;  and 
this  property  covered  many  millions  of 
dollars.  One  year  from  that  day,  the 
R.  I.  Supreme  Court,  holding  office  un- 
der these  same  powers  that  made  this 
law,  made  a  decision  giving  power  lo 
the  General  Assembly  to  exempt  corpo- 
rations from  taxation  in  support  of  the 
government,  placing  the  necessary  ex- 
cess of  taxation  upon  individuals. 
The  Court  rested  its  opinion  upon 
dicta  of  it-:  own.  "The  power  to  ex- 
empt property  from  Taxation,  is  »iie 
conver.se  oi  the  power  to  determine 
what  property  shall  be  the  subject  of 
taxation"    (R.    I.    Sup    Ct.    Reports,    io, 


270).  Again,  "The  power  to  tax  neces- 
sarily implies  a  power  to  exempt"  (R.  1. 
Sup.  Ct.  RpU  22,  i0o/.  Duca  liic  puwvi 
to  tax  "necessarily  imply  a  pozver  to  ex- 
empt?" Suppose  I  give  a  man  power  to 
sell  goods  for  me,  does  my  act  necessari- 
ly imply  a  power  in  this  man  to  buy 
goods,  and  involve  me  in  debt?  Or.  I 
employ  a  man  to  deposit  money  in  .1 
Bank  to  my  credit,  does  my  act  neces- 
sarily give  this  man  the  power  to  check 
my  money  out.  and  ruin  me  financially.*' 
The  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  in- 
defensible. If  the  power  to  tax  is  given 
to  the  General  Assembly,  which  it  never 
was,  the  only  implication  possible  is  that 
men  must  be  taxed,  and  not  exempted. 
The  rule  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  Slates  in  the  matter  of  "implica- 
tion," is  "that  where  a  general  power  *s 
conveyed,  or  duty  enjoined,  every  par- 
ticular power  necessary  for  the  cxerc'ee 
of  the  one,  or  the  performance  of  the 
other  is  conferred/'  The  Supreme  Con:: 
of  Illinois  made  the  rule  that  "when  a 
Constitution  gives  a  general  power,  or 
enjoins  a  duty,  it  also  gives,  by  implica- 
tion, every  particular  power  necessary 
for  the  exercise  of  the  one,  or  the  per- 
formance of  llie  other;  implication  un- 
der this  rule,  however,  must  lie  neces- 
sary, not  a  conjectural,  or  argumentative 
one"  iCoolcy  Const  Limits,  p.  77).  The 
rule  of  the  United  Stales  Supreme 
Court  is  binding  upon  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Rhode  Island.  But  the  Rhod 
Island   Court   r   directly  in  reverse. 
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Further  Consideration  of 
the  Immense  Advantage 
to  the  People  which  came 
from  the  Beauttifo-l  stat- 
ute of  June  15,  1&98,  en- 
acted at  the  request  of 
certain  Directors  of  the 
Union  Rail  Road  Com» 
pany,  Senator  Aldrich 
being  one  of  the  largest, 
if  not  the  largest  StocR- 
hchiers. 

"We  (the  Directorate  of  the  Union 
Railroad*  Company)  believe  that  the 
Klectric  Street  Railway  is  one  of  the 
great  factors  in  modem  life,  it  annihi- 
lates distance  (by  using-  the  Highways), 
under  its  beneficent  influence  the  old 
crowded  tenement  house  is  disappearing', 
arid  suburbs  arc  springing  up  where  ev- 
ery man  can  own  his  own  home,  and 
that  the  usefulness  of  the  Street  Railway 
tor  transportation  purposes  is  in  the 
infancy  of  its  development."  (Aldrich*s 
argument  before  Judic.  Com.  R.  I.  Gen. 
Ass.  p.  2/-S.) 

"We  believe  that  it  can  be  fairly 
stated  that  no  agreements  were  ever 
made  between  contracting  parties,  in 
which  public  interests  were  involved, 
■vhere  those  interests  were  more  thor- 
oughly cared  for  and  the  rights  of  the 
J'cople  more  carefully  guarded  than  in 
these  contract-  between  these  several 
railroad  companies  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  and  the  City  of  Provi- 
•fcnec.  (Aldrich,  President  of  the 
1  nion  Railroad  Co.,  Argument,  p.  13.) 


"If  a  State  can  change  the  conditions 
of  these  contracts,  in  one  respect,  it  can 
in  all  (the  question  was  one  of  'trans- 
fers'/. If  the  State  can  require  us  to 
give  the  People  double  the  amount  of 
service,  for  the  same  fare,  it  can  require 
forty  times  as  much.  I  ask  you  to  con- 
sider carefully  the  effect  the  adoption  of 
such  a  proposition  would  have  upon  the 
business  and  good  name  of  the  State. 
Nothing  would  be  more  unfortunate 
than  to  have  it  understood  throughout 
the  country  that  the  State  of  Rhode  Is- 
land did  not  respect  the  security  of 
properties,  whether  expressed  or  im- 
plied" (Aldrich  Argument,  p.  5). 

"After  a  careful  examination  of  the 
situation,  here  determined  to  begin  our 
operations  by  the  acquisition  of  the 
properties  in  Rhode  Island,  we  were 
governed  only  by  consideration-  of  the 
physical  and  financial  conditions:  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  rights,  and  con- 
tracts between  the  State,  the  City  and 
the  Companies"  (Aldrich's  Argument, 
14). 

The  Union  Railroad  Company's  stock 
wa-  at  once  bought  for  $5,000,000  (Al- 
drich's Argument,  17).  This  sum,  Pres- 
ident Aldrich  says,  was  paid  for  the 
franchise  enjoyed  by  that  company  (p. 
17).  Again:  ,(Jt  will  tints  be  seen  that 
of  the  sum  paid  not  more  than  a  mil- 
lior  and  a  half  of  dollars  could  by  any 
fair  calculation  be  said  to  have  been  paid 
for  (all)  the  franchises"  (Same,  page 
17).  Which  statement  was  true?  Air. 
Aldrich  and  his  partners  went  a.t  once 
10   New  Jersey  and   obtained   a   charter 


styled  the  United  Traction  and  Electric 
Company,  to  be  worked  lure  in  Provi- 
dence with  :i  capital  of  $8,000,000  (Al- 
drich's \rgumcnt,  p.  14).  It"  there  were 
three  men  engaged  in  this  transaction, 
here. was  a  million  of  dollars  for  each; 
and  the  rights  of  the  People  consisted  m 
paying  these  men  a  profit  on  $8,000,000, 
instead  of  a  profit  on  about  $3,000,000, 
as  had  been  before  the  case  Mr.  Al- 
drich  continue-:  1  beg  to  say  that  the 
United  Traction  and  the  Electric  Com- 
pany was  organized  for  the  express  pur- 
pose named  in  its  charter  of  acquiring, 
and  holding,  and  operating  Street  Rail- 
ways, Electric  Lighting  Plants,  and 
other  Plants,  not  only  in  the  cities  ->f 
Providence  and  Pawtucket,  but  in  a 
"doxen  different  States"  (Aldrich's  Ar- 
gument, p.  14).  lie  does  not  inform  lis 
what,  and  where  such  properties  \verc 
acquired,  but  here  in  Providence  "the 
result  was  (he  says)  that  during  a  tin  ■■ 
when  nearly  every  industry  was  para- 
lyzed, or  suffering  from  want  of  credit, 
and  ready  money,  a  sum  approximating 
$8,000,000  in  cash  was  within  a  few 
months  toured  into  the  pockets  of  the 
People  of  Rhode  Island"  (Aldrich's  Ar- 
gument, p.  15).  Here  was  a  sum  cov- 
ering the  entire  capital'  of  the  United 
Traction  Co.

1  part,  otherwise  the  General  Assembly. 
;  could  not  change  its  own  enactment  : 
j  while  the  contracting  party  of  the  sec- 
i  ond  part,  the  Union  Railroad  Company, 
j  could  change  at  will;  or  destroy  an  act 
!  of  the  General  Assembly.  Let  me,  for 
!  a  moment,  consider  such  conditions,  and. 
i  consult  authorities.  If  a  Charter  is  a 
j  contract  which  cannot  be  revoked  by  the 
:  Grantor  of  it.  or  as  Senator  Aid  rich  puts 
I  it,  "If  under  color  of  amending  an  act 
j  of  .Incorporation,  vested  rights,  secured 
1  by  Legislative  contracts,  that  have  at  all

j  drich's  Argument,  p.  6).  If  that  is  true, 
;  why  was  it  necessary  to  put  such  a  con- 
i   dition    into   the   act    of    15th    June,    1898, 
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noted  in  my  last  issue? 

A  charter  is  a  grant  to  certain  iudixi- 
tluals  to  exercise  certain  powers,  or  pri- 
vileges  under  certain  conditions.  The 
fundamental  purpose  of  the  grantees  be- 
ing to  get  the  most  money  possible  out 
of  the  People.  In  the  case  of  street 
railway,  these  individuals  are  using  the 
highways,  constructed  solely  tor  the  use 
of  the  People. 

Mr.  Blackstone  says  (Commentaries  2, 
p.  419),  "There  can  be  no  such  thing  a^ 
.1  contract,  granted,  in  which  no  consid- 
eration is  named.'"  In  what  consists  the 
consideration  in  these  charters:  They 
are  simply  power  and  privileges  given 
to  half  a  dozen  men  and  their  succes- 
sors   to    rob    the    community    of    monev.

"It  is  a  happy  feature  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  our  own  government,  that  the 
power  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  different 
States  resembles  in  this  particular  the 
prerogative  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, who  may  create,  but  cannot  dis- 
solve a  corporation,  or,  without  its  con- 
sent, alter  or  amend  its  charter"  (Angell 
Ov  Ames  on  Corporations,  Sec.  767,  p.

This 
company  was  created  29th  April,  t8v)R. 
The  charter  provided  that  the  Danielson 
Company  must  first  obtain  in  writing  the 
consent  of  the  Union  Railroad  Company 
before  it  could  exercise  any  of  the  rights 
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given  in  the  charter  in  the  town  of 
Johnston.  The  charter  also  gave  the 
Danielson  Company  the  right  to  contract 
with  the  Union  Railroad  Company  to 
transport  freight  and  general  merchan- 
dise in  and  through  the  town  of  Johns- 
ton; but  the  right  to  transport  freight 
and  nierrhandi.se  through  the  city  of 
Providence  was  not  given  in  the  charter. 
(Acts  and  Resolves,  January  Session, 
1898.    p.  83,  4,  5.) 

A  few  months  later,  early  in  1899,  the 
X.  Y.,  X.  H.  and  II.  R.  R.  obtained  from 
the  Connecticut  General  Assembly  cer- 
tain amendments  to  the  charter  of  the 
People's  Tramway  Company,  which 
charter,  at  that  time,  covered  the  towns 
of  Killingly  and  Brooklyn;  after  this 
amendment,  the  towns  of  Plainrukl,  Put- 


the  N.  Y.,  X.  H.  and  H.  was  made  the 
common  currier  to  transport  property 
and  persons  in  those  towns.  From  that 
moment  the  Providence  and  Danielson 
Company  was  shut  out  from  Providence, 
and  also  a  part  of  Johnston,  by  the 
Union  Railroad  Company;  and  from  the 
Massachusetts  line,  on  the  north,  and 
from  thence  to  the  south  line  of  West 
Greenwich  on  the  south.  Practically  the 
Danielson  Company  was  bound  out  en- 
tirely from  Connecticut.     In  my  preced- 


ing paper  I  have  shown  how  these  Prov- 
idence street  railways  became  the  prop 

erty  of  three  or  four  men.  who  then 
created  the  United  Traction  Company, 
and  then  leased  their  tremendou- 
power,  attained  by  the  law,  of  June  [5 
[898,  first  to  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Com 
panv.  and  that  company  sold  the  lease  to 
the  X.  V.,  X.  II.  and  H.  R.  R.  The 
Danielson  railway  extends  from  the 
eastern  line  of  Johnston  to  the  wester:; 
line  of  Foster.  It  cannot  enter  either 
Providence  or  Connecticut.  When  a 
Danielson  car  starts  from  Providence  a 
''Mellen"  conductor  takes  charge  and 
collects  the  fare  to  the  "Oreek  Tavern;" 
when  the  car  reaches  the  western  line  of 
Foster  a  "'Mellen"  conductor  collects 
the  last  two  fares.  The  entire  fare  being 
1  >^  ecin.>  Melieu  ^ci:->  o  cents;  prac- 
tically 25  per  cent.  When  merchandise 
is  coming  into  Providence,  it  is  stopped 
on  the  Johnston  line,  and  then  hauled 
into  Providence  by  teams.  Thus  wood, 
milk,  vegetables,  etc.,  brought  to  Provi- 
dence, if  hauled  on  the  cars,  40  per  cent. 
of  the  freight  goes  into  the  pocket 
which  "Mellen"'  represents  Going  the 
other  way  every  pound  of  freight  I- 
stopped  on  -the  Connecticut  line,  and 
hauled  in  by  teams  the  remaining  six- 
miles.

The  people,  when  they  established  the 
Constitution  of  Rhode  Island,  in  1S42, 
had  then  existing,  a  certain  form  of 
town  government;  the  people  did  not 
destroy  it,  but  they  continued  it  This 
Constitution  gives  not  the  -slightest 
power  to  the  General  Assembly,  to 
change  the  organic  structure  of  the  gov- 
ernment, which  they  (the  people)  had 
created.  Nor  is  power  given  to  the 
General  Assembly,  to  destroy  in  detail, 
or  with  one  blow,  the  principle  of  town 
government  planted  here  by  the  entire 
body  of  the  people,  before  the  State  it- 
self was  created.  The  freemen  of  the 
towns  were  then,  and  are  now  given  the 
sole  power  to  elect  State  officers.  I  re- 
peat the  fact.  Can  a  portion  of  these 
officers,  so  elected,  assemble  and  deprive 
the  towns  of  the  right  to  elect  their  own 
officers.  Such  a  proposition  is  prepos- 
terous. The  power  of  the  election  of 
town,  or  State  oncers  is  not  given  oy 
the  people,  in  their  Constitution,  in  the 
slightest     form    to    the    Senate.      Ever/ 


power  of  general  application  is  specific- 
ally concurrent  (Const.  Art.  4,  Sec.  2). 
The  people  of  Rhode  Island  alone  made 
the  Constitution.  Neither  the  General 
Assembly,  nor  the  Supreme  Court,  as 
sisted;  for  neither  body  then  existed 
Can  the  General  Assembly  change  the 
Constitutional  structure  of  its  own  ex- 
istence; or  can  the  Supreme  Court, 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  giv:

rights,  when  but  for  the  consent  of  the 
people,  General  Assemblies  could  ha*'? 
no  existence.  Hut  the  case  has  arisen. 
'The  General  Assembly  has  seized  flu 
elective  power:  and  the  Supreme  Com., 
a  body  created  by  the  people  for  'he 
protection  of  the  Constitution,  has  de- 
creed in  favor  oi  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  against  the  rights  of 
the  people.  Must  the  people  become 
slaves  again,  or  must  they,  as  becomes 
men,  defend  and  protect  their  rights? 
Neither  the  General  Assembly,  nor  the 
Supreme  Court  are  "The  State."  The 
people,  a  body  politic,  are  the  "State." 
Chancellor  Kent  thus  defines  the  Ameri- 
can governments:  "The  governments,  ! 
botii  of  the  United  States  and  oi  every  | 
State,  was  erected  by  the  free  voice  and 
joint  will  of  the  people,  for  their  com 
nion  defence  and  welfare."  (Kent's 
Comment,  I,  201).  The  question  non- 
turns  upon  the  relations  of  tiie  parties, 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  people, 
and  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of  both 
bodies  jointly,  to  their  creators — the 
people.  Is  the  thing  created  greater  th  m 
the  power  which  created  the  thing. 
The   judicial    power    in    Rhode    Island 


consists  of  otw  Supreme  Court  and  such 
interior  courts  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly may  ordain  and  establish  (^Constitu- 
tion, Act.  IO,  :*>cc.  I  .  The  recently  es 
tablishcd  Superior  Court  is  an  inferior 
court,  established,  not  by  the  people,  bui 
by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Judges 
of  both  courts  hold  office  under  an  elrc 
tion  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  grand 
committee  h'ifty-six  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  can  declare  vacant 
the  seat  of  any  Supreme  Court  Judge; 
but  it  requires  sixty-six  men  to  de- 
clare a  Superior  Court  Judge's  seat  va- 
cant. Const.,  R.  I.,  Art.  jo,  See.  4:  also 
Amendment  12).  Removal-  must  be 
done  at  the  annual  sessions.  Neither 
impeachment  nor  any  official  misde- 
meanor is  necessary  in  case  the  General 
Assembly  reconstructs  the  personel  cf 
tlie  court. 

A  single  Judge  of  this  "Superior" 
Court  can  make  a  decision  from  which 
there  is  no  appeal.  This  single  Judge 
has  powers  which  no  Supreme  Court 
Judge  is  given.  Can  anything  be  supe- 
rior to  the  supreme  ?  Nothing  except 
the  Rhode  Island  General  Assembly- 
makes  the  decree.  Bouvier  defines  su- 
preme as  "That  which  is  superior  to  ali 
other  things,"  as  "the  Supreme  Court, 
which  is  superior  to  all  other  courts," — 
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save  only  in   Rhode  Island.     In  the  rz 
cent  case  against  the  Kendall  Soap  Com- 
pany,   a    Superior    Court    Judge    in    hi* 
opinion  used  this  language: 

"In  some  instances,  on  the  tabulations 
of  results,  the  .several  periods  of  black 
smoke  in  a  single  observation  are  added 
together  so  as  to  give  the  impression 
of  a  single  long  period  of  black  smoke 
when  these  different  periods  were  ae 
tually  separated  by  periods  of  nol  only 
dark  gray,  but  also  light  gray  smoke. 
We  cannot  escape  the  conclusion  thai 
a  witness  who  really  considered  a  light 
gray  smoke  as  being  within  the  statute 
to  such  an  extent  that  he  actually  in- 
cluded it  as  such  in  his  testimony  until 
he  was  cross-examined  on  the  snbjei  t 
might  fail  to  discriminate  accuracy 
between  the  dark  gray,  which  came 
within  the  statute  and  "the  light  gray, 
which    probably  did  not." 

The  language  of  the  Statute  reads : 
"The  issue,  or  emission,  of  dense  or 
thick,  black,  or  gray  smoke  from  any 
smoke  stack  connected  with  any  ci- 
gine" — in  any  city  of  150,000  population 
for  a  period  longer  than  five  minutes  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  nuisance." 
i  he  statute  does  not  contain  the  word 
"light."  as  applied  to  "gray,"  in  charac- 
terizing the  qualification.  Nevertheless, 
this  Judge  interpolated  the  word,  and 
throws  out  the  verdict  of  the  jury.  For 
full  details  see  (Rook  Notes,  v.  23,  pp. 
201-207). 

The  Constitution  ^i  the  U.  S.  fixes  for 
the  entire  country  the  right  to  a  trial 
by  jury  (Art.  3,  Sec.  2).  This  right  :s 
binding  upon  R.  I.  Moreover  the  people 
of  R.  I.  have  themselves  fixed  this  right 
in  the  Constitution,  and  the  people  fur- 
ther declared  "That  tse  right  of  tria' 
by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate  (Art.  1, 
See.    15). 

No  Judge  on  earth  has  any  right  "0 
interpolate  words  into  a  statute,  and 
then,  here  in  Rhode  Island,  throw  out  a 
verdict.  But  for  such  a  decision  here 
there  is  no  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

It  was  under  the  Charter  th  it 
four  of  the  five  Judges  in  the  case 
of    Trevett    vs     Weeden    were    removed  ; 


the  .same  power  exists  in  the  General 
Assembly  under  the  Constitution  to 
day.  The  purpose  of  the  people  in  es 
tablishment  of  the  Supreme  Court,  i-> 
the  Constitution,  was  to  create  a  depar! 
ment  equal  to  the  General  Assembly, 
with  power  to  exercise  a  check  upon  th 
unconstitutional  work  of  that  body.  Bm 
this  pttrpose  was  destroyed  by  placing 
the  election,  salary  and  tenure  of  ever} 
Judge  in  the  power  of  the  General  As 
sembly.  The  voters  of  the  towns  elci 
the  General  Assembly,  and  the  General 
Assembly  elects  the  Judges.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  grand  committee  also 
elects  the  United  States  Senator  for 
Rhode  Island.  The  same  grand  com 
mittee,  which  elects  a  Senator,  can  elect, 
or  destroy,  a  court.  This  body  has  for 
years  been  regularly  "packed"  by  men 
ambitions  for  the  position  of  a  Senator. 
There  was  never  known  any  intent  on 
the  part  of  those  who  "packed"  the 
General  Assembly  for  the  Senatorship 
to  interfere  in  the  composition  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  But  suppose  a  corpora- 
tion was  to  take  a  hand  in  this  "pack- 
ing," what  would  be  the  effect  upon 
legislation;  and  the  action  of  the  court- 
upon  that  legislation.  The  contempla- 
tion of  such  conditions  is  appalling.  The 
following  table  shows  the  vote  for  U. 
S.  Senator  from  Rhode  Island  from 
1840  to  1895.  These  votes  were  by  the 
General  Assembly,  in  grand  committee. 
The  "packing"  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  the  position  of  United  States  Sen- 
ator ship  began  in  1858. 
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Previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  1842,  the  .Supreme  Judicial 
Court  was  the  mere  creature  of  th  • 
Charter  Central  Assembly.  The  Judg<  s 
held  their  offices  and  their  salaries  sole 
ly  under  the  control  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  the  General  Assembly  was 
always  in  control  of  from  three  to  five 
of  its  members.  This  court  was  su- 
preme only  in  name.  The  decisions 
which  it  made  were  controlled  or  set 
aside,  continuously.  The  court  sus- 
tained the  work  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, or  the  Judges  were  at  once  retired 
to  private  life.  One  great  cause  of  the 
Revolution  of  1S42,  commonly  called  the 
Dorr  War,  was  the  infamous  work  done 
under  this  system.  Now,  in  the  20»h 
century,  the  same  system  is  being,  or,  :u 
truth,  has  been  re-established;  but  far 
more  dangerous.  It  is  useless  to  deny 
the  "packing"  to  which  I  have  referred 
and  demand  evidence.  The  table,  with 
its  "figures,  is  evidence,  absolutely  con- 
clusive, and  positively  damnable.  This 
''packing"  was  begun  by  the  late  Henry 
B.  Anthony,  in  185S,  to  obtain  a  seat  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States;  and 
used  continuously  by  him,  he  holding 
the  position  for  nearly  thirty  years,  and 
until  his  death.  The  Supreme  Court 
was  quick  to  feel  this  impulse.  I  will 
illustrate.  Mr.  Anthony,  by  the  use  of 
his  "paper,"  the  Providence  Journal,  op- 
posed, with  ridicule,  and  every  other 
weapon,  the  calling  of  a  convention  of 
the  people  for  the  purpose  of  a  revision 
of  certain  articles  of  the  Constitution, 
which    men    soon    saw    were    dangerous. 


In  1858,  Mr.  Anthony  had  92  out  of  a 
possible  100  votes;  in  1882,  Air.  Anthony 
had  92  out  of  a  possible  108  votes.  In 
1883,  the  Sup!  erne  Court  upon  a  re- 
quest of  the  General  Assembly  for  an 
opinion,  gave  the  opinion  that  the  Gen- 
era! Assembly  bad  not  the  Constitu- 
tional power  to  call  a  convention  of  the 
people;  or  to  invite  the  people  to  me-..' 
in  convention  for  the  revision  of  that 
instrument.  Concerning  this  opinion  1 
cannot  resist  certain  reflection.  In  Un- 
case of  the  decision  giving  power  ,0 
exempt  corporations  from  taxation, 
made  by  the  bupreme  Court  in  1S99,  th  ■ 
court  held  that  '"the  power  to  tax  neces- 
sarily implies  a  power  to  exempt"  (Sup. 
Ct.  Rpts..  22,  183).  Our  Rhode  Island 
Constitution  declares  that  "'the  basis  of 
our  political  systems  is  the  right  of  the 
people  to  make  and  alter  their  Constitu- 
tions of  government."  (^Const.,  Art.  1, 
Sec.  1).  Humbly  I  ask  this  court 
whether  the  "implication"  to  call  a  con- 
vention is  not  quite  as  clear  as  is  the 
"implication"  of  power  to  exempt  cor- 
porations and  syndicates  of  corpora- 
tions   from    taxation. 

In  1897,  the  General  Assembly  enacted 
a  law  authorizing  the  Governor  to  ap- 
point a  commission  to  revise  the  Consti 
tut  ion  of  the  State.  The  reason  assigned 
was  that  "the  manufacturing  industries 
and  business  interests  of  all  kinds  had 
grown."  There  had  been  an/increase 
also  of  population ;  but  these  interests 
had  grown  in  still  larger  ratio"  (Sched  , 
Jan.,  1807,  p.  121  ).  What  does  the  Con 
stitution     mean     when     it     declare-     tii^t 
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"All  free  governments  are  instituted  ior 

the  protection,   safety  and   happiness   of 
the  people?"   (Art.   I,  Sec.  2).     Nothing 
is    said    in    the    instrument    concerning 
"manufacturing  industries  and  business  , 
interests,"  all  these  being  subordinate  to 
the  safety  of  the  people.     The  commis- 
sion   was    called,    and    like    the    (iener  il 
Assembly,    it     was    "packed."      Two    of  » 
the   Supreme    Conn   Judges,    who   made  !

It   becomes   clear   that    in    -  > 
far    as    the    Judges    of    the    Courts    are 
human,    men    use  to   the  people  «t->  u  ■• 
protectors  of  rights  is  lost.     Kent's  com 
mentaries   are   now   the   great  legal  au- 
thority   in    all    the   American    courts.      1 
will  cite  some   further   law    from   Chan- 
celor     Kent  ;     "The    judicial    power,     in 
every  government,  must  be  co-extensivc, 
with     the    powers    of    the    legislature.'.' 
How  can  it  be  so  in  Rhode  Island,  where 
the  Judges  are  in  office,  solely  upon  the 
will    of    a    body    which    is    constantly 
"packed"  by  somebody,  or  by  some  cor- 
poration.     Again,   "Legislative    acts    are 
subject   to  the  severe  scrutiny,  and  im- 
partial interpretation  of  the  courts   who 
arc  bound  to  regard  the  Constitution  a- 
a   paramount   law,   and   the   highest   evi 
dence  of  the  will  of  the  people"  (Kent': 
Com.,  i,  294).  Again,  "Courts  of  justice 
have  the  right,  and  are  in  duty  bound  t<- 
bring  every  law  to  the  test  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  to  regard  the  Constitution, 
first   of  the  United   States,  and   then  01 
their  own    States,  as  the  paramount,  or 
supreme  law,  to  which,  ever}-  inferior,  0: 
derivative    power,    and    regulation    must 
conform;  but  which  being  found  by  the 
court  contrary  thereto  becomes  null  ant! 
void'1   (Kents  Com.,  1,  449)-     De  Toc<; 
queville  maintains  that  the  "danger  to  r. 
democracy    is    the   corrupting   and    con 
trolling  power  of  a  disciplined   faction.' 
What  is  that  body  here  in   Rhode  Island 
which    continually     "packs"    the    General 
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Assembly  ;  and  through  their  "tools"  iti 
the  Assembl  "pack"  the  courts.  Thus 
controlling  the  law  and  the  courts, 
Chancellor  Kent  continues.  "If  there 
was  no  check  upon  the  tyranny  of  legis- 
lative majorities  the  prospect  would  '.-■ 
gloomy  indeed  for  the  tree  institutions 
of  America,  but  there  are  fundamental 
rights  declared  in  our  Constitutions,  and 
constitutional  checks  confided  to  the  in- 
tegrity and  independence  of  the  Judi- 
ciary" (Kent's  Commentaries,  i,  450).

In  1871.  there  was  printed  by  the 
Providence  Press  Company,  then  exist- 
ing here,  a  little  pamphlet,  with  this 
title,  "The  Soldier's  Life  of  Love  and 
Glory,  and  Other  Poems,  by  Z.  D."

There  was,  in  1871,  n-j 
man  living  in  Providence  named 
Denison  writing  in  rhyme.  Fred- 
erick Denison,  who  at  that  time 
wrote  some  things  in  rhyme,  had  not 
then  come  here  to  live,  nor  were  his 
initials  Z.  D.  There  is  also  a  copy  in  the 
Sidney  S.  Rider  Collection  in  the 
Brown  University  Library  (  Box  223. 
Pamphlet  5).  In  this  copy  is  a  manu- 
script note,  by  myself,  written  in  1882, 
saying  that  "the  edition  of  this  pam- 
phlet, consisted  of  one  hundred  (loo") 
copies.  That  it  was  written  by  a  woman 
living  at  Newport,  R  J.,  and  that  this 
woman  never  c;niu  for  the  pamphlets," 
nor   were   they   ever   paid    f<»r;    nor   de 


livered    to   anybody.     This    was   told    to 
me  by   Henry   Doherty,  the   foreman   of 
the   company    which    printed     tne    pain 
j   phlet.     This  is  a  note  for  bibliographical 
purposes.

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How  Hooker  Handled  Hahnemann. 

Caleb  Fiske,  a  '-Doctor"  of  tin-  '"Old 
School,"  died  in  Scitnate,  R.  I.,  in  18,35, 
where  he  had  lived  82  years,  "'doctoring" 
tor  about  sixty  years.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Rhode  Island  (Allopathic) 
Society.  He  left  by  will  ($.i,ooo)  two 
thousand  dollars  to  tiiat  society,  the  in- 
come to  he  used  in  offering  premiums 
for  the  best  essays  on  the  diagnosis  of 
human  ailments  and  the  best  treatment 
of  these  ailments.  The  Hahnemann  the- 
ory of  "curing."  simiUa  similibus  citrari- 
Utr,  or  that  which  will  cause  will  cure, 
was  never  known  to  Caleb  Fiske;  it  lie- 
came  .somewhat  known  here  in  the  early 
forties,  and,  became  at  once  the  object  of 
scorn  and  ridicule  for  all  the  practi- 
tioners of  medicines,  then  so  highly  edu- 
cated in  the  acute  detection  of  disease, 
and  in  the  particular  drug  which  would 
inevitably  cure  it.  Fiske's  fund  was  for 
the  discovery  of  "the  best  treatments  of 
human  ailments."  Why  attempt  a  "refu- 
tation" of  homeopathy  before  you  had 
discovered  what  there  was  true,  and 
fundamentally   fixed  in  it. 

Jn  [850  the  R.  I.  Medical  Society  of- 
fered a  "Premium  icy  the  best  Disserta- 
tion" on  -'Homeopathy,  so  called,  its  his- 
tory, and  refutation."  Xothing  was  said 
about  testing  the  actual  working  of 
drugs,  a-  for  instance,  whether  ipecac, 
which  had  always  been  used  as  an  eme- 
tic, would,  in  infinitesimal  doses,  stop, 
or  prevent  nausea,  or  vomiting  An  e's- 
say  won  tli.-  prize,  written  by  Worthing- 
ton    Hooker,   M.    D..   then   of    Norwich, 


Connecticut.  This  gentleman  was  born 
in  Springfield,  Mass.,  in  1806.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  Vale,  and  subsequently  of 
the  Harvard  Medical  School.  In  1852 
(after  the  publication  of  his  prize  essay) 
he  was  made  a  "Professor  of  the  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Medicine"  at  Yale.  This 
position  he  held  until  his  death. 

In  185J,  as  1  have  stated,  Hooker's 
essay  was  printed,  but  it  bore  the  title 
"Homeopath}',  an  examination  of  its 
Doctrines  and  Evidences.''  This  title  is 
radically  changed  from  that  for  which 
the  prize  was  offered,  but  still  more  it 
was  utterly  false;  Hooker  had  made  no 
tests  as  to  the  sizes  of  doses,  nor  had 
he  made  a  single  test  of  the  "opposite" 
action  of  drugs;  such  for  instance  as 
one  which  I  have  mentioned,  ipecac. 
Urtica  urens,  the  nettle,  is  not  tested  in 
the  case  of  burns,  nor  is  belladonna,  nor 
arnica,  the  latter  among  the  most  re- 
markable. There  was  no  fairness  in 
Hooker's  "examination."  He  made  no 
examinations.  His  work  was  thus  a 
mere  "Medical  Delusion,"  a  name  which 
he  gave  a  year  or  two  later  to  another 
similar  treatise. 

The  learned  Hooker  writes  (page 
124):  "Thus  was  it  with  Hahnemann. 
who  may  justly  be  termed  the  Prnce  of 
Scientific  Tools,  as  Paracelsus  was  the 
Prince  of  Quacks." 

T  here  set  forth  from  the  latest  and 
best  authority  the  characteristics  of  both 
Hahnemann  and  Paracelsus,  and  they  do 
not    sustain   Doctor— Professor   Hooker. 

Hahnemann  was  born  in  Saxony  in 
j;-'55.     He  was  educated  at  the  "Elector 
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School  of  Meisen,  and  afterward  became 
a  student  of  medicine  at  Leipsic,  and  at 

Vienna,  took  the  degree  of  M.  1).  at  la 
langen  in  1770.  From  that  time  until  has 
death  in  1843,  he  was  engaged  in  the 
constant  study  and  practice  oi  medicine. 
During  this  period  he  became  convinced 
of  the  truth  of  the  principle  Similia 
Sitnilibus  Curantur,  meaning,  '"the  cure 
for  a  disease  is  the  very  drug  that  would 
in  a  healthy  person  produce  the  symp- 
toms of  such  disease/'  Firmly  convinced 
of  the  truth  of  these  principles  Hahne- 
mann spent  the  rest  of  his  life  (after 
1821)  in  making  them  known  to  the 
world.  Tie  encountered  much,  opposi- 
tion and  was  forced,  in  1S21,  to  leave 
Leipsic,  because  he  was  not  allowed  by 
the  authorities  to  dispense  his  own  pres- 
criptions (En  ir.  Brit.,  latest  ed.L 
"Hahnemann  was  the  first  to  break  de- 
cidedly with  the  old  school  of  medical 
practice."  "Homeopathy  has  given  prom- 
inence to  the  therapeutic  side  of  medi- 
cine." It  has  done  service  in  directing 
attention  to  various  powerful  drugs, 
such  as  aconite,  mix  vomica,  belladon- 
na, and  to  the  advantage  of  giving  them 
in  simpler  forms."  "He  had  the  great 
merit  of  disturbing  and  dicrediting  inde- 
fensible modes  of  practice."  (Ency. 
Brit.,  v.  12,  p.  127.8).

1    will   give  a    few   of  his 
characteristic  as  shown  in  the  latest  edi- 
tion of  the  Encyclopedia  Britanica.   "He 
1   attached  no  value  to*discussions  on  med- 
I   ical  topics,  which  turned  more  upon  the- 
I   ories    and    definitions    than    upon    actual 
practice."     '"He  was  one  of  the  first  phy- 
j    sicians   of  modern   times   to   profit   by   a 
I   mode  of  study  now  reckoned  'indispen-- 
I   able.'"      "The    book    of    nature    he    af- 
j    firmed    is    that    which    a    physician   must 
!    read."    ''He  had  acquired  great  stores  r-i 
1    facts,  which  gave  him  an  unquestionable 
.   superiority     over     his     contemporaries.'' 
"Unfortunately     they     (his     opponents) 
I    turned    upon    him    because    in    giving   a 
i   course  of  lectures  upon  medicines  at  the 
;    University    of    Basle,    in    German,    and 
:    not   in   Latin."    This  Paracelsus   did,   so 
i   that  people  could  understand  him,  when 
j    he  used  and  their  native  language.    "The 
\    truth  of  the  doctrines  of  Paracelsus  was 
i   confirmed  by  his  Miccess  in  curing,  or  in 
I   mitigating  diseases   for  which  the  regu- 
!   lar  physicians   cot  Id   do  nothing."     "He 
I  had  a  pharmaceutical  system  of  his  own, 
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which  did  not  harmonize  with  the  com- 
mercial arrangements  of  the  apotheca- 
ries." The  aim  of  all  hi>  writings  was 
to  promote  the  progress  of  medicines." 
These  quotations  are  from  :i  paper  writ- 
ten by  Prof.  John  Ferguson  (of  chem- 
istry)  in  the  University  of  Glasgow. 

Hooker  thus  states  Hahnemann's  di- 
rections in  the  preparation  oi  a  dilution. 
First  mix  the  drug  with  alcohol,  in 
sufficient  quantities  of  each  to  produce 
the  desired  potency,  then  "mix  this  with 
ninety-nine  or  one  hundred  drops  oi  al- 
cohol, by  means  of  two  strokes  with  the 
arm  from  above  downward."  (p.  23). 
Again,  'in  making  a  dilution,  a  thorough 
and  even  mixture  was  necessary."  So 
Hooker  ridicules  Hahnemann's  direc- 
tions, "to  give  a  powerful  stroke  of  the 
arm  descending."  (p  >Q )  Unfortunate- 
ly, this  learned,  and  honest  examiner, 
has  given  us  no  illustrations  of  a  power- 
erful  stroke  of  the  arm  ascending. 
Would  3-ou  split  a  stick  by  suspending  it 
above  your  head  and  striking  upwards? 
Is  not  the  danger  from  lightning  from 
its  downward  strokes?  So,  too,  with 
an  aerolite,  does  its  danger  come  with 
its  upward  flight?  So  much  for  this 
learned  doctor's  ridicule. 

Dr.  Prof.  Hooker  thus  cites  Hahne- 
mann   concerning    dilutions    of    drugs: 


"  1  liis  process  of  spiritualization,  or  dy- 
namization,  is  continued  through  a  series 
of  thirty  phials  up  to  the  thirtieth  solu- 
tion." This  is  not  Hahnemann's  lan- 
guage, hut  the  language  of  some  Eng- 
lish translator.  "The  word  "spiritualiza- 
tion'' had  then  no  such  meaning  as  it 
now  has,  nor  such  as  it  had  when  this 
unprejudiced  professor  of  medicine 
wrote  this  stuff.  Hooker  continues  con- 
cerning Hahnemann's  thirty  phials: 
"The  fifteenth  would  require  a  quantity 
of  alcohol  greater  in  bulk  than  the  earth. 
The  eighteenth  would  require  a.  quantity 
greater  than  the  volume  of  the  sun;  and 
the  30th,  the  one  which  Hahnemann  in- 
sists as  being  the  best  for  common  use, 
would  take  a  quantity  of  alcohol  ex- 
ceeding the  volume  of  a  quadrillion  of 
suns."  (Hooker's  Examination.  2A.  25). 
The  sun  is  a  globe  860,000  miles  in 
diameter:  a  quadrillion  of  suns  must 
consist,  according  to  the  English  system 
of  the  following  number,  1,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000  of  suns.  Hahnemann's 
dilutions  could  have  been  made  with  a 
half  ounce  vial,  and  according  to  Hooker 
himself,  thirty  times.  In  what  consists 
the  reasoning  powers  of  a  physician,  a 
professor  in  a  university,  who  could 
write  such  stuff  as  that.  In  my  brief  ex- 
perience of  life   I   have  never  seen  but 
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oik-  man  whose  mind  was  adequate  to  a 
conception  so  vast.  This  man  was  Ben 
Kit,  whose  portrait  long  hung  in  the 
office  of  the  Providence  Journal. 

Hooker  writes  page  after  page  in  ridi- 
cule of  homeopathic  statistics  (pages 
ioS-iio)  and  finishes  with  this:  "Xeither 
party  (Allopathic  nor  Homeopathic)  be- 
lieve the  .statistics  of  the  other,  while  the 
community  at  large  very  generally  dis- 
believe the  statistics  of  both."  (Hooker's 
Examination   1 10) . 

Hooker  writes:  "Homeopathy  adds 
another  to  the  multitude  of  illustrations 
of  the  facility  with  which  the  communi- 
ty may  he  deceived  in  relation  to  the 
comparative  results  of  different  re- 
sults and  modes  of  practice."    (p.  143)  : 

The   United   States   Dispensatory   is  a 
hiige  volume  of  upwards  of  2,000  close- 
ly pnntcd  pages.     It   is  in  one  sense  a 
Materia  Mcdica,  otherwise  things  neces- 
sary   for    the    restoration    of    health,    by 
medicines.     It   was   first   printed   in    1833. 
It   is  safe  to  say  that  two-thirds  of  the 
drugs    and    chemicals    so    carefully    set    j 
forth  year  after  year  in  this  book,  have   j 
been  dropped  out  of  it,  and  declared  use-   1 
less.        Hooker's      accusations,      against 
homeopathy,  are  much  stronger   against   [ 
allopathy. 

Here   is  how   Hooker  gives   away   his 
entire  argument:   '"Thus   if  bleeding,   or 
blistering,    or   both    together    have   cured   ! 
pleurisy,    as    experience    has    abundantly   j 
proved,  whatever  homeopathists  may  say 
to  the  contrary,  then  bleeding  and  blis-   I 
tering  should  each,  or  together,  produce 
symptoms    resembling    pleurisy."      Thus 
Hooker  backs  his  "argument" :  "Whether 
bleeding  is  apt  to  do  this,  any  'prover' 
ma}'  discover  by  inquiring  of  those  who 
were    went    to    be   bled    regularly    every 
spring,   with   the   idea   that    it   prevented 
sickness/'    (page    55).      Hooker,    a    pro 
fessor  of  medicine  at  Yale,  was  at  work    I 
trying    to    destroy    the    principle,    similia 
similibus   curat ur,   elsewhere   herein   ex- 
plained; will  you  hunt  among  allopathic 
physicians  who  bleed  and  blislei    to-day 
for  pleurisy;  or  in  truth  for  any  disease. 
What  has  become  of  those  bled  regular 


yond  all  else,  such  l<»gic,  in  an  educated 
man  is  sickening  beyond  all  hope  of 
drugs. 

This  learned  Yale  professor  of  phy 
sic  tells  of  *'a  woman  who  had  suffered 
from  an  inflamation  in  the  foot:  "This 
woman  (Hooker  says)  t<>M  me  thai  she 
saw  the  inflamation  move  slowly  down 
jo  the  great  toe,  and  left  the  toe  pop- 
ping like  a  pistol."  There  i-  nothing  to 
show  that  this  woman  had  been  treated 
homeopathically ;  nor  does  Hooker  sho\> 
that  there  is  any  homeopathic  dilution 
which  will  explode  like  a  pstol;  nor  does 
Hooker  show  that  the  inflamation  was 
caused  by  an  explosion.  Such  is  this 
honest  allopathic's  examination  of  the 
principles  lying  under  homeopathy. 
(Hooker's  Examination  of  Homeopathic 
Doctrines,    't>\       Ti.a    „.-u jv   „-..._.    - 

case  not  of  a  homeopathic  dilution,  but 
of  an  allopathic  delusion. 

Hooker  writes:  ''The  treatment  of 
burns  is  often  referred  to  as  illustrating 
the  operations  of  Hahnemann's  law  of 
cure,  similia  similibus  curatur."  (p.  61). 
Again,  one  of  the  facts  greatly  relied 
upon  by  homeopathists  is  thus  announced 
by  Hahnemann:  "Frozen  sour  crout  is 
frequently  applied  to  a  limb  that  is 
frozen,  or  sometimes  it  is  rubbed  witli 
snow."  This  is  Hooker's  explanation  ; 
"The  idea  of  a  homeopathist  seems  to  he 
that  a  limb  is  fro/en  by  cold  as  a  posi- 
tive agent;  and  that  cold  united  with 
zvater  making  it  snow,  or  with  sour 
crout,  is  ©nly  similar  to  cold  united  with 
air,  and  not  the  same  thing.     It  is  only

!'''•!••!"■':'■  promulgated  i\-  a  century 
ago;  and  1  looker  ridicules  it.  Hooker 
ridicules  Hahnmann's  opinion  that  odors 
have  curative,  or  prevention,  or  preven- 
tive powers.  Does  not  chloride  01  lime, 
and  carbolic  acid,  and  sulpho-napthal, 
knock  out  instantly  all  his  ridicule. 
Hooker  while  ridiculing  similia  simili- 
bus curatur,  teaches  us  that  drawing 
good  blood  out  of  a  man's  body  every 
spring  will  prevent  sickness ;  that  bleed- 
ing and  blisters  will  cure  pleurisy;  but 
he  never  was  able  to  learn  that  ipecac 
will  prevent  nausea,  and  vomiting.  That 
.alone  is  proof  that  there  is  a  truth  in 
similia  similibus  curantur,  which  all  his 
ridicule  can  never  overthrow.  What  is 
the  value  of  his  denial,  that  the  applica- 
tion of  heat,  will  relieve  a  burn,  or  the 
application  of  cold  will  relieve  frozen 
limbs.  Both'  are  true  Hahnemannian 
principles.  He  believed  that  a  physician  I 
must  attack  a  disease  just  as  Melas  used 
his  artillery  at  Marengo.  But  the  ar- 
tillery oi  Melas  consisted  of  iron  can- 
non-, on  wheels,  while  Hooker's  artllcry  j 
consisted  of  junk  bottles  in  bags.  Hook- 
er's maxim  was  "feed  a  cold  but  starve  J 
a  fever."  Hahnemann's  maxim  was  I 
"starve  a  cold,  but  feed  a  fever."  Not  a 
drop  of  watci  nor  an  ounce  of  nourish- 
ment was  allowed  under  the  "Hooker" 
system  to  enter  the  body  of  a  sick  ty 
phoid ;     but     Hahnemann    introduced    n 


water  pipe  at  once,  and  the  sick  man's 
belly  became  an  ice  box;  and  an  hundred 
soups  nourished  his  flesh.

Cow's  Dung  was  for  a 
century  named  in  the  early  English  Di^- 
pensories  by  die  medical  school  of  which 
Dr.  Swarts  is  a  member,  and  matter 
taken  from  a  sore  on  a  cow  is  still  thrust 
into  the  flesh  of  children  to  "head  off" 
small  pox.  "Dirty  milk"  is  of  course 
nonsense.  Never  was  there  a  day  since 
milk  was  used  when  milk  was  so  clean, 
or  as  clear  as  it  now  is.  Dr.  Swarts  hav- 
ing "proved'"  that  it  was  "dirty  milk" 
shows  Still  more  rlenrlv  thnt  if  wa<5  the 
foreign  emigrants,  so  thick  and  so  tast 
coming.  ''They  literally  hive  in  build- 
ings, and  reduce  the  cost  of  living  in 
every  way;  too  frequently  by  depriving 
tl  emselves  of  proper  nourishment  and 
pi  re  air:  these  people  have  added  to  our 
high  rate  of  mortality."  I  trust  it  will 
not  induce  the   doctor  to  withdraw  this 
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clause  from  his  list  of  causes,  because  I  j 
agree  with  him  on  this  point.    A  hoard 
of   Italians  recently  moved  into  a  small  :

TOWNS  HELD  THE  POWER  TO  LEVY,  AS- 
SESS, 1-'1X  THE  VALUATION  AND  NAME 
THE  THINGS  WHICH  SHOULD  BE  TAXED. 
THESE  PEOPLE  CAN   1'IX   THE   SINGLE  TAX. 


The  First  Charter,  that  of  [643-4,  was 
obtained  by  Roger  Williams,  and  by  him 
alone.  It  gave  power  to  the  People  then 
holding  the  lands,  to  form  a  Civil  Gov- 
ernment. A  'majority  could  aet.  But 
this  charter  withheld  all  power  from  the 
People,  or  any  portion  thereof  to  make 
laws  touching  any  man's  Religion,  or 
lack  of  Religion.  This  charter  was  held 
hack  from  being  put  into  operation  by 
the  armies  of  Plymouth,  the  Massachu- 
setts, and  Connecticut  colonies,  until 
1647.  In  that  year,  the  charter  was  put 
into  operation.  A  code  of  laws,  positive- 
ly admirable  in  scope  and  construction, 
was  enacted,  and  put  in  force.  A  com- 
plete Executive  and  Judicial  governmem 
was  established,  but  the  Legislative  part 
of  the  government  was  fixed  ultimately 
in  the  permanent  People  of  the  Towns. 
These  People  when  assembled  were 
called  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
whole  body  of  the  People.  A  Court  of 
Commissioners,  six  nun  from  each 
town,  was  established;  it  could  enact 
Law?,  but  these  laws  so  enacted  were  al- 
ways subject  to  revision,  and  repeal,  by 
the  People.  The  matter  of  taxation, 
vital  in  the  construction  of  all  govern- 
ments, was  held  by  the  People  in  their 
own  power.  The  matter  of  assessment; 
and  the  levy  of  a  fax  is  not  touched  in 
the  code.    It  was  held  back  by  the  Peo- 


ple in  the  Towns.  All  taxes  were  levied 
on  the  lands.  Personal  property  was  not 
taxed.  No  exemptions  in  land  taxes 
were  made.  It  was  the  Single  Tax,  pure 
and  simple.     The  origin  of  taxation: 

"It  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that 
there  went  out  a  Decree  from  Caesar 
Augustus  that  all  the  world 
should  be  taxed-'  (Luke  c.  2,  v.  1). 
Rome  was  then  "the  proud  and 
puissant  mistress  of  the  world,  the  en- 
slaver of  nations."  A  tax  is  defined  as 
"a  task  exacted  from  one  under  con 
trol;"  again,  "a  pecuniary  burden  im- 
posed by  authority."  The  power  to  tax 
necessarily  conveys  the  power  to  value. 
Thus  a  man  who  can  impose  a  tax  upon 
another  man.  first  fixing  a  value;  thus 
holding  absolute  control  of  the  property, 
or  labor  of  the  second  man,  can  make  a 
slave  of  the  man  taxed.  It  was  for 
these  reasons  that  the  People  here  in 
Rhode  Island,  in  constituting  a  Demo- 
cratic Government  here,  in  1647,  under 
the  charter  of  164.^,  gave  no  power  to 
their  representatives  in  government  to 
levy  a  tax  and  fix  the  value  of  the  thing. 
The  People  held  in  their  own  hands  this 
power,  so  vital. 

The  General  Assembly  is  not  the  Peo- 
')!••;   it   is  merely  a   representative  body,' 
appointed  by  the  People  to  do  their  bid 
ding,   iti    the    way  ordered,   and   nothing 
more. 

The  Treason,  and  Treachery,  of  the 
Arnolds,  father  and  soil,  in  attempting 
to  transfer  their  allegiance  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts, all  the  while  dwelling  here:  and 
as    the    secret   agents    of   the   Massachu- 
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setts,  supplying  the  Indians  with  rifles, 
and  powder;  and  i^v  many  (sixteen) 
years  escaping  taxation  here,  are  matters 
of  history.  So  likewise  was  the  Tr< 
and  Treachery  of  "the"  Coddington,  who 
by  a  bare-faced  tram'  attempted  the  dis- 
ruption, of  the  colony,  is  now  also  a  mat- 
ter oi  history.  But  however  great  and 
vexatious  these  treacheries,  the  People 
stood  firm  and  true,  holding  the  great 
povver  of  taxation  in  their  own  hands, 
until  the  Arnolds  were  forced  by  taxa- 
tion here;  and  "the"  Coddington  fled 
from  the  colony. 

The  destruction  of  the  Cromwdlian 
Commonwealth,  and  the  restoration  of 
the  Crown  to  Charles  the  Second,  led 
certain  parties,  secretly,  to  conceive  the 
idea  of  getting  Charles  the  Second  to 
v..  nt  :  c  i;  rti  r,  and  themselves,  "setting" 
in  power,  the  People  taking  no  part  in 
the  transaction,  save  only  submission. 
No  surrender  of  the  charter  of  1643  ever 
took  place.  Soul  Liberty  was  incorpor- 
ated into  the  charter  of  1663  because 
public  sentiment  was  too  strong  in  favor, 
but  its  destruction  was  attempted  by 
Benedict  Arnold,  within  six  months  after 


the  lust  meeting  of  the  General  Assem 

bly.  There  was  no  attempt  in  the  con 
struction  of  this  charter  to  take  fron 
the  People  their  power  to  tax  them 
selves,  themselves  fixing  the  value  of  tin 
thing  taxed.  The  public  sentimen 
among  the  People,  in  favor  of  the  Peo 
pie  of  the  Towns  holding  in  their  ov.i 
hands  the  matter  of  taxation,  was  no 
less  strong  than  was  the  principle  of  Re 
ligious  Liberty.  Hence  the  men  win 
were  intriguing  for  the  charter  of  166; 
made  no  attempt  to  wrench  from  tin 
People  the  power  of  taxation.  It  re 
mained  in  control  of  the  People  of  th 
Towns. 

In  this  opinion,  Chancellor  Kent  sth 
tains  me  absolutely.  Here  is  what  h 
says :  "Every  person  is  entitled  to  b 
protected  in  his  property,  net  only  ffon 
invasions  of  it  by  individual-,  but  fron 
all  unequal  and  undue  assessments  on  th 
[•art  of  the  government.  It  is  not  sufifi 
cient  that  no  tax  or  imposition  can  b 
imposed  upon  the  citicens  by  their  rep 
resentatives  in  the  Legislature.  The  cit 
izens  are  entitled  to  require  that  th 
Legislature   itself   shall   cause   all    publi

J 11  the  plain  common  sense  of  such  lan- 
guage by  the  ablest  of  law  writer  who 
has  yet  lived  in  these  United  States,  what 
becomes  of  the  work  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  giving  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly the  power  "by  implication''  to  exempt 
corporations  from  taxation?  The  Legis- 
lature has  no  power  to  levy,  or  assess,  a 
tax.  How  then  "by  implication"  can  it 
exempt?  The  nun  of  Rhode  Island  must 
wake  up  to  these  legal  and  judicial  cor. 
ditions,  and  the  "People"  having  all  the 
absolute  power,  must  change  them.  1 
will  go  -nil  further  and  will  show  that 
the  laws  laid  down  by  Chancellor  Kent, 
were,  in  fundamental  principle,  the  laws 
enacted  by  the  People  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, from  the  moment  of  the  establish- 
ment of  either  and  of  both  charters. 
Still  further,  nothing  in  the  Constitution 
of  1842  has  changed  them. 


The  manuscript  Digest  of  the  Laws  of 
Rhode  Island,  of  1705,  was  the  first 
Digest  ever  made  in  the  Rhode  Island 
Colony.  It  was  first  printed  in  1896  by 
myself,  and  the  page  references  which 
follow,  are  to  this  book.  It  states  in  a 
section  entitled  "Acts  and  Orders,"  thai 
these  "Acts  and  Orders  were  made,  and 
past,  by  ye  General  Court,  or  Assembly, 
of  the  whole  body  of  the  People,  at 
Newport,  May  1st,  1606,  Impowered  by 
our  Chartor  to  make  such  laws"  (p.  15). 
Then  cames  this  law:  "Each  Town  shall 
appoint  a  day  of  election  of  Town  offi- 
cers, and  there  shall  be  chpsen  in  each 
Town  six  men  of  quality  to  sit  with  ye 
assistants,  or  Justices,  in  ye  town  con- 
cerning ye  probate  of  wills  &  granting 
licenses.  Each  Town  shall  also  chose 
their  Town  Clerk:  Town  Treasurer: 
Town  Sergeant;  Constables;  Overseer 
of  Poor;  Highway  Warders;  Viewers  of 
Fences;  Town  Packer;  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  &  all  other  offi- 
cers yt  ye  town  may  have  occasion  for" 
(p.  18).  It  was  further  provided  "that 
every  Town  hath  power  to  make  such 
men    Freemen    of    their    town,    as    they 
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judge  may  be  meet  and  serviceable;  and 
that  such  persons  shall  have  their  votes 

for  ye  choice  of  all  officers  in  yc  town.'* 
These    Freemen    of    the    Towns    "shall 
have  their  vote  o\  electing  General  Offi- 
cers,  at   ye   time    of    election"    (p.    i<)). 
These    were    enactments    made    by    the 
General   Assembly,  at   its   first   meeting, 
after   the   charter   "slipped"   into   action, 
for  it  was  never  formally  adopted  (R.  1. 
Col.    Rec.    2,    27).     The   charter    orders 
"that  all  elections  of  public  officers  shall 
be  by  the  major  part  of  the  Freemen  of 
the   respective   places.   Towns   or  'Citys" 
(First    printed   edition     of     the    Charter. 
Digest  of  Law<.  17 19,  p.  3).     So  far,  we 
rest    upon    the   Charter    of    Charles    the 
Second,  1663.     But  we  must  go  hack  to 
still   earlier  days.     On  the    10th   of   May, 
104;,  the  Freemen  ot  all  the  towns,  men 
existing,  nut  at  Newport,  and  organized 
a  colonial  government,  under  the  Char- 
ter of  1643.     This  Charter  provided  that 
'to    the   aforesaid    inhabitants   of    Provi- 
dence,   Kewport  and   Portsmouth    (every 
town  then  existing),  a  Free  and  absolute 
charter    (shall    be   given)    together   with 
full  power-  and  authority   to   rule  them- 
selves, and   such  other-  as   vhal!   inhabit 
within    any    part    of     said   tract"    (R.    I. 
Hist.    Soc.   Col.   4,   224).     The   Freemen 
from    every   town    assembled;    formally 
adopted  this  Charter;  and  as  a  body,  en- 
acted a  code  of  laws,  fixing  all  elections 
of   whatever   character,   upon   the   Free- 
men of  the  towns    (Proceedings  of  the 
First  General  Assembly,  pp.  13-17).  This 
legal   condition    exists    in    the    Digest    of 
1710  (p.  22-27);  and  it  appears  in  every 
other    Digest    issued    under   the   charter: 
and   it    was   continued   in   the    Digest   of 
J.X44.  under  the  Constitution  of  1842  (p. 
299);   in   fact,  it  was  practically  the  law 
of   Rhode   Island   from   1030  down  to  tin: 
present  time.

Mr.  Justice  Gaynor  of  the  New  York 
bupreme  Court,  and  one  of  the  ablest 
Judges  in  that  Slate,  in  an  address  re- 
cently used  this  language:  "The  tendency 
of  government,  and  of  all  departments 
of  government,  always  was,  and  I  sup- 
pose always  will  be,  10  draw  power  unto 
itself— to  extend  its  power.  The  judiciary 
i>  not  free  from  that  tendency.  The 
judges  should  therefore  be  subjected  to 
criticism,  like  the  other  branches  of  gov- 
ernment, and  they  should  themselves 
carefully  weigh  and  consider  their  con- 
duct."

The  government  of  Rhode  Island 
need?  reconstruction.  It  cannot  continue 
in  the  way  in  which  for  upwards  of  thir- 
ty years  it  has  '.ecu  managed  I  he  con- 
ditions which  I  have  set  forth  in  the 
matter  of  control  hy  a  Connecticut  Rail- 
road Corporation  of  all  the  highways  in 
the  northern  part  of  Rhode  Island.  It 
will  he  reconstructed  and  repealed  or 
another  war  on  Dorr  will  result.  The 
packing  of  the  General  Assemhly  for  the 
election  of  men,  hy  these  men,  to  the 
United  States  Senate  began  in  earnest  in 
1858  and  it  has  continued  ever  since  that 
time.  But  it  has  now  gone  far  beyond 
the  matter  of  a  senatorial  election.  It 
has  struck  now  the  very  foundation  of 
our  government.  It  became  a  marked 
feature  in  1876,  seen  in  the  work  of 
politcially  opposed  to  it.  He  had  his 
Henry  R.  Anthony.  He  had  elected  97 
men,  out  of  a  possible  101.  There  was 
at  the  time  a  strong  feeling  for  a  revi- 
sion of  the  constitution.  Anthony  was 
opposed  to  the  matter.  lie  directed  his 
General  Assembly  ask  the  Supreme 
Court  whether  it  (the  General  Assem- 
bly) had  the  power  under  the  constitu- 
tion to  call  a  constitutional  convention  pi 
the  people  to  consider  the  needed 
changes.  The  Supreme  Court  Judges 
held  heir  positions  solely  upon  the  will 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  stood  for  what  Anthony 
directed,  97  out  of  101  members;  and 
the  court  decided  that  the  General  As- 


sembly could  not  call  a  convention;  and 
that  was  precisely  what  Henry  P».  An- 
thony wanted.  A  precisely  similar  thing- 
was  done  in  June,  1898.  Senator  Al 
drich  "owned"  98  out  of  the  104  men. 
He  secretly  went  to  work  to  get  a  "per- 
petuai"  control  of  an  the  highways  in 
the  north  half  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
"his"  General  Assembly  gave  it  to  him. 
Two  legal  gentlemen,  then  members, 
who  assisted  Mr.  Aldrich  in  this  utterly 
unlawful  work  were  given  seats  upon 
the  Supreme  Court  bench,  soon  after- 
wards, by  "his"  General  Assembly.  I 
am  not  a  Socialist  of  the  Rockefeller, 
Harriman,  Carnegie,  Morgan,  type— but 
I  stand  now,  and  always  will  stand,  for 
the  utter  destruction  of  all  such  work  as 
I  have  faithfully  described  herein.  The 
using  of  the  power  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  as  I  have  described,  must,  and 
will  come  to  an  end.  The  Constitution 
of  Rhode  Island  declares  that  "The  basis 
of  our  political  system,  is  the  Right  of 
the  People  to  make  and  alter  their  Con- 
stitution," as  they  please,  without  the 
permission  or  the  refusal  of  either  of 
their  agents,  to  wit,  the  General  Assem- 
bly, or  the  Supreme  Court.  Those  two 
agents  have  acted  in  combination  against 
the  rights  of  the  People  constantly  for 
nearly  forty  years.  Such  work  must 
crime  10  an  end,  and  I  believe  thai  Sen- 
ator Aldrich  will  live  to  see  that  day.

The  Constitution,  being  the  supreme 
law  of  Rhode  Island,  declares  that  the 
right  of  trial  by  Jury  shall  rentain  invio- 
late (Art.  1.  Sec.  15).  But  all,  or  nearly 
all,  verdicts  of  Juries,  against  railroad 
corporations,  are  destroyed  by  the  Su- 
preme Court.  The  Ctunn  case  is  a  fair 
specimen. 

Then  came  the  seizure  by  the  General 
Assembly  of   the    Power   of   the    People 
of  the  Towns  to  elect   their  own   Town    j 
officers,   as   is   herein     set    forth.      If     the    j 
General    Vssembly  can  legislate  to  itscH    I 
powers,  which  the  Constitution  does  not 
give:  and  thus  seize  the  power  to  govern 
the    Police   of    Towns,   then   it   can   elect 
Town     Councils :     School     Committees, 
Mayors,    Treasurers,   and    all    other    offi- 
cers.    A   government   of   the    People,  by 
the  People,  for  the  People,  does  not  ex- 
ist  in   Rhode    Island.      Let    me   consider 
the  remedy.

"A  case  arising  under  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  Union,  is  cognizable  in 
the  courts  of  the  Union,  whoever  the 
parties  in  the  ease  might  be"  (Kent's 
Com.  1,  3-7).  The  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  is  authorized  to  decide  all 
cases  of  every  description  arising  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  Union''  (Kent's 
Com.  I,  327).  The  case  of  the  Newport 
Police  Commission  could,  have  been 
brought  by  a  writ  of  error,  under  Art.  4, 
Sec.  4,  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution,  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
Chancellor  Kent  says:  "No  exception 
from  this  general  grant  of  jurisdiction 
is  made  of  those  cases  in  which  a  State 
may  be  a  party"  (Kent's  Com.  I,  327). 

The  most  mischievous  consequence 
would  follow  from  the  absence  of  appel- 
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late  jurisdiction  over  a  State  Court, 
where  a  State  was  a  party;  it  the  United 
Slates  Court  could  not  correct  the  judg-

In  1724,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725;, 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  against 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples." This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.

The  Shakespearean  paper  to  which 
diese  two  learned  men  referred  was 
written  by  me,  in  1906.  It  was  printed  in 
Hook  Xotks  (v.  23,  pp.  29-37).  The  sub- 
ject was  "The  Origin  of  the  Birnatn 
Wood  and  Dun-inane  Incident  in  Mac- 
beth, considered."  My  suspicions  of  the 
commentators  of  Shakespeare  on  this  in- 
teresting matter  were  awakened  while 
studying  an  entirely  cliff  crenl  matter,  to 
wit:  the  land  title  Gavelkind,  in  the  very 
ancient  and  most  valuable  works  of 
Lambard  (Perambulations  in  Kent)  and 
Somner  (Gavelkind  both  Name  and 
Thing)  and  from  these  two  references, 
the  study  of  the  Shakespearean  incident 
was  suggested. 


It    is   a   question    of    some   interest   to 
learn  at  what  time  Mary  Williams  died. 


Mr.  Knowles  says:  "His  wife  probably 
survived  him;"  again  "she  was  certainly 
alive  in  November,  [679."  (Knowles' 
Memoirs,  p.  355).  Mr.  Knowles  cites 
as  evidence  Backus.  But  the  language 
is  weak.  One  Samuel  Hubbard  on  the 
8th  November,  1679,  wrote  a  letter  to  an 
acquaintance  dwelling  in  Providence  in 
which  he  said:  "Pray  remember  my  re- 
spects to  Mr.  Roger  Williams;  I  should 
he  glad  to  hear  of  him  and  his  wife." 
I  Backus  Hist.  Baptist-,  I,  478,  Boston, 
1777).  All  the  biographers  of  Roger 
Williams  have  followed  Mr.  Knowles. 
Mr.  Austin  in  his  Geneological  Diction- 
ary, and  also  in  his  Ancestry  of  Thirty- 
Three  Rhode  Islanders,  states  that  Mary 
Williams  died  after  1676.  But  he  does 
not  give  the  year.  Mr.  Knowles  gives  this 
pot£ ;  "}*y  God's  providence  it  season- 
ably came  to  pass  that  Providence  Wil- 
liams brought  up  his  mother  from  New- 
port in  his  sloop,  and  cleared  the  town 
by  his  vessel  of  all  the  Indians." 
(  Knowles'  Mem.,  p.  345).  This  note  was 
found  in  the  Records  of  Providence. 
(  Prow  Early  Rcc,  15,  p.  152).  Mr. 
Straus,  the  latest  of  the  biographers  of 
Roger  Williams,  says  this  concerning 
Roger  Williams  and  his  wife,  Alary: 
"In  their  old  age  both  father  and  mother

William  Somner  was  born  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  1598.  He  was 
'•!<-:k  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  court  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  tie  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He.  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show:  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. Fie  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  tie  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  then.,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
aurtorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester(  beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Tieatlse  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauctorated  meant  at  that  time 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  for 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
CI  arles   the  First.

The  General  Assembly  in  January, 
loor,  enacted  a  law  '.'To  provide  for  the 
election  of  certain  State  officers"  (Pub. 
Laws,  .Ian.,  tool,  cp.  Soo).  The  law  as 
printed  declares  that  the  purpose  of  its 
enactment  was  to  make  certain  former 
laws  "conform  to  the  provisions  of  Ar- 
ticle eleven  (11)  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution"  (R.  I.  .Manual,  1907, 
p.  .49V  This  amendment  in  confined  to 
the  elections  of  four  Public  State  Offi- 
cers, to  wit,  Governor,  Lieut.  Governor, 
Attorney  General  and  General  Treas- 
urer. And  the  elections  could  only  he 
made  in  case  of  death,  removal  from  the 
State,  refusal  to  serve,  insanity  or  other- 
wise incapacitated.  These  elections 
could  not  be  made  by  either  house,  hut. 
only  in  Grand  Committee,  and  could  ex- 
tend only  to  the  end  of  the  time  of  the 
officer,  dead  or  deposed.  The  law  un- 
der discussion  covers  twenty-seven 
pages,  and  it  specifies  the  offices  con- 
cerned as  named  in  it :

These  are  all  State  officials;  in  no 
case  are  these  officers  confined  to  towns. 
Seven  of  these  bodies  are  by  this  Stat- 
ute to  be  elected  by  Grand  Committees. 
i  he  remainder  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  by,  and  with,  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  Gov- 
ernor must  nominate,  and  the  Senate 
confirm,  or  refuse  to  confirm.  The  Sen- 
ate under  the  Statute  has  no  right  to 
throw  down  the  nominee  and  then  make 
a  nomination  of  its  own.  Under  such 
condition  no  man  can  hold  office,  for  the 
Governor  can  withhold  his  commission, 
-his  is  clearly  fixed  in  the  Constitution, 
Article  VI 1,  "of   the  Executive   Power." 

The  two  bodies  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly are  Concurrent..  Save  in  the  elec- 
tion of  the  officers  of  each  body  neither 
can  act  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
other.  "The  House  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  elect  its  speaker,  clerks,  and 
other  officers"   ("Const.  Art.  5,  See.  2). 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  by  vir- 
tue of  his  office  be  Secretary  of  the  Sen- 
ate, unless  otherwis<  provided  by  law, 
and  the  Senate  may  elect  such  other  of- 
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ficors  as  it  may  deem  necessary"  (Const.

ds  "am 
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officers/'  and  "such  other  officers-/  the 
first  in  the  House;  the  second  in  the 
Senate,  cannot  be  used  to  mean  gen- 
eral.State  or  Town  officers.  If  these 
words  giye  power  to  the  Senate  to  elect 
a  Mayor  o\~  Providence;  they  give  the 
same  power  to  the  House  to  elect  a 
Mayor  of  Providence.  Ttyey  mean  noth- 
ing of  the  kind,  and  neither  House,  nor 
both  in  concurrence,  can  change  nor  in- 
crease  their  elective  power. 

The  Decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
given  on  the  request  of  Gov.  lliggins 
rests  upon  Section  io.  Article  4,  of  the 
Constitution.  It  is  in  those  words : 
"The  General  Assembly  shall  continue 
to  exercise  the  Powers  they  have  here- 
tofore exercised  unless  prohibited  in 
this  Constitution.'*  This  article  the 
Court's  opinion  holds  consists  of  the 
"Reserved  Powers/'.  Tho  Powers  "here- 
tofore exercised/'  moan,  exorcised  by 
the  General  Assembly  under  the  Charter 
of  Charles  the  Second.  Does  tho  Su- 
preme Court  wish  men  to  understand 
that  all  powers  exorcised  by  the  Char- 
ter General  Assembly  wore  to  be  con- 
tinued unless   specifically  prohibited?   If 


that  was  the  purpose,  of  what  force  was 
a  constitution?  The  Charter  General 
Assembly  had  usurped  powers  not  in  the 
Charter;  were  those  usurped  powers  to 
be  continued  under  the  Constitution: 
One  of  these  usurped  powers  was  the 
direct  cause  of  the  war  against  Dorr; 
which  war  il  has  been  considered,  de 
stroyed  the  Charier,  and  all  the  wicked 
work  done  unlawfully  by  the  General 
Assemblys  under  it.  This  question  of 
the  election  by  the  Senate  of  Town  offi- 
cers was  a  usurped  Power.  The  Char- 
ter fixed  it  in  the-  "General  Assembly  of 
the  zuhole  body  of  the  Freemen"  other- 
wise owners  of  estates.  Those  Free- 
men wore  the  owners  of  the  entire  stock 
in  the  corporation  under  the  Charter; 
while  the  "General  Assembly"  and  the 
other  officers  were  employed  as  "Direc- 
tors" are  employed  to-day.  If  the  Court 
is  correct  in  its  opinion,  then  the  Char- 
tor  and  the  work  of  the  General  Assem- 
blies under  it  are  not  yet  dead.  I  can 
search  out  these  usurped  powers,  and 
under  the  Court's  opinion,  the  present 
General  Assembly,  under  the  Constitu- 
tion, can  exorcise  thorn,  "being  re- 
served."

The  lines  were 
originally  a  passage  in  the  first  draft  of 
Miss  Killer's  "Sense  and  Sensibility," 
published  in  . //.•  Century  for  February 
and  March;  hut  as  Mi<s  Keller  deve- 
loped the  thought  her  style  became  dith- 
yrambic,  and  made  a  poetical  chant 
which  stood  out  from  the  prose.  This 
passage  gradually  shaped  itself  into  a 
complete  stan/aic  structure — enriched 
with  quotations  from  Job  and  from 
some  of  the  modern  poets — a  remarka- 
ble and  Exquisite  chant  of  faith. 

Here  is  a  scrap  from  Dr.  Shrady 
about  General  Grant,  which  will  interest 
everybody : 

When  Gen.  ('.rant  was  seized  with  bis 
fatal  illness  in  the  autumn  of  1884,  he 
appeared  before  the  world  in  an  entirely 
new  character.

If  it  had  been  otherwise,  his- 
tory would  have  cheated  itself  of  an  ex- 
emple  of  Christian  fortitude  the  like  of 
which  has  been  sendom  recorded.

Judges  of  the  Courts  With  Juries 

and  Their  Verdicts. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Rat-  Association  in  December,  1907,  the 
Vvz::r[z:^,  William  A.  Morgan  delivered 
the  annual  address.  It  was  upon  the 
question  of  the  system  of  a  trial  by 
jury  and  urging  its  discontinuance.  1 
give  a   few  quotations: 

"The  continuing  use  of  jury  trial  is 
probably  due  in  part  to  a  distrust  of  law- 
yers on  the  part  of  the  laity,  and  in  part 
by  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
bench  to  let  the  people  themselves  have 
the  responsibility  of  deciding  their  own 
causes.  The  bar  also  has  something  of 
a  leaning  in  its  form,  because  jury  trial 
permits  of  the  exercise  by  counsel  of  the 
arts  of  oratory,  and  also  enables  him  at 
times  to  manoeuvre  a  weak  case  through 
to  a  successful  issue,  which  never  could 
be  woii  before  a  sensible  judge,  and 
never   should   be. 

Distrust  of  lawyers  is  no  reason  why 
the  jury  trial  should  be  abandoned.  It 
is  not  for  the  bench  to  let  the  people  de- 
cide their  own  cases.  It  is  the  people's 
right  to  try  their  own  cases  if  they  see 
fit.  The  bench  is  subject  to  the  people, 
and  not  the  people  to  the  bench. 

"For  a  lawyer  to  maneuvre  a  weak 
case  through  to  a  successful  issue,  which 
never  could  be  won  before  a  sensible 
judge,  and  never  should  be."  is  the  lan- 
guage of  Mr.  Morgan;  but  a  case  which 
should  not  be  won  is  not  a  weak  ca;>e,  but 
it  is  no  case  at  all;  and  it  shows  the  rot- 


tenness not  of  the  jury  system,  hut  of 
the  lawyers.  Judges  are  merely  law- 
yers. Mr.  Morgan  evidently  conceives 
that  legal  honesty  exists  only  among 
lawyers.  Consider  for  a  moment  the 
work  of  a  Boston  lawyer  against  Julia 
iviarlowe.  Such  a  lawyer  deserves  to  be 
bung  until  extinc!  Ait-  tyforsr?.n  con- 
tinues : 

"There  have  been  able  and  experi- 
enced lawyers  who  have  characterized 
the  jury  system — and  the  stock  phrases 
used  in  connection  with  it — such  as  "Our 
sacred  right  to  trial  by  a  jury  of  our 
peers"  or  "bulwark  of  our  liberties,"  and 
others  like  them,  as  a  great  humbug. 

"The  jury  never  was,  and  never  will 
be,  in  my  opinion  the  bulwark  of  any- 
thing, or  any  body,  except  the  ambulance 
chaser;  the  advertisers  who  make  a 
business  of  breach  of  promise  suits;  the 
husband  willing  to  make  money  out  of 
his  wife's  shame;  and,  others  of  the 
same   stripe. 

"In  a  very  large  percentage  of  the 
cases  brought  by  this  class  of  persons, 
the  plaintiff  is  neither  legally  nor  moral- 
ly entitled  to  recover;  and  yet  experi- 
ence shows  that  where  the  defendant  is 
a  wealthy  man,  and  the  plaintiff  a  clever 
female  schemer  with  no  justice  in  her 
claim  whatever,  a  jury  will  fur  oftener 
than  not,  award  her  substantial  dam- 
ages. 

Is  there  not  danger  that  a  plaintiff, 
poor  in  money,  may  be  "sold  out"  by  a 
bribe   from  a  rich  defendant. 

"So  will  it  constantly  award  substan- 
tial damages  in  suits  for  negligence  when 
the    defendants    happen    to    be    corpora- 
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lions,  and  the  plaintiffs  are  injured  while 
in  their  employ,  regardless  of  the  legal 
or  moral  responsibility  of  the  defend- 
ants  foi    the  injuries. 

What  is  an  "ambulance  chaser,"  mere- 
ly a  lawyer  who  is  hunting  "accident 
cases,"  bringing  the  suits  in  the  name 
of  an  injured  party,  and  taking  the 
monej  himself.  No  juryman  was  ever 
an  "ambulance  chaser."  Mow  is  the 
jury  system  here  to  blame. 

How  can  an  adventuress  bring  a 
breach  of  promise  suit  against  a  wealthy 
man,  but  by  the  use  of  a  lawyer'— and 
but  for  these  lawyers  no  jury  would 
ever  hear  of  such  a  case.  Or  how  can 
a  husband  make  money  out  of  his  wife's 
shame  hut  by  the  help  of  some  scoundrel 
of  a  lawyer. 

What  kind  of  a  lawyer  is  it  who 
brings  cases  in  which  the  "plaintiff  is 
neither  legally  nor  morally  entitled  to 
recover? 

The  right  to  a  trial  by  jury  is  fixed  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  it  is  fixed  also  in  the  Constitution 
of  Rhode  Island;  bill  how  do  our  courts 
treat  here,  this  right. 


The    Constitution    reads:    "The    right 
of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate." 

Will  Mr.  Morgan  kindly  explain  the 
meaning  of  the  word  "inviolate,"  and 
then  give  us  his  opinion  as  to  whether 
our  courts  here  obey  the  Constitution. 

According  to  my  feeble  lexicons,  this 
word  "inviolate"'  means  "not  violated," 
'uninjured,"  "unhurt,"  "unbroken/' 
"that  which  may  not  he  broken,  or  in- 
fringed, polluted,  or  profaned."  This 
last  by  Richardson,  with  seventeen 
strengthening  illustration  by  the  most 
eminent  English  writers  of  all  time. 
Will  Mr.  Morgan  kindly  give  us  his 
opinion  upon  the  action  of  these  courts 
under  this  Constitution.  Why  take  the 
pains  to  destroy  a  right,  which  the 
courts  have  already  practically  de- 
st  roved. 


The  stupidity  of  Bryan  was  never 
more  clearly  seen  than  in  his  continu- 
ous determination  to  "run"  for  the  Pres- 
idency, while  the  Providence  Journal 
and  the  Providence  Tribune  are  con- 
stantly throwing  mud  at  him;  and  the 
Delaware  "organs"  sound  the  loud 
"Timbrel  o'er  Egypt's  dark  sea."

Men  ought  to  look  more  carefully  and 
seriously  into  legislation,  as  well  as  into 
the  judicial  action  of  the  courts.

Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show:  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
tins  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  had  good  affectioi 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State:  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."

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THE  SEIZURE  OF  THE  EXECU- 
TIVE POWER  BY  THE  SENATE 
OF  RHODE  ISLAND  UPHELD  BY 
THE  SUPREME  COURT. 


Three  opinions  were  given  by  the  Jus- 
tices of  this     Court     upon  the    question 

1  reproduce  one  of  these  opinions,  that 
by  Associate  Justice  Blodgett;  it  is  well 
worth  consideration  by  legal  minds: 

JUDGE  BLODGETT'S  OPINION. 

Judge  Blodgett,  in  a  separate  opinion, 
arrives  by  another  process  of  reason- 
ing at  the  conclusion  that  the  provisions 
of  the  law  are  constitutional  and  valid, 
lie  says: 

"The  change  in  the  fundamental  law 
specifying  and  enumerating  the  officers 
whom  the  grand  committee  elect,  if  it 
does  not  deprive  the  General  Assembly 
of  constitutional  authority  for  electing 
such  'other  officers'  in  grand  committee, 
unquestionably  relieves  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  constitutional  obligation 
to  proceed  in  that  manner  and  leaves  to 
the  Legislature  to  provide  by  statute  for 
the  election  of  such  'other  officers,'  inas- 
much as  the  Constitution  no  longer  indi- 
cates the  manner  of  their  choice,  and  the 
sections  of  the  chapter  in  question 
passed  at  the  tl  r->t  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  succeeding  the  adop- 
tion of  the  iiih  amendment  are  the  con- 
temporaneous expression  of  the  judg- 
ment  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  change 
thereby  <  ffectcd. 

'"It  needs  no  argument  to  demonstrate 
that  the  division  of  the  appointing  power 


between  the  Governor  and  the  Senate,  in 
which    the    ultimate    decision    rests    with 

|    the    Senate,    is    essentially   of   the    same 

['  nature  as  the  selection  by  the  Senate 
without  a  prior  nomination  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. If  one  method  is  obnoxious  to  the 
Constitution,  the  other  is  equally  so,  and 
they  must  stand  or  fall  together,  since 
the  Constitution  does     not     in     express 

I  terms  confer  upon  the  Governor  even 
the  right  of  nomination,  subject  to  the 
confirmation  of  the  Senate,  much  less  the 
sole  power  of  appointment. 

'It  will  not  be  contended  that  there  is 
any  constitutional  restriction  upon  con- 
ferring the  whole  power  of  appointment 
upon  the  Governor  alone,  and  if  this 
may  be  done,  where  is  there  to  be  found 
in  the  Constitution  any  restriction  upon 
the  Assembly  which  prevents  it  from 
conferring  that  function  on  him  with 
limitations  and  qualifications,  or  on  cer- 
tain conditions,  such  as  requiring  a  nom- 

|  ination  to  be  made  within  a  fixed  period, 
and  retaining  the  right  to  share  the 
power  with  the  Executive  by  a  provision 
reserving  the  ultimate  decision  of  the 
titnes>  of  his  nomination  by  one  of  the 
integers  of  winch  the  grand  committee 
is  composed? 

NOT  EXECUTIVE  FUNCTION. 

"In  common  with  any  other  constitu- 
tions our  own  Constitution  does  not 
!  make  appointment  to  office  an  Ex<  cutivc 
I  function,  and  if  it  may  be  conferred  on 
<  the  Executive  by  statute,  it  is  difficult  to 
find  the  express  constitutional  prohibi- 
I  tion  against  conferring  the  same  powei 
I    upon  other  depositaries,  as,  for  example, 
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upon  a  branch  of  the  legislative  depart 

incut." 

Judge  Blodgetl  then  discusses  the  con- 
stitutional provisions  of  other  State-, 
cites  several  State  boards  which  cxer 
cisc  powers  of  a  judicial  nature  delegat 
ed  to  them  by  the  General  Assembly  and 
continues : 

"The  question  as  to  the  competency  of 
the  Legislature  to  confer  upon  the  Sen- 
ate the  power  of  rejecting  the  Gover- 
nor's nomination  to  office  came  before 
the  Supreme  Court  oi  North  Dakota  and 
was  sustained. 

"In  the  case  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  and  Corrections,  the  power  of 
confirming  or  rejecting  the  nominations 
of  tlie  Governor  was  conferred  on  the 
Senate  in  1869.  Whether  the  lapse  of 
nearly  40  yc;  rs  may  nor  be  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  to  create  a  legislative 
construction  which  should  be  controlling 
is  not  now  the  question,  but  it  is  surely 
now  proper  to  observe  that  the  question 
is  now  propounded  for  the  first  time. 

"I  am,  accordingly,  of  the  opinion,  and 
so  advise,  that  the  provisions  of  law- 
respecting  the  election  of  officers  by  the 
Senate  contained  in  sections  62  and  63  of 


chapter  800,  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed 
at  the  January  session,  IQOI,  are  consti- 
tutional  and   valid." 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
fixed  the  powers  of  Government  in  three 
Departments  in  three  distinct  divisions— 
the  Legislative,  the  Executive,  and  the 
Judicial.  Each  division  being  absolutely 
free  from  the  encroachments  of  the 
others   (U.  S.  Const.  Art.  2.) 

The  Constitution  of  Rhode  Island  of 
necessity  follows  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  It  constructs  the  same 
three  divisions  (R.  T.  Const.  Art.  3.) 

It  is  not  to  be  considered  whether  the 
People  intended  to  construct  an  Execu- 
tive Power,  ivithout  power]  or,  whose 
power,  was  subject  to  be  picked  away,  by 
the  other  powers.  Article  VII  of  this 
Constitution  is  confined  exclusively  to  a 
statement  "of  the  Executive  Power." 
Is  it  to  be  admitted  that  the  Judicial 
power,  can  take  Executive  powers,  and 
turn  them  over,  not  to  the  Legislative 
power,  but  to  the  Senate,  a  body  only 
one-half  of  the  Legislative  power.  For 
a  setting  forth  of  the  Executive  power 
T  am  going  to  rest  on  Chancellor  Kent. 
This  great  law  writer,  writes  these  tell- 
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ing  paragraphs,— In  no  instance  perhaps 
did  the  enlightened  understanding  of 
II nine  discover  less  acquaintance  with 
the  practical  science  of  government,  than 
when  he  gave  the  direction  of  the  Army 
and  Xavy  as  well  as  all  the  other  execu- 
tive powers  to  one  hundred  senators,  in 
his  "Plan  of  a  Perfect  Commonwealth." 
t  I ! nine's  Essays  I,  526). 

Chancellor  Kent,  continues,  '"That  of 
Milton  was  equally  chimerical  and  ab- 
surd, when  in  his  'Ready  and  Easy  way 
to  establish  a  free  Commonwealth'  he 
deposited  the  whole  executive,  as  well  as 
legislative  power  in  a  single  and  perma- 
nent Council  of  Senators." — (Milton's 
Prose  Works,  v.  2,  p.   181-1S5.) 

Chancellor  Kent  continues,  "That  of 
J->hn  Locke  was  equally  unwise,  for  in 
his  plan  of  a  fundamental  ConstiHition 
for  the  Carolinas,  he  gave  the  entire  au- 
thority legislative  and  executive  to  a 
small  oligarchical  Assembly."  (Locke's 
Works  3-  665-678.) 

''He  has  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
pardons  for  offences."  (Kent  Com.  1. 
282). 

The  Executive  Power  covers  the  ap- 
pointment of  tlu  subordinate  officers  of 
the    government    concerned    in    the    ad- 


ministration oi  the  law.     (Kent   I,  287). 

lie  is  expressly  (in  U.  S.  Con-q.,  in- 
vested with  the  exclusive  right  of  nomi- 
1  ation  in  these  i'.vin,  if  he  were  no;  ex- 
clusively invested  with  these  powers  the 
Department  would  he  unskillful  and  the 
government  would  degenerate  into  a  sys- 
tem of  cabal,  favoritism  and  intrigue." 
{  Kents  Comment   1,  287.) 

The  Chancellor  concludes,  "It  is  diffi- 
cult to  constitute  the  executive  office  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  render  it  equally 
?afe,  and  useful,  by  combining  in  the 
structure  of  its  powers  a  due  proportion 
of  energy,  and  responsibility;  the  first  i- 
necessary  to  maintain  a  firm  administra- 
tion of  the  laws;  the  second  is  equally 
requisite  to  preserve  inviolate  the  liber- 
ties of  the  people."  (Kent's  Com.  1,  189). 

Under  a  constitutional  form  of  ;i 
government  of  the  People,  in  which  the 
People  have  fixed  permanently  the  gov- 
gernmeut  to  he  in  three  departments,  to 
wit:  the  Legislative,  the  Executive,  and 
the  Judicial,  can  the  Judicial  unite  with 
the  Legislative  to  weaken  or  take  away 
entirely  the  Executive,  and  place  it  in  the 
Senate. 

Can  the'  General  Assembly  create 
a    Supreme    Court   by   giving   it   another 
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name;  or  did  the  People  form  the  Con 
stitiution,  and  create  the  Supreme  Court 
to  take  power  from  the  Executive,  and 
turn  it  over  to  the  General  Assembly,  or 
to  the  Senate,  which  is  only  half  the 
General   Assembly. 

In  whatever  form  Executive  powers 
under  the  Rhode  Island  Government 
consists,  it  i>  by  the  Constitution  in  the 
hands  of  the  Governor,  and  neither  the 
Court  nor  the  General  Assembly  can 
change;  and  most  certainly  the  People 
have  never  knowingly  changed  it.  But 
the  Court,  and  the  General  Assembly 
play  into  each  other's  hands,  at  the  cost 
of  the  Executive.  According  to  Chan- 
cellor Kent,  where  will  the  People  ulti- 
mately  land. 

A  tremendous  legal  case  has  been 
brought  against  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford!  Railroad  Company, 
by  the  United  States  Government  be- 
fore the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  at 
Boston.  Among  the  parties  defendant  is 
the  Providence  Securities.  This  case 
touches  street  railway  affairs  in  North- 
ern Rhode  Kland,  so  severely,  that 
Book  Notes  reprints  from  the  Petition 
the  tenth  section  which  sets  forth  the 
case  against  tin's  Providence  Securities 
Company.

'j  HE    HISTORY    OF   OLD  CRIMES. 

The  N'ewport  Mercury  for  April  iSth 
last,  printed  the  ballad  "Old  Grimes/' 
with  this  preliminary  note.  i.\.  G. 
Greene,  l>'<m  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  Feb- 
ruary 16,  iSo.?,  and  educated  at  Brown 
University,  in  that  city,  died  1S68,  was 
the  author  of  the  famous  song  "Old 
Grimes,"  -■>  =cldom  correctly  published.  I 
but  as  popular  as  any  in  the  English 
language.  The  following  is  the  correct 
version,"  which   1    will  presently  print. 

The  Providence  Journal  for  Septem- 
ber 29th  1901,  contains  a  reprint  of  the 
Ballad.  The  Editor  states  that  the 
"Piece"  contains  11  verses,  and  then 
prints  the  Ballad  giving  12  verses.  The 
Editor  closes  with  these  paragraphs : 
"It  is  of  further  interest  to  note  that 
the  early  Rhode  Island  poem  was  some 
thirty-five  years  ago  reprinted  in  booklet 
form  by  a  Rhode  Island  publisher,  and 
that  each  verse  was  cleverly  illustrated 
by  a  Rhode  Island  artist,  Augustus 
Hoppins.'"  Sidney  S.  Rider  was  the  pub- 
lisher of  this  edition,  which  name  the 
Journal  suppressed.  1  employed  Hop- 
pin  to  make  the  designs,  and  paid  him 
$250.  for  doing  it,  and  published  the 
book,  in  1S67.  I  asked  Mr.  Greene  to 
give  mc  some  information  about  the 
Ballad,  and  his  connection  with  it;  but 
he  would  not  give  me  a  word;  and  so 
suspecting  nothing  1  -printed  the  Ballad,  I 
as  it  was  print  d  in  'he  ''Rhode  Island 
Book"  by  Anne  C.  Lynch  in  1841.  Some 
years  b<  fore  1884,  1  employed  many  spare 
hours  in  makii  g  an  index  to  the  Jour- 
nal. One  eve::!;:;.'  I  came  to  the  follow- 
ing 1.  trer,  in  the  Manufacturers  and  Far- 
mers Journal  of   May  [6th,   1833;

request.  1  send  you  the  enclosed  copy  of 
'Old  Grimes."  ft  was  first  published,  I 
think,  in  1S23,  in  one  of  the  Providence 
papers,  for  which  purpose  a  copy  had 
been  requested  of  me  by  the  editor.  In 
reply  to  your  question  respecting  the  au- 
thorship of  the  stanzas,  I  answer  thai 
the  first  verse,  for  aught  1  know  to  the 
contrary,  may  have  been  repeated  and 
sung  from  time  immemorial.  Whethes 
it  formed  part  of  some  earlier  produc- 
tion now  forgotten,  or  was  one  of  those 
fragments  of  verse  of  which  no  one  can 
tell  the  origin  or  author,  I  know  not. 
That  verse  was  used  as  a  file  leader  for 
the  remainder.  The  piece  has  met  with 
much  more  attention  than  it  ever  de- 
served, as  the  whole  humor  of  the  thing 
consists  in  the  whim  of  describing  in 
the  two  first  lines  {sic  )  of  each  verse 
some  trait  of  the  character  of  the  indi- 
vidual, and  in  the  twro  last,  {sic)  some 
portion  of  his  dress.  With  respect  to 
the  enclosed  stanzas,  I  need  only  add 
that,  with  the  exception  of  the  first, 
every  line  of  them  was  written  by  my- 
self.'

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Updike's  History 

of  the 

Episcopal    Church    at    Narragansett. 

New   Edition*. 

This  church  was  funned  at  Kingstown 
(South)  in  April,  1718  [n  June,  1720, 
this  church  sent  a  petition  to  the  "Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel 
Among  the  Indians  (v.  1,  p.  42)  in  New 
England,*'  asking  for  a  missionary.  On 
the  28th  April,  1721,  Mr.  James  Mc- 
Sparran  arrived,  (v.  2,  p.  462).  The 
first  edition  of  Mr.  Updike's  History  was 
published,  by  subscription,  in  July,  1847. 
Five  hundred  and  twenty  copies  (520) 
were  subscribed  for,  -and  the  edition  did 
not  largely  exceed  that  number.  The 
price  was  $-'.50.  The  book  soon  ran  out 
of  print,  and  the  price  rose  gradually  to 
from  $2.50  to  $5-00,  until  one  day  in  1809 
the  library  of  ex-Mayor  William  M. 
Rodman  was  sold  at  auction;  in  this 
library  was  a  copy;  it  was  bought  by 
Henry  J.  Steere  for  $18.00.  Since  that 
day  this  first  edition  has  been  a  "scarce" 
and  dear  book.  The  first  name  on  the 
subscription  is  that  of  John  Carter 
Brown  for  50  copies.  Concerning  this 
subscription  1  once  narrated  a  most  in- 
teresting story.  (Book  Notes,  v.  6,  p. 
14O.  In  this  new  edition  the  subscrip- 
tion list  is  printed;  among  the  names  is 

Burnett.     The  name  omitted   was 

Charles,  and  for  him,  on  that  day,  I,  a 
little,  hoy,  was  at  work.  This  subscrip- 
tion list  is  an  inferesting  addition  to  this 
new  edition  of  Mr.  Updike's  History  (v. 
3,  pp.  126-130).     A  very  eulogistic  1 


of  the  history  was  published  in  the  Prov- 
idence Journal,  on  the  21st  and  22nd 
July,  1847.  1  note  a  few  points  in  it. 
The  writer  says:  "The  Narragansett 
Church  was  founded  previous  to  the 
year  1700."  I  fail  to  see  the  evidence. 
The  hook  has  a  preface  written  t>y  Kcv. 
Francis  Vinton,  then  living  at  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  and  it  has  an  ""introduction," 
which  covers  24  pages;  this  according  to 
the  Journal's  notice,  was  also  written  by 
Mr.  Vinton.  The  Journal  declares  it  "to 
he  not  in  good  taste,  and  should  not  have 
been  printed."  It  has  no  connection  with 
the  book,  and  is  not  well  written.  I  will 
reprint  one  more  of  the  Journal's  glori- 
fications: "Mr.  Updike  spent  many  years 
in  examining  every  thing  that  relates  to 
the  local  history  of  the  region;  scare 
books;  public  records;  private  letters, 
and  oral  traditions;  all  have  been  con- 
sulted and  arranged  for  preservation  in 
a  form  which  embodies  more  of  the 
local  and  family  history  of  the  State 
than  amy  hook  which  we  have  ever  se<  n." 
These  descriptions,  the  Journal  says, 
were  of  "men  who,  next  to  the  original 
founders  have  done  most  to  mold  the 
character  of  the  State."  It  is  a  pity  that 
the  writer  of  these  paragraphs  is  not 
living,  so  that  he  might  see  what  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Daniel  Goodwin,  the 
editor  of  this  new  edition,  has  done  along 
these  lines.  The  original  edition,  omit- 
ting "America  Dissected,''  has  479  pages 
which  includes  the  entire  "History"  and 
all  the  notes.  In  the  same  form  omitting 
all  new  matter  the  new  edition 
of       this       history       with       the       ori- 
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gtnal  notes  has  >}o  pages.  Strangely 
enough  Dr.  Goodwin's  notes,  all  now, 
cover  exactly  540  pages.  In  other  words 
the  new  material,  in  notes,  equals  the 
entire  book  as  first  printed.  But  tin- 
new  edition  contains  nearly  all  that  the 
first  edition  contained,  and  it  has  now 
for  the  first  time  printed  exactly  540 
page-;  of  new  notes,  all  the  work  of  Dr. 
Goodwin.  In  other  words  Dr.  Goodwin's 
additions  are  exactly  equal  in  extent  to 
the  entire  hook  as  first  published.  In 
using  the  words  "nearly  all"  I  should 
explain.  That  part  of  the  first  edition 
(pages  445-479)  which  contains  the  re- 
ports of  these  four  missionaries,  in  the 
colony,  with  the  school  masters,  and  the 
catechists.  covering  the  years  1721-17S3. 
docs  not  appear  in  the  new  edition.  These 
reports  were  made  Lo  the  Society  fok  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  London.  I 
must  come  now  to  a  consideration  of  the 
work  done  by  the  editor  of  this  new 
edition  in  its  amount,  its  bearing,  and  its 
quality.  I  have  shown  its  equal  in  the 
number  of  pages;  but  the  type  being 
smaller,  and  more  closely  set,  greatly  in- 
creases the  amount  of  Dr.  Goodwin's 
work.     I  will  give  an  accurate  illustra- 


tion. On  page  57,  volume  one,  of  the 
history,  are  255  words.  On  page  363  of 
Goodwin's  notes,  volume  cue,  are  363 
words,  an  increase  in  amount  of  more 
than  forty  per  cent.  Dr.  Goodwin  ha% 
arranged  the  original  work  into  chapters, 
instead  of  being  in  one  continuous  Story, 
and  the  notes  of  the  original  edition  arc 
mainly  introduced  into  the  text;  and  in 
some  cases  he  has  made  valuable  addi- 
tions to  the  original  text.  In  one  case,  that 
concerning  "The  Hon.  Peter  Phillips," 
Mr.  Updike  did  not  mention  matters 
(original  ed.  p.  121,  new  ed.  v.  1,  p.  120- 
Some  of  the  citations  are  obscure,  t-:> 
wit:  "Boston  Records"  (v.  1,  p.  108)  and 
"Bull's  Extracts  from  the  State  Records" 
(v.  i,  p.  110).  Who  would  know  where 
to  look  for  these  authorities?     There  is

]n  his  notice  of  Judge  John  Cole,  Mr. 
Updike  refers,  "see  a  notice  of  Judge 
John  Cole  in  Updike's  Memoirs  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Bar."  This  is  omitted  in 
the  new  edition.  It  covers  pages  122-130 
as  cited. 

The  Englishmen  of  1700  seem  to  have 
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curious  notions  of  the  "by  of  the:  lands" 
about  us.  Lord  Bellemont,  actually  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts,  under  the  Eng- 
lish crown,  in  1698,  in  writing  a  letter  to 
Gabriel  Bernon  speaks  of  Rode  Island 
,^  not  being  in  New  England.  "Vous 
avez  quitte  la  Nouvelle  Angleterre  pour 
vt-nir  habiter  dans  Rode  Island"  (Mass. 
His.  Soc.  Col.  3rd  ser.  v.  2,  p.  65).  Here 
is  another  specimen.  That  body  called 
by  Mr.  Bernon  "The  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  Among  the 
Indians  in  New  England"  (liist.  Narr. 
Ch.  v.  1,  p.  4-2)  received  reports  from  the 
Rhode  Island  missionaries  sent  by  it ; 
one  reads,  "There  were  three  little  towns 
on  the  Continent,  Freetown,  Tiverton, 
and  Little  Compton,  which  had  requested 
a  missionary"  (Updike's  Hist.  Narr.  Ch. 
»-*'!."\  P-  446)-  I  will  give  one  more  spe- 
cimen: "The  Rev.  J.  Honeyman  repre- 
sented very  earnestly  to  the  society  the 
want  of  a  missionary  at  a  town  called 
providence,  about  thirty  miles  from 
Xewport,  a  place  very  considerable  from 
the  number  of  its  inhabitants.  Through 
the  want  of  instruction,  the  people  were 
become  quite  rude,  and  void  of  all  knowl- 
edge in  religion."  Mr.  Honeyman  in  his 
account  of  the  "Three  little  towns  on  the 


Continent''  describes  "the  people  at  tirst 
(as  being)  very  ignorant  and  rude  in 
religious  matters  (and),  were  yet  very 
grave  and  attentive  at  divine  worship" 
(Updike's  Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  1847,  p.  446). 
These  things  do  not  appear  in  the  new 
edition  of  Mr.  Updike's  History.  But 
there  is  a  corroborating  paragraph  in 
this  new  edition.  Mr.  Bernon  writing  to 
the  Rev.  Honeyman  uses  this  phrase, 
"The  gentlemen  of  the  Church  oi  Eng- 
land of  our  towns  of  Providence  in  the 
beginning  and  birth  of  the  Church  of 
Providence"  (Updike's  Hist.  Xarr.  Ch. 
1007,  v.  1,  p.  52).  We  must  not  forget 
the  fact  that  it  was  the  work  of  the 
gentlemen  of  the  Church  of  England 
who  had  driven  Roger  Williams  out  of 
England,  and  yet  we  are  told  that  "all 
his  (Bernon's)  sacrifices  before  his  com- 
ir.g  he  counted  as  dust  in  comparison  to 
liberty  of  conscience"  (Lee's  Huguenots 
in  France  and  America,  v.  2,  p.  114). 
But  that  was  not  written  by  Mrs.  Lee; 
she  writes  (v.  2,  p.  112)  :  "From  his  des- 
cendants has  been  received  a  sketch  of 
his  (Bernon's)  life,  which  we  insert." 
In  1830,  Abiel  Holmes  wrote  "a  memoir 
of  the  French  Protestants  who  seitled  at 
Oxford,   Mass.,   A.    D.   1686.     He   says: 
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"lie  (Mr.  Sigourney)  procured  for  me 
the  Bcrnon  papers,  which  he  brought  to 
Cambridge.  These  papers  were  in  the 
possession  of  Philip  Allen,  Esq.,  of 
Providence,  who  married  into  the  Bcr- 
non family"  (Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  3rd 
Scr.  v.  2,  p.  .}i  ).  Narragansett  was  the 
missionary  ground  oi  the  Church  of 
England,  bur  the  Church  of  England  did 
not  then  stand  for  Religious  Liberty,  nor 
Liberty  of  Conscience  in  religious  mat- 
ters, nor  does  it  stand  to-day  for  any 
such  principles.  Mrs.  Lee,  writing  her 
"Huguenots  in  France  ami  America"  in 
1842,  speaks  of  him  (Bernon)  as  "Un- 
dertaker  for  the  Plantation  of  Oxford 
(v.  2,  p.  112).  She  took  this  from  Abiel 
Holmes'  Memoir  of  French  Protestants 
(Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  3rd  Ser.  v.  2,  p. 
51).  The  word  was  properly  used  by 
Dr.  Holmes.  Bailey's  Dictionary,  1735. 
defines  the  word  as  "One  who  engages 
to  build  for  another  at  a  certain  price. 
That  is  just  what  Gabriel  Bcrnon  was 
doing;  he  was  not  a  funeral  director  nor 
did  the  void  have  any  such  meaning  in 
this  country  until  after  the  year  1840. 
I  will  touch  one  more  subject.  Mr.  Up- 
dike, in  his  original  publication  (p.  83) 
says,  "As  an  example  of  the  inconsist- 
ency of  human  conduct,  and  to  show 
how  opinions  change  with  the  change  of 
circumstances,  the  following  entries  are 
extracted  from  Dr.  McSpanan's  Church 
Records:  ''February  5,  1722-3,  in  Bristol, 
Xew  England,  twelve  men  of  the  Church 
of  England  were  imprisoned  for  refus- 
ing to  pay  towards  the  support  of  the 
Presbyterian  teacher  {not  preacher) 
there."  Again,  tun  months  later,  April 
4,  t/23,  the  Reverend  Dr.  McSparran 
applied  to  the  Bishop  of  London  "to  es- 
pouse the  cause  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land at  Itri-tole,  where  the  Dissenters 
have  lately  imprisoned  twenty  persons, 
and  distrained  upon  the  estates  of  sev- 
eral other  churchmen  for  the  payment  of 
the  Rat-  (Tax)  to  support  their  (Town) 
Teacher."  Again,  in  March,  1724.  three 
men,  "all  of  the  town  of  Rehobotli,  were 
imprisoned  at  Bristol  for  refusing  to  pay 


towards  the  support  of  the  Teacher  in 
that  town."  These  extracts  from  the 
Church  Records  were  written  in  tin  j 
Records  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  McSparran,  and 
concerning  them  Rev.  Dr.  recorded  this 
language:  "They  (the  nun  arrested) 
supposing  it  criminal  to  contribute  tow 
ards  supporting  schism,  and  a  causeless 
separation  from  the  Church  of  England, 
and  1  have  inserted  the  same  here  thai 
the  age  to  come  may  not  forget  the  op- 
pressing spirit  of  ye  Xew  England  Pres- 
byterians and  what  mercy  and  modera- 
tion ye  Church  of  England  is  like  to  feel 
at  their  hands  whenever  they  have  ye 
opportunity  of  Lording  it  over  her,  as 
they  have  too  much  already  in  this  coun- 
try." These  records  exist  in  the  hr-t 
edition  of  the  History  of  the  Narragan- 
sett Church,  pages  S3,  84;  a;.''  rhey  exist 
twice  in  the  new  edition  of  this  history 
(v.  1,  pp.  85,  86,  and  v.  2,  pp.  469,  477). 
These  affairs  all  took  place  outside  of 
Rhode  Island;  neither  Rehoboth  nor 
Bristol  were  then  in  this  colony;  and  the 
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affairs  had  no  connection  in  any  degree 

with  Rhode  Island.  It  was  the  direct 
oppression  by  the  Church  of  England, 
that  Rhode  Island,  and  NTe\v  Englatid 
were  settled  by  Englishmen.     These  ban- 

ished  men  came  here,  established  towns, 
and  town  schools;  then  came  these 
Church  of  England  men.  and  bought 
land  and  settled  in  these  towns;  but 
would  pay  no  tax  in  support  of  schools, 
unless  the  teacher  was  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  men  banished 
from  England  by  this  church  were  not 
banished  because  they  would  pay  no 
school  tax.  Such  history  is  not  history. 
There  are  other  matters  in  connection 
with  tin:  admirable  work  of  Dr.  Good- 
win, but   they  are  too  extensive  for  this

Mr.  Fulbeck  tells  us  "that  Mr.  Lam- 
hard's  pain's,  learning,  and  law,  appear  by 
his  books,  winch  are  constructed  by  so 
curious  a  method,  and  beautified  by  such 
flowers  of  learning  that  he  may  well  be 
sorted  amongst  those  to  whom  the  law  is 
most  beholden" — '"his  style  runneth  like  a 
temperate  stream;  his  excellent  knowledge 
and  use  of  antiquities  argueth  no  small 
reading,  and  a  singular  conceit."

Lam- 
bard's  picture  of  the  men  of  Kent,  who 
went  forth  with  Green  Boughs,  to  meet  in 
peace,  or  to  light,  William  the  Conqueror, 
touches  the  grand  in  literature,  and  to  me 
it  has  a  subtle  influence  for  I  am  a  des- 
cendant  from   one  of  these   men   of   Kent.

At  the  rate  I 
paid  for  Baby  Biscuits  this  loaf  would 
have  cost  43  cents.

the  business  by  publishers.  Their  case 
rested  simply  on  what  they  conceived  to 
be  the  proper  protection  of  copyright. 
The  sale  of  non-copyrighted  book.- 
issued  by  them  they  made  no  effort  to 
control;  their  contention  was  that  a 
copyright,  like  a  patent,  carried  with  it 
the  right  to  charge  and  maintain  a  fixed 
price.  But  the  Supreme  Court  yesterday 
decided  otherwise.

William  Somner  was  born  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  1598.  He  was 
clerk  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  court  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show:  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those,  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  he  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester<  beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauctorated  meant  at  that  lime 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  for 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
Charles   the  First.

In  my  former  paper  on  this  publica- 
tion, it  was  stated  the  reports  of  the 
missionaries  here  to  the  Home  Society, 
which  were  printed  in  the  first  edition, 
were  omitted  in  the  new  edition.  It 
was  an  error.  The  order  of  arrange- 
ment had  been  changed.  Appendices 
were  introduced  and  these  reports  form 
Appendix  B  (Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  1907,  v.  3, 
]>?■  59-92). 

From  Updiko's  History,  p.  84. 

'"'Showing/'  as  it  natural  to  all  zealots 
and  bigots,  they  fell  into  the  same  error 
of  rigidity,  which  they  complained  of 
upon  their  emigration  from  the  Church 
of  England.  At  a  General  Synod  at 
Kewtown,  near  Boston,  in  1637,  eighty- 
two  erroneous  opinions  were  presented 
debated  and  condemned ;  and  by  the 
General  Assembly,  or  Courts  of  the 
Colony,  some  were  bewildered  and  fled 
to  Rhode  Island  for  safety." — Douglass' 
Summary.  Mr.  Updike  gives  neither 
page,  new  volume,  but  I  will  site  Mr. 
Douglass's   language,   opposite: 

Mr.  Douglass  makes  another  reference 
to  this  Synod  at  New-Town,  but  Mr. 
Updike  is  not  sustained  by  either. 
(Douglass's  Summary,  v.  2,  p.  78). 


I  resume  consideration  of  the  History 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Narragan- 
sett  at  the  point  where  the  article  in  the 
last  issue  of  Book  Notes  stopped — the 
refusal  of  the  Church  of  England  men 
to  pay  the  "rate,''  or  tax,  in  towns,  to 
support  schools;  these  refusals  were  not 
in  the  Rhode  Island  towns,  but  were  in 
Massachusetts  towns,  to  wit:  Rehoboth 
and  Bristol.  The  Rev.  Dr.  McSparran 
entered  the  matters  upon  the  Church 
Records  of  St.  Paul's  in  Narragansett. 
Notwithstanding  the  acts  had  no  con- 
nection with  that  church.  The  whole 
transactions  took  place  in  1723-4.  Having 
introduced  these  records  into  his  narra- 
tion, Mr.  Updike   follows  with  this: 

From  Douglass's  Summary,  v.  1,  p.  43S. 

"Sometimes  it  may  be  expedient 
to  have  the  advice  of  Synods  and  Coun- 
cils;  thus  invariable  and  naturally  for 
the  sake  of  good  order  they  fall  into  the 
Presbyterian  mode;  and  in  fact  have 
had  several  Synods  appointed  by  the  civil 
legislature.  Number  one  in  August 
1637,  in  Newtown,  was  called  a  univer- 
sal Synod  to  condemn  the  errors  of  the 
rigids  and  antinomians;  Mr.  Williams, 
Mr.  Vane  and  Mr.  Hutchinson  were 
their  leaders;  this  Synod  continued  three 
week's.  This  occasioned  an  emigration, 
and  the  founding  of  the  colony  of  Rhode 
Island." 

Mr.  Douglass  thus  gives  accounts  of 
six  of  these  Synods;  these  he  numbers 
from  one  to  six,  both  numbers  included, 
and    the  years,    1637-1717,   are   covered; 
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the  entire  account  covers  less  than  two 
pages  o\  Mr.  Douglass's  Summary,  when 
the  readei  runs  against  this:  "Merc  the  I 
history  of  \\w  England  Church  Synods 
must  terminate.  All  Convocations,  Gen- 
eral Assemblies,  Synods,  etc.,  of  clergy- 
men, by  their  indiscreet  zeal,  or  heats, 
rather  increase,  than  heal  the  distempers 
of  the  Church."  (Douglass's  Summary, 
v.  i,  p.  441V  Both  paragraphs  oik-  given 
by  Updike,  ami  the  other  by  Douglass, 
cover  the  same  Synod;  that,  at  New- 
town (now  Cambridge,  Mass.),  in  1637, 
almost  a  century  before  the  Narragan- 
sett  Church  was  organized.  It  was  the 
spasm  which  sent  Ann  Hutchinson,  and 
her  husband,  and  Richard  Scott,  and  his 
wife,  the  first  to  Aquidneck  Island,  the 
c/^rmH  to  Providence,  and  neither  had 
the  remotest  connection  with  the  school 
tax  matters,  a  hundred  years  later.  I 
am  going  to  show  that  Mr.  Douglass 
held  very  different  opinions  from  those 
one  would  suppose  by  reading  what  Mr. 
Updike,  or  some  of  his  friends,  wrote, 
for  his  book.  The  society  for  the  propa- 
gation of  the  CiOsp<:d  in  foreign  parts 
sent  missionaries,  school  masters  and 
catechists.        Mr.      Douglas      savs      the 


scheme  proposed  (  Summary,  v.  2,  p. 
134"),  was  the  converting  of  the  present 
idle  missions  into  county  working 
schools,  with  a  Church  oi  England 
Catechisl  qualified  in  the  "working,"  as 
well  as  the  "devotional  article-."  (Doug- 
lass's Summary,  v.  2,  p.  i.v"K  The  set- 
tlement of  Xew  England  was  to  get  rid 
of  such  teachings. 

"The  project  was  the  initiating  white, 
black  and  Indian  children,  into  the  mode 
(subject  and  manner)  of  the  Church  of 
England,  by  the  Church  of  England 
working  schools  would  be  more  effectual 
than  the  present  missionary  methods" — 
the  reason  being  "that  the  bringing  over 
of  adults  is  more  difficult,  and  when 
brought  over  they  soon  die,  and  their 
influence  (and  ability  to  labor)  is  lost." 
(Douglass's  Summary,  v.  2,  p.  137).  "In 
the  societies'  last  abstract  certain  of  the 
missionaries  are  accused  of  a  persecut- 
ing spirit  because  three  or  four  mean 
persons  were  persecuted  for  not  paying 
their  township  rates."  (Douglass's 
Summary,  2,   134). 

"Zealots  of  all  denominations,  as  is 
observed,  if  among  common  people,  arc 
of  the  meanest  knowledge;  and  if  among 
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politicians  arc  of  the  deepest,  wicked 
designs/-'  (Douglass's  Summary,  v.  2,  p.

Then  Dr.  McSparran  writes 
this  note:  "Said  Mary  Dickenson  was 
the  wife  of  Jonathan  Dickinson,  after 
whose  demise  she  incestuously  contract 
ed  marriage  with  Samuel,  a  brother  of 
Jonathan,  and  the  said  Christopher  is 
the  child  of  this  incestuous  marriage, 
but  having  unexceptional  sponsors  was 
baptized.''      (p.  500,  v.  2). 

A  woman  had  married  a  brother  of 
her  husband,  who  had  died.

-Mr.  Bernon  petitioned  the  colonial  gov- 
ernment for  assistance  against  the  In- 
dians. This  was  in  J 702.  The  town  of 
Oxford  was  not  incorporated  until  i/i,v 
Instead  of  physical  help  Gov.  Dudley 
gave  him  a  commission  as  captain  in  the 
militia,  "and  told  him  to  show  his  com- 
mission and  take  care  that  the  people  go 
armed,  and  take  them  into  your  own 
house  with  a  palisade.'''  ( Hist.  Xarr. 
Ch.  1907,  p.  41).  Mr.  Bernon  did  not 
himself  live  at  Oxford.  He  had  in  16S6 
entered  upon  a  land  speculation  in  Xcw 
England.  The  revocation  of  the  Edict 
of  Nantes  took  place  on  the  17th  Octo- 
ber, 1785.  In  a  few  months  Mr.  Bernon 
U  ft  France  for  London,  and  then  in 
1C86  entered  this  Oxford  scheme.  The 
Massachusetts  practically  gave  him  2500 
acres  of  land,  and  he  with  those  engaged 
in  the  scheme  with  him  carried  thirty.

These  families  had  all  left  the  settle- 
ment in  1696— six  years  before  this  talk 
about  a  fort.

In  the  new  edition  oi 
the  History  of  N»arragansett  Church, 
there  is  another,  and  very  different  pic- 
ture (v.  i,  p.  65)  drawn  by  William  I ). 
Ely.  No  one  would  ever  suspect  that 
these  two  sketches  represented  the  same 
subject.  In  mentioning  this  enterprise. 
Mrs.  Lee  says:  "This  he  hoped  would 
prove  a  'solid  investment/"  (The

p.  114).  But  it  never  materialized.  Mr.

Serious  questions  arose  about   1722  con- 

2500  acres  of  land  in  Oxford,  Mass. 
(Updike's  Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  1907,  pp.  42- 
44,) .  Among  those  who  claimed  an  in- 
terest in  these  lands  was  Bertraud  de 
Tusseau,  treasurer  of  the  Protestant 
Church  of  France.  He  was  the  first  to 
suggest  the  coming  to  Xew  England  to 
Bernon  .(Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  I,  p.  42)  and  he 
claimed  an  interest  in  the  profits  of  the 
enterprise.  Mr.  Bernon  reached  Massa- 
chusetts in  1687,  as  I  have  stated;  he 
lived  about  ten  years  in  the  X'arragan- 
sett  country.  In  160/S  he  came  to  Provi- 
dence for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He 
was  buried  in  the  crypt  of  St.  John's 
Church  ;  then  it  was  called  "The  King's 
Church."  There  were  in  the  original 
edition  grave  defects  in  the  citation  of 
authorities;  one  of  the  worst  I  have 
discussed,  to  wit :  "Douglasss  Sum- 
mary." Many  citations  are  practically 
useless,  as  for  instance  "Boston  Rec- 
ords" (p.  105)  ;  "Farmers  Register"  (p. 
105)  "Potter's  Xarragansett"  (p.  105)  ; 
"Holmes'  Annals"  (p.  105);  "Gen.  Yar- 
num's  Sp<  cch"  (p.  83);  "Humphr-.y  and 
Hawkins"  (p.  40)  ;  "The  Huguenots  in 
trance  and  America"  'p-  41);  "Huchin- 
son"  (sic,;  (p.  105).  There  are  a  great 
many  more;    Dr.  Goodwin   has   don         !

Records,  and  in  a  very  clever  note.  Dr. 
Goodwin  explains  its  use;  it  wa.s  to  give 
honor,  and  respect;  a  custom  of  the  age. 
(Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  1907,  v.  I,  p.  369) 
There  are  in  the  original  edition  a  vast 
number  of  errors.     Here  is  one:  '"I  am,

The  new  edition  is  full  of  just 
such   corrections. 

There  are  many  things  written  about 
by  Mr.  Updike  in  this  history  which  had 
little  or  no  connection  with  the  Church 
at  Narragansett,  but  which  are  interest- 
ing.

The 
Rev.  Thomas  Winthrop  Coit  was  born 
in  1803.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Goodwin,  the 
editor  of  this  new  edition,  describes  Dr. 
Coit  as  being  "one  of  the  ripest  scholars 
and  ablest  writers  in  the  church,  and 
left  numerous  works  of  great  value." 
(Hist.  Xarr.  Ch.  v.  2,  p.  283).  The 
present  writer  has  one  of  these  chairs. 
There  are  a  great  many  curious  items 
of  history  in  this  book,  hut  1  have  not 
space  in  which  to  note  them.  A  conn

Meant.  The  index  to  the  edition  of  1847 
covers  s:x  (6)  pages;  the  index  of  the 
edition  of  1907  covers  not  quite  two 
hundred  and  six  (206)  pages.  The  first 
covers  subjects  and  proper  names;  the 
second  contains  no  subjects,  but  is  con- 
fined to  proper  names.  The  great  inter- 
est now  existing  in  this  book  lies  in  its 
'■family*'  notes.  Mrs.  Lee  in  her  "Hugue- 
nots in  r  ranee  and  America''  states  that 
"Bernon's  descendants  are  now  to  be 
traced  in  some  of  the  most  respectable 
families  in  Rhode  Island.  (Hist.  Narr. 
Ch.  1907,  v.  1,  p.  61).  There  is  nothing 
in  literature  more  interesting  to  us  than 
to  read  in  good  black  type  stories  of  the 
good  things  said,  or  done,  by  our  an- 
cestors. This  book  is  full  of  just  this 
interesting  matter.  4  here  are  fifty -five- 
portraits  of  the  TiiDst  distinguished  men 
and  women  of  Dr.  McSparran's  time, 
J7JO-1757,  besides  other  illustrations  or 
fac-similes.  The  Rev.  Doctor  Daniel 
Goodwin's  industry  as  its  editor  is  with- 
out an  equal  in  American  literature. 
This  edition  will  soon  he  as  difficult  to 
obtain  as  the  first  edition  became.

Tin-:  Story  or  a  Rook  ox  the  Science  of 
the  Structure  oi-  Man,  by  Dr.  Isaac 
Ray,  Once  Superintendent  oe  Butler 
Hospital.   Written  in  His  2ist  Year. 


There  came  to  me  a  few  days  since  a 
Look  from  Canada.  It  was  .vritten  by 
Isaac  Ray,  M.  D.,  ami  the  name  of  it 
was  "Conversations  on  the  Animal 
Economy."  1  had  never  seen  nor  heard 
of  it;  and  1  was  at  once  curious  to  know 
whether  this  author  was  the  friend  of 
my  youth,  and  so  it  was.  Dr.  Ray  was 
born  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts;  was 
educated  in  Maine;  was  a  graduate  in 
medicine  of  Bowdoiil ;  entered  upon  the 
practice  of  medicine  at  Portland.  He 
graduated  in  1827,  his  twentieth  year. 
In  1829  this  book  was  published  at  Port- 
land. Dr.  Ray  was  22  years  old  when  it 
was  printed.  In  1838  Dr.  Ray  published 
the  first  edition  of  his  "Medical  Juris- 
prudence of  Insanity,"  and  in  1845  he 
was  made  superintendent  of  Butler  Hos- 
pital, then  in  process  of  building.  Being 
a  bookish  man  he  soon  frequented  the 
store  of  Charles  Burnett,  where  I  was 
a  boy  at  work.  Dr.  Ray  soon  took  an 
interest  in  me,  as  did  also  so  many  edu- 
cated men  and  women,  then  li\ing  here; 
and  became  a  close  friend  of  much  help.  | 
All  the  educated  men  and  women  came 
to  my  shop,  met  and  talked — not  non- 
sense— but  learning.  One  day  Dr.  Ray 
came  in;  Samuel  Ames  was  sitting  in  a 
chair  looking  over  a  book  which  I  had 
just  received  from  London.  It  was 
about    Shakespeare,   and   a   conversation 


between  Ames  and  Ray  at  once  began 
on  the  mental  fibre  of  Hamlet's  brain. 
1  .shall  never  forget  it,  well  nigh  fifty 
years  ago.  But  I  must  come  to  some  at- 
tempt to  describe  this  book  by  Dr.  Ray, 
now    almost    unknown,   and    I    might    al- 

tells  us,  Conversations  on  the  Animal 
Economy.  These  conversations  are  en- 
tirely -Dr.  B."  and  "Emily."  The  word 
"economy"  means  "that  orderely  system 
of  regulating  the  distribution  of  parts, 
conceived  and  adapted  by  the  author, 
whether  human  01  divine."  Dr.  Ray 
divides  his  work  into  nine  sections,  or 
conversations,  the  first,  covers  anatomy, 
comparative  and  physiological,  and 
teaches  the  distinctions  organic,  and  in- 
organic bodies,  ami  covering  also  animal 
and  vegetable  things.  The  second,  re- 
late- to  digestion  not  alone  by  human 
beings  but  in  vegetables  and  animals  as 
well;  the  teeth,  and  mastication  and 
the  work  of  the  abdomen,  and  stomach, 
are  described.  The  third,  relates  to 
"chymiheation,"  which  means  the  con- 
version of  food  into  chyme,  or  chyle,  as 
it  is  now  called ;  and  then  how  it  is 
worked  into  blood;  here,  too,  Dr.  Ray 
includes  not  only  man,  but  also  birds, 
fishes,  etc.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
tilings  here  touched  is  a  statement,  plain 
and  simple,  of  the  action  of  the  mental 
power  in  aiding  digestion;  and  how  a 
hearty  supper  will  never  /trouble  a  sound 
sleep,  (p.  58,  59).  The  story  of  ex- 
periments upon  a  young  Canadian,  the 
interior     portions     of     certain      organ- 
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brought  into  view  by  a  shot-gun  is  con- 
cisely told,  and  mighty  interesting.  The 
fourth  conversation  explains  the  circula- 
tion of  the  blood  and  describes  the  or^ 
gans  which  perform  it;  how  it  workj 
upon  the  "pulse"  and  what  this  "pulse" 
shows;  it  tells  us  what  ubluc-boys"  arc 
(p.  83)  and  how  they  come  into  exist- 
ence; and  never  was  the  value  of  blood 
to  a  human  being  hotter,  or  more  con- 
cisely told.  The  fifth  conversation  dis- 
cusses  the  work  of  respiration,  and  the 
method  of  inspiration;  otherwise,  our 
breathing  mechanism.  It  describes  to  us 
the  respiration  of  fishes,  birds,  reptiles, 
of  spiders,  and  other  insects,  and  of 
molusca ;  the  description  of  the  human 
hein(T  is  short,  hut  there  is  no  useless 
word  wasted  in  it.  The  sixth  conversa- 
tion sets  forth  the  nervous  system  of  the 
human  species  and  compares  it  with  that 
of  the  lower  orders  of  animals.  In  \\\\> 
he  couples  the  brains  of  men  with  those 
of  the  inferior  animals.  The  conversa- 
tion closes  with  an  acute  comparison  of 
the  instinct  of  animals,  with  the  reason 
of  the  human  species.  The  seventh  con- 
versation is  the  most  elaborate; 
it  discusses  the  five  senses,  to  wit,  hear- 


ing, seeing,  smelling,  tasting,  touch;  and 
to  these  Dr.  Ray  added  speech;  he  de- 
scribes each,  and  tells  us  how  the  im- 
pressions made  by  these  senses  are  con- 
veyed to  the  human  brain  and  thus  a 
bond  of  connection  is  made  between  man 
and  the  world  outside,  and  around  him. 
Into  this  conversation  Dr.  Ray  has  in- 
troduced the  story  which  William  Chcs- 
elden  (the  most  distinguished  surgeon 
which  England  ever  knew)  told  of  the 
impressions  of  his  own  infancy,  all  of 
which  related  to  these  senses.  The 
eighth  conversation  discusses  the  loco- 
motive organs  of  the  human  species; 
how  they  differ  from  animals;  and  how 
the  human  skeleton  was  devised,  in  or- 
der to  give  us  that  erect  figure,  which 
many  of  us  have;  others  creep  like  curs, 
and  become  cur-ses  to  the  world. 

The  ninth,  and  last  conversation,  dis- 
cusses of  sleep,  and  closes  with  an  ad- 
mirable account  of  the  gradual  wearing 
out  of  respiration  and  circulation,  and 
the  end  of  sleep.  To  animal  life  sleep  s 
an  absolute  necessity;  organic  life 
knows  it  not.  From  birth  to  man- 
hood it  grows  less  and  less;  from  man 
hood   to   old   age   more   and    more.     Dr. 
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Ray  gives  in  fine  form  the  value  to  men 
of  earl}-  sleep;   "an   hour's  sleep  before 

midnight  is  worth  two  after."  He  sets 
foj  th  in  g<  rod  f>  inn  the  absi  >lute  n 
<ity,  in  order  to  get  repose,  to  compose 
the  mind  to  rest.  He  gives  Shake- 
speare's philosophy  of  sleep  from  Henry 
V.  No.  King 
"Can  sleep  so   soundly  as  the   wretched 

slave 
Who  with  a  body  filled,  and  vacant  mind 
Gets    him    to    rest,    crammed    with    dis- 
tressful  bread.*' 

Dr.     Kay    mentions    here    one     thing 
which  I  seem  to  possess,  but  of  which   I 
have   never   before    heard  .to  wit,  a    "me- 
dian line."      Here   is    Dr.   Ray's  descrip- 
tion: "In  the  animal  life  the  organs  are 
symmetrical;    and    arc    either    in    pairs, 
each     being     perfectly     similar     to     the  i 
others,   and   placed  on   each   side   of   the   j 
median  line,  at   equal   distances   from   it,   : 
or  single,  and   placed  directly  over   that   I 
line,    and    divided    hy    it    into   two    sym- 
metrical    halves."      (p.    233).      "On    this   I 
line  are  placed  the  nose,  mouth,  tongue, 
and  on  each  side  are  the  eyes,  ears,   fin- 
gers."     (p.   234). 

Now  comes  the  end,  "Such  is  the  his- 
tory of  organic  beings;  it  only  remains 
for  us  now  to  behold  their  natural  ter- 


mination--, in  death.  The  animal  func- 
tions first  feel  the  approach  of  the  grim 
destroyer,  and  are,  one  after  another, 
gradually  extinguished,  before  the  or- 
gans are  sensibly  affected.  The  muscles 
lose  the  powers  of  action  till  the  limbs 
and  trunk  are  motionless.  The  senses 
lose  their  acuteness;  the  vision  grows 
dim,  and  the  eyelids  close;  the  ear  is  in- 
sensible to  sound  ;  the  voice  is  weal:  and 
husky.  The  intellectual  factulties  soon 
participate  in  the  decay  of  the  senses. 
The  memory  is  obliterated;  judgment 
errs,  and  the  consciousness  of  the  world 
without  fades  from  the  mind.  Respira- 
tion, circulation,  and  the  other  organic 
functions  still  continue  till  death  finally 
seixes  upon  them.  Respiration  is  slack- 
ened; the  motions  of  the  heart  are  fee- 
Die  ami  urcgiiiai  ,  tilt  blood  retires  num 
the  vessels  of  the  skin  to  the  central  or- 
gans, where  it  stagnates  and  dies;  thus 
proceeding  from  the  circumference  to 
the  centre,  life  is  gradually  extinguished 
throughout  all  the  system.'  Such  was 
the  true  and  beautiful  story  written  by 
Dr.  Isaac  Ray,  when  he  was  practically 
a  boy  of  twenty-one  years.  Dr.  Ray 
resigned  his  position  at  Butler  Hospital 
in  1866  and  removed  to  Philadelphia. 
The  health  of  his  family,  needing,  as  he 
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thought,  a  milder  climate.  There  he 
died  on  the  31st  March,  1S81.  1  have  nor 
space  now  to  print  a  detailed  account  oi 
Dr.  Ray's  literary  work.  Bu1  I  wish  to 
touch  bibliographically  one  book.  Dr. 
Ray  was  the  author  of  a  legal  treatise  on 
"The  Medical  Jurisprudence  oi  Insanity." 
The  first  edition  was  published  in  [838; 
the  second  in  1844;  the  third  in  [853;  the 
fourth  in  i860;  and  the  fifth  in  1871.  Two 
publishers  issued  editions  in  England,  or 
1  should  say,  one  in  England,  and  one  in 
Scotland,  boih  in  1839.  Lord  Cockburn, 
then  Solicitor  General  of  Scotland,  and 
subsequently  one  of  her  ablest  judges, 
pronounced  Dr.  Ray's  treatise  to  be  "the 
most  scientific  treatise  that  the  age  had 
produced  on  the  subject  of  insanity  in 
relation    to   jurisprudence."

On  the  morning  of  July  1st  I  asked  a

Mr.  Fulbeck  tells  us  "that  Mr.  Lam- 
bard's pains,  learning,  and  law,  appeal  by 
his  books,  which  are  constructed  by  so 
curious  a  method,  and  beautified  by  such 
flowers  of  learning  that  he  may  -.veil  be 
sorted  amongst  those  to  whom  the  law  is 
most  beholden" — "his  style  runneth  like  a 
temperate  stream;  his  excellent  knowledge 
and  use  of  antiquities  argueth  no  small 
reading,  and  a  singular  conceit."  (Ful- 
beck's  Preparation,  L620,  p.  74).  Lam- 
bard's picture  of  the  nan  of  Kent,  who 
went  fori  .  v  Lli  Green  Boughs  to  meet  in 
peace,  or  to  fight,  William  the  Conqueror, 
touches  the  grand  in  literature,  and  to  me 
it  };;i s  ;i  .subtle  influence  for  1  am  a  des- 
cendant  from   one  of  these   men  of  Kent. 


The  earliest  Rhode  Island  statute  con- 
cerning the  title  to  land  beneath  tide 
waters  and  the  powers  ot  towns  to  con- 
trol coves,  rivers,  waters,  and  banks 
bordering  on  tin-  same  was  that  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  28th  May,  1707. 
In  Book  Notes,  v.  23,  pp.  9-12,  a  portion 
of  this  law  was  printed,  and  a  history  of 
the  introduction  of  many  changes  in  tin 
law  done  by  various  Secretaries  of  State 
wholly  without  authority.  It  seems  clear 
that  questions  of  ownership,  or  of  con- 
trol, of  these  "sea"'  lands  will  come  be- 
fore the  courts,  and  in  these  cases  this 
law  of  1707  will  figure  fundamentally. 
It  is  therefore  important  that  a  correct 
copy  should  be  printed,  since  it  has 
never  yet  been  printed  correctly.  In 
Book  Notes  above  cited  1  printed  this 
clause  from  the  law:  "Each  town  has 
granted  unto  it  full  power  and  autho- 
rity to  settle  coves,  creeks,  rivers,  wa- 
ters, banks  bordering  on  their  re- 
spective townships  as  they  (the  free- 
men; shall  think  lit  for  the  promotion 
of  their  several  town-,  by  building 
wharves,  etc."  The  words  above,  "the 
freemen,"  enclosed  in  parenthesis,  were 
written  there  by  myself  in  order  to  make- 
clear  what  the  word  "they,"  which  pre- 
ceded "the  freemen,"  meant.  It  has 
been  held  that  I  had  changed  the  con- 
struction of  the  law.  I  do  not  admit 
that  1  changed  the  statute.  "The  marks 
of  parenthesis  consist  of  two  curved 
lines  (  )  which  indicate  that  an  expres- 
sion is  inserted  in  the  body  of  a  sen- 
tence with  which  it  has  no  connection  in 
sense,  or  in  construction."  (Wilson  on 
English  Punctuation,  p.  167).  The  original 
manuscript  of  this  law,  signed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Colony,  is  in  the  Sidney 
S.  Rider  collection,  in  Brown  Univer- 
sity Library,  and  it' is  the  only  copy  now 
known  to  be  in  existence.  From  it  J 
now  reprint  the  law  vcrbatatin,  et  liter.; 
tim,  et  punctatim.

promotion  oi  their  severall  towns  and 
townships  by  building  wharfes,  laying

Poem   by    Sir   Thomas   Browne,   written 
in   1670  on  American   Progress. 


There   is  a   curious  literary  interest  in 
these    four    lines    which    I    am    going    to 
consider  in   Hook   Notes  : 
Westward  the  course  of  empire  takes  its 
way, 

The   first   four  acts  already  past, 
A   fifth   shall   close   the   drama   with   the 
day; 

Time's  noblest  offspring  is  the  last. 

It  is  a  glorious  prophetic  utterance 
concerning  America  written  by  Bishop 
Berkeley,  probably  while  at  Xewport, 
JJ-7-9,  and  published  by  him  in  London 
in  1752.  I  will  give  the  poem  entire. 
His  line  : 

"The    first    four    acts    already   past" 
refers   doubtless   to   the    four   first   great 
empires,  the  Babylonic,  the  Assyrian,  the 
Medo-Pcrsian,  and  the  Macedonian. 

Bishop  Berk- ley's  "Verses  on  the 
Prospect  of  Planting  Arts  and  Learning 
in  America:" 

The  muse  disgusted  at  the  age  and  clime, 
Barren  of  every  glorious  theme, 

In  distant  lands  now  waits  a  better  time, 

Producing  subjects   worthy   fame. 
In    happy  climes    where    from    the   genial 
sun 
And  virgin  earth  such  scenes  ensue, 
The  force  of  arts  by  nature  seems  out- 
done, 
And  fancied  beauties  by  the  true. 


In  happy  climes,  the  seat  of  innocence, 
Where  nature  guides  ami  virtue  rules. 

Where    men    shall    not    impose    for   truth 
and  sense 
The  pedantry  of  courts  and  schools. 

There  shall  be  sui)<;>  another  golden  age, 
The  rise  of  empire  and  of  arts, 

Afhe  good  and  great  inspiring  epic  rage, 
The    wisest   heads    and   noblest   hearts. 

Not  such  as  Europe  breeds  in  her  decay; 
Such    as    she    bred    when    fresh    and 
young, 
When    heavenly    flame    did    animate   her 
clay, 
By  future  poets  shall  be  sung. 

Westward    the    course    of    empire    takes 
its  way  ; 

The   first   four  acts  already  past, 
A    fifth    shall   close   the   drama   with    the 
day; 

Times  noblest  offspring  is  the  last. 

It  is  the  last  verse  which  has  done  so 
much  for  the  fame  of  Berkeley.  This 
poem  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  a 
printed  publication  in  the  United  States, 
in  l8l8.  Gulian  C.  Verplarick  delivered 
before  the  New  York  Historial  Society 
an  anniversary  discourse  Dec.  71I1.  He 
introduced  this  poem,  saying,  "I  have 
quoted  these  fine  lines  at  length  because 
T  do  not  recollect  to  have  seen,  or  heard, 
them  referred  to  in  this  country.  They 
were  written  fifty  year?  before  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence."  (Verplanck'-j 
Discoiuse,   p.    iS).     There   is  a   copy  of 
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this  address  in  the  Sidne>   S.  Ridei   col- 
lection   in     Brown    University     Library 
(Box  l-'-',  Tamp.  3).     George  Bancroft 
used   the   line, 
"Westward   the  course  of   empire  takes 

its   way," 
but  he  changed   it    to 
"Westward   the  star  of  empire  takes  its 

way." 
In  lite  works  of  John  Adams  (v.  o,  p. 
600^1  there  is  a  letter  written  by  Adams 
to  Dr.  Rush  of  Philadelphia,  in  1807. 
Adams  says  he  quoted  these  two  lines 
to  a  gentleman  of  four  score,  "Brother 
Crane h,"  as  to  the  authorship  of  these 
two  lines : 
"The    eastern    nations    sink,    their    glory 

ends, 
And  empire  rises  where  the  sun  des- 
cends." 
"Tasked  him  (writes  Adams)  if  Dean 
Berkeley  was  the  author  of  them." 
Adams  continues:  "He  answered,  No. 
The  tradition  was  as  he  had  heard  it  for 
sixty  years,  that  these  lines  were  in- 
scribed, or  rather  drilled  into  a  rock  on 
the  shore  of  Monument  Day  in  our  old 
colony  of  Plymouth,  and  were  supposed 


to  have  been  written  and  engros  >' 
there  by  some  of  the  first  emigrants 
from  Leyden,  who  had  landed  at  Ply- 
mouth."    Adams    continues:    "However 

tills  may  be,  1  may  add  my  testimony  to 
Mr.   Cranch's,   that    I    have  heard  these 

verses  (he  gives  no  verses— merely  a 
couplet)  for  more  than  sixty  years.  I 
conjecture  that  Berkeley  became  con- 
nected with  them  in  my  head  by  some 
report  that  the  Bishop  had  copied  them 
into  some  publication."  John  Adams  wa« 
seventeen  years  obi  when  Berkeley  print- 
ed his  poem  in  his  "Miscellanies,  1752." 
But  Adams  has  not  quoted  Berkeley.  If 
that  couplet  had  been  cut  in  a  rock,  on 
the  shore  of  Monument  Hill,  in  Ply- 
mouth, by  one  of  the  first  emigrants  in 
1620  would  it  not  have  appeared  in  some 
history?  Would  such  a  thought  have  dc- 
veloped  in  any  man's  mind  in  1620?  It 
is  pure  nonsense.  The  idea  of  an  em- 
pire here  occurring  in  any  Plymouth- 
mind  in  1620  is  impossible  to  be  believed. 
Bishop  Berkeley  probably  drew  his  in- 
spiration from  Sir  Thomas  Browne.  1 
will  give  the  Prophecy  from  Sir 
Thomas :

Sir  Thomas  Browne  wrote  this  Pro- 
phecy about  the  time  when  King  Philips 
wars  were  "on"  here,  in  the  Massachu- 
setts, and  Ptymouth  colonies,  1670-1676. 
Sir  Thomas  then  enters  upon  some  ex- 
planations o{  certain  lines.  Here  is  one: 
"When  Xew  England  shall  trouble  New

The  term  Xew  Spain  meant  at  that  time 
the  islands  now  called  the  West  Indies. 
The  Continental  lands,  Florida,  to  be 
more  soecifi<*  \v«*re  pni  included  ^'r 
Thomas  thus  explains  this  line:  "That  is 
when  that  thriving  colony  winch  hath  so 
much  increased  in  our  days,  and  in  the 
space  of  about  fifty  (50)  years  (1620- 
1670)  that  they  can  raise  between  twen- 
ty and  thirty  thousand  men  upon  an  ex- 
igency, shall  in  process  of  time  be  so  ad- 
vanced as  to  be  able  to  send  forth  ships, 
and  fleets,  and  infest  the  American 
Spanish  ports,  and  maritime  dominions, 
by  depredations,  or  assaults,  for  which 
attempts  they  are  not  likely  to  be  unpro- 
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vided,  as  abounding  in  the  materials  for 
shipping,  oak  and  fir.  When  Length  of 
time  shall  so  far  increase  that  indus- 
trious people  thai  the  neighboring  coun- 
try will  not  contain  them,  they  will  range 
still  farther,  and  be  able,  in  time,  to  set 
forth  great  armies,  seek  for  new  posses- 
sions *  *  *  wherein  it  is  not  likely 
that  they  will  move  northward,  but 
towards  the  southern,  and  richer  coun- 
tries, which  are  either  in  the  dominions 
or  frontiers  of  the  Spaniards,  and  may 
not  improbably  erect  new  dominions  in 
places,  not  yet  thought  of,  and  yet  for 
some  centuries  beyond  their  power  or 
ambition.!" — (Certain  Miscella-ny  Tracts, 
London,  1 686,  p.  63).

Jamaica  was  discovered  by  Columbus,    I 


in  May,  1404,  and  taken  possession  of, 
in  the  name  of  the  King  of  Spain.  It 
was  seized  by  England,  in  war,  in  1655, 
and  in  England's  possession  it  still  re- 
mains. When  Sir  Thomas  wrote  this 
Prophecy,  it  had  been  held  by  England 
twenty  years.  It  is  directly  south  of  the 
eastern  end  of  Cuba,  and  in  a  direct 
south  line  from  the  Everglades  of  Flori- 
da. Now  comes  Sir  Thomas's  comment- 
ary on  his  poetical  line.  "That  is,  when 
that  advantageous  island  shall  be  well 
peopled    it    may   become    so    strong    and

ritories, and  with  China,  and  Japan,  and 
on  this  side  by  Porto  Bello,  and  others 
hold  correspondence  with  Europe  and 
Africa." 

'"When  Africa  shall  no  more  sell  out

"When  America  shall  cease  to  send  forth

piratically  assault  them.''  The  spread- 
ing west,  and  south,  of  the  Xew  England 
settlers;  the  destruction  of  negro  slav- 
ery; the  government  of  the  great  islands 
oi  the  sea;  the  seizing  of  Panama;  the 
hiding  of  Spain,  from  the  American; 
the  American  Revolution  of  I//6,  all 
these  things  are  among  the  Frophecies 
of  Sir  Thomas  Brown  in  1070. 

In  making  *>hese  researehes  I  came 
lip  on  a  suggestion,  about  1652,  by  lht 
Spanish  government,  of  a  passage  for 
ships  across  the  isthmus  at  Panama.  I 
cannot  at  this  moment  make  the  cita- 
tion. 

In  the  year  1756  an  edition  of  Si: 
Thomas  Brown's  Christian  Morals  was 
published    in    London    and    Dr.    Samuel 


Johnson  was  engaged  to  write  a  memoir 
of  Sii  Thomas  as  a  beginning  of  the 
book.  In  it  he  wrote  this:  "The  pieces 
(written  by  Sir  Thomas)  that  remain 
are  a  Prophecy  concerning  the  future 
state  of  several  nations  in  which  Browne 
plainly  discovers  his  experience  to  he  the 
same  with  thai  entertained  lately  with 
more  composure  by  Dr.  Berkeley  "that 
America  will  be  the  seat  of  the  Fifth 
.anpire."  (Johnson's  Works,  Murphy's 
ed.  v.  2,  p.  247).  This  Prophecy  written 
l)y  Sir  Thomas  Browne,  was  first  printed 
in  [684,  in  London.  It  was  written  about 
1070-1675.  1  )r.  Berkeley  was  not  born, 
hence  had  written  nothing;  hence,  how 
could  Sir  Thomas  Brown  "discover  his 
expectation  to  he  the  same  entertained 
by  Dr.  Berkeley  nearly  three-quarters  of 
a  century  alter  his  (Sir  Thomas's.) 
death.  Bishop  Berkeley  published  his 
..miscellanies"  in  London  in  1752,  four 
years  before  Johnson  wrote  his  memoir 
of  Sir  Thomas,  hence  his  reference  to 
Berkeley.  I  fancy  that  Sir  Thomas  was 
led  along  the  lines  which  he  followed 
by  a  book  which  had  been  recently  pub-

The    following  paragraph  appeared  in 
a    letter    addressed    to    the    Providence 

Tribune,  and  prinled  in  that  paper,  July 
I2th,  in  St. :  The  reader  who  cares  to 
look  up  the  matter  will  find  that  the  first 
bank  charters  drawn  are  very  careful 
in  :  runic  i  !  .  They  pr<  \  el.  ;■  ?  ibst  in- 
tial  redemption  fund  in  coin,  in  propor- 
tion to  note.-,  issued,  and  also  holding  the 
director^  and  stockholders  liable  for 
loss."  Again.  "J  am  going  to  claim  these 
same  features  were  in  control  when  the 
first  paper  money  act,  of  May,  1710,  was 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly."  That 
was  written  by. James  N.  Arnold.  There 
is  scarcely  any  historical  matter  con- 
nected with  Rhode  Island  History  (sav- 
ing Soul  Liberty)  more  acute  than  this 
"Bills  of  Credit"  work  of  the  General 
Assembly  covering  the  years  1710-1780. 
Mr.  Arnold  is  in  error  on  these.  Neither 
the  First  Bank,  nor  any  other  of  these 
banks,  ever  had  a  charter;  nor  was  there 
a  director,  nor  a  stockholder,  in  either 
one.  No  ''substantial  redemption  fund 
in  coin"  was  ever  provided  for  any 
paper  money  issued  not  only  in  Rhode 
Island,  but  nowhere  in  New  England. 
These  "Bills  of  Credit"  fell  within  the 
year  171 1,  in  New  England  from  par,  40

per  cent.;  in  other  words  it  took  140 
pounds  to  buy  100  pounds  in  silver,  and 
in  [748  the  decline  had  reached  to  IO00 
in  bills  to  buy  100  in  silver.  Now  it 
there  had  been  a  substantial  redemption 
fund  provided  for  these  bills  how  could 
this  continuous  fall  in  value  have  gone 
on?  Any  reader  can  go  to  the  4lh  vol- 
ume of  the  R.  I.  Col.  Record-,  page  96, 
and  in  five  minutes  see  that  J  have  stat<  d 
the  facts  as  to  the  structure  of  these 
things  called  "Ranks;"  and  to  Douglass' 
Historical  Summary  of  Xew  England 
History,  London,  J 755,  v.  1,  p.  31 R  for 
the  decline.  For  further  accounts  of 
these  declines  see  Rhode  Island  Histori- 
cal Tract,  Xo.  8,  first  series,  pages  55, 
100,  etc.  From  a  historical  standpoint 
.Mr.  Arnold's  letter  can  never  be  relied 
Upon — i>a\C  only  111  one  way.  Jiisicau  vi 
redemption  in  coin,  redemption  by  taxa- 
tion was  the  rule.  There  was  in  all  this 
Bills  of  Credit  business  but  one  instance 
of  redemption  by  Rhode  Island  in  coin, 
and  this  I  have  set  forth  (Rhode  Island 
Historical  Tract,  No.  8,  first  series,  p. 
67).  In  1747,  the  English  government 
ventured  to  re-imburse  the  New  England 
colonies  for  their  expenditures  in  the 
war  then  ended.  Rhode  Island  had  then 
outstanding  550,000  pounds  sterling  in 
paper  Rills  of  Credit  ;  and  not  a  six- 
pence in  corn  with  which  to  redeem 
them.  The  English  government  sent 
here  7800  pounds  sterling,  and  with  it 
Rhode  Island  redeemed  8S,/2^,  pounds. 
Mr.  Arnold's  assaults  upon  the  character 
of  Roger  Williams  and  Soul  Liberty 
begin  to  compare  respectably  with  such 
work  as  this  paper  money  story.

ought  to  (.'lid  forever  Mich  a  City  Coun- 
cil; just  as  the  action  of  the  Council 
destroys  in  a  finest  square  in  the  heart 
of  the  city.  This  railroad  company  will 
rent  enough  booths,  and  cooky  stand,  lo 
pay  the  cost  of  the  buildings,  and  "run" 
on  forever.  With  the  bronze  figure  on 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  monument 
sticking  his  bronze  "mug"  through  the 
roof. 

On  the  8th  of  July,  Bryan  suggested 
that  in  contempt  cases  (against  only 
laboring  nun)  the  trial  is  to  be  before 
any  Judge  other  than  the  one  who  issued 
the  writ,  and  Bryan  further  suggested 
the  re-enactment  of  the  law  requiring 
notice  to  he  given  before  sue1.:  prelimi- 
nary injunction  shall  issue;  this  was 
exactly  the  United  States  law  as  it  ex- 
isted in  1874,  and  for  years  before  it. 
(Evening  Bulk  tin,  8th  July).  This 
same  newspaper  (p.  8)  gives  a  dispatch 
from  Boston  (8th  July).  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  in  an  appeal 
case  in  a  contempt  proceeding  for  an 
alleged  violation  of  an  injunction,  re- 
versed  the  judgment  of   the  "Superior" 


Court.  "The  full  court  held  that  the 
finding  of  the  Judge  was  not  warranted 
by  the  e\  i. K  nee,  and  that  the  fines  paid 
into  court  by  them  (the  defendants  in 
the  first  trial)  must  be  returned  10 
them."  This  judicial  work  must  be  line 
reading  for  the  men  who  drafted  the 
injunction  plank  in  the  Republican  plat- 
form. Can  it  be  possible  that  this  un- 
pleasantness was  the  reason  why  the 
Journal  of  July  <jih  made  no  mention  of 
the   results.

In  1724.  Anthony  Oollins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725). 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  against 
1  he  vi.-«.^  ,a"  flergymen.  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  t!ie  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples."  Tliis  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition — a  book  considered  in- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare. 

In  tl.is  book,  Dr.  Bentley  makes  refer- 
ence twice  to  New  Jersey  (pages  48  and 
68).  Here  is  one:  "After  a  decent  time  in 
Purgatory  to  convey  them  to  their  Happy 
Country,  their  Paradise,  New  Jersey, 
where  neither  Priest,  nor  Physician,  nor 
Lawyer,    can    molest   them."

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As  President  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Medical  Society,  Charles  V.  Chapin,  M. 
D.,  delivered  the  annual  address  before 
the  society  on  the  26th  May  last.  It  has 
been  printed.  The  subject  is  "Some 
Sanitary  Problems/'  This  honest  doctor 
lells  first  jusi  iv I i«il  sanitation  has  accom 
plished,  but  he  dues  not  tell  "that  all 
has  been  accomplished  of  which  sanita- 
tion is  capable.  Yet  he  raises  our  sus- 
picions. "Of  course  we  have  not  as  yet 
done  half  enough  cleansing,  but  it  should 
be  justified  on  the  grounds  of  public 
comfort,  rather  than  of  public  health." 
Hitherto,  cleanliness  has  been  considered 
not  (inly  a  health  breeder,  but  as  bringing 
us  in  close  connection  with  God  himself. 
At  all  events  Lord  Bacon  thought  so,  and 
so  did  John  Wesley.  Here  is  one'of  Dr. 
Chapin's  paragraphs:  "There  is  consid- 
erable evidence  to  show  that  typhoid 
fever  is  essentially  a  blood  infection, 
and  that  the  intestine  is  only  secondarily 
attacked,  in  which  case  infection  might 
theoretically  be  by  the  lungs,  the  tonsils, 
the  stomach,  or  elsewhere.  As  yet  we 
really  know  nothing  about  it.  Nor  do 
we  know  anything  whatever  about  the 
point  of  entrance  of  the  virus  of  small 
pox,  of  measles,  .of  hooping  cough,  and 
of  scarlet  fever."  (page  2).  There  is  a 
delightful  honesty  in  that  paragraph 
which  gives  us  real  pleasure.  It  stands 
upon  fact  and.  reason  so  firmly  and  not 
upon  rhetoric  and  what  is  sometimes 
considered  logic,  that  I  only  wish  thai 
])r.  Chapin  could  have  included  one  more 
disease  among  those  about  the  origin  of  j 


which  he  "knows  nothing,"  to  wit,  yel- 
low fever.  But  about  this  disease  it  is 
not  nothing  that  he  knows,  but  every- 
thing;   and    yet    I'll    bet    that    he    never 

treated  a  case  in  his  entire  life,  nor  ever 

will.  But  this  he  says :  "The  point  of

we  knoiv  definitely  is  through  the  skin  3)y 
the  bite  of  a  mosquito."  Again,  "The 
lasl  mode  of  infection  demonstrated  was 
that  by  insect-;  sometimes  insects  are  the 
pests  in  which  the  germs  of  disease  go 
through  a  cycle  of  their  existence,  as  i^ 
the  case  in  yellow  fever."  A  creature  to 
bite  must  have  teeth— a  mosquito  has  no 
teeth,  hence  it  cannot  bit.  In  case  a 
mosquito,  by  piercing  the  skin,  can  vac- 
cinate a  man  with  the  disease  yellow 
fever;  where  does  the  mosquito  get  the 
germs  which  goes  through  this  "cycle  of 
existence  before  being  used.  This  Dr. 
Chapin  "knows'  definitely;"  why  not 
show  how,  and  where,  and  why  h  is  not 
used  in  Panama;  and  on  Cuba.  To  say 
that  yellow  fever  has  ceased  in  Cuba 
rests  upon  evidence.  But  is  it  upon  evi- 
dence that  "the  cycle  of  existence"  does 
not  operate  when  the  insect  reaches  the 
ten  mile  strip  of  land  at  Panama;  or 
the  island  of  Cuba?  Infection  means 
first,  the  act  of  infecting;  second,  that 
which  infect-,  or  causes  disease;  does  the 
mosquito  stygomia  originate  the  germs 
o\  yellow  fever,  or  does  it  transmit  the 
germs.  Rut  how  does  the  insect  know 
when  it  crosses  the  lines  on  Panama, 
that  it  cannot  create,  or  transmit,  yellow 
fever    across    these    lines.     A    mosquito 
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can  ''originate"  a  case  of  yellow  fever  at 
Arraijo  on  the  west,  or  Graces  on  the 
cast  of  the  Panama  Canal  lands;  but  on 
these  lands  his  genus  cannot  in  feet; 
or  have  these  germs  lost  their  virility 
only  to  be  recovered  when  the  insect 
crosses  the  lines  to  their  respective 
towns.  I  have  not  been  in  formed  that 
the  yellow  fever  has  been  exterminated 
on  the  South  American  continent,  nor 
have  I  had  accurate  evidence  that  all  in- 
sects of  that  species,  srygomia,  which 
cnn  originate,  or  can  transmit  the  dis- 
ease, have  been  exterminated.  Why  does 
not  the  Venezuela  insect  carry  the  dis- 
ease to  Trinidad,  and  so  along  the  is- 
lands, to  Cuba  ;  giving  the  yellow  fever 
on  every  island,  until  Cuba  is  reached; 
for  on  that  island  the  insect  has  been  ex- 
terminated. Yet  Dr.  Cliapin  ''knows 
definitely"'  how  that  is  done.  1  think- 
there  is  something  queer  in  it. 

The  evidence  that  the  mosquito  Styg- 
omia,  can  give  a  inn:1  the  yellow  fever. 
by  his  "bite"  rests  upon  taking  a  man,  and 
shutting  him  into  a  room  with  a  dozen 
stygomia  mosquitoes.  The  man  in  due 
season   presents   himself    a    patient,    sick 


with  yellow  fever.  No  account  is  taken 
of  the  action  upon  the  mind  of  the  man, 
of  such  a  piece  of  work.

In  172 1,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cum! 'ridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725), 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  against 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  winch  declares 
tint  trip  rlivisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  ot  their  princi- 
ples." This  hook  was  attacked,  by  Phi!- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley). 
i he  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition — a  book  considered  in- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare.

It  is  now  a 
book  of  great  rarity.  This  copy  has  an 
interesting  history,  it  was  owned  by  Job 
Smith  a  Quaker,  who  lived,  in  Provi- 
dence. On  the  6th  September  1773  at 
a  vendue,  Mr.  Smith  bought  it  for  four 
pounds.

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CITY  S  LAW  OFFICERS  SCORED  BY  JUDGE 
LEE. 
The  Journal  says:  "In  the  opinion  of 
Judge  Lce,expressed  in  court  yesterday, 
many  of  the  cases  brought  through  the 
City  Solicitor's  office  in  the  Sixth  Dis- 
trict, are  not  properly  prepared.  Attcr 
the  Court  had  adjourned,  His  Honor 
Judge  Lee  called  the  new-paper  men  to 
him  and  told  them  that  it  was  about  time 
that  the  influence  of  Public  opinion 
should  be  brought  to  hear  upon  the  at- 
taches of  the  City  Solicitor's  office. 
Book  Notes  has  long-  complained  of 
the  work  of  this  office  in  the  matter  of 
the  Smoke  Nuisance.  But  the  City 
Solicitor  will  hring  no  action  against  the 
worst  offenders ;  nor  has  he  even 
brought  a  complete  action  under  this  law 
in  any  case.  On  the  morning  of  Friday, 
August  14th,  I  saw  dense  soot  rise  en 
masse  from  five  smokestacks  in  the 
Olneyville  district,  from  7:55  until  S  :20 
— a  period  of  twenty-five  minutes.  T 
called  the  attention  of  one  man  whom

\\  lien  tlie  people  01  the  Norm  arose  en 
masse  against  the  authority  of  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court  in  the  Dred  Scott  case, 
according  to  these  gentlemen  it  was  an- 
archy. Such  opinions  will  never  he  ac- 
cepted in  this  country.  But  the  work  of 
Judge  Grosscup,  and  his  court,  in  the 
Standard  Oil  case  was  neither  more  nor 
less  than  judicial  anarchy.  These 
Judges,  I  believe,  had  no  right  whatever 
to  make  such  a  decree.  Because  I  think- 
so,  according  to  these  gentlemen  I  am  an 
anarchist.  The  first  meaning  of  the  word 
"anarchy,"'  according  to  Bouvicr,  is  "The 
absence  of  all  political  government."  1 
should  say  that  the  "absence  of.  all  poli- 
tical government,  both  here  in  Rhode 
Isand,  and  throughout  the  United  State- 
for  the  past  twenty  years  would  have 
been  a  blessing  to  the  people.  The  peo- 
ple created  courts.  For  what  purpose 
did  the  poeple  create  courts.  Chancellor 
Kent  shall  answer:  "The  judiciary  power 
is  intrusted  with  the  administration  of 
justice"  and  "it  interferes  more  visibly 
and  uniformly  than  an}'  other  part  of 
the  government  with  all  concerns  of  so- 
cial life.  Personal  security  and  private 
property  rest  entirely  upon  the  wisdom 
and  integrity  of  the  courts  of  justice/' 
Again,  "The  independence  of  the  judi- 
ciary is  essential  in  republics  in  protect- 
ing the  constitu  ioi         1  the  laws    1       I 
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under  everything  else.  The  people, 
from  the  encroachments  and  the  tyranny 
of  factions."  (Kent's  Com.  Amer.  Law, 
v.  i.  i>.  -75  >•  Again,  "Courts  oi  justice 
are  bound  to  regard  the  constitution  as 
the  paramount  law,  and  the  highest  evi- 
dence of  the  will  of  the  people."  (Same 
book,  p.  276).  "No  injunction  can  I*.' 
granted  by  a  United  States  court  to  stay 
proceedings  in  a  State  court,  nor  in  any 
case  without  reasonable  notice  t<>  the 
adverse  party.  (Kent's  Com.  Amer. 
i,  281).  Tin's  re-ted  on  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  2d  March,  1793,  Sec.  5).  But 
since  corporations  have  grown  so  great 
in  the  exercise  oi  "political"  power,  this 
law  has  been  changed,  and  this  change 
the  editor  of  the  Journal  supports.

Now  let  me  come  to  the  most  recent 
utterance  of  William  11.  Taft,  the  Re- 
publican nominee.  These  tire  the  things 
which  he  -aid,  Aug.  6,  at  Hot  Springs, 
Va.: 

"]  venture  to  think  that  one  evil  that 
has  not  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
community  at  large,  but  which  is  likeh 
to  grow  in  importance,  as  the  inecmalit) 
between  the  poor  .and  the  rich  in  our 
civilization  is  .studied,  is  tin  delays  in 
the  administration  of  justice  between  in- 
dividuals." 

"There  are  abundant  evidences  that 
the  prosecution  of  criminals  has  not 
been  certain  and  thorough  to  the  point 
of  preventing  popular  protest." 

"The  present  is  a  time  when  all  our 
institutions  are  being  subjected  to  close 
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scrutiny,  with  a  view  to  the  determina- 
tion whether  we  have  not  now  tried  the 
institutions  upon  which  modern  society 
rests  to  the  poinf  <>f  proving  that  some 
\^i  them  should  be  radically  changed. 

"The  chief  attack  is  on  the  institutioi 
of  private  property  and  is  based  upoi 
the  inequalities  in  the  distribution  of 
wealth  and  of  human  happiness  that  an 
apparent  in  our  present  system.  I  be- 
lieve thai  the  institution  of  private  prop- 
erty, next  to  that  of  personal  liberty,  has 
had  most  to  do  with  the  uplifting  and 
physical  and  moral  improvement  of  the 
whole  human  race,  but  that  it  is  not  in- 
consistent with  the  rights  of  private 
property  to  impose  limitations  upon  its 
uses  for  unlawful  purposes,  and  that 
this  is  the  remedy  for  relorm  rather 
than  the  abolition  of  the  institution  it- 
self. 

"But  this  scrutiny  of  our  institutions, 
thi.>  increasing  disposition  to  try  experi- 
ments, to  see  whether  there  is  not  some 
method  by  winch  human  happiness  may 
he   more    equally   distributed   than    it    is, 


ought  to  make  those  of  us  who  really 
believe  in  our  institutions  as  essential  to 
further  progress  anxious  to  remove  real 
and  just  grounds  for  criticism  in  our 
present  system. 

"As  between  two  wealthy  corporations 

or  two  wealthy  individuals,  litigants,  and 

i   where  the   subject   matter  of  the  Iitiga- 

[   tion    reaches    to    tens    and    hundreds    of 

1  thousands  of  dollars,  our  present  system, 

while    not    perfect,    is    not    so    far    ir->m 

proper  results  as  to  call   for  anxiety." 

"The  inequality  that  exists  in  our  -pres- 
ent administration  of  justice  and  that 
sooner  or  later  is  certain  to  rise  and 
trouble  us,  and  to  call  for  popular  con- 
demnation and  reform,  is  in  the  unequal 
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burden  which  the  delays  and  expense  of 
litigation  under  our  system  impose  on 
the   poor   litigant." 

"One  remedy  must  be  reform  in  our 
judicial  procedure,  which  i^  now  too 
cumbersome.  Another  would  be  more 
expedition  on  the  part  of  the  judges  in 
rendering-  their  opinions.  Delay,  he  said, 
always  worked  to  the  detriment  oi  the 
poor  and  the  benefit  of  the  wealthy  liti- 
gant. As  to  appeals  the  "court  of  first 
instance"  and  the  intermediate  appellate 
court  should  be  for  the  purpose  of  finally 
disposing  in  a  just  and  prompt  way  of 
contentions  between  litigants.  The  ap- 
pellant jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  last 
resort  should  be  limited  to  those  cases 
which  are  typical  and  which  give  to  it 
in  its  judgment  an  opportunity  to  cover 
the  whole  field  of  the  law." 

"We  cannot,  of  course,  dispense  with 
the  jury  system.  It  is  that  which  makes 
the  people  a  part  of  the  administration 
of  justice,  but  every  means  by  which  in 
civil  cases  litigants  may  be  induced  vol- 
untarily to  avoid  the  expense,  delay  and 
burden  of  jury  trials,  ought  to  be  en- 
couraged, because  in  this  way  the  general 
administration  of  justice  can  be  greatly 
facilitated  and  the  expense  incident  to 
delay  in  litigation  can  be  greatly  re- 
duced." 

"Conservatism  ought  not  to  be  allowed 
to  prevent  reforms  which  are  in  the  in- 
terest of  equalizing  the  administration  of 
justice  as  far  a?  possible  between  the 
poor  and  the  rich." 

"1  believe  that  a  great  reform  might 
be  effected,  certainly  in  the  Federal 
courts,  and  1  think",  too,  in  the  State 
courts,  by  a  mandatory  reduction  of  the 
court  costs  and  fees.  The  salaries  of  the 
court  officers  should  be  fixed  and  should 
be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  comity, 
•Slate  or  National  Government,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  fees  should  be  reduced 
to  as  low  a  figure  as  possible." 

"1  think  another  step  in  the  direction 
of  the  dispatch  of  litigation  would  be  the 
requirement  of  higher  qualifications  for 
those  judges  who  sit  in  the  cases  in- 
volving a  small  pecuniary  amount." 


"Another  method  by  which  their  irri- 
tation at  inequalities  in  our  administni 
tion  of  justice  may  be  reduced  is  by  tli 
introduction  ^i  a  system  for  settling  of 
damage  suits  brought  by  employes 
against  public  service  corporations 
through  official  arbitration  and  without 
resort  to  jury  trials.  Such  a  system  i> 
working  in  Kngland,  as  1  am  informed, 
ami  lias  been  successfully  inaugurated  in 
Massachusetts." 

"No  one  can  have  sat  upon  the  Federal 
bench  as  I  did  for  eight  or  nine  years 
and  not  realize  how  defective  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice  in  these  cases 
must  have  seemed  to  the  defeated  plain- 
tiff, whether  he  was  the  legless  or  arm- 
less employe  himself  or  his  personal 
representative." 

Every  one  of  these  positions  was 
taken  from,  or  was  a  deduction  from, 
the 'great  original  reforms  of  injustices 
upon  the  people  just  suggested  by  Wil- 
liam J.  Bryan,  suggested  with  no  regard 
to  the  political  harm  which  their  sug- 
gestion   might    do    to   him. 


Origin   and   Derivation    of    the    Word 
"Pink"  as  Applied  to  Ships. 


In  making  researches  in  a  matter 
which  took  place  here  in  Rhode  Island 
early  in  the  i8th  century,  I  came  across 
this  act  of  the  General  Assembly: 
"There  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  genera! 
treasury  £55  19s.  4*!.  towards  the  charges 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  government 
for  the  pinks  and  five  open  sloops  ap- 
pointed to  transmit  Her  Majesty's  store- 
to  Port  Royal,"  since  known  as  Annapo- 
lis Royal.  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  4,  p.  112). 
Also  (Arnold's  Host.  R.  I.  2,  40).  The 
question  arose  what  the  word  "pink.-" 
meant.  Supposing  the  word  as  there  us  J 
must  be  ancient  in  its  meaning  I  went 
first  to  Bailey's  Folio  Dictionary,  Lou- 
don, 1730.  lie  defined  the  word  as  mean 
ing  "a  small  ship/  masted,  and  rilibcd, 
like  other  ships  except  that  she  is  built 
with  a  round  stern."  Bailcj  gives  the 
French    equivalent,    "Pinquef    and    ll 
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Italian  equivalent,  "Pinco,"  as   meaning 
the  same  as  given  by  Bailey. 

Wright's  Provincial  English  Diction 
ary  gives  this  definition  of  "Pink,"  which 
he  says  is  one  oi  our  obsolete  words: 
It  me. ml  '"small,"  "a  small  vessel,  with 
a  straight  narrow  sterne."  Mr.  Wright 
cites  a  line  from  one  of  Beaumont  and 
Fletcher's  plays  (Woman's  prize),  [622: 
"This  Pinck,  this  painted  Foist, 
This  Cockle-boat." 

The  word  "Foist"  in  Provincial  Eng- 
lish meant  "a  shallow  barge,  or  a  pin- 
nace." Hexham's  Dutch-English  Diet. 
1658,  gives  these  forms,  "espinckc,  or 
pincke,  or  pinke,"'  as  meaning  a  small 
fisher's  boat,  but  fails  of  the  derivation. 
Skeat's  English  Diet.,  1882,  mentions  the 
derivation  as  being  very  curious,  but  he 
fails  in  giving  it.  Let  us  come  down 
to  later  writers.  Walker's  Diet..  182.^,  de- 
fines "pink"  as  being  "a  heavy  narrow 
sterna!  ship."  Richardson's  Eng.  Diet., 
1850,  defines  "pink"  as  meaning  "a  loot- 
man's  boat,  which  is  ''a  pilot's  boat," 
but  gives  no  other  explanation.  Web- 
ster's Eng.  Diet.,  1850,  defines  the  word 
as  meaning  "a  ship  with  a  very  narrow 
stern.      The    term    "pink-stenied"    now 


ronns  into  use.'  Webster  says:  "Having 
a  very  narrow  stern."  Webster  in  the 
edition  of  1800  repeats  these  definitions, 
but  In-  makes  this  addition.  Under 
"Pink'stern"  he  -ays  sec  Chcbacco,  and 
under  that  word  gives  this:  "From  Che- 
bacco,  the  former  name  of  Essex,  a  town 
in  Massachusetts  where  such  vessels 
were  built.  A  narrow -sterned  boat  once 
much  used  in  the  \ew  Foundland  fish 
cries,  called  also  Pink-stern,  and  Clic- 
brc."  Mere  Webster  cites  Bartlett.  Un- 
der the  name  "Pink  stern,"  which  Bart- 
lett defines  as  meaning  "a.  vessel  with  a 
narrow  stern,"  and  here  Bartlett  refers 
us  .to  the  word  '  Chebacco-boat."  Bartlett 
defines  the  word  "Chcbacco"  as  being  "a 
description  of  fishing  vessel  employed  in 
the   Xew    Foundland  fisheries.     They  are 

tobacco  boats.  The  word  is  doubtless  a 
corruption  of  Cbedabucto,  the  name  of  a 
hay  in   Nova  Scotia,   from  which  vessels

French, 
pinqtie,  a  vessel  with  a  narrow  stern; 
hence  all  vessels  so  formed  arc  called 
"pink-sterned."  This  species  of  craft  is 
very  common  in  Xcw  England  waters. 
See  "Chebucco^boat."  A  description  of 
fishing  vessel  employed  in  the  NTew 
Poim.dland  fisheries,  so  ealk-d  from  Che 
bucco  Parish,  Ipswich,  Mass.,  where 
many  were  fitted.  They  are  also  called 
Pinksterns,  and  sometimes  Tobacco 
boats."  (Bartlett's  Diet.  Americanisms, 
1877,  PP-  Hi,  4(>7>-  Hexham,  in  his  dic- 
tionary, 1658,  of  the  Dutch-English  lan- 
guage, goes  not  back  of  "pincke  or 
pinke."     But  1  am  going  one  step  further. 

Pinque  in  the  French,  or  a  Pinco  in  Ital- 
ian, and  always  with  a  narrow  stern. 
The  stern  was  "squeezed"'  or  '"pinched," 
making  is  narrower  as  it  arose  from 
the  water,  than  the  other  parts  of  the 
ship  were.  To  pinch,  was  in  French, 
"pincer;"  when  the  thing  was  pinched,  the 
French  word  was  "pince."  The  English- 
men soon  made  the  name  "pink,"  which 
meant  a  ship's  stern  which  had  been 
'•'squeezed"  or  "pinched"  together.  For 
this  ingenious  discovery  never  before 
suggested,  so  far  as  J  can  find,  I  am 
under  obligations  to  my  daughter. 

Essex,  a  town  in  Massachusetts,  was 
at  first  a  part  of, the  town  Ipswich;  this 
town  was  on  the  river  Ipswich,  three 
miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  river.  Essex 
was  a  village  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river  and  bridges  connected  the  two  vil- 
lages. In  1679  it  was  incorporated  as  a 
parish  by  the  name  Chebacco.  It  car- 
ried this  name  nearly  a  hundred  and  for- 
ty years.  In  1819  it  was  incorporated  a 
town  with  its  present  name.  Spofifard's 
Gazetteer  of  Massachusetts,  1828).  Web- 
ster's Dictionary,  ed.  1890,  says  that  Che- 
bacco-boats,  otherwise  Pink-sterns,  were 
otherwise  Chepacs,  and  that  Chepac  was 
a  nautical  word  also  written  Zebec,  or 
Xebec.     In    Spanish   it    was  Jabeque,  or 


Xabe.jue.  The  vessel  is  carefully  de- 
scribed in  the  Encyclopedia  Americana 
v.  13,  p.  290).  I  will  give  the  pedigree 
of  the  word  Xcbcc.  In  French  it  was 
Chcbec;  in  Spanish,  Jabeque,  or  Sha- 
beque;  in  Portuguese,  Xabcca,  after- 
wards Chcboque;  Chebucto  (1711)  ;  CI 
bacco  (1679);  Chebucta,  1755:  Cheda- 
bucto,  Colton's  Atlas,  1855;  Rand,  Mc- 
Xally,  [892.  All  the  Gazetteers  now 
prominent  use  the  form  Chebucto.  Dr. 
Douglas  in  his  summary  of  New  Eng- 
land History,  r 7 5 5 ,  says:  On  this  (Che- 
bucta 1  bay  is  built  a  uniform  elegant 
town,  a  most  convenient  place  for  arms 
for  our  American  men."  (  Douglas'  Sum- 
mary X.  E.  Hist.  v.  2,  p.  8,).  Having 
exhausted  research  I  find  that  Halifax 
is  in  Lat.  44-40,  and  in  Lon.  63-35,  while 
QU ..  1..1 (..    I!-.,,   ;.-    :.,    T  -.      4-_<r»     zrj}    jn 

Lon.  61-30.  About  a  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  northeast  from  Halifax.  BarlleU 
suggests  that  Chebacca  was  a  corruption 
from  Chedabucta.  In  which  ca.se  the 
original  parish  name  of  Essex  must  also 
have  been  a  corruption,  just  as  Tobacco- 
boat  was  a  corruption.  These  things  I 
cannot  reconcile.  But  they  were  all  cor- 
rupted, as  I  believe  from  Xabec-Chebec. 
Many  now  think  that  Chebacco  is  an 
Indian  word  meaning  "great  waters,"  but 
such  an  opinion  seems  to  me  improbable. 


Here  is  a  specimen  of  modern  news- 
paper work  :

schools  was  19,  which  was  ouc  arrest  to 
each  38  children  in  the  Catholic  schools. 
In  the  city  .-chools  the  number  of  cases 
was  162,  which  was  one  arrest  to  each 
in  children  in  the  city  schools.  The 
number  of  cases  in  the  ward  in  which  the 
writer   dwells   was  40,    the   largest  of   all

port for  1908,  June  30th,  Mr.  Whitte- 
more  gives  a  concise  account  of  the  way 
in  which  his  work  is  conducted.

Every  thoughtful  man  or  woman  in 
Providence  would  become  wiser  and  bet- 
ter for  the  reading  of  Mr.  Whittemore's 
simple,  concise,  and  admirable  story. 
Moreover  it   is  encouraging.

The  City  Manual  gives  us  the  names 
of  four  Measurers  of  Wood.  Of  these 
four  names,  two  have  not  taken  the  oatli 
of  office  in  four  years:  one  is  dead,  and 
the  other  is  so  far  from  the  chief  places 
where  wood  is  brought  into  the  city  as 
to  be  useless.  Recently  1  bought  some 
wood  The  Measurers'  ticket  called  for 
9  feet;  and  I  paid  for  that  amount.  I 
called  the  only  legal  Surveyor  in  the  city 
to  give  me  the  measure.  lie  gave  it  6 
feet  and  46  hundredths.  I  was  cheated 
out  of  two  feet  and  54  hundredths.  I 
tried  it  again.  The  .Measurers'  ticket, 
not  a  legal  officer,  called  for  twelve  feet; 
J  really  received  9  feet  and  a  hajf.  Fully 
one-third  of  the"  wood  now  sold  here  is 
under  three  and  a  half  feet  in  length.  In 
case  you  pay  $6.00  a  cord,  you  are 
cheated  out  of  75  cents. 


It  has  been  common  among  writers  of 
Indian  history  when  writing  of  Quiapen 
to  speak  of  her  as  the  Sunk,  or  the  old 
Sunk  Squaw.

While  1  am  on  the  subject  I  will  give 
the  earliest  known  spellings  of  the  name, 
Quinapin,  Quaiapen,  Quanopin,  Quin- 
oquin,  Quinapin,  Quanapin.  (Drake's 
Indian  Biography  1S3S,  p.  309)  Mr. 
Drake  thinks  that  earlier  still  can  be 
found  the  name  Panoquin.  I  will  give 
one  specimen  from  Hubbard's  Indian 
Wars,  edition  of  1803.  ''The  Old  Queen, 
or  Snuke  Squaw  of  Xarragansett.  But 
Hubbard  used  no  such  word,  this  is  his 
language,  ''At  the  same  time  was  taken 
the  Old  Squaw  of  the  Narragansetts 
commonly  called  the  Old  Oueen.

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There  is  published  in  New  York  City 
a  periodical  under  the  name,  "The  Mag- 
azine of  His  ton'."  There  was  printed  in 
the  April  and  May  issues,  1908,  a  paper 
in  two  parts  hearing  the  heading,  ''The 
First  Commission  at  Sea  from  Rhode 
Island."  The  paper  was  written  by 
James  X.  Arnold  of  this  city.  He  thus 
describes  this  "First  Commission,"'  about 
which  he  proposes  to  write  history.  "May 
15,  i653,  the  colony  took  active  steps  to 
protect  themselves  against  the  Dutch.     A 


commission  was  given  May  17  to  Cap- 
tains Dyer  and  Underbill  to  go  against 
the  Dutch;  as  this  commission  is  so 
quaint  in  its  language,  and  the  earliest 
one  issued  by  our  colony,  it  merits  be- 
ing given  here  in  full."  (Magazine  of 
History  A.pnl  roo-'  n  *^>  Tho"  fol- 
lows Captain  John  Underbill's  Commis- 
sion.

It  seems  impossible  that  Arnold's  copy 
of  this  commission  was  made  by  him 
from  the  '"Recorder's''*  copy.  There  is 
but  one  '"Recorder's'"  copy,  and  that  is  in 
the  State  Library  of  Connecticut.  Air. 
Arnold  admits  that  the  date  of  the  com- 
mission as  given  by  himself  is  erroneous; 
he  says:  "it  would  seem  from  the  date  of 
the  commission  as  given  by  the  Recorder, 
May  24,  and  the  date  of  the  capture  of 
the  fort,  June  27.  that  the  Captain  al- 
lowed no  grass  to  grow  under  his  feet."

John  Underbill  was  never  an  inhabit- 
ant of  either  of  the  first  two  colonics, 
the  last  of  which  was  Rhode  Island.  He 
had  been  sent  by  the  Massachusetts  Col- 
ony in  a  ship  to  seize  Roger  Williams  and 
take  him  to  England.  -Put  Winthrop's 
letter  saved  Williams.  Underhill  settled 
first  111  the  Massachusetts;  he  was  ban- 
ished and  forced  to  leave  the  colony  ;  he 
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went  to  Dover  and  to  Exeter,  in  what  is 
now  New  Hampshire,  and  made  himself 
"Governor"  of  both  villages;  in  less  than 
a  year  he  lefl  them  and  wenl  to  live  at 
Stamford  in  the  Connecticut  colony;  but 
here  he  \\a>  not  allowed  to  stay  long  ;  he 
applied  to  the  Dutch  to  settle  in  New 
Xeilierland.  where  lie  was  allowed  to 
settle  in  1643,  and  became  the  leader  of 
the  Dutch  forces  against  the  Indians. 
Here  is  his  character  as  it  stands  in 
history.  "lie  committed  open  treason 
against  his  adopted  country,  the  X\\v 
Netherlands."  Brodhead's  I  list.,  New 
York,  SSh)-  "He  crowned  hi?*  treachery 
by  issuing  a  seditious  address  to  the 
commonalty  of  New  Amsterdam." 
(Same).  He  had  been  agitating  a  revolt 
against  the  Dutch  on  Long  Island." 
(Brodhead  Hist.,  555).  "He  was  ar- 
rested, taken  under  guard  to  New  Am- 
sterdam, and  ordered  to  quit  the  prov- 
ince forthwith."  ( O'Callahan's  Hist. 
Xew  Xeth.,  v.  2,  227).  "Flying  to  Rhode 
fsland  (actually  Aquidneck)  'he  ad- 
dressed the  commissioners  of  the  United 
Colonies,  offering  his  services  and  loyal- 
ty."    (Brodhead's  Hist  Xew  York,  556). 


"Idle  momenl  seemed  propitous  to  b<  tray 
his  friend-  who  had  sheltered  him." 
(  Brodhead  Hist.,  555).  '-Underbill  could 
receive  no  countenance  in  the  United 
Colonies."      (O'Callahan    Hist.,   2,   232). 

''Underbill  was  an  enthusiast  in  reli- 
gion, so  far  at  least  as  appearances  were 
concerned,  yet  he  was  a  debauchee  (a 
man  habitually  lewd)  in  practice." 
(Thompson's  Hist.  Long  Island,  v.  2,  pp. 
353-36i,  also  Magazine  oi  History,  v.  7, 
p.  267). 

"He  went  to  England  in  1638,  where 
he  was  interrogated  and  finally  banished 
on  account  of  his  adherence  to  Mr. 
Wheelwright  and  seduction  of  a  female." 
(Thompson's  Hist.  Long  Island,  same 
pages,  also  Magazine  of  History). 

"He  availed  himself  or  his  Rhode  is- 
land Commission  to  better  his  private 
estate  at  the  expense  of  his  recent 
friends."   (    Brodhead's  Hist.  X.  Y.  538). 
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"He  faced  the  defenceless  and  unoc- 
cupied House  of  Good  Hope  on  the 
Connecticut."     (O'Callahan's   Hist.   New 

Xetll.,   V.   2,  p.  234). 

"Underbill  went  into  ibis  war  for  pro 
fit,  not  for  -lory."  (O'Callahan  Hist. 
New  Xeth.,  v.  2,  p.  234). 
Thereupon  he  requested  our  neighbors 
of  Rhode  Island  (Aquidneck  Island)  to 
afford  him  some  small  assistance.'' 
(Brodhead  Hist.  Mew  York,  556).  This 
commission  was  the  result.  It  was  is- 
sued in  1653,  according  to  the  document 
itself,  by  tin-  colony  of  Providence  Plan- 
tations. But  Mr.  Arnold  says  it  was 
issued  "from  Rhode  Island."  The  colony 
of  Rhode  Island  did  not  exist  until  ten 
years  after  the  commission  was  given  to 
Underbill  and  Dyer.  It  is  a  pretended 
fraudulent  document,  never  issued  by 
any  legal  body  under  the  Warwick  char- 
ter. According  to  Mr.  Arnold's  "his- 
tory" this  commission  has  four  different 
dates,  to  wit.  May  15th,  May  171b,  May 
19th,  and  May  27th.  According  to  O'Cal- 
lahan  the  date  was  May  24th,  1653.  Wil- 
liam Coddington  readied  Aquidneck  Is- 
land which  land  alone  it  covered)  with 
his  pretended  commission  on  or  about 
Sept.  1st,  1651.  With  this  commission 
Coddington  split  the  colony  of  Provi- 
dence Plantations  exactly  in  halves, 
Providence  and  Warwick  on  the  north, 
and  the  Island  of  Aquidneck,  on  which, 
were  the  towns  of  Portsmouth  and 
Newport,  on  the  south.  For  the  full  text 
of  this  Coddington  commission  see  Book 
Xotf.s,  v.  24,  pp.  185,  190).  From'  the 
time  of  the  arrival  of  Coddington,  Sep- 
tember, 1651,  until  the  31st  August,  1654, 
there  was  never  a  meeting  of  the  Court 
of  Commissioners,  nor  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  freemen.  And  these  two  bodies 
alone  had  power  to  issue  a  commission  to 
any  body  to  make  war;  but  not  upon  the 
Dutch  or  indeed  upon  any  body  save  their 
own  inhabitants.  The  meeting  at  Mewporl 
which  issued  this  commission  nut  on  the 
17th  May,  1653.  It  was  not  a  General  As- 


sembly of  the  whole  body  ot  the  people, 
otherwise  the  freemen.  It  consisted  of 
nine  men  from  Newport  and  three  men 
from  Portsmouth,  besides  a  moderator 
and  clerk,  in  all,  fourteen  freemen.  These 
two  towns  contained  in  1(155  one  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  freemen.  Neither  War- 
wick nor  Providence  had  sent  a  single 
representative.  What  power  had  these 
fourteen  men,  led  by  Benedict  Arnold, 
to  issue  a  commission  of  war.  They  had 
not  the  slightest  right  nor  any  legal  force 
whatever.  For  the  authority  for  these 
figures  (R.  1.  Col.  Rec.  1,  263,  also  Ar- 
nold's Hist.  R.  1.,  v.  1,  25O ).  These 
fourteen  men  opened  their  meeting  wit!) 
this  vote:  "It  was  voted  by  ye  Assemblie 
that  this  present  Assemblie  do  conclude 
that  they  are  a  lawful!  Assembly  and 
have  power  to  act  in  election  and  ye  af- 
faires of  ye  collonie."  (  R.  I.  Col.  Rec, 
1,  264).  So  far  I  have  destroyed  the 
genuineness  of  this  Underbill  commis- 
sion, but  there  is  so  much  nonsence  in 
these  articles  that  there  i;.  matter  enough 
letf  for  a  more  amusing  paper.  Book 
Notes  will  come  again  to  the  affair.

To  fool  the  people  who  call  them,  when 
sick?  The  utter  folly  of  the  druggery 
for  the  past  century  has  become  a  fixed 
fact,  it  cannot  he  continued.  Under 
such  conditions  what  will  men  think  of 
the  knowledge  or  honesty  of  men,  call- 
ing themselves  physicians,  who  continue 
in.  meanwhile  damning  everybody  who 
dares  to  speak  against  such  wickedness — 
playing  with  our  lives   for  money.

A  new  an<l  Literal  translation  of  all  tin 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
with  notes  critical  and  explanatory.  By 
Anthony  Purver — 2  v.,  Folio.  London, 
1764.  15.00 

It  is  a  book  of  remarkable  history.  Mr. 
Purver  was  apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker 
to  [earn  the  trade,  he  soon  left  it  and 
became  a  shepherd.  While  tending  the 
sheep  he  studied  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew 
and  other  languages  in  oidcr  that  he 
might  undertake  a  translation  of  the  Bible 
and  tins  book  is  the  result.  Mr.  Purver 
became  a  Quaker  preacher  in  London.  He 
was  tor>  poor  in  money  to  undertake  the 
publication.  Hut  Dr.  John  F'olhergill,  a 
most  .eminent  physician  and  also  a 
Quaker,  backed  the  enterprise  with  two 
thousand  pounds  sterling.  It  is  the  most 
honest  English  translation  in  existence. 
It  is  now  a  book  of  greal  rarity.  This 
copy  has  an  interesting  history,  it  was 
owned  by  Job  Smith,  a  Quaker,  who  lived 
in  Providence.  On  the  6th  September. 
177?.,  at  a  vendue,  Mr.  Smith  bought  it  for 
four  pounds.

I  will  again  consider  the  question: 
Who  gave  a  commission  "to  go  against 
the  Dutch"  about  which  Mr.  James  N. 
Arnold  has  been  publishing  articles  in 
the  "Magazine  of  History."  Me  writes: 
"The  fust  commission  at  sea  from  Rhode 
Island"  (Mag.  Hist.  7,  198)  ;  again,  "The 
colony  took  active  steps  to  protect  thcni- 
sclvcs  against  the  Dutch;  a  commission 
was  given  May  17  to  Dyer  and  Underbill 
to  go  against  the  Dutch"  (Mag.  Hist.  7, 
200).  Both  statements  are  false.  Rhode 
Island,  as  a  colony,  was  not  in  existence 
when  the  commission  was  given;  there 
was,  in  1653,  no  colony  here  in  existence. 
The  Coddington  commission  had  rent  the 
colony  of  Providence  Plantations  in 
twain;  from  September,  1651,  until  Sep- 
tember, 105.4.  there  had  been  no  General 
Assembly  of  the  freemen,  nor  had  there 
been  a  meeting  of  the  court  of  commis- 
sions. Other  than  these  two  bodies  there 
existed  no  other  government  bodies. 
This  Newport  meeting,  so  far  as  the  rec- 
ord shows,  consisted  of  twenty-six  men, 
of  whom  sixteen  were  Newport  freemen. 
One  was  a  Providence  freeman  ;  two 
were  Warwick  freemen;  six  were  Port- 
smouth freemen;  and  one  is  unknown. 
The  entire  number  of  freemen  in  the 
four  towns  was,  in  1655,  two  hundred 
and   forty-six.      (K.  I.  Coi.  Rec.   1,  299).

freemen    for  his  puppets.

1643-4,  provided  "such  a  form  >•! 
civil  government  as  by  voluni  ry 
consent  of  all,  or  the  greatest  pari 
of  them  (a  majority)  shall  be  found 
most  serviceable  in  their  estate  and  con- 
dition." (R.  I.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  v.  4.  p. 
224).  The  freeman  oi  each  town  were 
to  assemble  annually  in  some  on*.-  of  the 
towns  for  the  election  of  general  officers; 
when  it  met  this  body  was  called  the 
general  assembly  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  people."  (Col.  Rec.  1,  149).  This 
assembly  when  acting  must  consist  ol 
"the  major  part  of  the  colony  (page 
147).  This  body  could  elect  a  President 
and  one  assistant  from  each  town,  bul 
each  town  must  present  two  name-,  and 
he  which  the  vote  by  paper  (ballot) 
pitchelh  upon  shall  be  the  assistant  for 
that  towne."  (Col.  Rec.  1.  192).  Bene- 
dict Arnold  and  his  fellow  conspirators 
had  not  obeyed  the  law  in  a  single  p  ■'..  \ 
and   this   alone   destroys   the  validity   of 
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the  piratical  commission  which  this  Ben- 
edit  Arnold  "gang"  issued.  At  the  first 
meeting  this  ridiculous  body  under  the 
lead   of   Arnold   "passed"   this,  ''That    if 

Providence  and  Warwick  be  pleased  to 
act    with    us    they   /;:t; v   have   libcrtie   to 

choose  ye  general  officers  for  their  own 
towns."  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  I,  264).  This 
is  admission  that  those  towns  were  not 
represented.  Nor  was  one  freeman  for 
these  towns  present.  The  next  day.  May 
iStli,  the  record  reads:  "Providence  and 
Warwicke  men  came  in."  (R.  I.  Col. 
Rec.  1,  265).  Just  two  men  from  these 
towns  visited  the  town  of  Newport, 
Thomas  Olney  from  Providence  and 
Randall  H olden  from  Warwick.  These 
men  were  not  sent  by  their  towns  as  rep 
resentatives  nor  was  anything  known  in 
Providence  or  Warwick  concerning  this 
commission  business.  Then  this  ridicul- 
ous body  voted,  "That  ye  generall  offi- 
cers for  Providence  and  Warwicke  shall 
be  chosen  by  this  present  assemblie;  Mr. 
Thomas  Olnie,  generall  assistant  for 
Providence;  Mr.  Randall  Houlden,  gen- 
erall assistant  for  Warwicke."  (Col. 
Rec.  1,  265).     An  act  in  which  there  was 


not  a  shadow  of  legal  right.  The  act  of 
the  preceding  day,  giving  Providence  and 

Warwick  the  privilege  of  choosing  their 
own  generall  officers  was  taken  away 
from  Providence  ami  Warwick  by  the 
repeal  of  the  permission,  and  this  ridicul- 
ous farce  went  on.  On  this  same  17th 
May  the  fourteen  men,  all  from  Newport 
and  Portsmouth,  had  elected  John  San- 
ford,  Sen.  President,  but  it  does  not 
state,  of  what  San  ford  was  President.  At 
the  same  time  Mr.  Nicholas  Easton  was 
elected  assistant  of  Newport,  and  Mr. 
Richard  Burdon  assistant  for  Port- 
smouth. (Col.  Rec.  1,  264.  These  New- 
port freemen,  so  few  in  number,  had 
power  to  elect,  not  even  the  commission- 
ers for  their  own  town,  much  less  elect 
those  for  Providence  or  Vvi  wick,  as 
they  did  in  this  case.  Then  this  unlaw- 
ful and  ridiculous  body  gave  us  their 
opinion  "That  this  present  assemblie  do 
conclude  that  they  are  a  law  full  assem- 
blie and  have  power  to  act  in  election," 
and  then  went  through  the  farce  of  acting 
in  these  matters,  "We  judge  it  our  dutie 
to  afford  our  countremen  on  Long  Island 
what    helpe   we   can   safely  doe" — "They 
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shall  have  two  great  guns  ami  what  mitr- 
thercrs  are  with  us,  on  promise  of  re- 
turning them;  and  they  shall  be  allowed 
twenty  voluntaries  out  of  ye  colonic  pro 
vided  they  he  such  as  be  under  fixed  re- 
lation or  ingagenicnt.  Commissions  were 
granted  to  Capt.  John  Underbill  and  Mr. 
William  Dyre,  and  Edward  Hall,  to  go 
against  ye  Dutch  ;  and  ye  President   and 


foure   assistants,   or

concurring,  shall  have  power  to  grant 
commissions  against  any  of  ye  enemies 
of  the  Common  wealth."  (Col.  Rec.  I, 
266).  It  was  to  "carry  out"  this  last  act 
that  the  Newport  politicians  elected 
Olney  general  assistant  from  Providence 
and  Holden  general  assistant  for  War- 
wick. It  was  this  reckless  and  ridiculous 
work  that  Mr.  James  N.  Arnold  calls  the 
work  of  "Rhode  Island"  or  of  "our"  col- 
ony, and  a  Magazine  of  History  prints 
such  stuff.  Xow  let  me  consider  what 
the  freemen  of  the  towns  of  Providence 
and  Warwick  did.  On  the  29th  May, 
1653,  the  freemen  of  Providence  met 
and  appointed  six  men  commissioners  to 
meet    the    commissioners    of    Warwicke, 


"to  advice  and  order  for  the  peace  of  the 
colony  in  general  and  in  speciall,  touch- 
I   ing  the  commission  wch  is  granted  forth 
TWO— Book  \Totes  — DIOX- 

in    the    name    and    by    the     authority     of 
Providence     Plantations,    unto    Captaine 
Underbill   and    Mr.    Dyer,   to"  make    war 
;   upon  the  Dutch."     (Prov.  Early  Records 
';   v.  2,  p.  70).     The  towns  of    Providence 
I  and      Warwick     adopted     "A      Remon- 
!  strance,"    from    which    these   paragraphs 
1  are  taken:  "Yet  notwithstanding  all  our 
!  aforesaid  endeavors  to  re-unite  the  sayd 
j   two  townes  of  Portsmouth  and  Newport 
I   unto   us,    which    is   not   yet    effected,   the 
inhabitants  of  the  sayd  two  townes  have, 
as  zve  arc  informed,  in  the  name,  or  by 
the   authoritie   of   the   colonic   of    Provi- 
dence    Plantations,     granted    awl    oiV^,-. 
unto  John   Underbill,   Edward   Hall  and 
William  Dyre  a  commission,  or  commis- 
sions,  tending  to   war,   which   is   like   for 
aught  we  see  to  set  all  Xew  England  on 
tire."     "We  know  not    for  what    reason, 
or  for  what  cause  the  sayd  inhabitants  of 
the    Island    have    given    forth    the    said 
commissions."     "Ordered,  that  those  in- 
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habitants  of  this  collonie  that  doc  owne 
the  commission  which  ivee  hcare  is 
granted,  and  given  to  John  Underbill, 
Edward  Hall  and  William  Dyre,  in  the 
name  of  Providence  Plantations,  shall 
have  henceforth  no  liberty  to  act  in  gov- 
ernment until!  they  have  given  satisfac- 
tion to  the  respective  townes  of  Provi- 
dence and  Warwick."'  (R.  I.  Col.  Rcc.  I, 
p.  268,  271).  These  towns  further  said, 
"Shall  any  attempt  to  engage  us  with 
them  in  the  sayd  commissions,  or  in  any 
other  like  proceedings,  and  shall  use  any 
force  or  violence  upon  us  on  that  ac- 
count that  we  will  address  ourselves  im- 
mediately to  England,  for  we  are  re- 
solved to  use  our  utmost  endeavours  to 
free  ourselves  from  all  unjust  and  illegall 
proceedings."  (R.  !  Col.  Rec.  1,  270, 
271).  A  few  months  later  the  town  of 
Providence  had  occasion  to  answer  a  let- 
ter which  Sir  Henry  Vane  had  written  to 
the  town,  and  which  Roger  Williams  had 
brought.  The  towns  gave  to  Vane  this 
characterization  of  William  Dyre:  "Mr. 
Dyre  with  no  lesse  want  of  a  publike  spi- 
rit, being  betrusted  to  bring  from  Eng- 
land ye  letter  of  ye  councell  of  Stale  for 
our  re-uniting,  hopes  for  a  recruit  to 
himself  by  other  men's  goods,  and  con- 
trarie  to  ye  State's  intentions  and  expres- 
sions pbmgeth  himself  and  others  (Un- 
derbill and  Hall)  into  most  unnecessary 
and  unrighteous  plunderings,  both  of 
Dutch,  and  French  and  English,  as  all 
these  parts  do  witness.  (Col.  Rec.  I,  p. 
288).  Samuel  0.  Arnold  has  explained 
in  some  detail  these  piratical  captures 
made  under  these  outrageous,  ilk-gal 
commissions.  (Arnold's  J  list.  R.  I.  v.  1, 
p.  248).  In  his  paper  (Mag.  Mist.  v.  7, 
p.  203)  Mr.  Arnold  writes:  ''lucre  were 
persons  who  claimed  to  hold  commissions 
from  "our"  colony  who  continued  to  </;;- 
voy  the  Dutch  ;  these  acts  were  declared 
felony."  Where  and  when  was  a  robbery 
on  the  high  sea-  declared  to  he  felony. 
It  is,  and  has  always  been,  piracy.  Mr. 
James  X.  Arnold  mentions  the  fact  of 
the  captures  by  Capt.  Baxter,  under  one 


of  those  illegal  Newport  commissions,  of 
a  Dutch  merchant  vessel  near  New  Am 
slerdam,   and   that   Baxter   was  pursued 
by   two  of   their  armed    vessels   to   h'air- 
field  harbor."      (  Magazine  of  History,  v. 
7,    p.    202).      Put    he    fails    to    note    that 
O'Callaghan  has  shown  that  Baxter's  act 
was  declared  piracy  and  condemned   for 
it.     Again,   Mr.   Arnold  says:  "The   New 
England    commissioners    thereupon    for- 
bade    Dutch     \es-els     entering     English 
ports,   in   sharp   contrast   to  the  vigorous 
action  of  "our"  colony.     He  took  this  en- 
tire    from    Arnold's     History    of    Rhode 
Island   (v.  1,  p.  248),  now  let  us  come  to 
what    Dyer,   as    "commander   in   chief   at 
ye    sea,"    and    Underbill,    commander    in 
chief  upon   ye  land,"  did.     Dyer  was  no 
.sailor,  while  Underbill  was  a  sailor,  hav- 
ing   had    command   ot    mercnani    ve>sci>. 
This  is  what  James  X.  Arnold  says  Un- 
derbill   diil:    "It    would    seem,    from    tin- 
date  of  the  commission,  as  given  by  the 
recorder   (of  Connecticut),  May  24,  and 
the  date  of  the  capture  of  the  fort,  June 
27,  that  he  (Underbill)  allowed  no  grass 
to  grow  under  his  feet.    He  laid  seige  to 
the  Dutch  fort."     (Mag.  Hist.  May,  1908, 
p.    259).      According    to    Mr.    Arnold    it 
must   have  been  a  serious  siege  that  he 
laid.      Arnold    says:    "The   notice    which 
Capt.   Underbill  fastened  on  the  door  of 
the  Dutch  House  of  Hope,  in  June,  1653. 
after    its    capture,    was    as    follows :    "1, 
John  Underbill,  doe  seise  this  house  and 
land   for  the  State  of  England,  by  virtue 
of  a  commission  granted  by   Providence 
Plantations."     (Mag.  Hist.,  May,  1908,  p. 
259).     But  on  another  page  Mr.  Arnold 
relates    a    very   different   story,   thus:   "I. 
John  Underhill,  by  virue  of  commission 
and  according  to  act  of  Parliament,  seise 
this  house,  the  Hope,  with  all  the  appur- 
tenances  thereunto   belonging,   as   Dutch 
goods,    belonging    to    the     West     Indian 
Company  of  Amsterdam,  enemies  to  the 
Commonwealth    of.  England,    and    so   to 
remain    seized    untill    determined  by   the 
said  Commonwealth  as  succeeding  power 
of   England."     There   were  no   Dutch   i>

this  house  when  Underbill  "laid  siege," 
and    "captured,"    the   "fort,"   and    tacked 

the  firsl  notice  on  the  door.  Underbill 
bad  no  military  force  whatever  with 
him;  there  was  indeed  no  enemy.  So  he 
took  two  men  from  Hartford  with  him 
to  witness  the  siege  zvhieh  he  hid,  to  wit, 
Nathaniel  Lew  and  Janus  Brock.  (Mag. 
Hist.,  May,  [908,  p.  264).  Having  laid 
siege  and  captured  the  fort  witb  nobody 
in  it,  Underbill,  not  waiting  for  "the 
grass  to  grow  under  his  feet,"  hustled 
hack  to  Aquidneck,  and  sold  bis  capture 
to  Ralph  Earle  of  Portsmouth  on  the 
second  of  August,  1053.  This  rests  upon 
the  sworn  statement  of  Benedict  Arnold, 
who  wrote  the  deed  of  transfer  and  wit- 
nessed the  payment  to  Earle  of  fifty 
pounds  stg. ;  it  also  rests  upon  Under- 
bill's own  admission  aim  die  tecclp!  01 
fifty  pounds  in  zvampum;  and  it  also 
rests  upon  the  testimony  of  William 
Dyre.  Having  made  this  sale  to  Earle, 
the  virtuous  Underbill,  still  unwilling  that 
"any  grass  should  grow  under  bis  feet," 
hustled  back  to  Hartford,  and  again  sold 
his  *'fort"  to  Richard  Lord  and  William 
Gibbons,   both    inbabitants    of    Hartford. 


the  latter  being  retainer  to  the  I  hitch 
Governor.  This  sale  '"by  their  advice 
and  counsel,"  induced  Underbill  (.»  have 
bis  act  of  seizure  zcritten  en  tin-  door  ^i 
the  Dutch  house  in  CAPITAL  LET- 
TERS. (Mag.  Hist.,  May,  igoS,  p.  264). 
It  is  a  line  bit  of  chronology.  On  the 
..'lib  May,  Underbill  was  given  his  un- 
lawful commission,  the  rottenest  piece  of 
political  robbery  existing  in  Rhode  Is- 
land history.  On  ithe  27th  June  be  "laid 
siege  to  a  'house1  fort,  in  which  was  no 
human  being,  witb  the  assistance  of  tzvo 
witnesses;  on  the  2d  August  be  sold  this 
'  fort"  to  Ralph  Earle  of  Portsmouth,  K. 
I.  Benedict  Arnold  writing  the  Cu-^d,  in 
which  deed  no  such  place  is  mentioned; 
on  the  7th  September,  Underbill  sold  it 
again,   this   time  to   Hartford  men.   Lord 

the    Dutch    Governor.      It    was    doubled- 

dyed  duplicity  from  start  to  finish.  The 
Hartford  court  sequestrated  the  proper- 
ty, taking  it  away  from  all  the  parties. 
It  went  to  the  English  courts,  the  con- 
quest and  all  sales  were  wiped  out  and 
the  "fort"  and  the  land  turned  <:>ver  to 
the  colony  of  Connecticut,  after  a   resi- 
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dencc  of  nearly  sixteen  years  in  the  Lon- 
don courts.  It  is  now  a  part  of  the  city 
of  Hartford.  In  his  first  notice  of  the 
siege  and  capture  Underbill  says:  "I  doe 
seize  this  house  and  land  for  the  State  of 
England."  Magazine  of  History,  v.  7,  p. 
^59).  How  then  could  he  sell  it,  as  his 
individual  property.  The  English  court 
knocked  his  claims  to  pieces.  I  close 
with  showing  some  amusing  "historical" 
work  by  Mr.  Arnold.  He  writes  this: 
"The  Dutch  were  noted  for  their  firm- 
ness and  stubborn  adherence  to  a  right 
as  a  principle  oi  life."  Then  he  writes: 
'"All  the  Dutch  claims  were  based  on 
claims  and  historic  documents  that  we 
know  to  he  manifestly  false"  (Maga- 
zine of  History,  v.  7,  pp.  203,  .\).  These 
Dutch  had  obtained  their  false  titles  full 
twenty-five  years  he  fore  Connecticut  or 
Rhode  Island  were  planted,  and  near 
twenty  years  before  a  pilgrim's  foot 
touched  Plymouth  Rock.  Concerning  this 
'"Home- Fort"  and  its  lands  lie  says: 
"The  little  territory  thus  purchased  was 
made  for  all  purposes  of  trade  to  all  na- 
tions of  Indians.  It  was  to  be  a  territory 
of  peace.  The  hatchet  was  to  he  buried. 
No  warrior  was  to  molest  his  enemy- 
while  within  its  lands.  Van  Curler  erect- 
ed on  it  a  small  trading  fort  armed  with 
two  cannons,  and  named  it  the  House  of 
Good  Hope."  Tin's  was  taken  verbatim 
from  Dc  Forest  Hist,  of  Indians,  Conn. 
Mag.  Hist.  v.  7,  p.  202).  It  will  take  an- 
other issue  to  finish  my  story. 

1  called  a  police  officer's  attention  to 
large  columns  of  jet  black  soot  rolling 
out  of  three  smokestacks  in  the  Olney- 
ville  district  of  Providence.

every  day,  hut  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen 
have  practically  stopped  all  prosecution. 
Every  day  is  a  separate  offence  and  rive 
minutes  is  the  soot  time.  A  citizen,  as 
for  instance  myself,  cannot  bring  action. 
How  can  1  identify  the  soot  which  I  aai 
forced  tin  swallow.  The  matter  should 
go  before  a  Grand  Jury,  which  has  a 
foreman,  with  knowledge  and  courage, 
to  act.  This,  I  am  informed,  cannot, 
under  existing  laws,  be  done.  But  I  say 
that  it  can  be  done,  and  I  will  never  let 
go  of  the  subject  until  these  men  a: 
Olnevville  obey  the  law. 


Things-  have  come  to  a  pretty  condi- 
tion. A  policeman  cannot  arrest  in  rases 
of  breaches  of  a  public  nuisance  law 
until  ordered  by  a  sergeant;  a  sergeant 
by  a  lieutenant ;  a  lieutenant  by  a  cap 
tain;  a  captain  by  the  Chief  of  Police; 
the  Chief  of  Police  by  the  Police  Com- 
mission; and  the  Police  Commission  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen;  and  this  last 
body,  the  most  corrupt  now  existing  in 
this  city.  Mr.  Chad  wick,  the  smoke  in- 
spector, can  bring  no  action.  All  that  lie 
can  do  is  to  report  to  this  politically  rot- 
ten   Board. 


The  first  encouraging  sign  of  a  coming 
change  in  the  publication  of  and  the  de- 
mand for  good  literature  is  here;  there 
is  hope  yet  for  a  good  bookseller.  The 
Riverside  Bulletin  for  28th  September, 
published  by  the  Houghton  -Mifflin  Com- 
pany, is  my  evidence.  I  will  not  here 
now  point  out  this  evidence,  but  I  will 
come  again  to  the  subject  presently.

who  inhales  smoke  laden  atmosphere  b 
starved  for  oxygen  the  most  importan: 
of  all  foods,  and  poisoned  by  his  own 
unexecrated  waste/'  Consider  for  a  mo- 
ment the  effect  upon  the  health  of  the 
people  of  Providence;  every  individual 
breathing  the  soot  from  the  smokestacks 
of  every  mill  corporation  or  trusts  now 
working  these  mills.

It  will  be 
many  years  before  another  such  a  collec- 
tion  will  be  brought   together. 
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The  First  Arnold  Piratical  Commis- 
sions Given  at  Newport,  1653. 
This  account  by  Arnold,  of  the  Dutch 
cruelty  is  so  very  different  from  that 
giver,  in  Winson's  History  which  Arnold 
to  hjcrhjy  commends,  that  1  reproduce  it. 
"Not  less  religious  than  the  Puritans  of 
New  England,  they  made  no  such 
religious  pretexts  for  tyranny  and 
cruelty  as  mar  the  rocords  of  their 
neighbors.  They  'treated  the  Indian  as 
a  man  with  rights  of  life,  liberty, 
opinion  and  property  like  their  own. 
Truthful  among  themselves,  they  in- 
spired in  the  Indian  a  belief  in  their 
sincerity  and  honesty,  and  purchased 
what  they  wanted,  fairly  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  seller."  (Winsor's  Nar- 
rative Hist.  v.  4,  p.  399  . 

This  capture,  by  Underbill,  Mr.  Arnold 
calls  "the  Dutch  Fort,  205;  the  Dutch 
Fort  at  Hartford,  259;  the  Dutch  House 
of  Hope,  259;  Dutch  House  and  Land. 
262;  Dutch  House,  264;  this  house,  the 
Hope,  264;  House  of  Good  Hope,  202; 
Fort  Hope  at  Hartford,  199.  These 
pages  all  refer  to  the  Magazine  of  His- 
tory  v.   7. 

Mr.  Arnold  says  "the  building  of  Fort 
Hope  was  in  1632  at  Hartford  (Mag. 
Hist.  199,  v.  7),  but  Winsor's  History 
(v.  4,  p.  401)  says  the  Dutch  bought  the 
land  on  which  this  '"Fort"  was  built  in 
1633. 

Mr.  Arnold  makes  several  ckations 
from  Arher's  Historical  Essays  (Mag. 
Hist/vv.  7,  p.  204)  There  is  no  such 
author,  Asher's  Bibliographical  and  His- 


torical Essays,  is  doubtless  what  he 
means.  (Winsor's  Narr.  Hist.  v.  4,  p. 
416.) 

In  writing  of  Dutch  Island  in  Narra- 
gansetl  Bay,  he  says,  We  know,  that 
May  22,  1658,  Governor  Arnold  ami 
ethers  purchased  it."  (Mag  Hist  v.  7  p. 
204)  There  was  then  no  ''Governor" 
of  Providence  Plantations.  Nor  did 
Benedict  Arnold  "with  others"  buy  it. 
He  bought  it  alone,  individually.  In  1658 
there  developed  a  craze  to  individually 
buy  all  the  islands  in  this  bay  and  Arnold 
was  "in  it."  He  bought  three  of  them, 
this  "Dutch"  being  one.  But  James 
Arnold  continues  his  misrepresentations 
He  say,  "The  November  session  follow- 
ing of  the  General  Court,  pa:>sed  a  reso- 
lution making  these  sales  valid  and 
saying  "they  cannot  now  be  made  void, 
or  hindered."  Arnold  has  omitted  these 
words,  "which  lor  want  of  a  law  there- 
aboute  in  the  Colony  "cannot  now  be 
be  made  voyde."  The  "General  Court" 
passed  no  such  law,  nor  any  law;  it  was 
not  a  legislative  body.  The  law  was 
enacted  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  body 
of  the  Freemen.  I  continue.  Arnold 
goes  farther  and  continues  his  falsifi- 
cations of  the  Record,  'he  says/'They 
(the  General  Court)  go  further  and  i^r- 
bid  strangers  from  purchasing  lands 
within  the  lines."   Here  he  omit-    word  •

authority  of  this  present  Assembly,  (not

Hero  is  one  of  Arnold's  '"Ili> 
toric"  paragraphs,  "Notwithstanding 
their  weakness  in  the  rarious  trading 
posts,  or  forts  they  continued  to  hold  on 
by  surrendering  the  most  Eastern  ones 
first,  and  the  rest  when  the  English 
captured  "Nczv  York',"  and  the  Colony 
went  under  the  English  flag,  first  on 
September  27,  1664,  finiaily  in  Novem- 
ber 1674,  after  being-  in  the  hands  of  the 
Dutch  abont  a  year."  (Magazine  of 
History  y  7  n  199)  T\W<»  !■«?  scn.r.ce1v  a 
word  of  truth  in  the  paragraph.  The 
English  never  captured  Xew  York.  The 
most  Eastern  fort  of  the  Dutch,  Mr. 
Arnold  says  was  at  Westerly,  then  at 
Oharlestown,  tihen  at  Fort  Neck;  in 
another  place  he  says,  it  was  built  by  the 
English  as  a  defence  against  the  Dutch. 
(p.  200.)  It  was  never  surrendered,  until 
the  final  surrender,  1664. 


Underbill's  act  gave  him  ho  title  to  the 
House  of  Good   Hope  nor  to  the  land 
around  it,  nor  to  the  goods  and  chattels 

in    it.      The    estate    was    the   property    of 
the  West  India  Company,  a  corporation 

chartered  by  the  "States  General,"  other- 
wise Holland.  The  war  then  being  waged 
by  England  was  not  againsl  this  cor 
poration,  but  was  against  the  "States 
General."  Underbill  admits  this  owner- 
ship by  this  corporation.  (Mag.  Hist.  v. 
7,  p.  264V  Benedict  Arnold  in  his  sworn 
evidence  to  the  court  in  1666,  state-,  that 
he  wrote  the  deed  given  by  Underbill  to 
Earle,  arid  that  neither  the  House  of 
Good  Hope  nor  any  specific  locality  or 
thing  was  mentioned.  (Hist.  Mag.  v.  7, 
p.  266V  As  well  might  John  Paul  Jones 
when  cruising  on  the  Eastern  coast  of 
Scotland  have  tacked  a  card  on  the  dooi 
of  the  Earle  of  Selkirk's  castle  and 
claimed  individual  ownership  of  his  es- 
tate, as  for  Underbill,  with  Benedict 
Arnold's  assistance,  to  do  what  he  did. 
Mr.  Arnold  opens  bis  paper  with  this, 
"The  story  of  the  Dutch  exploration; 
along  the  New  England  coast,  so  far  as 
our    State   Historians   have   given    it,   is

"Adrian  Block  gave  his  own  name,  still 
preserved  with  the  ommission  of  the 
Christian,  name,  to  that  island  which 
Yerrazano  had  before  noticed  as  resem- 
bling the  Isle  of  Rhodes."  (Hist.  R.  1., 
v.   1,  p.  76.) 

"Verrazano,  a  Florentine  navigator,  ex- 
plored the.  American  Coast,  and  spent 
more  than  two  weeks  in  the  Spring  of 
1524  in  the  spacious  harbor  upon  which 
Newport  now  stands.    (Hist,  of  R.  I.,  I, 

p.  7°. 

"The  Xew  England  Commissioners 
.thereupon  prohibited  Dutch  vessels  from 
entering  any  English  port.  This  was  a 
very  mild  course  ito  adopt  towards  a 
belligerent  foe  and  contrasts  with  the 
vigorous  conduct  of  Rhode  Island." 
(Hist.  R.  I.,   1,  249). 
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These  illustrations  will  show  (that  it 
Historian  of  Rhode  Island,  to  whom 
James  N.  Arnold  mentioned,  His  errors 
a  few;  p.  202,  1563  should  be  1653;  p. 
200,  1644  should  be  1653;  p. 
Greenland  Company  1598  should  be, 
English  Sea  Captain  as  Betts,  his  name 
396). 

Mr.  Arnold  continues:  "Some  writers 
place  the  building  oi  the  Dutch  fort  at 
Westerly  (a  mere  earth,  work)  now 
Charlestown,  as  early  as  1626-7,  but  I 
think  it  was  about  1640  that  the  stockade 
or  Trading  Post  was  formed,  and  the 
Fort  at  Fort  Neck  was  a  later  affair,  and 
was  more  probably  built  by.  the  English 
in  1653/  (Mag.  Hist.  v.  7,  p.  200).  He 
continues :  '"The  English  fort  at  Fort 
Neck  was  a  protection  against  the  Dutch 
at  -mis  point.  (Mag.  Hist.  v.  7,  p.  201  ). 
•'The  Rhode  Island  colony  built  this  fort 
as  I  have  before,  stated  in  1653."  (Mag. 
Hist.  v.  7,  p.  205).  Let  us  look  a  mo- 
ment at  this  rubbish.  Xo  such  place  as 
Westerly  existed  in  \62G-j ;  nor  in  1640. 
The  Dutch  had  obtained  a  "concession  ;'' 
otherwise  a  grant  of  lands  along  these 
shore*  in  1626  and  1627  from  the  "Nar- 
ragansetl  Pequots,"  as  Arnold  calls  them. 
Would  the  Dutch  have  been  likely  to 
build  three  forts  on  these  lands,  in  the 
short  distance  of  eight  miles.  Such  a 
proposition  is  absurd.  The  Dutch  Fort 
which  Mr.  Arnold  refers  to,  he  says  is 
now  in  Charlestown.  (Mag.  Hist.  v.  7, 
p.  200).  Fort  Neck  is  now  in  Charles- 
town and  a  "fort"  is  now  upon  it.  I  ask 
Mr.  Arnold  to  show  any  other  remains 
of  a  fort  on  these  shores. 

Providence,  Portsmouth  and  New- 
port were  towns,  all  then  in  existence 
in  1640.  Had  the  Dutch  thrown  up  this 
fort  in  that  year  would  not  the  towns 
record  say  something  about  it?  The 
Rhode  Island  colony  was  not  in  exist- 
ence in  1653;  and  the  Providence  colony 
had  been  split  asunder.  Arnold  say<  it 
was  a  Dutch  Fort;  again  he  says  it  was 
built  by  the  English  as  a  protection 
against    the    Dutch.

was  the  Providence  colony,  in  1653,  to 
build  a  fort?  Of  what  use  was  a  fort 
thirty-live  miles  from  Providence  as  a 
defence?  Not  the  slightest  use.  These 
lands  were  not  in  1653  under  the  con- 
trol of  any  English  colony.  Moreover, 
our  colony,  in  1653,  was  split  asunder 
by  Coddington  with  his  fraudulent  com- 
mission. This  Fort  (for  there  is  but 
one)  stands  on  the  land  close  to  the 
shore  of  Pawauget  Pond,  which  has  a 
direct  entrance  trom  the  Sound,  ab  nil 
three  miles  from  the  navigable  waters  of 
the  Sound.  The  Fort  stands  now  on  the 
north  shore  of  this  Pond.  The  "Colony" 
in  1653  cansisted  of  the  two  villages. 
Portsmouth  and  Newport,  on  Acquid- 
neck  Island,  and  Providence,  and  War- 
wick, at  the  head  oi  Narragansett  Bay. 
What  possible  use  as  a  means  of  .defence 
against  the  Dutch,  who  never  marched 
over  land,  was  this  bit  of  earthworks 
in  a  direct  line  thirty-five  miles  distant 
from  Providence  and  twenty- live  miles 
from  Warwick?  Consider  for  a  moment 
the  value  of  Fort-neck,  three  miles  in- 
land, as  a  means  of  protection  of  Aquid 
neck  Island  against  a  Dutch  fleet.  The 
English  defenders  of  Aquidneck,  in 
Fortneck,  would  never  have  seen  the 
Dutch  ships  as  they  sailed  along  the 
Sound. 

I  close  this  long  and  severe  review,  by 
pointing  out  the  most  ridiculous  thing 
which  Mr.  Arnold  wrote.  He  says  (Mag- 
azine of  "History,''  v.  7,  p.  268),  "In  a 
small  volume,  called  the  Algerine  Capture, 
by  Dr.  Updike  Underbill,  claiming  to  be  a 
descendant  of  the  captain,  it  is  asserted 
that  his  ancestor  arrived  with  Gov.  VVin- 
throp.  and  was  immediately  pr< 
to    oflice,    civil    and    military,    in    Massa- 
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chusetts;  lmt  -that  in  a  few  years  lm 
popularity  had  so  far  decayed  that  he 
was  disfranchised,  and  banished  <>nt  of 
that  jurisdiction;  l>ut  the  account  denies 
the  charge  of  adultery  brought  against 
his  'illustrious'  ancestor;  and  the  fact 
of  his  ever  having  made  a  confession 
related   by   Winthrop." 

T-here  was  never  a  hook  named. "The 
Algerine  Capture."  Nor  did  Dr.  Updike 
Underbill  write  it.  The  name  of  the 
book  which  Mr.  Arnold  means  is  "The 
Algerine  Captive;  or  the  Life  and  Ad- 
ventures of  Doctor  Updike  Underbill, 
Six  Years  a  Prisoner  Among  the  Al- 
gcrines."  No  author's  name  is  given  in 
the  book.  It  was  published  by  David 
Carlisle,  Walpole,  X.  H.,  1797.  It  was 
in  two  volumes.  It  is  a  novel,  and  a 
very  clever  e>ne,  too.  1  once  owned  it. 
It  was  written  by  Royal  Tyler,  a  grad- 
uate of  Harvard,  and  one  of  the  bright- 
est men  of  his  time.  There  was  no 
such  person  so  named,  so  far  as  cor- 
rect genealogical  records  show.  James 
Savage  is  especially  severe  upon  certain 
stories,  written  about  Dr.  Updike  Un- 
derbill in  certain   town  histories;  one  of 


which  is  Bolton's  Hist.,  West  Chester, 
X.  Y.  ;  in  what  is  said  about  Capt.  John 
Underbill,  and  this  imaginary  Doctor 
Updike  Underbill 

James  Arnold  says:  "Tin-  Captain  says 
that  he  was  taken  advantage  of  by  Earle, 
which  appears  to  look  shady,  for  the  fact 
that  he  (Earle)  allowed  such  a  long 
time  to  elapse  before  seeing  to  his 
purchase.  Again,  "The  Captain  says  lie 
could  not  give  such  a  paper,  which  looks 
as  though  he  was  in  full  possession  of 
the  rights  of  land."  When  does  the  Cap 
tain  say  such  stuff,  and  what  does  it 
mean?  It  has  no  meaning.  Are  we  to 
suppose  that  Underbill,  having  sold  his 
plunder  to  Earle,  which  he  admits  (  Mag. 
Hist.  7,  p.  263),  went  and  told  Lord,  and 
Gibbons,  that  he  had  given  Earle  a  deed, 
or  did  he  let  "the  grass  grow  under  his 
feet"  before  he  flew  back  to  Acquidneck 
to  tell  Earle  of  bis  (.Underbill's)  second 
sale.  Read  Dyer's  testimony,  which  Ar- 
nold prints.  (Mag.  Hist.  v.  7,  p.  262). 
Here  is  one  paragraph:  "Capt.  Under- 
bill had  not  done  rite  to  make  a  double 
sale.  Lord  answered  that  be  was  in  pos- 
session.     I    replied   though    he   new    that 
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would  not  vcstrcy  the  fixed  purchase. 
You  had  bettor  compound  with  Karll, 
whom  I  informed  upon  good  grounds 
hath  bought  and  paid  for  it,  and  hath  the 
fixed  d*.ci\  i>t*  sale." 

The  word  vcstrcy  meant  at  that  time 
"to  vest/'  An  estate  is  vested  in  interest 
when  there  is  a  present  fixed  right  of  fu- 
ture enjoyment.  Earle  had  a  fixed  deed. 
Dyer  meant  that  Lord's  purchase  a 
month  or  two  after  the  deed  to  Earle 
had  hern  delivered  and  paid  for,  did  no; 
vest  the  estate  in  Lord  and  Gibbons. 

"The  General  Court  have  sequestered 
the  Dutch  land**  and  the  House  o\  Good 
Hope.  (Mag.  Hist.  v.  7,  264).  Again, 
"The  sequesiion  by  the  Colony  of  Con- 
necticut would  remove  his  power  to  con- 
vey." (p.  266).  These  lands  were  se- 
questrated before  April,  1654.  ( p.  204). 
.Mr.  Arnold  speaks  of  the  sale  of  The 
land  to  Lord  and  Gibbons,  18  July,  1655. 
(p.  266). 

Sequestration  took  from  all  parties  the 
power  to  convey.  Sequestration  was  he- 
fore  April,  1054.  How  could  Underbill 
transfer  the  land  in  July,  1655.  Again, 
the  colony  of  Connecticut  was  not  in  ex- 
istence when  the  order  of  sequestration 
was  made,  but  if  it  had  been  in  exist- 
ence it  could  not  have  done  what  Arnold 
says  that  it  did,  and  this  man  has  the 
audacity  to  write  "HISTORIAN"  after 
his  name.  These  two  articles  are  mere 
nonsense  in  its  worst  form,  a  disgrace  to 
him  who  wrote  them,  and  a  disgrace  to 
the  Magazine  of  "History"  which  pub- 
lished them.  Its  name  should  be  Maga- 
zine of   '  lib-  Story. 

In  spite  of  all  these  expositions  we  are 
under  obligations  to  James  Arnold  for 
opening  the  door  to  an  actual  view  of 
the  abominable  rascality  of  Benedict  Ar- 
nold, the  ex-Governor,  in  giving  a  pirati- 
cal commission  to  Dyer  and  Underbill, 
and  others,  and  then  swearing  to  a  de- 
position staling  that  these  "commissions 
were  denied  from  the  authorities  in  Eng- 
land." I  have  carefully  set  forth  the 
facts  in  this  and  in  the  preceding  Book

The    city   of    Providence    goes    to    an 
enormous  expense  to  construct  highway: 

and  sewer-.  It  lias  oi  necessity  to  con- 
struct gutters  to  the  streets  in  order  to 
convey  the  waters  and  the  tilth  away 
from  nostrils  and  the  lung-  of  the  pi  ■- 
pie.  Why  then  permit  abutting  owners 
of  land  to  construct  "gutter  bridges"' 
which  in  every  case  will  dam  the  gutters, 
and  ultimately  bring  on  disease.  A 
sewer  is  ol  little  service  when  these  dams 
are  built  long  and  low  on  both  sides  of 
Tobey  street. 


The  Canal  street  gang  of  squash  deal- 
ers took  possession  of  the  Canal  street 
lands  owned  by  people  of  the  city  of 
Providence  with  no  consent  on  the  part 
of  the  people  who  owned  them,  paying 
neither  rents  nor  taxes.  It  was  a  case  of 
actual  seisin,  and  it  has  continued  so 
long  by  the  inaction  of  the  police  that 
the  question  of  a  vested  interset  may 
arise*.  The  law  reads  :  "Any  person,  or 
persons,  who  shall  have  been  for  the 
space  of  twenty  years,  or  for  the  space 
of  ten  years,  beginning  at  any  time  here- 
after, in  the  uninterrupted  peaceable  and 
actual  seisin,  shall  be  allowed  to  give  and 
make  a  good  and  rightful  title  to  such 
person,  etc.  In  place  of  being  a  bene!?. 
to  the  people  these  lands  have  been  used 
to  rob  the  people  of  their  money  on  the 
cm.  .-I-  actually  necessary  to  preserve  life, 
free  of  all  rent  and  under  no  control. 
(General  Laws  of  R.  I.  p.  672).  This 
law  was  enacted,  and  re-enacted  ii 
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The  October  Century  has  an  interest- 
ing paper  by  tin-  Won.  Setli  Low  on  "The 
Writ  of  Injunction  as  .1  Party  Issue."  I 
make  the  following  clipping: 

"This  is  a  layman's  statement  of  the 
case;  but  if  it  be  correct,  and  1  think  it 
is,  it  seems  impossible  to  deny  thai  there 
is  ground  for  the  objection  on  labor's 
part  to  some  of  the  writs  that  have  been 
issued.  So  much  is  virtually  concedeefby 
the  present  attitude  of  both  oi  the  two 
great  parties  in  the  platforms  which  they 
have  adopted.  The  question  is,  Which  of 
the  two  platforms  comes  nearer  offering 
the  right  remedy?  If  organized  labor 
really  i^  discriminated  against  every  good 
citizen  will  wish  the  discrimination  re- 
moved.    But  when  such  a  claim  is  made, 

labor,  smarting  under  a  grievance  that  in 
instances  is  admitted,  is  not  seeking  a 
remedy  that  would,  on  the  other  hand, 
constitute  organized  labor  a  favored  class 
in  a  citizenship  which,  in  this  sense, 
should  know  no  classes.  The  courts  jus- 
tify the  use  of  the  injunction  in  labor 
disputes  on  the  ground  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  use  it  at  times  in  order  to  pro- 
tect   property    from    irreparable    injury." 


These  injunctions  are  used  by  the 
courts  to  prevent  the  making  of  labor 
combinations,  or  unions,  Do  tie-  courts 
use  these  injunctions  to  prevent  cor- 
porations from  making  combinations  and 
trusts.  Does  a  corporation  combina- 
tion protect  the  wages  of  labor,  or  the 
property  of  those  of  us  now  too  old  to 
labor?  M;-.  Taft,  the  Republican  nomi- 
nee, has  hern  a  judge  on  the  U.  S.  bench 
for  ten  years,  lie  now  informs  us  that 
a  poor  man  has  no  "show''  whatever  in 
t!ie  courts;  but  then  Seth  Low  is  a  many 
times  millionaire. 


These  Olneyville  mills  were  all  built 
and  "run"  on  anthracite,  but  now  the 
men  who  are  running  them  cannot  use 
any  coal  but  the  bituminous,  and.  this  in 
immense  quantities,  and  used  only  by  the 
assistance  of  the  law  department  they  are- 
using  it.  Something  has  caused  an  im- 
mense increase  in  number,  and  in  violence, 
in  that  catarrhal  sickness,  "hay  fever," 
or  "rose  cold,"  in  this  city  this  summer. 
It  was  the  work  of  this  soot  business  at 
Olneyville. 
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of  constructing  gutters  on  both  sides  of 
all   the  streets,  and   then  permit   men   to 

build  bridges  over  these  gutters  on  which 
to  drive  into  their  stables?  These  gutter 
bridges  in  a  great  many  cases  completely 
block  the  escape  of  loads  of  filth.  On 
Tobey  street  I  counted  seventy  heaps  of 
this  filth  gathered  in  Hie  two  gutters 
from  Broadway,  within  a  distance  of  a 
hundred  and  fifty  feet.  Two  gutter 
bridges  did  just  this.

The  Quaker  Translation  of  the  Bible  by 
Anthony    Purver. 

A  new  and  Literal  translation  of  all  the 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament, 
with  notes  critical  anil  explanatory.  By 
Anthony  Purver — 2  v.,  Folio.  London, 
1764.  15.00 

It  is  a  book  of  remarkable  history.  Mr. 
Purver  was  apprenticed  to  a  shoemaker 
to  learn  the  trade,  he  soon  left  it  and 
became  a  shepherd.  While  tending  the 
sheep  he  studied  Latin,  Greek,  Hebrew 
and  other  languages  in  order  thai  he 
might  undertake  a  translation  of  the  Bible 
and  this  book  is  the  result.  Mr.  Purver 
became  a.  Quaker  preacher  in  London.  He 
was  too  poor  in  money  to  undertake  the 
publication.  But  Dr.  John  Fothergill,  :■• 
most  eminent  physician  and  also  a 
Quaker,  backed  the  enterprise  with  two 
thousand  pounds  sterling.  It  is  the  most 
honest  English  translation  in  existence. 
It  is  now  a  book  of  great  rarity.  This 
cop;,  has  an  interesting  history,  it  was 
owned  by  Job  Smith,  a  Quaker,  who  lived 
in  Providence.  On  the  6th  September, 
177",  at  a  vendue,  Mr.  .Smith  bought  it  for 
four  pounds. 
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"A  State  of  Slavery." 
There  was  published  in  a  Boston  news- 
paper on  the  23d  of  August  an  article  by 
Winston  Churchill  showing  how  the 
President  and  the  directors  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad,  unuei  the  lead; 
of  one  Tuttle,  now,  but  not  for  long,  the 
President  of  that  railroad,  have  gov- 
erned the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  On 
the  morning  following  the  publication  of 
Churchill's  very  long  and  elaborate  arti- 
cle the  Providence  Journal  gave  us  a 
long  editorial  with  the  heading  above, 
''State  of  Slavery."  It  gave  a  few,  but 
very  few,  quotations  from  Churchill's 
article,  some  of  which  I  reproduce. 
■'They  (the  President  and  directors  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad)  dictat- 
ed Governors,  Councillors,  State  Senat- 
ors, Representatives,  and  Railroad  Com- 
missioners. Laws  were  amended,  nulli- 
fied, or  created  for  the  benefit  of  vested 
interests;  they  dictated  the  nominations 
of  Senators  and  members  of  Congress; 
and  thus  obtained  control  of  the  national 
le.c4isl.1t  ion  in  whatever  concerned  the 
State  of  Xew  Hampshire."  The  Journal 
reproduces  this  from  Churchill:  "We 
arc  a  small  State  and  all  but  fifty-two 
(52)  miles  of  steam  railroad,  within  our 
borders  are  owned  or  controlled  by  a 
large  corporation,  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  Company."  There  is  a  vast 
deal  more  in  Churchill's  article.  But 
these  answer  my  present  purpose.  The 
story  is  positively  sickening.  To  think 
that  the  descendants  of  the  men  who 
fought    the   battles   of    1776    for   lib  rty, 


and  the  battles  of  1S12-1815  for  the  right 
to  sail  ships  upon  the  seas,  and  the 
bloody  battles  of  1861-1864  for  the  prin- 
ciple that  one  man  in  these  United  States 
should  not  make  a  slave  of  another  man, 
lo  01111K  me  debCcllualiia  Oi  SLlcu  uicii 
would  stand  such  work  as  Mr.  Churchill 
describes,  done  by  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion on  the  highways  of  the  State  trans- 
cend*; belief.  The  Journal  continues: 
"Mr!  Churchill  analyzes  with  great  de- 
tail the  situation  that  the  domination  of 
a  single  corporation  has  produced.'' 
.Again,  "No  one  will  question  Mr. 
Churchill's  competency  for  the  task  of 
describing  accurately  the  methods  em- 
ployed by  the  head  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine,  to  maintain  a  political  as  well  as 
a  commercial  monopoly."  Again,  "Mr. 
Churchill's  article  can  hardly  fail  to 
carry  conviction  to  any  open  minded 
reader."  Again,  "The  interference  of 
the  Boston  and  Maine  in  New  Hamp- 
shire politics  has  long  been  notorious." 
Again,  "What  are  the  methods  by  which 
the  Boston  and  Maine  has  managed,  in 
spite  of  popular  opposition,  to  hold  a 
sovereign  Stats  in  slavery7''  Again,  one 
of  these  methods,  the  Journal  informs 
us,  was  the  distribution  of  passes  to 
legislators,  lawyers,  and  newspaper  re- 
porters, publishers,  and  editors;  on  the 
"passes"  given  to  young  lawyers  was  tin- 
word  "retainer."  Besides  this  work. 
leading  politicians  were  made  directors 
of  subsidiary  corporations;  but  besides 
these  bribes  there  were  many  more,  se- 
cret   ami    more    effective.      Now    let    me 
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show  the  work  done  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, a  sovereign  State,  by  a  railroad 
corporation. 

It  wa>  at  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  at  Newport  in  May,  189S,  that 
a  law  was  enacted  entitled,  "An  Act  Pro- 
viding a  Tax  on  Street  RaiktKiys."   The 

session  began  on  the  31st  of  May;  ad- 
journed June  2nd  to  meet  again  at  New- 
port Tune  14th.  This  adjournment  was 
arranged  to  await  the  arrival  of  Senator 
AKlrieh  ;  and  the  place,  Newport,  was  se- 
lccted  because  of  its  distance  from  the 
great  center  of  the  people;  and  the  con- 
sequent secrecy  with  which  such  work, 
as  was  intended,  could  be  there  rushed 
through.  The  Legislature  met  Tune  14th, 
adjourned  one  day  and  sat  again  on  the 
15th  June.  The  entire  time  occupied  by 
these  two  sessions  was  one  hundred  and 
ninety  (190)  minutes.  This  law  was  en- 
acted  at  the  close  oi  the  second  day,  to 
wit,  June  15th.  It  contains  five  interest- 
ing clauses,  thus:  ''It  shall  not  be  altered, 
or  amended,  without  the  consent  of  both 
parties." 

It    fixed    in    the   stockholders    of    the 
Union    Street   Railroad   the   right   to   fix 


the  rate  of  taxation  on  their  railroad 
property,  to  be  imposed  by  the  towns;  u 
also  obliged  the  towns  to  accept  the  val- 
uation given  by  the  stockholders;  it 
fixed  in  the  stockholders  the  power  to  in- 
crease the  capital  stock  of  the  corpora- 
tion without  reference  to  the  General 
Assembly,  and  it  bound  the  Railroad 
Commissioner  to  certify  the  amount  of 
this  capital  stock,  as  fixed  by  the  rail- 
road corporation  itsel  f. 

Such  was,  in  brief,  this  infamous  sta- 
tute, conceived  in  iniquity,  and  enacted 
in  fraud.  In  1893  three  men  here,  and 
one  in  New  York,  (representing  other 
interests)  bought  the  entire  stock  of  the 
Union  Railroad,  named  in  the  Provi- 
dence Journal,  25  Nov.,  1906,  as  being 
•Nelson  vV.  Aidrich,  Marsdcn  j.  Peny 
and  William  G.  Roelker  from  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  Anthony  Brady  of  New  York, 
who  represented  a  certain  "outside"  re 
terest.  The  first  was  U.  S.  Senator  from 
Rhode  Island.  The  last,  Roelker,  was 
a  Senator  from  Warwick,  R.  I.,  whet! 
this  infamous  law  passed  the  Senate 
without  even  a  delay  to  read  it.  These 
three    stockholders   of    the    Union    Rail- 
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road  with  a  wind  bellows  '"blew  up"  the 
stock  valuation,  millions  of  dollars;  and 
then  leased  the  roads,  and  railroads,  all 
over  the  northern  halt  of  Rhode  Island, 
to  the  United  Gas  Company,  an  "imma- 
culate charitable"  growth  of  Philadel- 
phia; and  millions  more  wire  gathered 
ill  by  the  stockholders  of  the  Union 
Railroad  Company;  for  the  law  cited 
above,  sec  (May  Schedule,  R.  I.  Gen. 
Ass.  May,  iSoS,  pp.  35-39).  This  Phila- 
delphia Company  has  sold  out  its  tre- 
mendous hold  on  the  Rhode  Island  peo- 
ple to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Mart  lord  Railroad,  a  Connecticut  cor- 
poration. 

These  vast  powers  granted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  make  this  law  perpetual, 
].,,*  •.  Providence  Vkl  .  W  K  "Co- 
noids, informs  me  that  this  law  is  not 
perpetual.  Then  why  did  these  two  com- 
panies, one  in  Pennsylvania,  the  other  in 
Connecticut,  dare  to  invest  so  many  mil- 
lions in  it  ?  These  powers  can  be  exer- 
cised by  the  well  known  manipulation  of 
accounts.  The  corporations  can  issue 
stock  to  an  unlimited  amount,  until  they 


ask  the  General  Assembly  to  enact  a  law 
to  prevent  them  from  issuing.  About 
how  long  will  that  be?  Jjy  its  own  en- 
actment the  General  Assembly  can  never 
change,  nor  repeal  this  law.  Nor  can  it 
revoke  the  charter,  and  thus  indirectly 
j    repeal  the  law. 

Into  the  hands  of  these  two  corpora- 
1    tions   one   after   the   other,   both    foreign 
(    to  Rhode  Island,  the  Union  Railroad  Di- 
rectors have  placed  every  road,  or  street, 
or  highway,  for  railway  use,  in  Northern 
i    Rhode  Island  forever,  or  until  these  Di- 
rectors   ask    the    General    *Assembly     to 
I    have  their  great  power  taken  away  from 
them.'     Xot  a  street  railway  track  can  be 
j    brought    into    the    City    of     Providence, 
1    save   under  the  permission  of,  and   pay- 
I    ment  to,  l\\<.-  K.  Y.,   X    II.  and   II.  Con- 
|    necticut   corporation. 

First  comes  the  Stock  of  the  Union 
I  Railroad.  This  Senator  Aldrich  and  his 
j  associates  first  bought,  as  it  was  then  be- 
lieved, with  the  help  of  the  Sugar  Trust, 
the  control  of  this  stock.  They  then 
made  the  United  Traction  and  Electric 
Company,      to      which     corporation      the 
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Union  Railroad  Company  leased  for  a 
century  their  Railroad.  This  lease  car- 
ried the  Pawtucket  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  Providence  Cable  Tramway 
Company,  Rhode  Island  Suburban  Rail- 
way Company,  and  all  other  railway 
properties  controlled  by  the  three  Union 
Railroad  Directors.' 

Then  came  the  United  Gas  Company 
of  Philadelphia,  ami  the  Rhode  Island 
Company,  and  the  Rhode  Island  Securi- 
ties Company  were  at  once  formed;  then 
came  Melleii  with  his  N.  V.,  X.  11.  and 
11.  and  their  scheme  of  Highway  Rob- 
bery, and  the  Providence  Securities 
Company  .  On  the  bonds  of  this  cor- 
poration all  of  foreign  origin  semi-an- 
nual interest  is  paid — all  out  of  a  five 
ccr.t  fare  -and  this  infamous  robbery. 
for  it  is  nothing  else,  cannot  he  stopped 
until  the  robbers  ask  to  be  held  up. 

This  whole  scheme  was  not  the  inven- 
tion of  Senator  Aldrich ;  he  saw  and 
quickly  followed  the  Chicago  scheme. 
Mr.  Altgeld,  then  Governor  of  Illinois, 
was  offered  by  the  street  railroad  cor- 
porations in  Chicago  a  bribe  of  $500,000. 
if  he  would  sign  the  so-called  "Eternal 
monopoly"  bills  which  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature  had  passed. 

Such  were  the  extraordinary  powers 
conferred  almost  unanimously  by  the 
General  Assembly.  But  I  must  give  fur- 
ther details.*  On  this  same  memorable 
day  Senator  Aldrich  was  re-elected  U. 
S.  Senator  by  a  vote  of  97,  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 103;  the  Union  Railroad  Company, 
by  a  special  law.  was  given  power  to  en- 
ter into  contracts  with  the  towns  of 
Pawtucket,  Lincoln  and  Cumberland,  for 
the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  highways 
for  car  track-  forever;  the  Narragan- 
sett  Electric  Lighl  Company  stock  was 
increased  to  four  millions.  On  this  same 
memorable  day,  a  law  was  enacted, 
changing  the  status  of  establishing  citi- 
zenship; and  a  law  changing  the  legal 
powers  of  canvassing  voting  lists;  and  a 
law  "correctii  g"  the  lists  of  vol  .  -  :  and 
another  law  concerning  elections  by  se- 


cret  ballot;    and   another   law   changing 

the  work  of  counting  the  votes  for  rep 
reservation  in  Congress.  All  these  things, 
and  many  more,  were  done  by  the  Gen 
oral  Assembly  under  some  directing 
power,  both  inside  the  body  and  outside 
of  it.  On  this  ever  memorable  day. 
June  15th,  1S9S,  prominent  lawyers  were 
fiercely  at  work  in  the  "lobby."'  A  more 
serious  consideration  of  this  "Railroad" 
bill  ought  not  to  be  without  interest  to 
the  people  of  Rhode  Island;  and  of  their 
"Supreme  Ruler"  a  packed  General  As- 
sembly. The  proposed  "bill"  was  dupli- 
cated and  copies  were  privately  given  to 
certain  leading  members  of  the  Assem- 
bly in  the  interregnum.  Since  the  Union 
Railroad  Company  was  by  the  "bill"  to 
get  a  ''perpetual"  grant;  or  an  irrepeal- 
able  statute,  in  the  case  the  "bill'*  became 
a  law,  I  can  risk  nothing  by  believing 
that  the  officers  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Company  directed  this  preliminary  busi- 
ness. The  "biir*  appeared  in  the  House, 
on  the  afternoon  of  June  15th.,  after  2:30 
o'clock.

At  a  parlor  gathering  Sunday  evening 
the  statement  was  made  by  a  New 
Hampshire  man,  who  assisted  and  en- 
tertained us  through  a  hisioiicai  yajjci 
I  confess  well  written,  that  the  claim  of 
Rhode  Island  to  priority  was  mere  bun- 
combe and  without  truthful  foundation 
as  to  our  position  relative  to  independ- 
ence of   English   rule. 

Can  you  spare  time  to  give  us  the 
fact,  as  I  have  always  been  taught  to 
believe  May  4,  1776,  Rhode  Island  led 
off.

(Here  are  the  circumstances  as  set 
forth  in  Brighanf^  History  of  Rhode 
Island  : 

"On  May  4.  1776.  the  Rhode  Island 
Assembly  passed  an  act  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  colony 
and  the  nation.  By  a  formal  staute  and 
with  but  six  dissenting  votes  she  abso- 
lutely renounced  her  allegiance  to  Great 
Britain.  For  many  months  the  spirit  of 
independence  had  been  growing  through- 
out die  country.  In  the  newspapers,  in 
letters  and  in  public  speeches  can  be 
traced  the  opinion  of  tho.se  who  advised 
that  the  connection  between  the  colo- 
nies and  the  mother  country,  should  be 
severed.  Eor  Rhode  Island,  however, 
was  reserved  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
colonial  legislature  to  renounce  allegi- 
ance.     It    was    further    declared    by    the 


act  that  all  commissions,  writ-  and  other 
legal  documents  should  henceforth  be 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  colony  and  not 
of   the   King."— Ed.) 

Rhode  Island  never  made  any  Decla- 
ration of  Independence.  It  merely  re- 
pealed one  uf  its  own  laws.  The  first 
person  ever  to  use  the  name  Declaration 
of  Independence  concerning  this  act  was 
William  R.  Staples,  in  1842.  He  said: 
'"It  is  virtually  a  Decleration  of  Inde- 
pendence." (Annals  of  Providence,  252). 
The  same  writer  (Staples)  says  con- 
cerning the  action  of  a  town 
meeting,  in  Providence,  on  the  7th 
August,  1765.  nearly  a  year  before: 
"These  resolutions  fall  "little  short"  of 
"It  is  virtually  a  Declaration  of  Inde- 
nals  of  Providence.  210-214).  Arnold, 
writing  ten  years  later,  followed  Staples. 
"It  was  in  effect  a  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence." (Arnold's  Hist.  R.  1.  _'. 
372).  Prof.  W.  Gammell,  writing  twen- 
ty years  later,  followed  both  Arnold, 
and  Staples,  thus:  "These  resolutions  of 
the  town  of  Providence,  of  August  7th. 
1765,  taken  as  a  whole,  are  nearly  equiv- 
alent to  a  Declaration  of  Independence.'' 
(Lippitt's  Dec.  of  Independence,  p.  19). 
Here  is  another  following  both  Staples 
and  Arnold:  "If  we  mistake  not  it  was 
the  first  legislative  act  looking  to  inde- 
pendence." (  Cowell's  Spirit  of  '76,  in 
R.  I.  1S50).  A  thing  which  was  "vir- 
tually;" or  a  "little  short;"  or  "in  ef- 
fect;" or  "-nearly  equivalent;*'  or  "look- 
ing to"  is  not  an  actual  Declaration  The 
General  Assembly  merely  repealed  a  law 
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enacted  by  itself,  in  1756,  and  which  left 
the  allegiance  part  where  it  had  been 
for  a  century  and  a  half  RJiodc  Island 
still  declared  itself  "An  English  Colony," 
and  every  soldier  was  made  to  serve  un- 
der an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King  of 
England.

A    Famous   Debate. 


How    Lincoln     Forced    Douglas    Into 

THE    Ol'KN     AT     FkKHI'ORT. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  M«>ries  of 
all  American  history— that  of  the  foren- 
sic   contest    between    Abraham    Lincoln 

and  Stephen  A.  Douglas  in  Illinois  fifty 
years  ago — is  told  in  the  November 
"Century"  by  Frederick  Trevor  Hill.  In 
the  following  extract  lu-  describes  the 
meeting  and  the  audience  at  Freeport : 
In  this  part  of  the  State  (Freeport), 
Lincoln  was  almost  a  stranger,  and  his 
uncouth  appearance  and  slouchy  bearing 
were  not  offset  by  any  direct  knowledge 
of  his  professional  attainments.  On  this 
occasion,  however,  he  speedily  dispelled 
all  doubts  of  his  ability  by  advancing 
boldly  to  the  attack.     Reminding  his  au- 


dit.>r>  that  Douglas  had  seen  fit  to  cross 
examine  him  at  their  last  meeting,  h< 
announced  that  he  was  prepared  to  an- 
swer the  seven  questions  which  had  bee;; 
put  t«>  him  provided  his  adversary  wouK] 
reply  !.>  questions  from  him  not  excei  I 
ing  the  .same  number.  ''I  give  him  an 
opportunity  to  respond,"  he  announced, 
and,  turning  to  Douglas,  paused  for  his 
reply. 

In  an  instant  the  vast  audience  was 
hushed.  Even  the  fakirs  and  vendor-  at 
the  outskirts  of  the  crowd  ceased  plying 
their  trades  and  strove  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  the  platform.  It  was  a  dra- 
matic moment,  and  an  unequaled  oppor- 
tunity for  Douglas;  but  he  merely  sh  >ok 
his  head  and  smiled.  "The  judge  re- 
main- silent."  continued  Lincoln.  "1 
now  say  that  J  will  answer  his  interro- 
gatories whether  he  answers  mine  or 
not." 

No  more  effective  challenge  was  ever 
uttered,  and  the  audience,  quick  to  rec- 
ognize its  courage  and  fairness,  respond- 
ed in  a  fashion  that  must  have  discon- 
certed and  nettled  Lincoln's  cautious-  ad- 
versary. Certainly  Douglas  was  in  no 
amiable  mood  when  he  rose  to  make  re- 
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ply,  and  the  interruptions  of  the  audience 
speedily  worked  him  into  a  passion. 
Again  and  again  he  assailed  hiv  hearers 
as  "Black  Republicans,"  characterizing 
their  questions  as  vulgar  and  blackguard 
interruptions,  shaking  his  fist  in  their 
faces,  and  defying  them  as  a  mob.  More 
than  once  Mr.  Turner,  the  Republican 
Moderator,  was  drawn  into  the  tray  by 
the  speaker's  aggressive  tactics,  and  the 
whole  meeting  was  occasionally  on  the 
verge  of  tumult.  Lincoln's  closing  ad- 
dress, however,  had  a  calmning  effect, 
and  when  the  time  expired  the  audience 
quietly  dispersed,  to  spread  the  news 
throughout  the  countryside  that  tin's  un 
known  lawyer  was  actually  out-maneuv- 
ering his  distinguished  adversary  and 
forcing  him  into  the  open,  beyond  reach 
of  cover  or  possibility  of  retreat. 

Mr.  Douglas  gave  seven  questions  to 
Mr.  Lincoln.  Lincoln  replied  that  he- 
would  answer  them,  if  Douglas  would 
answer  the  like  number  from  him  (Lin- 
coln)- "Douglas  shook  his  head  and 
smiled."  Lincoln  answered  the  seven 
questions,    and    gave    four    to    Douglas. 


Lincoln's  supporters  discussed  these 
questions  and  prophesied  his  ruin  it 
he  insisted  on  his  now  famous  second 
interrogatory."  This  second  interroga 
tory  was  this  Q.  2:  Can  the  people  of  a 
United  States  territory,  in  a  lawful  way, 
against  the  wish  of  any  citizen  of  the 
United  State.-,  exclude  slavery  from  its 
limits  prior  to  the  formation  of  a  State 
constitution?"  (Lincoln  and  Douglas 
Debates,  1S6/),  p.  90).  I  have  for  sale 
the  rare  first  edition  of  these  debate-. 


The  Sixth  Trienniel  International 
Congress  on  Tuberculosis  has  been  sit- 
ting at  Washington,  D..  C.  Dr.  Koch 
had  a  theory  minimizing  the  danger  of 
human  infection  from  Bovine  tubercu- 
losis bacilli.  The  Congress  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  recognizing  the  possibility  ot 
human  infection  from  the  Bovine  tuber- 
culosis bacilli.  These  same  doctors 
maintain  the  safety  and  preventive  ef- 
fect of  Bovine  small  pox  bacilli  thrust 
into  human  flesh — the  victim  being  then 
alive.  It  was  stated  by  a  delegate  of 
this   congress   that   there   were    five   mil- 
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lions  of  duaths  a  year  from  tuberculosis, 
and  that  the  cost  for  medical  service 
reached  $100,000,000  per  annum.  Just 
think  a  moment  of  a  physician's  service 
for  a  single  disease.  Koch's  remedy  was 
by  injection,  just  as  cow  pox  matter  in 
vaccination.  Vaccination,  according  to 
these  men  works  well  in  heading  ol't 
cases  of  small  pox  with  bovine  matter, 
but  in  cases  oi  tuberculosis  bovine  mat- 
ter will  not  work.  Tuberculosis  is  nei- 
ther more  nor  less  than  what  has  been 
known  for  three-quarters  of  a  century 
as  pulmonary  consumption.  This  dis- 
ease is  now  passing  away,  and  the  money 
loss  will  be  a  hundred  millions  of  dollars 
to  the  doctors;  heiice  a  new  name  is  nec- 
essary. When  pulmonary  consumption 
grows  less,  tuberculosis  grows  more  does 
it?  The  very  men  who  now  stand  for 
vaccination  are  the  children  of  the  men 
who  half  a  century  ago  drew  the  life 
blood  right  out  of  a  man,  the  very  staff 
of  life,  in  order  to  restore  the  man  to 
health. 


The  coal  "famine"  as  it  has  been  most 
falsely   called    began    in    the   autumn    of 

1901,  but  it  did  not  take  fierce  hold  of 
men  until  the  autumn  of  1902;  then  it 
lasted  all  winter  and  until  April,  1903. 
Eaer  had  everything  all  his  own  way, 
and  men  acted  like  fools.  When  this 
pinch  started,  bituminous  coal  in  mills 
was  practically  unknown.  During  this 
twist  it  came  into  use.  The  smoke  pub- 
lice   nuisance  law   was   enacted   in   April, 

1902,  but  not  to  go  into  operation  until 
the  first  of  January.  1903.  It  had  be- 
come a  public  nuisance.  In  April,  1904. 
a  commission  was  formed  to  make  a  re- 
port on  the  changes  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  made  necessary  for  the  carrying 
into  effect  the  I2th  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  Rhode  Island.  This  I2th 
amendment  reads  as  follows: 

Article  XII. 
Section    r.      The    supreme    court    shall 
have   final    revisory   and   appellate   juris- 
diction   upon    all    questions    of    law    and 


equity.  It  shall  have  power  to  issue 
prerogative  writs,  and  shall  also  have 
such  ..;!i, -1  jurisdiction  as  may.  from 
time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  law.  \ 
majority  of  its  judges  shall  always  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
inferior  courts  shall  have  such  jurisdic- 
tion as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  pre- 
scribed   by    law. 

Se>e.  2.  The  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  shall  give  their  written  opinion 
upon  any  question  of  law  whenever  re- 
quested by  the  governor  or  by  either 
house  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  3.  Sections  1  and  2  of  this 
amendment  shall  take,  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  state,  the  place  of  sections  2 
and  3  of  article  X,  entitled  "Of  the  ju- 
dicial power,"  which  sections  are  hereby 
annulled. 

Sec.  4.  Section  3  of  Article  XIV  of 
the  constitution  of  the  state,  entitled 
"Of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution." 
is    hereby   annulled. 

Sec.  5.  The  general  assembly  shall 
provide  by  law  for  carrying  this  amend- 
ment into  effect,  and  until  such  provi- 
sion shall  be  made,  the  supreme  court, 
as  organized  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  amendment,  shall  continue 
to  have  and  exercise  the  same  powers 
and  jurisdictions  which  it  shall  then 
.have    under   such   organization. 

When  this  commisison  was  appointed 
to  make  the  laws  fit  the  constitution, 
this  law  stood  in  the  General  Law-. 
Chapter  288,  Section  1  :  Unless  other- 
wise specially  provided  all  hues  of  twen- 
ty dollars  and  under  shall  be  recovered 
by  complaint  and  warrant;  all  fines 
upwards  of  twenty  dollars,  by  indict- 
ment; all  penalties  and  pecuniary  prop- 
erties by  action  of  debt,  etc.  (Gen. 
Laws  1896,  p.  1033).  The  commission 
reported  "A  Court  and  Practice  Act"  i" 
January.  1005.  The  1234th  section  '  '■ 
their  report  reads  thus:  "Sections  1  and 
j\  of  Chapter  288  of  the  General  I. aw- 
are hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
each  of  said  sections  the  word  "twenty' 
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wherever  it  occurs,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  in  each  of  said  sections  the 
words  five  hundred."  The  fourth  sec- 
tion merely  slated  in  which  court  the 
cases  came,  under  or  over  twenty  do! 
lars.  Under  the  smoke  public  nuisance 
law  the  highest  limit  oi  the  line  is  $100. 
Hence  this  insertion  o\  "five  hundred" 
pievented  the  indictment  of  corporations 
for  burning  without  limit  soft  coal. 
Certain  members  of  this  commission 
were  among  the  worst  offenders  in  cov- 
ering the  city  with  black  soot.  This 
commission  was  appointed  to  report  on 
the  changes  necessary  to  carry  into  ef- 
fect the  12th  amendment.  What  had  thi> 
twenty  dollar  hue  to  do  with  preventing 
flip  carrying  into  effect  this  i.-ili  amend- 
ment. Nothing  whatever.  It  was  a 
trick  of  the  lawyers.  But  the  "Court 
and  Practice  Act"  is  full  of  these  tricks. 
Two  hundred  and  forty- four  pages  of 
the  '"General  Laws,"  or  Digest  of  i>Q<)6, 
were  repealed  outright,  and  in  the  "Pub- 
lic Laws,"  otherwise  the  annual  publi- 
cations of  the  Public  Laws  nearly  one 
hundred    pages    were    repealed    outright. 


Men  generally  know  nothing  of  this  aw 
ful  piece  of  work. 


The  question,  "In  what  consists  tli 
character  of  a  good  man?"  ha>  precise- 
ly a-  many  answers  as  there  are  men 
and  women  now  existing.  Put  here  i- 
one  in  print  which  it  will  do  no  man.  nor 
woman,  any  harm  to  read.  It  is  by 
Count  Katsura,  Prime  Minister  of 
Japan: 

According  to  my  conception  of  good- 
ness, a  harmless  man  is  not  necessarily 
a  good  man.  So  it  is  with  one  who  i^ 
classed  as  of  an  innocent  type  of  per- 
sonality. A  good  man,  as  I  view  him,  i> 
one  who  has  done  some  good,  however 
slight,  to  the  cause  which  he  i^  serving. 
Fie  is  a  good  man  who  always  has  his 
conscience  clear,  not  in  consequence  of 
inaction,  however,  but  upon  careful  ex- 
amination of  his  acts  and  conduct.  He 
must  be  the  one  who  in  all  his  actions  is 
prompted  by  his  honest  and  sincere  de- 
sire to  serve  the  cause  of  humanity  by 
contributing  his  best  toward  the  eleva 
tion    of   his    fellows.     And    so    I    believe 
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that  a  good  man  is  one  who  is  always 
conscientious,  continuously  aiming  to  im- 
prove his  opportunities  to  help  his 
brother  nun,  and  ever  seeking  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  the  society  in  which 
he  moves.  One  with  a  clear  conscience, 
ever  on  the  alert  to  do  his  duty,  deserves 
the  name  of  a  good  man.  whatever  his 
station  in  life,  lie  is  of  the  highest  type 
of  good  man  who  subordinates  himself 
to  the  good  oi  society,  and,  never  de- 
parting from  the  principle,  spends  his 
life  in  constant  and  ceaseless  exertion 
for  the   attainment   of   his   ideal. 

This  same  Kritsnra,  still  Prim.-  Min- 
ister, was  with  all  his  heart,  in  the  great 
demonstrations  given  to  the  American 
fleet.  Within  ten  days  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  one  of  the  mosf  inflated  among 
the  Massachusetts  Republicans,  came 
near  informing  us  on  what  day  War  be- 
tween Japan  and  the  United  States 
would  break  out.  Lodge  will  rest  in  his 
final  lodgings  when  that  war  comes. 


Professor  Williams  James  of  Har-

There  are  within  us,  below 
the  thick  strata  of  weakness  and  pessi- 
mism and  unbelief  on  which  our  daily 
life  rests,  deep  wells  of  power  and  good- 
ness to  which  the  divining  rod  of  reason 
will  never  dip.  Specific  rejigious  expe- 
riences which  the  psychologist  cannot 
connect  with,  any  other,  '"point,"  says 
Prof.  James,  "with  reasonable  probabi- 
lity to  the  continuity  of  our  conscious- 
ness with  a  wider  spiritual  environment 
from  which  the  ordinary  man  is  shut 
ofl."  This  is  a  hopeful  message.  Break 
down  the  barriers  around  the  stagnant 
pool  of  your  own  personality,  and  let 
the  tide  of  the  world's  strength  in.  Jt 
is  pleasant  to  find  that  Mr.  Bryan  is  at 
one  with  the  latest  philosophical  thought 


in   his    faith   in   the  over-soul. --From   the 
\ew  York  Evening  Post,  July,  [908. 


One  of  the  most  singular  political

•  In  a  case  oi  infringment  of  a  patent, 
brought  here  before  the  United  States 
District  Court,  among  the  evidence 
produced  was  an  analysis  of  the  fuel 
used  in  thirteen  different  buildings.

The  coal  burns  without  smoke,  the 
smoke  itself  is  consumed,  hence  when 
there  is  a  huge  column,  of  smoke  from  a 
chimney,  it  is  conclusiv<  evidence  of  a 
great   lack   of   perfect   combustion. 
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The   first  column   represents  the  num- 
ber  of    the    plants.    The    second    column

Not  long"  since  there  was  a  pleasing 
note  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  concern- 
ing the  purchase  at  auction  in  Boston,  by 
State  Librarian  Brigham,  of  a  lot  of  the 
early  laws  of  some  oi  the  other  states, 
than  Rhode  Island.  I  had  the  curiosity 
to  take  a  look  at  them.  I  was  reminded 
of  a  piece  of  work  about  which  I  once 
knew.  A  great  collection  of  these  early 
laws  (ten  times  the  number  in  Mr. 
Brigham's  purchase)  laid  in  one  of  the 
galleries  of  the  R.  I.  Historical  Society. 
They  belonged  to  the  State.  John  R. 
Bartlett,  Secretary  of  Stale,  without  any 
authority  had  sent  them  there,  to  be  held 
as  State  property.  I  was  at  the  time  a 
member  of  the  Library  Committee. 
There  came  to  inc.  a  second-hand  book- 


seller from  Boston.  He  wished  to  buy 
them.  I  declined  to  consider  this  propo- 
sition for  I  knew  well  the  difficulty  in 
getting  them  ;  and  that  they  were  the 
property  of  the  State.  The  bookseller 
said  nothing  further,  and  the  matter 
soon  passed  from  my  mind.  Being  in 
the  gallery  months  afterward,  I  missed 
those  early  laws.  1  at  once  sought  the 
librarian  and  asked  where  they  had  been 
placed.  He  informed  me  that  they  had 
been  sold  to  a  Boston  book-seller,  soul: 
months  before.  Wither  Mr.  Perry,  nor 
the  Historical  Society  had  any  right  to 
sell  them  ;  and  the  State  lost  an  invalu- 
able collection.  I  do  not  know  who 
made  the  sale:  but  T  know  that  the  laws 
disappeared.  There  was  other  work  of 
this  kind  which  sometime  I  will  relate, 
for  there  is  a  bibliographical  interest  in 
it.

1659.  Doctor  Fludd,  the  hooks  tell  me, 
'"was  esteemed  by  many  scholars  a>  a 
most  noted  philosopher,  an  eminent  phy- 
sician, and  one  strangely  profound  in 
obscure  matters."  (Wood's  Athenae  0\ 
onienses).  Again,  "He  clouded  his  mat- 
ter with  dark  language  lest  the  lustre 
thereof  should  dazzle  the  understanding 
of  his  readers;  the  same  phrases  he  used 
to  his  patients,  seeing  conceit  is  very 
contributive  to  the  well  working  of  phy- 
sics, their  (his  patients)  fancy,  and  faith 
was  much  advanced  by  his  elevated  ex- 
pressions." Fuller's  Worthies  of  ling- 
land,  London,  1662).  This  book  has 
given  me  so  much  amusement  that  1  am 
going  to  give  my  readers  a  few  speci- 
mens.    The   learned  doctor  tells  us   that 


he  printed  a  book,  in  London,  about  1630, 
entitled  "The  Squeezing  of  Parson  Fos- 
ter's Sponge,"  in  which  he- discourses  of 
"An  earl  thai  had  his  gardiner  cruelly 
wounded  in  the  hand  with  a  scythe  as  he 
was  mowing  of  grass,  the  wound  bled 
shrewdly  and  COllld  not  he  stenciled; 
they  went  up  unto  his  Lord  and  signified 
so  much  unto  him,  and  'implored  his  as- 
sistance, and  desired  some  of  his  weapon 
salve;  he  commanded  that  forthwith  the 
scythe  should  be  knocked  off  its  wooden 
handle  and  conveyed  unto  him ;  the 
wounded  fellow  hearing  so  much  took  a 
hammer  himself,  and  holding  it  with  one 
hand  he  struck  hard  upon  the  scythe 
with  the  other,  and  immediately  a  won- 
drous thing  to  tell,  and  yet  far  from  any 
suspicion  of  diabolical  an,  the  blood 
stenched  and  he  bled  not  one  drop  alter 
it,  as  if  the  mineral  spirit  which  retainest 
that  of  the  animal  were  terrified,  and.  as 
it  were,  in  awe  of  the  animal  spirit  that 
struck  it.  and  think,  lost  all  the  faculty 
of  attraction."      (p.  299).

Legai.  Remedy  Against  Soft 

Com.   Soot? 

Declared  in  a  Statute  of  1902  to  be  a 

Public  Nuisance. 


Anhracite  coal  was  shut  ott  trom  the 
people  of  the  United  States  dwelling  out- 
side of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  by  the 
secret  work  of  George  F.  Baer,  then 
President  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Company,  then  owning  or  control- 
ling coal  mines  from  the  beginning  of 
autumn  of  1902  until  near  the  end  of  the 
spring  of  1903.  The  rising  price  oi  an- 
thracite and  the  falling  price  of  bitumi- 
nous led  many  corporations  to  use  bitu- 
minous early  in  1902.  The  dense  soot 
was  unendurable  in  Providence,  but  the 
people  endured,  notwithstanding.  On  the 
3rd  of  April,  1902,  the  General  Assembly 
enacted  a  statute  entitled  "An  Act  to  de- 
fjne  and  prevent  nuisances  caused  by 
smoke."  The  law  reads:  "The  emission 
of  dense  black  or  gray  smoke  from  any 
smokestack — for  a  longer  period  than 
five  minutes  at  any  one  time — shall  be 
deemed,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
public  nuisance."  (R.  T.  Public  Laws, 
Chap.  983).  Nine  months  were  give})  to 
corporation-  to  put  their  engines  into 
such  conditions  as  would  come  within 
the  law.  It  went  into  effect  on  the  rst 
day  of  January,  1903.  Nearly  six  years 
have  passed  and  practically  nothing  in 
obedience  to  the  law  has  been  accom- 
plished by  these  corporations  to  relieve 
the    situation.      In    the    early    spring    of 


1906,  the  law  having  been  in  effect  four 
years,  the  writer  of  1>'«)K  Notes  began  a 
brief  account  of  the  evil  as  it  then  ex- 
isted; not  a  complaint  had  been  ever 
made  by  the  police,  nor  has  one  been 
made  since.  The  smoke  inspector,  Chad- 
wick,  had  existed  officially  nearly  five 
years,  with  a  $1200  salary,  and  never  a 
complaint,  so  far  as  can  be  found  by  the 
court  records  had  been  made.  The  ar- 
ticles in  Book  XoTEs  were  quickly  fol- 
lowed by  a  case  in  the  courts.  It  was 
against  the  Kendall  Soap  Company,  ll 
resulted  in  nothing,  and  was  from  start 
to  finish  a  scandalous  piece  of  legal  and 
judicial  work.  Book  Notes  has  set  it 
forth,  to  a  certain  extent,  soon  after  it 
was  ended.  (Book  Xoti:s.  v.  23.  pp.  202 
207.)  Tlie  primary  fault  lays  with  the 
smoke  inspector ;■  it  was  in  his  evidence 
and  in  his  records  he  had  inter- 
polated the  word  "light"  into  the 
statute.  The  statute  reads:  "The 
emission  of  dense  or  thick  black  or  gray 
smoke."  Mr.  Chadwick,  the  inspector, 
made  the  statute  read  under  his  testi- 
mony: "The  emission  of  dense  or  thick 
black  or  light  gray."  The  City  Solicitor 
instead  of  stopping  the  introduction  of 
this  word  allowed  the  defendant's  attor- 
ney to  play  with  it.  Can  the  inspector  of 
smoke  amend  a  statute  by  putting  in  or 
taking  out  the  words  of  a  statute. 
The  presiding  judge  let  it  all  pass;  but 
•  .''■  '  by  destroying  the  verdict  of  the 
j  try.  The  City  Solicitor  was  entitled  !o 
a  si  cond  trial.  But  he  has  never  gone  to 
*'   r    extent  in  defending  and   protecting 
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the  rights  of  the  citizens,  who  pay  for 
this  work  forty  dollars  for  each  day  for 

six  days  in  each  week.  Things  smoked 
peacefully  along  for  two  years.  I  saw 
the  dense  black  and  the  gray  smoke  in 

huge  volume?  flow  from  the  smoke 
stacks  in  the  Olneyville  district  every 
day  and  sometimes  many  times  in  a  day, 
and  took  the  time.  Under  the  statute 
each  day  is  a  separate  offence.  All  these 
twenty-four  months  the  smoke  inspector 
and  the  Assistant  City  Solicitor  have 
been  assuring  me  of  the  constant  im- 
provement in  Olneyville.  Am  1  so  aged 
that  I  cannot  see  soot  when  it  is  day- 
light? I  have  been  told  that  it  is  too  bad 
to  cripple  the  business  of  a  trust,  as  for 
instance  the  Riverside  Woolen  Company, 
by  complaints  and  actions  as  being  crea- 
tors of  public  smoke  nuisance;  and  1 
have  been  told  that  an  action  every  day 
would  destroy  the  corporations. 

If  that  were  true  this  smoke  nuisance 
statute  would  be  a  trust  buster  and  of 
immense  value  in  the  destruction  of  the 
Standard  Oil  charity.  Under  such  legal 
work  I  have  been  nearly  stunned.  But 
in     some      respects     I     am     like     Tom 


I,.  Johnson;  I'm  ready  for  a  thou 
-and  fights;  and  my  doctor  with 
great  glee  tells  me  that  I'm  good 
yet  for  fifteen  year-.  Chad  wick- 
would  do  nothing;  the  City  Solicitor 
would  do  nothing;  Chief  of  Police 
Kagan  would  do  nothing.  The  truth  is 
I'm  not  politician  enough  for  my  eminent 
friends.  So  1  concluded  to  "go  it  alone" 
for  a  while.  I  visited  first  Capt.  Whip- 
ple, the  head  of  the  Sixth  District  of  the 
police;  it  is  the  Olneyville  district.  I 
told  him  how  badly  I  felt,  not  for  my- 
self, but  for  the  general  public.  lie 
heaved  a.  sigh,  and  whispered  that  he  felt 
just  as  bad;  but  he  could  not  act  in  a 
public  smoke  nuisance  case,  unless  under 
orders  from  Chief  of  Police  Egan.

Therefore 
no  action  lies  for  a  public  or  common 
nuisance,  but  an  indictment  only.  (  Black- 
stone's  Commentaries,  v.  3.  p.  219).  Mr. 
Blackstone  gives  one  other  paragraph 
which  is  interesting:  "Every  continuance 
of  a  nuisance  is  held  to  be  a  fresh 
and  therefore  a  fresh  action  will  lie,  and 
very  exemplary  damages  will  probably 
be  given,  if  after  one  verdict  against  him 
the  defendant   lias  the  hardiness  to  con- 

v.  3,  220).  Chancellor  Kent  also  comes 
to  my  assistance.

In  the  Rhode  Island  Register  for  1823 
there  is  a  historical  paper  entitled  "Town 
of  Providence  Original  Settlement."

King  Charles,  etc.,  1641.  The  Indian 
name  of  (he  land  is  therein  called  Asho- 
coinnek."  There  is  a  deed  to  William  Ar- 


nold bearing  the  date  given  above  print- 
ed in  the  Providence  Early  Records,  in 
winch  the  word  What-cheare  occurs 
(page  no)  but  there  is  no  name  of  land 
therein  called  Ashocomack.  But  there  is 
no  known  deed  of  these  lands  to  Ben 
diet  Arnold.  The  writer  of  the  papei  • 
in  the  Register  is  not  given.  He  states: 
"The  d.eed  is  now  (iSj.$)  in  my  p 
sion."  It  has  been  supposed  that  the 
writer  of  the  paper  in  the  registei  w<- 
Moses  Brown,  1 1  Mr.  Brown  wrote  it, 
then  tiie  alleged  deed  was  in  his  posses- 
sion. No  such  died  exists  in  the  Early 
Records  of  Providence;  nor  can  it  be 
found  among  the  Moses  Brown  papers 
in  the  1  Fistorical  Society.

In  1724,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
•  on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
1  d  'Jogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725;, 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  .  - 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
pruuf  of  the  uncertaii  ty  of  their  princi- 
ple 3."  This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition— a  book  considered  in- 
sable  in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  J 
Francis  Hare.

papers  he  tells  how  the  Huguenots  in- 
troduced the  manufacture  of  silk  in  the 
Xarr.iganseit  country,  and  also  the  man- 
ufactured bandanas  there,  and  taught  the 
English  settlers  how  to  make  them.  He 
tells  of  a  doll  brought  over  in  the  Pali- 
tine.     Everybody  else  writes  it  Palatine; 


but  it  make>  little  difference.  It  was  and 
is  a  mere  legend.  There  was  no  such 
circumstance. 


Eight  years  ago  the  Rhode  Island  Su- 
preme court  gave  the  General  Assembly 
the  '"Constitutional"  power  to  release 
corporations  and  trusts  from  the  annual 
tax  necessary  to  sustain  the  existence  of 
towns,  and  of  States.

It  is  alone  in  the  public  interest 
that  I  am  working  against  the  smoke 
public  nuisance.-  My. work  when  it  is 
ended  will  win  out.  The  huge  masses 
of  soot  will  be  destroyed,  and  our  house- 
hold property  will  not  be  destroyed;  but 
greater  still  the  manufacturers  now  de- 
fying the  law  will  gain  thousands  of  dob 
lars  in  burning  the  smoke  before  it  gets 
into  the  stack.  I  ask  the  City  Solicitor 
and  the  Attorney  General  to  help  me,  for 
they  alone  can  help  me,  in  helping  those 
corporations  to  increase  their  dividends 
by  stopping  the  showers  of  soot  with 
which   these  corporations  now   cover  us. 

None  arc  so  blind  as  those  who  cannot 
sec,  but  a  man  who  can  see  and  who 
won't  see  should  be  made  to  see.  The  City 
Solicitor  and  the  Attorney  General. can 
help  me  to  give  these  breaker?  of.  a  pub- 
lic statute  a  lesson  or  two  in  optics,  the 
City  Solicitor  by  bringing  an  action 
every  day  against  a  daily  criminal  and 
the  Attorney  General  by  indictments.  I 
know  that  Mr.  Grecnough,  the  Attorney 
General,  thinks  that  he  cannot  indict, 
under  the  Court  and  Practice  act.  This 
act  I  have  explained  in  Book  Notes  of 
Nov.  18  last.  Can  the  General  Assembly 
make  a  thing  which,  is  a  public  nuisance 
not  indictable  by  a  grand  jury?  Can  the 
General  Assembly  take  away,  or  destroy. 
the  common  law  property  rights  of  the 


people?  Of  course  it  cannot.  1  repro- 
duce the  language  of  Mr.  Blackstone  and 
Mr.  Kent,  both  among  the  greatest  Eng- 
lish or  American  law  writers.  Here  is 
Mr.  Blackstone's  language: 

"The  law  gives  no  private  remedy  for 
anything  but  a  private  wrong.  There- 
fore no  action  lies  for  a  public  or  com- 
mon nuisance,  but  an  indictment  only. 
(Blackstone's  Commentaries,  v.  3,  p. 
219).  Mr.  Blackstone  gives  one  other 
paragraph  which  is  interesting:.  "Every 
continuance  oi  a  nuisance  is  held  to  be 
a  fresh  one.  and  therefore  a  fresh  action 
will  lie,,  and  very  exemplary  damages 
will  probably  be  given,  if  after  one  ver- 
dict against  him  the  defendant  has  the 
hardiness  to  continue  it."  (Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  v.  3,  2 jo).  Chancellor 
Kent  also  comes  to  my  assistance.  Here 
is  his  advice:  "In  the  midst  of  den-e 
masses  of  population,  on  the  general, 
and  rational  principle,  that  every  person 
ought  so  to  use  his  property  as  not  to 
injure  -his  neighbors,  and  that  private 
interest  must  be  made  subservient  to 
the  general  interest  of  the  community. 
(  Kent's  Commentaries  on  Amer.  Law. 
v.   2.   p.  276). 

In.  the.  light  of  such  true  fundamental 
principles,  what  is  the  use  of  telling  me 
that  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Is- 
land can  stop  an  indictment  of  a  public 
nuisance.  It  cannot  do  it.  I  will  resume.

On  the  backoj 
the  original  document  which  I  have  print 
ed  above  is  written  :  Respondent  appears 

by the  Treasurer;  pleads  not 

guilty;  case  continued  to  Oct.  9,  1008. 
for  further  hearing.  On  that  day,  "Case 
continued  Oct.  16,  1909"  (sic)..  On  that 
day  "To  be  continued  on  payment  oi 
costs,  on  motion  of  the  complainant." 
On  this  same  day  the  Atlantic  Mills 
were  fined  twenty-five  dollars  and  costs. 
Paid  the  money  and  the  case  was  ended. 
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The  cast*  against  the  American  Woolen 
Company  was,  on  request  of  the  defend- 
ant, continued  to  Dec.  4. 

The  American  Woolen  Company  is 
here  represented  by  the  Riverside  Mill,  in 
this  Olneyvilk  district.  A  newspaper  in 
reporting  the  case  gives  this  u  the  com  t 
by  the  attorney  for  the  defendant:  "He 
said  that  the  company  had  no  wish  to 
antagonize  either  the  State  nor  the  city 
and  it  was  willing  and  anxious  to  do  all 
that  it  could  to  better  conditions.  '  He 
said  that  the  company  "intended  to  install 
a  new  system,  but  that  it  would  take  at 
least  six-  weeks  to  do  this."  The  case 
was  continued  to  Dec.  4,  1908.  Just  seven 
(7)  weeks.  On  the  2nd  of  December.  I 
visited  the  neighborhood  of  this  River- 
c'>ri*  \r;n  nrwt  thU  js  what  1  saw:  "Dense 
black  smoke  from  one  Riverside  smoke 
stack  from  11:15  to  11:45  a-  m.  Time 
30  minutes.  No  shade  of  gray  whatever. 
On  the' 3rd  December,  1008,  saw  dense 
black  smoke  in  immense  volume  from 
this  same  Riverside  stack  from  7:49  until 
8:18  a.  m.  Time  29  minutes.  Xo  gray 
of  any  shade  whatever.  I  also  saw  this 
same  stack  on  the  same  day  from  10:25 
to  11  :o8  a.  m.  Time  43  minutes.  Xo  shade 
of  gray  whatever.  On  the  4th  of  "Decem- 
ber. ]  again  observed  these  chimneys.  Saw 
from  these  same  stacks  a  terribly  dense 
black  volume  of  soot  from  two  chim- 
neys; from  one  of  them  it  -"turned  to 
gray,  but  both  were,  in  violation  of  the 
law.  7:20  to  7:41  a.  m.  Time  21  min- 
utes. These  stacks  were  in  full  blast 
when  1  came  in  sight  of  them;  and  they 
were  in  full  blast  when  I  left  them.  In 
open  court  in  the  presence  of  Solicitor 
Cram  I  stated  these  facts  to  the  Honor- 
able  Judge   Lee. 

Captain  Whipple  of  the  Sixth  District 
Police  will  describe  to  a  jury,  if 
he  is  given  the  opportunity,  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  sidewalks  along  Manton 
avenue  under  this  attempt  of  the  com- 
pany  "to  better  the  conditions"  to  ac- 
complish which  the  company's  attorney 
said    "six    weeks    would     be     required." 


Seven  weeks  had  Bed  and  these  side- 
walks were  as  black  as  ink.

Christmas  Century,  one  article  stands  out 
as  of  notable  significance  and  interest, 
Andrew  Carnegie's  discussion  of  the 
tariff,  with  record  of  his  personal  rela- 
tion to  past  schedules.

In  his  argument  at  the  "'hearing"  of 
Oct.  l6  the  Assistant  City  Solicitor  used 
this  language  concerning  certain  corpora- 
tions: Where -these  companies  "tried  a!

The  work  of  this  trust  for 
the  two  days  before  the  '"hearing"  (now 
four  times  postponed)  was  simply  damn- 
able. This  was  the  first  time  in  these 
seven  years  that  any  action  had  been 
taken  against  this  Trust,  and  so  far 
these  actions  have  resulted  in  nothing. 
How   long   have   the   Atlantic   Mills   and 
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,  the  Riverside  Mills  *  *  i  r  i  c  d  to  live  up  to 
the  provisions  of  the  law.  Is  it  such 
work  that  "inclines  the  City  Solicitor  to 

he  lenient?" 

Six  weeks  since,  a  little  machine  was 
added  to  one  of  the  boilers  in  the  Paine 
&  Sackett  building  on  Eagle  street.  The 
addition  was  made  in  a  few  hours,  one 
Sunday,  when  the  engines  were  idle.  It 
was  done  by  the  engineer  and  the  stok- 
ers. They  explained  to  me  its  operation. 
I  asked  to  see  it — the  operation.  Soft 
coal  was  shoveled  in  by  the  stoker;  I 
saw  it  done;  took  my  stand  outside  in 
order  to  see  the  black  soot  fly — it  flew. 
1  walked  one  minute  by  the  watch;  sig- 
nalled to  stop  the  black  soot ;  in  twenty 
seconds  every  particle  of  smoke,  black 
and  gray,  or  both,  had  disappeared. 
Now  Solicitor  Cram  knows  all  this. 
There  is  not  a  stack  in  Olneyville 
that  cannot  be  fixed  in  one  day  to 
destroy  all  smoke  of  any  color.  The 
refusal  of  the  City  Solicitor  and  Chief 
Egan  to  act  is  the  whole  trouble  with 
the  public  nuisance  law. 


Things  do  move.  Here  is  a  bit  of  evi- 
dence : 

"Declaring  that  the  custom  of  fumigat- 
ing rooms  which  had  been  occupied  by 
diseased  persons  is  a  modification  of  the 
old-time  custom  of  burning  incense  to 
appease  dertain  deities  and  that  so-called 
sanitary  practice  was  due  to  superstition, 
Dr.  Charles  V.  Chapin,  Superintendent 
of  Health  of  this  city,  astonished  the 
meeting  of  Jefferson  Medical  College 
(Graduates  at  the  University  Club  last 
evening.  Dr.  Chapin  also  declared  that 
more  practical  doctors  are  needed.  In 
relation  to  the  statement  about  fumiga- 
tion he  said  that  in  many  cases  he  had 
found  more  diphtheria  after  fumigating 
than  before  and  that  he  has  now  stopped 
the  practice."

A  fragment  of  the  genealogy  of  the 
Arnold  family  limited  to  the  descendants 
of  William  Arnold  and  his  son,  Benedict 
Arnold,  was  printed  by  George  C.  Ar- 
nold privately,  but  lor  sale  about  1850.

"Tariff  Thieves  and  Tariff  Hogs"  is 
the  name  winch  Charles  Francis  Adams 
gives  practically  to  those  who  voted  the 
Republican  ticket;  the  "help"  under  the 
la^h  of  dismissal  threatened  by  his  em- 
ployer   at    the    latest   election    voted    for 
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these  "Tariff  Thieves  and  Tariff  Hogs;" 
let  us  hope  the  last  of  its  kind. 

Congress  has  no  more  legal  right  to 
give  tariffs  to  trusts  and  corporations 
than  the  R.  I.  General  Assembly  has  to 
release  corporations  and  trusts  for  the 
taxation  necessary  to  support  our  gov- 
ernments.

Cyrus  Redding,  an  English  literary

"It  will  tend  to  moderate  the  falsehoods 
and  extravagances  of  many  of  our  own 
publications  oi  that  time  (  1808-1815)  de- 
signedly exaggerated  as  they  were  for 
the  purpose  of  keeping  the  old  system  of 
things  in  Europe.  Sir  Walter  Scott's 
Life  of  Napoleon  may  be  cited  as  a 
proof  of  the  disregard  to  fact,  with 
which  party  spirit  infected  the  writers 
of  those  times,  distinguished  as  he 
Scott  was  in  genius,  and  in  all  but 
political  honesty  and  fair  dealing.'"  (v. 
2,  p.  I/O).  The  new-papers  of  to-day.

of  deaths  by  erysipelas,  syphilis,  and  more 
recently  tetanus,  or  lock-jaw.  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health  of  Rhode  Island. 
Such  work  is  simply  terrible;  done,  too. 
by  men  to  whom  other  men  entrust  their 
lives.  This  changing  from  vaccine  virus 
to  serum  is  a  confession  of  fraud  in 
using  it.  The  same  diseases  do  not 
exist  in  each. 

The  cleath  rate  among  children  under 
five  years  of  age  by  erysipelas  recorded 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  since  the 
organization  of  this  Board  is  positively 
astounding.  The  Board  was  established 
in  1853.

Sir  James  Murray,  the  editor  in  chief 
of  the  Greatest  Dictionary  of  the   Eng- 
lish  Language  ever  yet  made,   and  now

Bartlett's  Dictionary  of  Americanisms, 
or  in  some  other  dictionary,  where  Bart- 
lett  is  cited.  Much  enquiry  has  been  re- 
cently made  here,  but  the  results  are  not 
yet  quite  satisfactory  to  the  learned  gen- 
tlemen. The  inquiry  came  at  last  to  me, 
arid  I  will  enter  the  lists.  First,  then,  as 
to  the  introduction  of  these  two  words 
into  Rhode  Island  political  history.  The 
words  proxy,  or  proxsie.  had  been  in 
constant  use  in  the  English  Parliament 
for  three  hundred  years  before  the  col- 
ony of  Provider.ee  was  organized,  in 
1647.  At  this  organization,  in  May,  1647, 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  whole  body 
of  the  freemen  met  at  Newport  to  or- 
ganize the  governments,  to  elect  general 
officers,  and  to  enact  a  code  of  law  in 
passing,  I  say,  one  of  the  best  codes  ever 
enacted  in  these  United  States.  On  the 
19th  day  of  May  the  Freeman  enacted 
this  law:  "It  was  agreed  and  ordered  that 
a  wee!;  before  any  General  Court  notice 
should  be  given  to  every  town  by  the 
head  officer  that  they  (the  freemen) 
choose  a  committee  for  the  transaction 
of  affairs  there,  except  it  be  for  the  elec- 
tion of  General  officers,  and  such  as  go 
not  may  send  their  votes  sealed."  (R.  I. 
Col.  Rec.  1.  147).  The  word  proxy  is 
not  used.    But  the  thing  done  was  a  vote 


by  proxy.  The  reason  for  doing  it  was 
to  save  freemen  from  Warwick  or  othei 
distant  towns  from  travelling  long  dis- 
tances to  Newport  to  cast  a  vote,  as  well 
as  the  time  lost  in  doing  it.  The  charter 
of  Chares  the  Second,  1663,  went  into 
operation,  but  was  never  adopted  by  the

The  earliet  mention  in  the  Records  oi 
the  word  prox,  so  far  as  1  have  yet  dis- 
covered, is  i^oN.  Jt  there  meant  a  ballot, 
or  as  now  called,  a  ticket.  It  is  not  prob- 
able that  those  proxies,  or  ballots,  or 
tickets  were  printed.  The  earliest  prim- 
ing press  was  at  Newport  in  1727;  the 
next  at  Providence,  1762.  In  i7()7-  thei 
was  a  fierce  political  war  raging,  calle 
the  Ward  and  Hopkins.  A  compromise 
was  suggested  and  circulars  were  printed 
and  circulated.  In  tin's  circular  it  was 
proposed  that  ''only  one  prox  will  be 
printed."  The  inference  would  he  that 
proxys  or  ballots  had  before  been  print 
ed.  The  word  proxy  was  not  of  Rhode 
Island  origin.  A  member  of  the  Eng- 
lish Parliament  could  give  a  "proxy"  to

There  are  few  families  here  in  Rhode 
Island  whose  ancestry  dales  back  to  the 
lirsl  colonial  foundation  with  cleaner 
records  than  the  Tillinghasts,  descended 
from  Pardon  Tillinghast  in  the  year 
[645.  Tin's  thought  came  to  me  by  means 
n\  ;i  little  essay  bearing  the  name,  "A 
Little  Journey  to  the  Home  of  Elder 
Pardon  Tillinghast.'"  It  is  an  elegantly 
printed  little  pamphlet  (brochure  is  the 
French  way  of  naming,  but  I  hate  the 
word  when  I  am  trying  to  write  Eng- 
lish) of  2S  pages  with  the  printer's  pagi- 
nations correct.  It  was  written  by  John 
Avery  1  liliugliasl,  a  iiieiubej  wi  L.k 
Rhode  Island  bar,  and  a  son  of  Judge 
Tillinghast  of  the  Rhode  Island  Supreme 
court,  who  knew  me  well,  as  I  knew  him, 
and  each  of  us  admired  the  other.  The 
worst  fault  with  this  little,  altogether 
too  brief,  essay,  is  that  the  writer  of  it 
was  too  modest  in  setting-  forth  the 
sterling  goodness  whicJh  existed  in  so 
many  of  the  descendants  of  his  own  pa- 
ternal ancestor.  I  will  men' ion  one 
Thomas  Tillinghast,  one  of  the  judges 
who  did  nor  ""skip"  in  the  Trevett  vs. 
Weeden  case,  now  so  famous  in  the  judi- 
cial history  of  Rhode  Island.  Four  of 
the  Judges  were  brought  before  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  be  tried  for  their  ac- 
tion in  the  ease.  J  will  give  the  reply  oi 
Judge  Tillinghast  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly's action  at  the  close  of  the  trial, 
which  was  printed  by  myself  thirty-three 
years  since. 

During  this  terrific  ordeal.  Judge  Til- 
linghast bore  himself  with  becoming  dig- 
nit}-.

ciary iA  the  State  was  liable  to  reprehen 
sion  whenever  the  caprice  or  the  resent- 
ment of  a  few  leading  men  sh  :;  I  direcl 
a  public  enquiry;  as  one  member  of  the 
court  he  felt  himself  perfectly  independ- 
ent While  moving  in  the  circle  of  his 
duty,  and  however  he  might  be  affected 
for  the  honor  of  the  State,  he  was  whol- 
ly indifferent  about  any  consequences 
j  that  might  possibly  respect  himself.

world.  Mr.  Shepley  ghes  many  inter 
esting  details  of  its  career.  Lloyd,  as 
far  as  now  known,  did  no  insurance  him- 
self; ii  was  done  by  his  patrons,  who 
became  underwriters;  otherwise  insur- 
ance clubs.  An  insurance  primed  news- 
paper, or  circular,  Mr.  Shepley  says,  was 
started  by  Lloyd,  in  1696.  This  cannot 
be  correct,  but  I  cannol  give  myself  time 
to  correct  it.  One  other  amusing  story 
Mr.  Shepley  lias  told  us. 

II*  me<  in  London  a  Mr.  Westmacott, 
manager  of  the  ''Liverpool,  ami  London, 
and  (the  entire)  Globe  Insurance  Com- 
pany."

"There  was  a  man  in  here  yesterday  who 
said  the  Americans  have  a  very  queer 
method  of  handling  certain  lines  of  in- 
surance, by  writing  fo'r  a  single  premium 
a  policy  which  has  no  expiration,  and 
will  run  on  forever.  I  (Mr.  Westma- 
cott) told  him  {the  man)  thai  tins  was 
incredible,  that  such  a  practice  was  ab- 
solutely unknown,  and  that  no  respect- 
able insurance  company  would  ever  write 
such  a  policy."  Mr.  Shepley  continues: 
"Mr.  Westmacott  was  astounded  when  1 
told  him  that  {-the  man)  his  friend  was 
quite    right,   that   such  policies   had   been 


written  in  the  LTnited  States  for  a  great 
many  years,  and  thai  his  own  office  had 
d  me  it."  Such  a  condition  seems  impos 
sible,  but  i:  gives  tremendous  interest  in 
Mr.  Shipley's  title  to  his  address,  ''In- 
surance Practices  in  Foreign  Cow:;  r'u 
i  lie  men  who  manage  them  do  not  seem 
to  know  their  own  business.  In  France 
they  arc  just  as  queer.  Mr.  Sheplcy's 
address  is  a  beaut: fully  printed  small 
quarto  oi  sixt\  pages,  but  just  here  I 
will  call  the  attention  of  the  prim  r  1  < 
his  incorrect  pagination.  There  is  an 
unpretending  style  of  composition  in  this 
address  which  is  most  excellent,  for  it 
seems  to  keep  us  listening,  and  gives  us 
interest  in  every  word  which  the  speaker 
uttered.  There  is  nothing  bom-bom- 
bombastic  in  it.  Few  of  us  will  ever  be 
able  to  write  so  interestingly.

Will  you  allow 
me  to  protest  against  the  word  "non- 
sense"? It  is,  3  know,  popular  to  speak  in 
tins  way  of  beliefs  which  were  once 
universal  or  all  but  universal,  though 
now  more  or  less  outworn.  But  this  at- 
titude seems  to  me  uncritical  and  tin- 
philosophical.  So  far  as  witchcraft  1's 
concerned,  let  me  call  your  attention  to 
Prof.  George  P.  Kittredge's  "Notes  on 
Witchcraft"   printed   in    the   Proceedings 


of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society 
for  April,  1007.  It  is  no  more  proper, 
;  -  i;  seems  to  me,  to  speak  of  the  "di>- 
grace"  of  witchcraft,  than  it  is  to  speak 
of  tin-  "disgrace"  of  the  judicial  punish- 
ment of  burning  alive.  Yet  this  penalty 
v\  as  imposed  in  different  parts  of  this 
country  in  the  17th,  18th  and  19:!;  cen- 
turies. As  for  ">uch  nonsense"  as  the 
ordeal  by  touch,  it  may  be'  true,  as  some 
of  you  Rhode  Island  historians  would 
1  ave  us  believe,  that  the  Rhode  Island- 
ers of  the  17th  century  were  so  different 
from  other  human  beings  in  all  parts  of 
the  world  as  not  to  share  the  beliefs  of 
the  latter;  but,  though  1  am  willing  to 
admit,  on  the  authority  of  such  histo- 
rians, that  the  Rhode  Islanders  of  the 
17th  century  were  queer,  vet  I  am  loath 
;<>  believe  that  they  were  so  exceeding- 
ly queer  as  you  historians  try  to  make 
t.h em  out  to  have  been.  One  reason  for 
my  scepticism  is  furnished  by  the  facts 
that  burning  alive  as  a  legal  punishment 
was  recognized  in  Rhode  Island  in  1647 
( R.  I.  Col.  Records,  1.  160,  161,  162).

where; and  in  Rhode  Island  became  oh-  ! 
solete  when  the  Constitution  of  1842  was 
adopted."     I   was  asked  solely    with   ref- 
erence  to    Rhode   Island.       1     have    an- 
swered.    1  have  not   failed. 

I  will  come  now  to  the  letter  of  De- 
cember 28th  last.  A  belief  in  witchcraft 
is  a  disgrace  to  the  intelligence  of  men. 
Jt  was  never  anything  else,  nor  will  it 
ever  be  anything,  hut  a  disgrace.  So  too 
it  is,  with  the  "ordeal  by  touch,"  in  a 
murder  trial  here  in  Rhode  Island.  It 
was  the  ''ordeal  of  tin:  bier"  in  ancient 
linns  in  uncivilized  countries.  All  such 
work  was  wit";-'1  out  in  Englan  !  in  ::::" 
and  trials  by  Jury  were  established.  A 
man  suspected  of  murder,  while  not  on 
trial,  hut  only  suspected,  ''was  requested 
to  touch  the  corpse — if  he  was  guilty,  the 
blood  of  the  dead  body  would  start  forth 
afresh,"  It  is  nearly  seven  hundred 
years  since  such  a  thing  could  he  done  in 
England,;  and  here  comes  an  Englishman 
(I  suppose)  asking  if  I  knew  of  a  case, 
in  Rhode  Island.  Xo  I  do  not.  Like 
witchcraft  it  was  a  disgrace  to  the  intelli- 
gence of  men.     1  proceed  to  cite. 

"It  is  no  more  proper,  as  it  seems  to 
me  to  speak  of  the  'disgrace'  of  witchcraft 
than  it  is  to  speak  of  the  disgrace  of  the 
Judicial  punishment  of  burning  alive,  i 
Yet  this  penalty  Was  imposed  in  different 
pans  of  the  country  in  the  17th,  iS'h  and 
19th  centuries  (otherwise  from  A.  D. 
1700  to  1900)  ;  *  *  *  Rhode  I -land 
historians  would  have  us  believe  that  the 
Rhode  Islanders  of  the  17th  century 
(1636-1700)  were  so  different  from  other 
human  being-  in  all  parts  of  the  world  as 
not  to  share  the  beliefs  of  the  latter,  etc. 
One  reason  for  my  scepticism  is  fur- 
nished by  the  fad  that  burning  alive  as  a 
legal  punishment  was  recognized  in 
Rhode  Island  in  1647.  (  R.  J.  Col.  Rec- 
ord- i,  pp.  160,  161,  162)."  It  seems 
strange    to    me    that    an     educated     man 


could  make  such  a  statement.  There  is 
not  one  word  oi  truth  in  it.  Thai 
v\  -i-  done  was  done  in  16  \7  <v.d  of  a  >ui  ■ 
u.i-  clone  under  the  Warwick  charter  of 
[643-4.  LTnder  this  charter  the  frcenii  11 
could  make  such  civil  laws  and  inrlicl 
such  punishments  as  the  greatest  pari  (n 
majority)  shall  by  free  consent  agree 
unto;  provided  nevertheless  that  the  sai  1 
Laws  and  Punishments  for  the  Civil 
government  of  the  said  Plantations  be 
conformable  to  the  Laws  of  England." 
( R.  1.  Col  Rec.  1.  145. )  Now  let  me 
show  you  what  the  Freemen  did.  Three 
crim.es  were  set  forth,  High  Treason, 
Misprison  of  Treason  and  Pettic 
Treason,  and  the  punishment  inflicted  b\ 
the  English  statutes,  from  the  year  13.-0 
to  the  times  we  are  considering.  The 
setting  forth  these  crimes  in  our  Colonial 
Records  cited  here  by  Matthews  was 
merely  the  preamble  to  the  law  which 
the  General  Assembly  enacted.  The 
freemen  set  forth  those  punishments 
(pages  160,  161,  162  Col.  Rec),  but  never 
inflicted  them  ;  on  the  contrary  they  en- 
acted this  law:  "It  is  agreed  and  by  this 
present  Assembly  enacted,  that  if  any 
person  or  persons  inhabiting  in  this  col- 
ony from  henseforth  shall  commit  or 
attempt  the  committing  of  any  such 
grievous  offences  as  is  above  said,  he 
shall  be  brought  before  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  where  being  thereof  law- 
fully convicted  he  shall  be  sent  by  the 
colonie  unto  our  Noble  Lords,  further  to 
be  tried  and  to  receive  for  his  offence  as 
the  law  requires."  This  was  the  law  of 
the  colony.  Never  was  any  living  p(  rs  » 
burned  for  crime  in  Rhode  Island;  and 
this  law  is  on  page  161,  in  the  very  cen- 
tre of  the  pages  cited  by  this  acute  re- 
searcher. Before  Leaving  this  subject, 
"judicial  burning  alive/'  let  me  produce 
\hc  "witchcraft  law  of  1647.''  Witch-

In  my  last  article  1  have  shown  thai 
voting  by  proxy  was  done  by  using  a 
prvx  until  the  adoption  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  [842.  I  do  not  know  of  any  other 
State  in  which  public  elections  were  held 
in  this  way.  Certainly  I  know  of  no  evi 
deuce  of  it  in  Connecticut;  I  believe 
Truinbull- does  not  mention  it.  ]  have 
also  stated  that  this  word  "prox"  has 
not  been  used  here  in  any  wav  since.

When  Book  Notes  was  so  fiercely  at 
work  to  stop  mill  owners  along  the  Paw- 
tuxet  river  from  gathering  tons  of 
human  cxcremenl  ami  throwing  it  into 
the  water,  which  every  one  i<i  us  was 
foiwd  to  drink.

An 
action  every  day  ought  to  be  brought 
and  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  would  stop  at 
once  such  work.  There  was  then  no  law 
directing  the  bringing  of  such  an  action. 
It  could  be  clone  under  the  common  law. 
Xow  there  is  a  statute  directing  the 
bringing  oi  action  every  day  for  this 
public muisance  smoke.  But  it  has  never 
been  done. 

Another  difficulty,  as  I  regard  it  is,  the 
Smoke  Inspector  thinks  he  has  no  power 
to  make  complaints  against  corporations. 
These  corporations  could  well  afford  to 
pay  Mr.  Cradwick  to  bring-  actions  every 
day.  It  would  result  in  their  producing 
cloth  at  a  much  lower  cost  than  they 
can  do  it,  belching  soot:

William  Somner  was  born  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  1598.  He  was 
clerk  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  coma  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show;  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  tlii.se  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  .State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  he  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex-. 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind).

Arnold,  father  and  son,  ancestors  of  j 
James  X.  Arnold,  who  is  writing  such  j 
rotten  stuff.     These  Arnolds  at  once  went    } 
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secretly   at    work,    by    actual    frauds,    to 
wrench     the     lands     which     Gorton     had 
bought    from   the  Great    Sachems  of  the 
Xarragansetts.     Their  plan   was  to   take 
advantage  of  the  murder  of  Miantonomi 
under  the  orders  of  the  ministers  of  the 
established  Massachusetts  CLuiJi-  lu 
from   low   Indian   chiefs   Deeds   of   these 
same,  lands— Record  lite  Deeds  at  Bostoi   ; 
and    then    bring    here    a     Massachusetts 
army    to    seize    Gorton,   and    his    com- 
panions,  and   their   land-.     The   purpose 
of   the   Arnolds    was    to   get    these   laud- 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachu- 
setts   colon}'.      That    being   once    accom- 
plished, the  worthless  Indian  Deeds  held 
by  the  Arnolds,  and  recorded  in  Boston, 
would  become  valid  and  the  lands  would 
vest  in  these  Arnolds.     The  Arnolds  1  ad 
personally   submitted    themselves    to    the 
Massachusetts  colony.    But  their  schemes 
never  bore    fruit.     The   English   govern- 
ment gave  justice  to  Gorton.    Such  is  the 
actual  history.     Mr.  Gorton  had  bought 
from   the  great   Sachems  these   land-,  on 
the  12th  of  January,  1642.     In  the  spring 
aiul  summer  of  that  year  ten,  or  perhaps 
a   dozen  men   had  settled  on   these  land-. 
But  trouble  arose  almost  immediately  by 
the  secret  treachery  of  the  Arnold-.      It 
was  not  a   matter  of   Religious   Liberty, 
nor  of  "Mental"    Freedom.     But   it   was 
the    right    of    ownership     of     the     lands 
which,  they  had  bought  from  Mianlin  >mi. 
Men  saw  at  once  the  absolute  necessity 
for  colonial  government  here  in  order  to 
save  their  homes  from  the  grasp  of  Ply- 
mouth   and    the    Massachusetts.      While

things  were  in  this  condition  of  fermen- 
tation, on  the  19th  September,  164^,  a 
meeting  was  called  on  Acquidnec  [slaird 
of  the  principal  men  trixn  Portsmouth 
and  Newport  to  consider  the  matter  oi 
obtaining  a  charter  for  the  organization 
of  the  towns.  Not  a  man  from  Provi- 
dence was  at  this  meeting.  Warwick  did 
not  exist;  in  truth,  its  existence  had 
never  been  considered.  The  Acquidnec 
meeting  acted  immediately,  inviting 
Roger  Williams  to  go  at  once  to  Eng- 
land, to  obtain  a  charter.  He  agreed  at 
once,  and  money  was  individually  raised 
to  pay  the  expense.  He  reached  Eng- 
land in  July  following,  and  without  or- 
iders  from  anybody,  or  direction-  from 
anybody,  went  at  work  upon  the  Instru- 
ment. U  was  granted  on  the  fourteenth 
of  March.  [643-4.  Providence  had  been 
planted  seven  years  before,  on  the  prin- 
cipal of  Religious  Liberty,  by  Roger  Wil- 
liams Williams  had  done  this  one  year 
before  Samuel  Gorton  landed  at  Boston. 
In  drafting  the  Charter  of  1644,  Williams 
fixed  in  it  the  principle  of  Religious  Lib- 
erty. So  far  as  the  men  of  the  Town 
of  Warwick  had  to  do  with  "Soul"  Lib- 


erty, or  its  planting  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, was  positively  nothing.  Religious 
Liberty  had  been  fixed  here  eleven  years 
before  tin-  Town  of  Warwick  was 
formed  or  named.  It  did  not  exist.  S  >, 
too,  with  the  foundation  of  the  Colony. 
Roger  Williams  was  alone  in  London 
doing  the  work  of  writing  the  Charter, 
and  getting  it  granted.  Samuel  Gorton, 
in  person,  and  every  other  man  on 
the  lands  which  they  had  bought  from 
the  Sachems,  had  been  siezed  by  the 
army,  which  William  Arnold  and  his 
precious  son  Benedict  had  brought 
down  here  from  Boston,  and  taken  to 
Boston,  where  all  were  confined  in  prison 
during  the  entire  period  that  Roger  Wil- 
liams was  occupied  in  the  preparation 
and  obtaining  the  granting  of  the  Char- 
ter of  1643-4.  Xot  one  ot  these  men  ob- 
tained his  liberty  until  Williams  had  ob- 
tained the  Charter,  and  was  about  to  re- 
turn with  it.  These  are  the  essential 
facts  in  the  case.  But  I  am  going  to 
consider  James  X.  Arnolds  stuff  more  in 
detail,  citing  some  of  his  paragraphs.

Mr.  Arnold  says:  "The  Warwick  men  I

was  no  "Island  Colony;"  and  the  colony  i 
of  Rhode  Island  did  not  exist  until 
twenty  yeafS  later.  The  men  ow  Aquid- 
nec  did  nothing  to  help  Gorton,  no;  a 
finger  was  lifted  neither  to  strike  nor  to 
w  rite  a  word  offering  assistance.  Now 
read  what  Gorton  himself  lias  put  upon 
record  in  1646:  "During  the  time  oi 
this  truce  the  men  oi  Providence  un- 
known to  us  sent  a  letter  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Massachusetts  colony" 
(Simplicities  Defence,  1 835,  ed.  p.  105). 
For  the  letter  itself  see  the  same  book, 
pp.  103-108.  I  have  not  done  half  that 
I  could  do  with  this  "historic"'  essay;  but 
I  have  shown  enough  to  make  the  lack 
of  veracity  clear.  Xo  writer  pretending 
to  write  history  has  a  right  under  the 
recorded  facts  to  make  such  assertions 
as  James  Arnold  constantly  makes. 
What  does  he  gain  by  doing  such  work? 
The  Tribune  pays  nothing,  and  that  is 
precisely  their  value.  In  another  aspect 
these  letters  have  benefitted  the  History 
of  Rhode  Island,  in  that  they  have  led 
to  the  crystalizarion  of  the  infamous 
treachery  and  rascality  of  the  Arnolds 
who  first  comes  here. 

In  one  of  his  valuable  letters  Mr.  Ar- 
nold gives  the  credit  of  being  the  De- 
fender of  Soul  Liberty  to  Caddington ; 
in  another  letter  he  gives  the  credit  to 
William  Arnold,  and  his  sou  Benedict; 
in  another  the  credit  goes  to  Richard 
Scott ;  and  now  he  gives  it  to  the  town 
of  Warwick.

writing  ? 
Tin   few  words  I  quoted  from  Staplcs's 

Annals  of  Providence  were  correctly 
quoted.  In  tie  absence  of  evidence  lo 
the  contrary,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  a 
book  printed  in  1843,  and  with  a  preface 

(signed  by  the  Committee  of  Publica- 
tion of  lie  Rhode  Island  Historical  So- 
ciety) dated  June,  1843,  was  written  in 
1S43.  Because  Staples  chose  to  end  his 
Annals  with  the  year  1832,  it  does  not 
follow  thai  his  book  was  written  in  1832. 
On  p.  634  he  gives  the  amount  of  the 
public  debt  of  Providence  in  1842.  On 
the  same  page  he  says:  "Until  within  a 
few  year.-,  no  regular  bill  of  mortality 
has  been  kept  in  Providence.  By  refer- 
ence to  them,  since  kept,  it  appears  that 
the  (1,  ;.:.•.<  In  1X10  w,-tv>  552,  in  [841,  677, 
and  in  1842,  702."  Finally,  pp.  635-644 
contain  the  "Ecclesiastical  History,  from 
Adoption  of  City  Charter  to  1843,"  in 
which  (p.  644;  there  is  an  allusion  to 
"January,  1843."' 

The  punishment  of  burning  alive  was 
never,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  imposed  in 
Rhode  Island,  nor  did  I  assert  that  it 
was.  My  exact  words,  correctly  quoted 
by  you  (p.  4),  were  "that  burning  alive 
as  a  legal  punishment  was  recognized  in 
Rhode  Island  in  1647."  In  May  of  that 
year  the  Rhode  Island  Assembly  de- 
clared, "we  doe  agree  vnto,  and  by  the 
authoritie  above  said,  Inact,  establish, 
and  confirme  the^e  orders  following.  ... 
it  i-  agreed,  by  tin's  present  Assembly, 
and  that  according  to  the  Law  of  our 
Land,  to  forbid  Pettie  Treason  to  be 
committed  in  this  Colonic;  ....  And  fur- 
there  wee  doe  declare,  that  the  penaltie 
for  Pettie  Treason,  that  wc  are  all  sub- 
jected to  is,  the  man  to  be  drawn  and 
hanged,  the  woman  to  be  burnt  alive  and 
the  accessories  hanged."  ( R.  I.  Colo- 
nial Records,  i.  157.  161,  162).  If 
that  does  not  constitute  "recognition"  of 
the  legal  punishment  of  burning  alive,  I 
do  not   know   whai   does. 

At   the   same   meeting.   "Witchcraft   is 
i    forbidden   by   this  present   Assembly   to 
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be  used  in  his  Colonic;  and  the  Penaltie 
imposed  by  the  aulhoritip  that  we  .are 
subjected  to,  is  Felonie  of  Death.''  (R. 
I.  Col.  Records,  i.  166).  The  English 
law  was  by  this  order  made  the  law  of 
Rhode  Island;  and  the  enactment  oi  tiie 
law  is  itself  proof  of  the  belief  in 
witchcraft  on  the  part  of  those  enacting 
the  law.  In  hi-  "History  of  the  Criminal 
Law  of  Rhode  Island,*'  1854,  Judge. 
Staples  said.  "Witchcraft  was  forbidden, 
and  punishable  as  by  the  laws  oi  Eng- 
land, with  death"'  (p.  4).  And  again, 
speaking  of  the  criminal  an\c  of  [647,  he 
remarks:  "According  to  its  provisions, 
High  Treason,  murder,  petit  treason, 
including  therein  treason  against  the 
colony,  manslaughter,  witchcraft,  bur- 
glary,  robbery,  arson,  including  the 
burning  of  barns  having  corn  therein, 
rape  and  the  crimes  against  nature,  were 
punishable  capitally.  Compared  with  the 
criminal  codec  of  England  or  with  the 
codes  of  the  neighboring  colonies  in 
America,  the  list  is  small,  though  large 
enough  to  excite  our  regret,"  (p.  7).  As 
a  descendant  of  men  who  lived  in  Rhode 
Island  in  the  17th  and  '1 8th  centuries,  it 


seems  to  me  thai  Judge  Staples's  remark 
hist  quoted  is  judicious  and  impartial. 

In  regard  to  the  "bier-right"  or  "law 
of  the  bi.  r"  or  '"ordeal  of  the  bier"  or

(p.  4)  The  last  part  of  this  statement 
is    incorrect.

|  land  in  ion,  162S.  1644,  1661,  1676,  1 68,5, 
and  1688;  in  New  England  in  [644,  1646. 
1675  and  1678;  in  Virginia  in  1680,  1825 
and  1868;  in  New  jersey  in  1767;  in  Ohio 
in  1803;  in  New  York'  in  1824;  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1833;  and  in  Illinois  in  1869. 
On  p.  4,  quoting  my  statement  that 
"this  penalty  was  imposed  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  in  the  17th,  iStb  and 
19th  centuries/'  you  add,  as  if  also  wril- 
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ten  b>  me,  ''otherwise  from  A.  D.  1700 
to  1900)."  The  words  in  parenthesis 
were  not  written  by  me.  The  "i/th,  iSth 
and  19th  centuries"  may  extend  from 
[601  to  1900,  but  do  not  necessarily  do 
so.  The  cases  of  legal  burning  alive  in 
this  country  run,  so  far  as  I  am  aware, 
from  about  1609  to  a! mil  [825.  Willi  two 
exceptions,  all  the  persons  who  suffered 
this  penalty  were  negroes.  Since  1825 
many  persons  have  been  burned  alive-  in 
this  country,  but  illegally,  as  the  mani- 
festation of  lynch-law. 

In  regard  to  prox  and  proxy,  you  say: 
"What  'special  senses'  Bartlett  injected 
I  fail  to  see."  (pp.  3"4>-  The  special 
senses  are  three,  (1)  Voting  by  proxy 
in  political  elections.  If  Mich  a  practice 
was  known  elsewhere  than  in  Rhode  Is- 
ia.,j  ancj  Connccicut,  the  fact  would  be 
of  interest.  (-')  The  word  prox  as  ap- 
plied in  Rhode  Island,  defined  by  Bart- 
lett in  the  4th  edition  (1877)  of  his  Dic- 
tionary of  Americanisms  thus:  "Prox 
means  the  ticket  or  list  of  candidates  at 
elections  presented  to  the  people  for 
their  votes."  (3)  The  terms  proxy  and 
proxy  day,  applied  in  Connecicut  to  an 
election  day.  While  Bartlett  docs  not 
himself  define  this  special  sense,  yet  it 
is  defined  in  the  extracts  quoted  by  him. 
So  far  as  has  been  shown,  these  three- 
special  senses  of  the  words  prox  and 
proxy  were  confined  to  Rhode  Island  and. 
Connecticut. 

On  December  26th  yon  stated  (p.  204) 
that  "the  last  Rhode  Island  prox  ever 
use  ....  was  used  in  May,  1842.;*'  on 
January  9  you  said  (p.  i)  that  "'prox' 
ceased  to  be  used  in  1842;"'  and  oh  Jan- 
uary 9  you  again  asserted  (p.  5)  tnal 
since  1842  "this  word  "prox"  has  not 
been  used  here  (Rhode  Island)  in  any 
way."  There  is  reason  for  believing  that 
this  statement  is  in  correct.  Writing  in 
looj  Mr.  Clarence  S.  Brigham  referring 
to  the  election  of  184-5.  said:  "Byr  m  Di- 
mon,  however,  the  Whig,  or  Law  and 
Order  candidate  for  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, was  elected  over  Robert  Hazard, 
the    Liberation    candidate,    and     all     the

William  Somner  was  born  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  15&S.  lie  was 
clerk  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  court  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show;  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  hud  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  he  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauctomted  meant  at  that  time 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  for 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
Charles   the  First.

I  have  long  hesitated  at  reviewing  tin's 
monograph,  because  of  the  anger,  or 
hatred  which  such  work  engenders. 
Most  authors  desire  no  critical  examina- 
tion oi  their  work,  but  only  unbounded 
commendation.  In  law,  or  in  history,  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  case  i-  different. 
Law  which  is  not  true,  is  a  fraud;  and 
"history"  which  is  not  true,  is  worse 
than  fiction.  Erroneous,  or  false  state- 
ments, in  these  two  lines  of  study  are 
hurtful  to  men  because  or  their  deceit- 
This  monograph  seems  to  have  been  a 
part  of  some  volume,  or  law  publication. 


Its  pages  are  numbered  541-577-  It  so 
closely  touches  Rhode  Island  that  I  am 
obliged   to  review    it. 

On  page  5-|_>  occurs  this  paragraph: 
"Between  1636  and  1643  there  had 
sprung  up  around  Narragansett '  Bay 
foui  settlements  oi  some  considerable 
s i ze —  1  *ro v i den ce.  X  e vvport,  Portsmou 1 1 1 
and  Warwick."  No  town,  or  settlement, 
with  the  name  "Warwick"  existed  here 
until  1647;  after  the  adoption  by  the 
Freeman  of  the  '"Warwick"  charter. 

On  pages  542_3.  Professor  Maxey 
gives  a  large  extract  from  this  Warwick 
charter.  This  extract  he  took  from  the 
R.  1.  Colonial  Records  (v.  i.  p.  144). 
This  version,  introduced  by  Barllett,  is  a 
mass  of  error,  lie  has  omitted  several 
paragraphs,  and  many  word-  contained 
in  the  recorded  copy.  Fortunately  i' 
preserved  the  principles  of  Religious 
Liberty,  the  Rights  of  Oovermnent  in 
the  fixed  inhabitants,  the  Majority  Vole 
controlling,  Property  Rights,  etc.  This 
charter  was  the  most  honest  and  must 
just  charter  ever  made  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  people.  It  was  the  work- 
solely  of  Roger  Williams;  and  is  con- 
structed upon  the  exact  principle  fixed 
by  Williams  on  his  planting  Providence. 
All  new-comers  were  made  to  "promisi 
obedience  to  all  orders  or  agreements  as 
shall  be  made  for  the  public  good  of  ye 
Body  in  an  orderly  way  by  the  maj  r 
consent  of  the  present  inhabitants  mas- 
ters of  families  incorporated  t<  . 
into  a  town  fell  >wship,  and  others  whom 
they  shall  admit  unto  them,  only  in  civi'rt 
things"  (Staples'    Annals,  Prov.  39). 
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On  page  544  occurs  this:  "It  was  a 
serious  question  with  the  Colony  of 
Rhode  Island  what  attitude  the  young 
and  dissolute  Charles  11.  would  assume 
towards  the  Colony  and  iis  present  char- 
ter." The  Colony  of  Rhodt  Island  did 
not  exist  under  the  "present"  charter;  it 
\va>  the  Colouj  of  Providence  Planta- 
tions. The  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  was 
formed  under  the  charter  of  Charles  the 
Second.  [663-4.  Prof.  Maxey  continues  : 
"This  was  settled  hy  the  diplomacy  of 
John  Clarke  and  Roger  Williams,  who 
obtained  a  charter  from  Charles  II.,  and 
\ov.  -?4,  1663,  t-his  charter  was  accepted 
by  the  Colony  at  a  meeting  in  Newport." 
Roger  Williams  had  no  hand  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  charter  of  r663-  Ik- 
was  not  with  Clarke  during  the  time 
occupied  in  getting  the  charter;  nor  was 
Clarke  with  William-  when  the  "War- 
wick" charter  was  obtained  in  1043.  The 
charter  of  Charles  the  Second  was  never 
accepted;  nor  adopted;  neither  by  the 
Colony,  nor  by  the  freemen.  Xor  was 
the  Warwick  charier  ever  surrendered. 
The  case  of  Verin  (p.  545.  is  stated  after 
the  usual  manner.  It  is  loo  long  a  story 
to  enter  upon  here.

ent  Householders  of  this  Town,  and  i 
such  whom  they  shall  admit  .into  the  J 
same  fellowship  and  privilege*'  (Narra. 
Club,  6,  pp.  4-5).  It  was  not  a  question  I 
of  marriage — it  was  a  Householder — in 
other  words,  a  matter  of  land  owner- 
ship. After  the  town  of  Providence  was 
formed  entirely  by  owners  of  the  lands, 
it  was  enacted  by  those  landholders, 
"That  all  those  that  ijnoy  land  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Town  are  Freemen" 
(Providence  Early  Records,  v.  2,  p.  1 12). 
But  Mr.  Dorr  further  says  :  "Their  re- 
quest was  denied  and  they  remained  in  a 
state  of  discontent  for  nine  years-"  This 
"denial"  took  place  in  1636  or  1637.  In 
1645  6  certain  conditions  were  fixed  by 
the  Town  which  each'  new  inhabitant  | 
was  obliged  to  sign,  "We  whose  names 
are  hereafter  subscribed  having  obtained 
a  Free  grant  of  Twenty-five  acres  of 
Laud  apiece  with  the  right  of  com- 
moning,  according  to  the  said  proportion 
of  land-  .  .  .  do  hereby  promise 
to  yield  active  or  passive  obedience  to 
the  authority  established  in  this  Colony 
and  to  all  such  wholesome  laws 
that  arc-,  or  may  be  made  by  the  major 
consent  of  the  Town  of  Providence;  as 
also  no!  to  claim  any  right  to  the  pur- 
chase   of    the    said    Plantation    nor   any 


privilege   of   vote   in   Town  affairs,  until 

we  shall  be  received  as  Freemen  of  the 
said  Town"  (Annals  of  Providence, 
Staples',  p.  60-61).  The  destruction  of 
Mr.  II.  C.  Dorr's  statement  is  absolute. 
The  political  position  of  Roger  Williams 
was  neither  wrong  nor  silly;  it  was  what 
now  is  the  law  in  every  Stale  among 
the  United  States. 

I'.cfore  any  government  had  been 
farmed  for  Providence,  naturally  a  dis- 
cussion took  place  among  the  men  who 
had  planted  here,  as  to  how  that  govern- 
ment should  be  constructed.  The  idea  of 
Roger  Williaws  was  that  itinerant  men 
who  came  lure  to  work  for  wages  only, 
should  have  no  power  over  the  taxation, 
or  legislation  governing  the  Household- 
ers; their  itinerants  having  neither  land 
1101   house. 

In  his  letter  to  Gov.  Winthrop,  asking 
advice  concerning  the  foundation  of  a 
Town  Government;  and  this  too.  before 
the  Town  of  Providence  was  established. 
Mr.  Williams  uses  these  forms:  "Few 
families  here  planting  with  me."  Again, 
"The  Masters  of  Families  have  ordi- 
narily met."  Again,  "Orders  male  by 
the  consent  of  Householders."  There 
was  here  at  that  time  no  such  creation 
as  a  Landlord.  Every  Master  of  a  Fam- 
ily was  a  Householder;  and  every 
Householder  was  a  Master  of  a  Family. 
These  forms  are  practically  synonomous. 
In  the  form  prepared  by  Roger  Williams 
for  the  newcomers  to  sign,  he  used  this 
language:  "The  major  assent  of  the 
[•resent  inhabitants  Masters  oi  [•"ami- 
lies."  The  master  of  the  family  owned 
the  house,  and  he  owned  the  land  be- 
neath the  house.  He  had  bought  and 
paid  for  the  land;  and  built  and  paid 
for  the  house  upon  it-  No  man  was  re- 
fused land  because  he  was  ''single;''  nor 
was  he  specially  mentioned  as  being  sold 
land  because  he  was  married.

Rhode  Islanders  are  by  no  means  proud 
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[  resume  consideration  v~\  Professor 
Maxey's  monograph  on  "Suffrage  Ex- 
tension in  Rhode  Island  Down  to  1842.*' 
The  time  'Mown  to  1S42"  slop?  with  the 
31st  of  December,  1841.  This  period 
must,  if  actually  adhered  to,  rule  out 
the  momentous,  events  of  1842.  I  now 
conic  to  the  most  interesting  matter  in 
the  entire  monograph.  I  will  give  the 
professor's  language:  "A  law  purporting 
to  have  been  passed  at,  the  session  of 
1663-4  contains  the  following  provisions: 
'And  that  all  men  professing  Christianity 
and  of  competent  estates  and  of  civill 
conversation  who  acknowledge  and  are 
obedient  to  the  civill  magistrate  tho  of 
different  judgments  on  religious  affairs 
(Roman  Catholics  only  excepted)  shall 
be  admitted  freemen,  and  shall  have  lib- 
erty to  choose  and  be  chosen  officers  in 
the  colony,  both  military  and  civil.  The 
clause  excluding  Roman  Catholics  has 
given  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  discussion. 
Rider  insists  that  this  clause  does  not 
exist  in  manuscript  in  the  archives  of  the 
colony;  and  that  it  is  not  in  the  manu- 
script of  1708.  Judge  Eddy  in  Walsh's 
appeal,  2nd  cd.,  p.  433.  thinks  it  not  im- 
possible that  the  clause  was  surrepti- 
tiously inserted  in  a  manuscript  copy  of 
the  laws  sent  over  to  England  in  1 609, 
without,  of  course,  being  enacted  into  a 
law.'      Whether    the    clause,    of    which 


genuity  in  explaining  away,  was  original- 
ly smuggl  d  into  the  statutes  of  Rhode 
I -land  at  a  later  date  than  the  one  as- 
signed it,  I  have  been  unable  to  deter- 
mine. However  that  may  be  the  fact  is 
that  it  appears  in  the  Digest  of  1719.  the 
tirst  printed  Digest,  and  in  the  four  suc- 
ceeding Digests,  the  laws  being  revised 
and  digested  about  every  20  year-;  and 
;:  continued  in  force,  as  a  law  of  the 
colony,  until  formally  repealed  in  1783. 
Thus  during  its  statutory  life  this  clause 
was  five  times  re-enacted  by  the  revis- 
ing committee  in  preparing  the  several 
Digests  submitted  by  them  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  passed  by  that  body." 
i  am  now  going  to  examine  each  state- 
ment above  and  find  the  exact  founda- 
tion upon  which  each  rests.  First — "A 
law  purporting  to  have  been  passed  at 
the  session  of  1663-4.'  What  does  the 
learned  gentleman  mean.-,  by  the  words 
"at  the  session  of  1663-4.  There  were 
live  sessions  in  the  year  1663-4.  and  the 
colonial  records  contain  not  a  word  of 
this  Roman  Catholic  exclusion  law  in 
either  one.  There  is  nothing  in  the  law 
"purporting"  when  it  was  enacted  until 
the  Digest  of  1730  was  re-enacted.  The 
first  and  only  place  in  which  it  appears 
is  in  the  Digest  of  1719  (page  3).  Tl  is 
volume  begins  with  tins  statement: 
"Laws  made  and  past  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  His  Majesty"s  Colony  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tion. Begun  and  held  at  Newport  th» 
first  day  of  March,   1662."     The  Colony 
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of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  was  not 
then  in  existence.  It  had  nol  then  been 
formed.  Xor  was  there  a  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  on  the  first  day  of 
March,  in  [663,  nor  1662,  nor  r66l.  On 
the  back  side  of  the  leaf  on  which  this 
law  is  printed  for  the  first  time,  at  the 
top  of  the  page,  are  these  words :  "Anno 
Regni  Regis  Caroli  Sccundc,  Dccino 
Sexto."  The  16th  year  of  the  reign  of 
Charles  the  Second  covered  the  time 
from  Jan.  30,  1664-5,  to  Jan.  30,  l65$-6. 
The  fourteen  pages,  1-15,  contain  fifty, 
and  more,  statutes,  all  "purporting'1  en- 
actment on  the  first  day  of  .March  in 
i66j.  This  is  utter  destruction  to  Pro- 
fessor Maxey's  statement,  that  "A  law 
purporting  to  have  been  passed  at  the 
session  of  1663-4."  Thus  Ik-  continues: 
"Rider  insists  that  this  ciaa-e  does  nol 
exist  in  manuscript  in  the  archives  of  the 
colony,  and  that  i;  is  not  in  the  manu- 
script Digest  of  1 70S.  Prof.  Maxey  con- 
tinues: "Judge  Eddy  in  Walsh's  Appeal, 
2nd  ed  .  p.  433.  think  it  not  impossible 
that  the  clause  was  surreptitiously  in- 
serted in  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  laws 
sent  over  to  England  in  1699,  without  of 
course  being  enacted  into  a  law'' 
(Maxey,  p.  550).     Judge   Eddy   was   not 


a  Judge.  He  was  Secretary  of  State  in 
1S19,  when  Walsh's  appeal  was  pub- 
lished. Mr.  Eddy  never  said  what  Prof. 
Maxey  says  that  he  said.  1  will  repro- 
duce Eddy's  statement:  "Thus  you  have 
positive  and  indisputable  evidence  thai 
t'ue  law  excluding  Roman  Catholics 
from  the  privileges  of  Freemen  was  not 
passed  in  1663-4;  but  they  were,  by  law, 
at  that  time,  and  long  after,  entitled  to 
till  the  privileges  oi  other  citizens;  and 
satisfactory  evidence  that  these  privi- 
leges were  continued  by  law  until  1719. 
when,  or  in  one  of  the  subsequent  re- 
visions, the  words  ''professing  Christian- 
ity" and  ''Roman  Catholics  only  except- 
ed" were  inserted  by  the  revising  com- 
mittee. These  words  may  possibly  have 
been  inserted  in  the  manuscript  cony  of 
the  law.-  sent  over  in  1699;  but  of  this, 
the  word-  afford  no  evidence'  (Walsh's 
Appeal,  [819,  p.  433).  Prof.  Maxey's 
statement  is  absolutely  untrue;  moreover 
he  suppresses  clear  statements  made  by 
Mr.  Eddy  which  arc  absolute  destruction 
to  all  that  he  is  trying  to  make  people 
believe.  Here  is  one  of  them:  Mr.  Eddy 
says,  "I  have  formerly  examined  the 
Records  oi  the  State  from  its  first  set- 
tlement,   with    a    view    to    historical    in- 
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formation,  and  lately  from  1663  to  1710. 
with  a  particular  view  to  thi^  lav  ex 
eluding  Roman  Catholics  from  the  pri\i- 
leges  of  freemen,  and  can  find  nothing 
that  has  any  reference,  nor  anything  thai 
gives  any  preference  or  privileges  ol  om 
sot  of  religious  opinions  over  those  oi 
another,  until  the  revision  of  1745 
(Walsh's  Appeal,  2d  Ed.  p.  431).  Mr. 
Eddy  had  in  iXiq  never  seen  the  Digests 
of  1719  or  1730.  He  was  then  Secretary 
of  Slate.  No  copy  of  either  Digest  was 
then  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  or 
in    his   care. 

This  learned  legal  writer  writes  this: 
"Rider  insists  that  the  clause  does  not 
exist  in  manuscript  in  the  archives  of 
the  Colony;  and  that  il  is  not  in  the 
manuscript  Digest  of  1708."  There  was 
no  Digest  of  1708,  neither  in  manuscript 
nor  printed.  Judge  Eddy  in  Walsh's 
Appeal.  2d  Ed.  p.  433.  thinks  it  not  im- 
possible thai  the  claims  (here  he  cites 
from  JJ'alsh  thus)  was  surreptitiously 
inserted  in  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  laws 
sent  over  to  England  in  1699/'  Neither 
citation  is  true.  Who  is  '"Rider, "'  and 
where  does  he  "insist?"  I  am  the  Rider. 
and   what  I   wrote  is  this:   "1   deny   that 


it  exists  now,  or  has  ever  existed  in  the 
manuscript  records  of  the  Colony;  I 
deny  that  it  was  ever  true  in  its  spirit,  or 
as  a  fact,  as  against  the  Founders  of  the 
Colony  o\  Rhode  [sland"  (Rhode  Island 
Historical  Tract.  Sec.  Ser.  X".  1,  p.  15).' 
The  word  "Archives"  i-  nol  synonym- 
ous wiih  "manuscript  records."  Profes- 
sor Maxey's  purpose  was  to  have  his 
readers  believe  that  "'Rider"  was 
knocked  out  by  "a  Judge."  Eddy.  Eddy 
was  nor  a  Judge,  nor  am  J  knocked  out. 
I  will  reproduce  what  Mr.  Eddy  wrote: 
"I  have  formerly  examined  the  Records 
<>f  the  State  from  the  first  settlement 
with  a  view  to  historical  information; 
and  lately,  from  1663  to  17 10,  with  a 
particular  view  of  this  law  excluding 
Roman  Catholics  from  tin-  privileges  of 
freemen,  and  can  pud  nothing  that  has 
any  reference,  nor  anything  that  gives 
any  preference,  or  privileges,  oi  one  set 
of  religious  opinions  over  those  of  an- 
other until  the  revision  of  1745."  On 
page  551,  Prof.  Maxey  says:  '"This 
clause  was  five  times  rc-cnacicd  by  the 
revising  committee  in  preparing  the  sev- 
eral Digests."  How  can  a  revising  com- 
mittee enact,  or  re-enact,  a  statute?    The 
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idea  is  ridiculous.  They  cannot  do  such 
a  thing'.  On  this  same  page,  551,  the 
learned  Professor  says:  "The  Superior 
Court  formerly  the  Court  oi  Assistants." 
It  was  never  the  Court  of  Assistants.  It 
x  was  established  to  destroy  the  Court  of 
Assistants.

The     professor's 
statement    (page  553   thai   these   Digests 
were    revised   about   every   20  years   has 
little    truth,    in    it.     The    first    ran    eleven 
years  j    the    second    ran    fourteen    years: 
the  supplement  of   1752  ran  eight  years; 
then  came  the   Digest  of  1767,  after  fif- 
teen years.     Xot  in  a  single  case  is  the 
gentleman  correct.     On  page  553  appears 
this     language  :     ''Even     so     accurate     a 
scholar    as    the    late    Judge    Potter     has 
erred   in  his  statement  of  the  case.     He 
states  that  by  the  act  of  March.  1663-4, 
all  persons  to  he  entitled  to  vote  must  be 
possessed     of     competent     estate.       The 
proposition     was     in      fact     made      two 
years      subsequent      to      the      establish- 
ment    of     the     government     under     the 
charter   of    1663,    and    was    made    by    the 
King    of    England    and    sent    by    him    by 
commisioners  to  Rhode  Island  and  was 
then   adopted,   and   enacted  hy   the   Gen- 
eral Assembly."     This   was  taken  wholly 
from  "Rider's"   Book   Xotks,   v.  5,  p.  53,   | 
written  in   L&S8,  by  Sidney  S.  Rider,  and   j 
no   credit   given.     On    page   553.   this   ap-   | 
pears:  '"In  1724  a  law   was  passed  which   j 
provided    that    the   privilege   of   electing  j 
deputies   should   no!    be   limited   to    free-  | 
men   of   the   colony   to   the   exclusion    of 
freemen  of  the  town.     This  indicates  a 
distinction    between   the    freemen   of   the  j 
colony  and   of  a   particular   town.     Thi 
"indication",  is  farcical.     1  reproduce  tli 
law. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem 


bly  oi  this  colony  and  by  the  authority 

of  the  >ame  it  is  enacted:  That  from  and 
after  the  publication  of  this  act  no  per- 
son whatever  shall  he  admitted  a  tree- 
man  of  any  town  in  this  colony,  unless 
the  person  admitted  be  a  freeholder  of 
lauds,  tenaments  or  hariditraments  in 
Mich  town,  where  he  shall  be  admitted 
free,  of  the  value  of  one  hundred 
pounds,  or  to  the  value  of  forty  shillings 
per  annum,  or  to  the  eldest  son  of  such 
freeholder,  any  other  act  or  custom,  or 
usage,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 
(Digest  of  the  Laws  of  R.  I.,  1730,  p. 
131).  This  learned  teacher  of  the  law- 
has  not  the  slightest  understanding  of 
the  meaning  or  purpose  of  this  statute. 
With  reference  to' this  law  the  professor 
cites  (Colonial  Records,  p.  338).  He 
does  not  name  the  volume.  The  period 
is  covered  in  volume  four.  But  this  law- 
is  not  in  that  volume  nor  in  any  other. 
It  is  printed  as  I  have  cited  in  the  l)i 
gest  of  1730.  On  page  554  he  writes, 
"the  following  law  passed  in  1742  is  im- 
portant as  in  it  the  property  qualifica- 
tion reached  its  high  zvater  mark.  A  free- 
man under  this  law  was  to  be  really  and 
truly  possessed  of  lands,  tenements,  or 
hereditaments,  within  the  colony,  to  the 
full  value  of  400  pounds,  or  which  shall 
rent  for  20  pounds,  etc."  This  is  wholly 
misleading.  This  '"high  water  mark" 
was  simply  caused  hy  the  terrible  de- 
preciation of  paper  bills  of  credit.  On 
page  5O5,  he  comes  again  to  the  subject: 
"The  earlier  fluctuations  in  the  property 
qualifications  were  more  apparent  than 
real,  as  they  were  made  largely  to  ad- 
just the  old  qualification  to  the  fluctua- 
tion in  this  currency.  Sometimes  it  was 
in  "Old  Tenor/'  and  sometimes  in 
"Lawful  Money,"  both  of  which  were 
paper.  All  this  was  taken  from  Rider's 
Book  Notes,  v.  5,  pp.  53-4,  without  ac- 
knowledgment. But  the  learned  gentle- 
man has  changed  one'  word  in  my  arti- 
cle which  gives  him  a  nasty  error.  Where 
he  used  the  word  currency.  I  used  the 
phrase  "paper  moi  ey."  1  was  correct 
and  he  made  a  serious  blunder.     Chi  page

I  propose  att<  mp!  ing  such 
a  statement  as  will  help  the  understand- 
ing of  this  learned  legal  gentleman,  in 
reaching  a  proper  determination.  It  is 
this  clause  which  for  a  century  has  been 
hurled  at  Rhode  Island  as  an  evidence 
of  inconsistency  on  the  part  of  the 
founders  in  their  ''pretended"  efforts  for 
religious  or  soul  liberty.  It  has  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  principle  of 
religious  liberty.  All  Roman  Catholics 
here,  or  who  might  come  here,  were 
entitled,  and  in  fact  received  the  same 
degree  of  religious  liberty  which  was 
absolute  freedom.  So,  too,  it  was  with 
Jews,  and  Quakers.  There  was  not  then 
in  existence  on  this  globe  a  township  in 
which  these  principles  were  the  founda- 
tion. Moreover  these  principles  have- 
never  been  violated  in  a  single  instance 
in  any  way  whatever.  Xow  for  the  law. 
This  statute  with  the  Roman  Catholic 
exclusion  (from  what)  clause  appears

1710  There  is  no  date  affixed  specific- 
ally to  the  statute  in  tin-*  Digest  but 
the  statute  itself  forms  one  of  a  group 
of  statutes,  alt  of  Zi'hich  tire  said  in  the 
Digest  (page  1  )  to  have  been  "made  and 
past."  the  firs!  day  of  March,  1662.  That 
cannot  he  true,  nevertheless  in  the  sixth 
line  oi  the  first  law  are  these  word-:  "As 
is  expressed  in  our  charter.''  The  char- 
ter was  not  signed  by  the  King  until 
July.  1663.  \n  legislation  under  il  was 
enacted  until  .March,  1663-4.  This  er- 
ror I  have  further  explained  in  this 
paper.  In  May.  1665,  tit  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  whole  body  of  the  free- 
men a  communication  was  laid  before 
them  signed  by  the  King's  commission- 
ers. It  reads:  '"Whereas  the  will  and 
pleasure  of  his  Royal  Majestye,  our  sov- 
ereigne  Lord  the  King,  is  declared  unto 
this  General  Assembly,  and  heare  pre- 
sented by  the  Governor  ( Benedict  Ar- 
nold )  consisting  in  five  pertickelars." 
The  second  of  these  "pertickelars"  reads. 
"That  all  men  of  competente  estates, 
and  of  civil!  conversation  who  acknowl 
edge  and  are  obediantc  to  the  civil! 
magitrate,  though  of  differing  judg- 
ments may  be  admitted  to  be  freemen, 
and  have  liberty  to  choose,  and  to  be 
choosen  officers,  both  civil  and  military." 
(Col.  Rec,  v.  2,  p.  no).  Observe,  this 
is  not  a  law;  it  was  a  communication, 
sent  to  the  freemen,  and  their  govern- 
ment, bearing  no  date,  not  signed  by  the 
King,  and  does  not  suggest  that  a  Roman 
Catholic  shall  he  refused  to  be  admitted 
a  freeman.  I  will  reprint  in  parellcl  col- 
umns the  law  enacted  in  May,  1665.  Prof. 
Maxey's  production  of  the  law,  and  the

Now  Here  is  the  Law  of  .1710. 
"And  that  all  men  professing  Chris- 
tianity and  of  competent  estates,  and  of 
eivill  conversation,  who>  acknowledge,  and 
are  obedient  to  the  civil  magistrate. 
though  of  different  judgments  in  reli- 
gious affairs  (Roman  Cat-holes  only  ex- 
cepted) shall  l>e  admitted  freemen,  and 
shall  have  liberty  to  chuse,  or  be  chosen, 
officers  in  the  colony  both  military  and 
civil."  (Digest  of  R.  I.  Acts  and  Laws, 
I7I9i  P-  3)-  Such  work  as  this,  done  by 
this  learned,  legal  professor  in  a  univer- 
sity of  law,  will  deceive  all  general  read- 
ers in  every  point.  It  is  here  utterly  de- 
stroyed by  real  History;  not  a  vestige  re- 
mains. Having  hunself  construed  'his- 
tory placing  the  enactment  of  the  sta- 
tute in  the  year  1663-4,  which  was  the 
time  of  the  living  of  many  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  colony,  he  writes  this: 
"Whether  the  clause  of  which  Rhode 
Islanders  are  by  im  means  proud.,  and 
which  they  -pare  no  pains  and  ingenuity 
in  explaining  away,  was  originally  smug- 
gled nto  the  statutes  of  Rhode  Island  at 
a  later  date  than  the  one  assigned  to  it 
by  the  professor  himself),  I  have  been 
unable  to  determine.  The  law  enacted, 
or    supposed    to    have    been    enacted,    in 


J  1719.  was  absolutely  right;  but  absolute- 
ly wrong  if  enacted  in  1662,  or  1663,  or 
1064,  or  1665.  I  have  carefully  set  forth 
the  conditions  and  relations  of  the  col- 
ony of  Rhode  Island,  to  England,  when

i  See  vSer.  No.  I,  pp.  61-65.  The  severest 
anti-Roman  Catholic  laws  had  been  en- 
acted by  parliament,  but  that  of  1715 
touched  Rhode  Island.  A  statute  en- 
acted by  Parliament  30.  Charles  the  Sec- 
ond, Stat.  2,  1677,  reads :  ''No  man  could 
sit  in  either  J  louse,  except  he  subscribed  to 
a  Declaration  on  which  were  these  words  : 
"There  is  not  any  transsubstantiation  of 

i  the  elements  of  bread  and  wine  into  the 
body  and  blood  of  Christ  *  *  *  the 
invocation  or  adoration  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  or  any  other  saint,  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  the  mass,  a^  they  are  now  (  10771 
used  in  the  Church  of  Rome  are  supersti- 
tious and  idolatrous,  etc."  Again,  by  a 
law  of  Parliament  enacted  in  1700.  all 
Papists,  or  Roman  Catholics,  were  de- 
barred from  inheriting,  or  purchasing 
land.  (J  j,  12,  13,  William  3,  Cp.  4,  Sec. 
4).  Again,  by  a  law  of  Parliament  every 
civil,  or  military  officer,  in  Great  Britain, 
every  barrister,  or  other  law   officer,  wa.s 
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obliged  to  take  the  oaths  oi  abjuration, 
and  subscribe  to  the  declaration  of 
Charles  the  Second,  (i,  George  I,  S-tat.  2, 
Cp.  13.  [714).  Again,  by  a  law  of  parlia- 
ment no  person  in  the  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  could  lake.  hold,  or  possess  lauds 
without  registering  them,  and  taking  the 
oaths  above  specified,  and  the  Declara- 
tion of  Charles  the  Second.  (1,  George 
1,  Stat.  2,  Ch.  55,  1715).  These  oaths 
were  forced  to  be  taken  until  the  24th 
June,  1710.  But  for  those  persons  in 
Rhode  island,  and  in  New  England  the 
time  was  extended  one  year,  until  June 
24th,  1717.  The  charter  of  1663-4  pro- 
vided that  every  subject  of  England  who 
should  go  to  inhabl  the  colony  <ji  Rhode 
Island,  and  every  child  of  such  a  sub- 
ject, bom  in  Rhode  Island,  should  have 
:.  1  liberties  and  immunities  of  free  born 
subjects,  l)<>ru  within  the  realm  of  Eng- 
land. The  charter  also  provided  that 
the  colony  of  Rhode  Island  could  make 
no  laws  contrary  and  repugnant  unto, 
but  as  near  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the 
laws  of  the  Realm  of  England.  At  the 
very  time  when  these  things  were  last 
done  Rhode  Island  was  at  work  making 
the   Digest  of  1719. 

Religious   liberty   was  the   fundamental 
principle     in     the     foundation    of    every 


;  town  in  the  colony,  and  of  the  colony 
itself.  No  other  colony  in  New  England 
tolerated  a  Roman  Catholic  and  his  re- 
ligion. What  Englishman  on  earth,  who 
I  ad  ever  read  of  the  work  with  the  \*o\ 
ernment  in  England  as  it  was  done  in  the 
reign  of  1  bury  the  Eighth,  of  Edward 
the  Sixth,  and  of  Mary,  and  of  Philip 
and  .Mary,  covering  the  years  1540-1560, 
w  mid  have  tolerated  a  Roman  Catholic 
in  the  powers  >;f  government.  Rhode 
j  I.sland  never  prevented  a  Roman  Catho- 
I  lie  from  the  worship  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 
or  his  God,  the  Pope  of  Rome.  These 
English  statutes  fix  the  time  of  the 
draughting  of  Rhode  Island's  obedience 
to  then;,  possibly  so,  that  even  this  many 
titled  professor  of  law.  may  possibly  un- 
derstand the  case.  It  is  time  that  such 
I   work  came  to  an  end. 

This  veraceous  expounder  of  laws 
I  gives  tin's  ''faithful"  exposition  of  the 
;  political  situation  existing  here  in  the 
!  l8th  century.  "The  chronicles  of  those 
:  days  inform  us  :::  *  *  that  it  was  the 
i  common  practice  to  get  a  boat  load  of 
j  freemen"  half  seas  ''over,  and  then  land 
!  them  on  Prudence  Island  or  some  other 
i  intermediate  places  to  prevent  their  vot- 
I  ing.  The  headquarters  in  Xewport  where 
I  those   who   were   not   sidetracked   in    the 
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interest  of  justice  were  wont  to  go  im- 
mediately on  their  arrival,  was  Governor 
Watson's,  and  Governor  Whepple's  Pal- 
aces on  Thames  street,  where  sumptuous 
tables  were  spread  and  the  choicest  va- 
rieties of  wines  and  liquors  were  found." 
Strangely  enough  these  Governors  are 
unknown  to  the  archives  of  Rhode  Island 
as  are  also  the  palaces  on  the  Thames. 


1  waited  long,  hut  it  came  at  last.

Candor    is    brightness;    unsullied 
J  purity  in  moral  condition.-;  unquestioned 
i  integrity;  and  biff  is  an  Americanism  not 
;  very  old    from    the    French,   vif.,    which 
!   means  alive,  acute,  keen,  piercing,  strong, 
;  etc.     Yes,  1  am  proud  of  such  a  charac- 
terization  from  such  a  source.

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The  Origin  oij  tuk  Tale  oi:  nu:  Wan- 
dering Jew    Was   in    the   Religious 
Literature  of  the  Dark  Ages. 
I      will     tell     the     story     as      it      is 

given  in  the  English  translation  of 
a  part  oi  the  "Flowers  of  His- 
tory." written  by  Roger  of  Wendo- 
vcr.  "in  this  year  (A.  D.  1228)  a  cer- 
tain Archbishop  of  Armenia  Major  came 
on  a  pilgrimage  to  England  to  see  the 
relicts  of  the  Saints,  and  visit  the  sacred 
places  in  the  Kingdom  as  he  had  done 
in  others  He  also  produced  letters  of 
recommendation  from  his  Holiness  the 
Pope,  to  the  religious  men  and  Prelates 
of  the  churches,  in  which  (letters)  they 
were  enjoined  to  receive  and  entertain 
him  with  due  reverence  and  honour. 
*  *  *  In  the  course  of  conversation 
he  was  asked  whether  he  had  ever  seen 
fir  heard  anything  of  Joseph,  a  man  of 
whom  there  was  much  talk  in  the  world, 
who,  when  our  Lord  suffered,  was  pre- 
sent, and  spoke  to  him,  and  who  is  still 
alive  in  evidence  of  the  Christian  faith. 
In  reply  to  which  a  knight  in  his  retinue, 
who  was  his  interpreter,  replied  speak- 
ing in  French  :  'My  lord  well  knows  that 
man,  and  a  little  before  he  took  his  way 
to  the  western  countries  'die  said  Joseph 
ate  at  the  table  of  my  lord  the  Arch- 
bishop in  Armenia,  and  he  had  often 
seen  and  held  comersc  with  him.'  He 
was  then  asked  about  what  had  passed 
between  Christ  and  the  same  Joseph  :  to 
which  lie  replied,  'At  the  suffering  of 
Jesus  Christ,  lie  was  seized  by  the  Jews 
and  led  into  the  hall  of  judgment,  be- 
fore Pilate,  the  Governor,  that  he  might 


be  judged  by  him  on  the  accusation  of 
the  Jews;  and  Pilate  finding  no  cause 
for  adjudging  him  to  death,  said  to 
them,  "'Take  him  and  judge  him  accord- 
ing to  your  law.''  The  shouts  of  the 
Jews,  however,  increasing,  lie.  at  their 
request,  released  unto  them  Barabbas, 
and  delivered  Jesus  to  them  to  be  cruci- 
fied. When  therefore  the  Jews  were 
dragging  Jesus  forth  and  he  had  reached 
the  door,  Cartaphilus,  a  porter  of  the 
hall,  in  Pilate's  service,  as  Jesus  was  go- 
ing out  of  the  door,  impiously  struck 
him  on  the  back  with  his  hand,  and  said 
in  mockery,  "Cat  quicker,  Jesus;  go 
quicker,  why  do  you  loiter?"  And  Jesus 
looking  back  on  him  with  a  severe  coun- 
tenance said  to  him,  '*!  am  going  and 
you  will  wait  till  1  return."  And  ac- 
cording as  our  Lord  said,  this  Carta- 
phius  is  -till  awaiting  His  return.  A, 
the  time  of  our  Lord's  suffering  he 
(Cartaphilus)  was  thirty  years  old,  and 
when  he  attains  the  age  of  a  hundn  d 
years,  he  always  returns  to  the  same  age 
as  he  was  when  our  Lord  suffered.  After 
Christ's  death,  when  the  Catholic  faith 
gained  ground,  this  Cartaphilus  was  bap- 
tized by  Ananias  ('who  also  baptized  the 
Apostle  Paul)  and  was  called  Joseph. 
He  often  dwells  in  both  division.-,  of  Ar- 
menia, and  other  eastern  countries,  pass 
ing  his  time  amidst  the  Bishops  an  I 
other  Prelates  of  the  Church.  He  i-  a 
man  of  holy  conversation  and  religious: 
a  man  of  few  words  and  circumspect  in 
his  behavior,  for  he  does  no  ,  . 
all  unless  when  questioned  by  bishops 
and  religious  men;  and  then  he  tells  of 
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the  events  of  old  times  and  of  the  events 
which  odcurred  .'it  the  suffering  and 
resurrection  of  our  Lord:  and  of  the 
witnesses  c»f  the  resurrection,  namely, 
those  who  rose  with  Christ  and  went 
into  the  holy  city  and  appeared  to  nun. 
lie  also  tells  of  the  creed  of  the  Apos- 
tles, and  of  their  separation  and  preach- 
ing; and  all  this  he  relates  without  smil- 
ing or  levity  of  conversation :  as  one 
who  is  well  practiced  in  sorrow  and  the 
fear  of  God,  always  looking  forward 
with  fear  to  the  coming  of  Jesus  Christ. 
lest  at  the  last  judgment  he  should  fin  1 
him  in  anger,  whom,  when  on  his  way 
to  death,  he  had  provoked  to  just  ven- 
geance. Numbers  come  to  him  from 
different  parts  of  the  world  enjoying  his 
society  and  conversation:  and  to  them 
if  ihey  ai  :  men  of  authority  ho  explains 
all  doubts  on  the  matters  on  which  he  is 
questioned.  He  refuses  all  gifts  that  are 
offered  to  him,  being  content  with  slight 
food  and  clothing.  He  places  his  hope 
of  salvation  on  the  fact  that  he  sinned 
'through  ignorance,  for  the  Lord,  when 
suffering,  prayed  for  his  enemies,  in 
these  words.  'Father,  forgive  them,  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do'  (Roger  of 
Wendover's  Flowers  of  History,  v.  2,  p. 


512-514)."  This  is  the  first  account  in 
literature  of  that  tale  now  called  The 
Wandering  Jew  It  was  told  by  two 
authors— first,  the  Archbishop  of  Arme- 
nia; second,  by  Roger,  a  Monk  in  a 
Monastery  at  Wendover,  or  at  St.  Al- 
bans. Wendover  was  then,  and  is  now, 
a  town  in  Buckingham -hire,  England. 
The  Archbishop  had  actually  talked  with 
the  Wandering  lew  in  Armenia,  at  some 
lime  before  A.  1).  1228;  Roger  of  Wen- 
dover dots  not  admit  having  talked;  but 
he  writes  what  orhers  talked;  and  this 
of  course  before  his  death  in  A.  D.  1237. 
Twelve  hundred  years  after  the  alleged 
crucifixion,  according  to  the  Archbishop, 
the  Wandering  Tew  was  an  actuality  in 
Armenia.  In  18S0  Moncure  D.  Conwry 
wrote  ?ome  account  of  this  "'myth.''  as 
he  called  it.  He  says  that  "the  idea  »f 
wand  eying  did  not  enter  into  the  legend 
until  a  later  period."  But  how  much 
later  he  does  not  state.  Then  came  a 
lot  of  Wandering  Jews  all  over  Europe.

his  threshold"  (Flowers  of  History,  v. 
2,  p.  5).  "His  house  was  a  hut  of  logs 
covered  with  turf  (p.  5).  "His  tabic-  was 
a  broad  flat  stone  cm  which  stood  his 
bread''  (p.  (>>.  "After  tempting  him 
strongly  the  Devil  appeared  to  him  in 
the  form  of  a  Wild  Beast;  such  as  a 
Rear,  a  Lion  a  Bull,  or  a  Wolf,  or  Fox, 
or  a  Toad,  and  endeavored  to  alarm  him, 
but  ho  despised  them  all"  p.  0).  Again, 
this  "man  of  God  was  praying  before  lac 
altar  of  the  blessed  Virgin  Mother  of 
God,  he  saw  two  girls  of  Under  age  and 
o]  the  utmost  beauty  standing  at  the 
two  burns  of  the  altar— she,  on  the 
right-hand,  asked  him,  "Dost  thou  know 
me,  Goderic?  J  am  the  Mother  of 
C  t — this  other  ems  is  dr.-  female 
Apostle  of  the  Apostles,  Alary  Magda- 
lene' (Flowers  of  History,  v.  2,  p.  7)." 
Goderic,  Roger  of  YVendover  informs  us 
raised  two  persons  from  the  dead  (p  8). 
Again,  ''One  day,  tin's  man  of  God  saw  a 
little  boy  come  out  of  the  mouth  of  a 
crucifix,  go  to  the  linage  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  and  set  himself  in  her  bosom. 
She  (the  image)  stretched  out  her  hands 
to  receive  him.  The  boy  was  no  other 
than  Jesus  of  Xazareth.  Fie  returned 
into  the  mouth  of  the  crucifix." 

This  chronicle  of  Roger  of  YVendover 
covers  a  period  of  nearly  eight  hundred 
years.  A.  D.  -{47-1237.  ft  is  filled  with 
just  such  wild  stuff  as  [  have  here  ex- 
hibited. It  ail  originated  with  the 
Monk-,  and  the  Monasteries.  The  first 
t'u'ng  ever  heard  of  the  "Wandering 
Jew"  was  when  the  Archbishop  ol  Ar- 
menia told  his  story  in  England  in  the 
year  jjjH. 

Roger  of  Wendover  relates  in  serious 
earnestness  that  when  the  Battle  of 
Chartres  was  taking  place  A.  D.  912,  and 
going  against  the  city,  some  one  took  the 
"shift"  of  the  Mother  of  God  and  hung 
it  on  a  pole  on  the  wall  of  the  city;  it 
v.  as  immediately  a  complete  defence 
(Flowers  of  History,  j.  23R).  Here  is 
one  more  specimen  of  the  "Flowers"  of 
Roger  of  Wendover:  "The  Blood  of  the

;  Manual  oi  English  Literature,  Under 
I  "Wendover"  Lowndes  says,  "Wendover, 
Roger  of.  See  Roger."'  When  you  re- 
fer to  "Roger"'  Lowndes  tell  you  to  see 
"Wendover,  Roger  of."  Bonn's  ed. 
Lowndes'  Manual. 

There  have  been  published  many  things 
in  prose  and  poetry  about  this  myth. 
I  Many  in  the  German  and  more  in  the 
English.  But  the  greatest  of  them  is 
j  Lhal  u\  Liu  Rev.  George  Crcly.  It  was 
published  at  London,  in  1827,  under  the 
name  Salat.'iiel  the  Immortal.  He  got 
this  name  from  a  Wandering  Jew  (for 
there  were  hundreds  of  them;  who  ap- 
peared suddenly  at  the  close  of  the  16th 
century  (A.  1  >.  17001,  and  disappeared 
just  as  suddenly,  both  at  Venice. 
and  from  sight,  Croly's  poem,  for  that  is 
just  what  it  is,  is  certainly  grand.  The 
London  Athenum  described  it  as  "One 
of  the  most  splendid  productions,  among 
works,  of  fiction,  which  this  age  has 
brought  forth." 

Forty  years  ago  it  was  Trichina  in  the 
hogs  which  so  frightened  us  that  neither 
pork  nor  hams  were-  allowed  in  half  the 
houses.  Now  it  is  the  Bacteria  in  a  cow 
which  is  "killing''  u?>  by  thousands,  while 
poison  matter  from  a  sore  in  a  cow's 
belly  will  prevent  us  taking  the  smallpox. 
What  was  the  scrum  worth  with  which 
Dr.  Bull  was  vaccinated.  There  must  be 
I  a  -top  put  to  compulsory  vaccination 
with  any  poison  matter  from  a  sore  on  a 
man.  or  other  animal,  or  any  thrusting 
if  s<  rum  from  a  diseased  person,  into 
trie  flesh  of  a  healthy  person,  on  any  pre- 
text whatever.  We  v.  •.  •.  told  'now  a. 
man  who  had  eaten  a  piece  of  a  pig  was 
himself  t.iui  by  the  Trichina,  and  I  have 
tlu-  microscopic  slides  to-day,  which  I 
then   secure'!. 
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The  action  of  the  Judges  in  the  cases 
against  Gompers  and  Mitchell,  is  in- 
defensible in  law;  and  will  if  permitted 
to  exist,  be  utter  destruction  to  every 
existing  thing.  That  is  precisely  what  the 
Dred  Scott  Case  did.  The  only  excuse 
for  the  existence  of  Courts  and  Judges 
is  that  Justice  between  man  and  man  be 
done. 


Socrates  has.  in  a  brief  paragraph  set 
forth  the  comparative  value  oi  money 
with  knowledge.  "Employ  your  time,  in 
improving  yourselves,  and  by  other 
men's  documents;  so  shall  you  come 
easily  by  what  others  have  labored  hard 
to  K-arn.  Prefer  knowledge  to  weal'h, 
for  tin'  ore  is  transitorj',  the  other 
perp<  tual.'"

Senator  Sanborn,  the  printer 
at  Newport,  has  for  years  printed  the 
J  book>  ;  and  these  appropriations,  as  1  Ik  • 
Iieve,  have  lone  been  paid  to  him 

The  value  o\  courts  in  the  protection 
of    the    rights   oi   the    people   as   against 
corporations  and  political  robbers  is  ad- 
mirably  shown    by   the    U.    S.    Courts    in 
the   rebate  cases  against  the   Rockefeller 
oil    companies.

The  Lands  of  Rhode  Island 


as  thev  were  known  to 
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when  ROGER  Williams  came  in   1636. 
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There  conies  in  th<  "Papers"  an  ac 
count  of  the  "Health"  work  of  our  gov- 
ernment at  Manila.  It  was  written  by 
Dr.  Musgravc,  and  printed  in  the  Ann  i 
ican  Medical  Association  journal.  Small 
pox  was  epidemic.  Compulsory  vaccina- 
tion with  cow  pox  matter  at  once  exter- 
minated the  disease.  The  learned  doctor 
informs  us  that  "the  most  important 
tropical  diseases  are  those  transmitted  by 
water  and  food,"  he  continues,  "Mich  as 
typhoid  fever,  cholera  and  dysentery  are 
now  comparatively  rare,"  or  "reduced  to 
infrequent  outbreaks"  and  "there  is  no 
danger  from  the  plague."  There  was  no 
vaccination  against  typhoid,  nor  the 
plague,  nor  any  disease  save  small  pox. 
This  rest;!:  Dr.  Musgrave  informs  us 
was  "the  result  of  ten  years  of  Ameri- 
can sanitation.''  Why  do  the  doctors  in- 
sist on  killing  people  by  vaccination.  Why 
k\o  the  doctors  insist  on  thrusting  poison 
morbid  matter  taken  from  a  sore-  on  a 
cow  or  a  syphilitic  man  into  our  flesh  as 
a  "preventive"  against  one  disease. 


The  General  Assembly  of  R.  I.  in  May, 
1725,  enacted  a  law  with  a  preamble  in 
which  are  these  words;  "Judging  it  an 
infringement  upon  the  liberties  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  English  subjects  to  inrich 
the  one  at  the  immediate  ruin  of  the 
other.

The  average  American  town  of  a  hun- 
dred thousand  inhabitants  may  have  a 
dozen  jewelry  stores,  but  not  a  single 
true  bookstore.  Of  course  there  arc  plen- 
ty of  chances  to  buy  the  stories  of  the 
month,  and  some  books  on.  birds  and  on 
travel,  a  golden  treasury  and  a  book  lor 
a  boy;  but  a  full  supply  in  all  tines,  as 
it  is   found  next  door  in  the  grocery,   or 


the   cigar,   or   the   glove,   or    the    ribbon 
store,  i^  practically   unknown  outside  of 
the    largest   cities.      The    books   ar<    sold 
either   in    the    small   stationer'-    with    ink 
and  leather  goods,  if  not,  with  candy,  or 
in    the    huge   department   store   between 
bathing   suits    and    trunks.      In    the   one- 
case  there  is  no  backing  of  capital;  all 
is  done   with   the   narrowest  mean-,      hi 
the  other  case  there  is  no  profit,  as  :'.. 
books  are  on  the  whole  added  to  attract 
the  people   who  might  buy  an   umbrella 
and    shirt    waist   after   being  drawn  into 
the    big  place    where   the   latest  novel   is 
given  away  below  the  publisher's  whole- 
j  sale  price.     In  both  cases  there  is  noth- 
I  ing  at  hand  which  has  not  the  probability 
!   of    pretty    immediate    sale,    and    in    both 
I  cases  all  real  interest  in  literature  is  ab- 
!  sent;  an  adjustment  to  the  subtler  needs 
'  of  the  community  is  thus  impossible. 


"Ignorantia    legis    neminem    excusat,"

Remarks  upon  a  late  Discourse  of  Free 
Tinking,  in  a  letter  to  F.  IT.  D.  !>..  by 
Phik-.'entherus  Llpsiensis.  Cambridge, 
England,   1743.  $2. CO 

In  1724,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725), 
as  being  a  "work-  winch  inveighs  against 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples." This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensls  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.     The  copy  now  offered  is 


of  the  best  edition — a  book  considered  in- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  H  ire. 

In  this  book,  Dr.  Bentley  makes  refer- 
ence twice  to  New  Jersey  (pages  4S  and 
KS).  Here  is  one:  "After  a  decent  time  in 
Purgatory  10  convey  them  to  their  Happy 
Country,  their  Paradise,  New  Jersey, 
where  neither  Priest,  nor  Physician,  nor 
Lawyer,    can    molest    them."

In  the  preceding  number  of  Look 
XoTES  I  have  said  that  the-  "Talc  of  the 
Wandering-  Jew,"  wherever  it  originated, 
was  the  work  of  sonic  Monks  of  the 
Church  of  Rome.  But  in  making  the 
necessary  researches  I  have  found  cu- 
rious things  touching  the  "Christian 
Era."  Roger  of  Wendover  began  his 
Chronicle  with  these  words:  "In  the  year 
of  grace  447"  (Chronicle,  v.  1.  p.  37). 
lie  continued  this  form  until  the  year 
71,$,  when  he  changed  it  to  this  form. 
"In  the  year  of  Our  Lord  73^."  The 
Christian  Era  did  not  begin  to  be  so 
called  until  seven  hundred  (700)  years 
after  Jesus  Christ  had  lived,  and  died, 
upon  this  earth  as  the  Bible  give?  the 
birtth  and  death  of  Jestn.  I  will  relate 
a  few  stories  of  the  Monk  of  Wendover: 
"In  die  year  of  grace  458,  two  Eastern 
monks  having  gone  up  to  Jerusalem  to 
worship.  While  there  John  the  Baptist 
revealed  to  them  the  place  where  log- 
head was  buried  when  his  (John's) 
head  had  been  chopped  off  by  order  of 
Herod,  upon  the  request  of  Salome,  a 
dissolute  woman  living  with  Herod.  This 
woman  had  been  denounced  by  John  the 
Baptist.  She  was  possibly  the  daughter 
of  Salathiel  the  Immortal,  who  1700 
years  later  was  the  Wandering  Jew. 
John's  head  was  severed  from  his  body." 


More  than  four  hundred  year*  before 
Roger  the  Monk  informs  us  that  John's 
head  "revealed"  to  the  two  monks  the 
place  where  it  (the  head)  then  was  near 
the  place  where  Herod  had  formerly 
lived.  "Tihe  head  was  taken  to  Edessa, 
and  there  buried  *iih  one  honour 
(Chronicle  of  Roger,  v.  1,  p.  it;  also 
Smith's  Bible  Diet.,  v.  1.  p.  11 10;  also 
C.roly's  Salathiel,  ed.  1833.  v.  1,  p.  106). 
Roger,  writing  of  a  period  three  hundred 
years  late  (A.  D.  761),  says:  "In  tin- 
year  of  Our  Lord  761  the  head  o\  John 
the  Baptist  was  transferred  to  the  city 
of  Edessa."  Nothing  of  the  two  monk-, 
nor  how  the  head  could  be  transferred 
from  Edessa  to  Edessa.  Such  stuff  is 
against  human  reason.  John  the  Bap- 
tist's head  was  found  and  exhumed  3' 10 
years  after  his  death;  and  again  ex- 
humed 700  years  after  his  death.  Roger 
relates  "that  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord 
787  there  was  a  shower  of  Blood  from 
heaven  on  the  earth,  and  Queen  Ricdri- 
tha  ended  her  days.''  But  he  fails  re, 
show  that  the  shower  of  Blood  had  any 
connection  with  the  death  (Chronicle, 
v.  1.  156).  Roger  relates  that  ''in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord  789  there  appeared 
tlie  sign  of  tlie  Cross  on  People's  clothes, 
to  the  general  amazement  of  all."  Roger 
the  monk  continues:  "Xow  we  believe 
that 'it  was  by  way  of  warning  the  people 
of  that  region  (lie  names  no  region)  that 
they  might  avoid  the  plague  of  the  Danes 
whidh  shortly  followed"  (Chronicle-,  v. 
1,  157).  Tt  was  fifty  year-  after  this 
cross  appeared  before  a  Dan?  si 
foot  upon  England,  and  then  it  was  no:

England,  but  on  an  island.  Roger  ad- 
mits this  later  (Chronicles,  v.  i.  176). 
This  plague  of  the  Danes  continued  nigh 
upon  400  years  The  work  of  Cod  in 
throwing  a  picture  of  the  cross  upon 
people's  clothes  evidently  (.lid  not  work. 

Roger  the  Monk  relates  that  Saint 
Athelberl  was  ignomiueously  buried  in  a 
place  unknown  to  all.  until  his  body, 
being  pointed  out  by  a  light  from  heaven, 
was  found  by  the  faithful  and  conveyed 
to  the  city  of  Hereford,  where  it  now 
(A.  D.  1230)  graces  the  Episcopal  see 
wirh  Miracles  and  Healing  powers" 
(Chronicles  of  Roger,  v.  1.  1 59).  Athel- 
bert  had  been  murdered  500  years  he- 
fore  Roger  the  monk  wrote  this  Flower 
of  Histtory.  How  can  a  '"light"  in 
"heaven"  point  out  a  spot  of  earth  six 
feet  in  length,  so  that  a  human  body 
could  be  found?  Roger  of  Wendover 
gives  this  history  of  the  working  of  the 
"primitive  church  of  the  English'-  (it  was 
the  Church  of  Rome).  Roger  continues. 
"Religion  shone  with  great  lustre  inso- 
much that  Kings  and  Queens,  Princes 
and  Dukes.  Earls  and  Barons,  and  Rulers 
of  Churches,  from  love  of  the  Heaven- 
ly Kingdom  chose  the  monastic  life,  vol- 
untarily submitting  to  exile  and  a  life  of 


J  solitude,   and    forsaking  everything    that 

I   they    might     follow    the    Lord.       But    in 

!  process  of  time  all  goodness  had  so  died 

away   among    them   that   no  people   could

In  answer  to  this  question  I  will  give 
an  extract  front  a  chapter  (v.  3,  c.  17. 
ins.)  of  my  coming  History  of  the  Deve- 
lopment of  a  Constitutional  Govern- 
ment in  Rhode  Island.  This  chapter  re- 
lates wholly  to  the  "Algerine  Law"  as  it 
came  to  he  called  ;  tin  origin  of  the  term, 
and  how  the  name  came  to  be 
applied  to  the  political  party  which 
enacted  and  supported  it.  It  was 
first  used  by  William  G.  .Goddard  in  his 
paper  on  the  Crisis.  Xo.  VII,  published 
in  the  Providence  Journal  29th  Decem- 
ber. 1841*.  Goddard  was  writing  again-: 
the  advocates  for  Constiutional  Reform, 
on  the  last  day  of  the  voting  upon  the 
adoption  or  rejection  of  the  People  * 
(Dorr's)  Constituttion.  Thus  he  wrote: 
"Within  a  few  days  emboldened  by  de- 
sire,   of    success,    they    have    thrown    off 


the  mask,  and  come  out  Openly  and 
fearlessly  as  Revolutionists  proceeding 
not  only  without  law,  hut  against  law.  1 
thank  them  for  abandoning  the  policy  of 

the  Jesuits  for  the  intrepid  zeal  of  revo 
Unionists.     Show  your  colors  if  you  are 
an   Algerine,   is  yet   remembered   among 

the  caustic  sayings  of  the  famous  Judge 
Parsons,  a  man  no  less  witty  than 
wise"  (Goddard*  s  Writing-,  v.  _'.  p. 
97).  This  law  was  the  direct  re- 
sult of  a  speech  by  Chief  Justice  Durfee 
at  Tiverton  on  the  28th  of  February. 
1842;  and  of  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
over  which  Durfee  presided,  of  March 
2d,  1X42;  and  of  the  charge  oi  Chief 
Justice  Durfee  to  the  Grand  Jury  which 
quickly    followed.      This    Algerine    Law 

j  '  nder   the  charter  of   1663  on   the  2d  of 

1  April,  1842;  and  on  that  day  it  was  puh- 

!  lished  in  the  New  Age,  a  new  -paper  then 

j  published   in    Providence,   in   the   interest 

!  of  constitutional  reform.     The  Xeiv  Age 

published   the   "Law"   under  the  heading 

"The  Algerine  Law."     It   was  a   fearful 

"hit  back."    From  that  moment  the  name 

I   was   attached    to  both    the   ''law"   and   to 

the    party    enacting    it,    notwithstanding 

[  Goddard's   affixing   it   to   the    friends    of 

I  Constitutional  Reform.

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The  History  of  Sylvan,  Enemy  to 
Human  Diseases,  Otherwise  Called 
tiii.  Rain  Water  Doctor. 

It  i.>  almost  a  century  (1810)  since 
there  came  a  man  to  live  in  Providence, 
ai  ■!  practice  medicine.  15c  styled  him- 
self "Sylvan."  Enemy  to  Human  Dis- 
eases. From  the  peculiarity  of  his  prac- 
tice in  preserving-  his  prescriptions,  he 
soon  obtained  the  sobriquet  of  the  "Rain- 
water Doctor,"  which  title  excited  his 
anger  to  the  last  degree,  but  by  which 
only  he  is  known  to  the  present  genera- 
tion. He  entered  at  once  upon  a  large 
office  practice,  which  he  describes  in  cu- 
rious phrase,  "his  patronage  as  an  \\\\- 
parralleled  numerous  attendance  and  as- 
sailed by  incurable  legions  of  suffering 
beings." 

He  came  to  Providence  at  the  solicita- 
tion of  Joseph  Whitney,  Esq.,  a  gentle- 
man living  at  Pawtuxet,  who,  while  trav- 
eling in  France,  made  his  acquaintance. 

He  lived  in  a  house  which  stood  or, 
the  corner  of  Stewart  and  Pawtuxet 
(now  Broad)  streets,  afterward-  occu- 
pied as  the  Children'-  Home.  Pearl 
street  was  a  nameless  passage  way,  and 
''.race  Church  Cemetery  unchartered 
pasture  laud.  His  patients  were  really 
so  numerous  that  the  carriages  in  which 
they  came  filled  the  Pawtuxet  road  down 
as  far  as  where  the  New  Market  house 
was  afterward-    (in    [827)    built. 

The  advent  of  suck  a  character  as  Syl- 
van .together  with  his  immense  success 
in  obtaining  patronage,  for  lie  bad  pa- 
tients    from    Vermont    and    other     New 


England  States,  must  have  astonished 
our  old  regular  practitioners  intensely, 
and  we  confess  to  a  slight  surprise  our- 
;  selves.  \\  e  are  unable  to  find  that  he 
advertised,  in  the  modern  sense  of  tl 
term;  half  a  dozen  insertions  of  the  title 
page  of  his  pamphlet  in  the  Columbian 
Phcnix,  and  the  fact  that  William  Wil- 
kinson had  the  "Opuscle*'  for  sale,  is 
about  all  we  have  been  able  to  di.-cover. 
S0011  after  his  arrival  in  Providence, 
Sylvan,  yielding  to  the  importunities  of 
his  patients,  produced  the  work  which 
we  propose  to  consider.  He  called  it  his 
"'Opuscle  of  Prescription.*'  The  whole 
work  is  a  literary  curiosity,  and  the  title 
page,  not  the  least  singular  portion,  we 
herewith    present :

Tbis  pamphlei   must   be  placed   in   the 
:  list  of  scarce  Rhode  Island  pu1 
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Jt  vvas  published  by  its  author.  Kc  was 
callvd  a  German  doctor.  Bui  his  name 
here  was  Humbert.  This  is  a  French 
name  and  it  was  in  France  that  Mr. 
Whitney,  the  Rhode  Island  man  who  in- 
vited him  here,  met  him.  We  have,  no 
nearer  clue  to  his  nativity,  in  his  "per- 
ambulatory"  introduction  to  his  "Formu- 
la" he  calls  himself  a  "rustical  Sarma- 
tian."  This  shows  a  deeper  knowledge 
oi  classical  literature  than  it  shows  his 
descent. 

He  made  no  long  sojourn  in  Provi- 
dence, but  journeyed  to  Connecticut, 
where  he  published  three  other  works. 
hut  none  so  strange  as  the  one  under 
consideration.  One  reason  for  it.-  sin- 
guliarity,  1  have  been  told,  was  the  re- 
sult of  Sylvan's  undertaking  rhe  trans- 
lating of  it  himself  from  the  ("iermaii  to 
English,  fearing  to  place  so  importanl  a 
duty  upon  any  one  whom  he  could  not 
trust  to  reproduce  his  sentiments.  He 
gave  it  a  pretty  good  start  from  the 
German,  but  we  think  failed  to  quite 
reach  the  English,  as  the  copious  extracts 
which  we  presently  make  will  prove. 
These  extracts  are  in  every  case  in  the 
precise  language  of  their  author,  the 
Rainwater  Doctor.  Their  meaning  would

A  considerable  portion  of  the  ''opuscle" 
is  taken  up  in  dietetic  directions,  which 
is  quite  a^  instructive  as  any  portion  of 
it:  in  all  chronic  cases  we  must  abstain 
from  animal  food  at  dinner,  "except 
boiled  beef,  veal,  and  fowl  fresh  boiled." 
One  direction  which  the  doctor  had  evi- 
dently forgotten  in  its  proper  place,  he 
here  inserts;  it  is  as  to  getting  the  medi- 
cine home. 

"If  the  phials  are  carried  any  distance 
they  must  he  opened  on  the  road  every 
half  hour  or  hour  and  corked,  afterwards 
without  smelling  of  them;  hut  received 
cold  or  warm,  carried  nigh  or  far  off  the 
phials  must  be  a! way-  opened  for  ;•.  mo- 
ment before  they  are  set  in  the  place 
where  they  are  to  remain.'' 

This  musl  he  a  very  important  point 
taki  n  in  connection  with  the  length  of 
time  during  which  the  medicine  contin- 
ues to  he  efficacious,  viz..  2.\  to  36  hour-'.

ful.     lb-  tells  of  a  person  who,  through 
excess  of   smoking,  had   dried   bis  brain 
so   that   after   his  death    there   was   nodi 
ing  found  in  the  head  but  a  little  black 

hump."'  In  this  we  think  the  Doctor  i> 
probably  in  error,  in  attributing  the  phe 
nomena  to  smoking— it  was  in  all  proh 
ability  natural;  in  fact,  we  know  of  sev- 
eral who  are  known  never  to  -moke,  but 
whose  brains  would  probable  he  found 
in  the  same  condition.  Salt  meats  and 
fish  we  are  glad  to  fmd  prohibited;  bin 
here  again  we  get  out  of  our  depth  : 

"On  such  tm  extensive  and  intricating 
chapter  for  the  moment  obliged  to  have 
recourse  to   the   means  of   reticence  and

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Upon  the  death  of  the  Hon.  George  A. 
Brayton,  a  Judge  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Supreme  Court  for  thirty  year.-,  there 
was  found  among  his  papers  the  original 
Indian  Deed  given  by  Miantinomi  to 
Samuel  Oorton,  and  his  companions,  of 
the  lands  which  now  form  the  towns  of 
Warwick  and  Coventry,  and  possibly 
some  lands  now  in  the  adjoining  towns. 
This  Deed  was  the  property  of  the 
Town  of  Warwick,  ('.corse  A.  Brayton 
and  his  father,  Charles  Brayton,  had 
hem  town  clerks  of  Warwick  for  more 
than  forty  years.  William  Shaw  Bowen 
had  married  a  daughter  of  George  A. 
Brayton,  and  on  the  death  of  the  Judge 
he  took  possession  oi  this  Indian  Deed. 
He  soon  sold  it  to  Daniel  W.  Lyman  for 
$75.00.  \o;  long  after,  he  borrowed,  il 
from  Lyman,  as  he  (Bowen)  said  to 
show  it.  Tic  sold  it  to  the  John  Carter 
Brown  family  for  $.250.00,  and  Lyman 
never  got  it  back.  An  action  in  trover 
was  brought  by  Lyman,  and  here  is  a 
newspaper  clipping  concerning  it  (29th 
February,  1093)  : 

"A  case  of  trover  and  conversion  of 
long  standing  was  settled  in  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  before  Judges  Wilbur 
ami  Rogers  yesterday.  In  1885  Daniel 
W.  Lyman,  since  deceased,  brought  ac- 
tion against  William  Shaw  Bowen  to 
recover  the  value  of  a  deed.  The  deed 
in  question  was  the  original  marie  by 
Miantonomi  in  1642,  and  the  valuation 
was  fixed  at  $500.  Besides  the  deed 
there  was  also  a  set  of  optical  instru- 
ments for  testing  eyes  valued  at  $100. 
The  case  was  never  answered  by  Bowen 
and  the  entry  of  judgment  has  been  de- 
layed by  various  causes,  among  others 
the  death  of  the  plaintiff,  and  it  was 
yesterday  called  -imply  for  the  assess- 
ment of  damages.  Sidney  S.  Rider  testi- 
fied that  the  dcud  was  a  very  valuable 
document,  both  for  tin-  interest  attached 
and  for  its  commercial  value  as  a  docu- 
ment in  connection  with  the  history  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  <\  ed 
was  certainly  worth  not  less  than  $1000. 
The  plaintiff  submitted  to  judgment  for 
the  amount  of  the  addamnum  and  co  ts."

There  was  printed  in  Boston,  in  1821, 
a  "Lecture  on  Popular  Superstition,"  by 
Bernard  Whitman.  On  page  ?i,  Mr. 
Whitman  says:  ''Many  of  us  can  recol- 
lect the-  accounts  of  his  marvellous  cures; 
he  established  himself  at  Providence;  he 
enjoyned  a  spare  diet,  proper  exercise^, 
under   suitable   precautions,    and    in    this 


way  benefited  many."  These  were  all 
good  and  SO,  too,  was  his  use  of  pure 
water.  Such  is  the  history  of  this  cu- 
rious character.  Three  of  his  publica- 
tions, and  all  the  pamphlets  and  papers 
referred  to«  are  in  the  Sidney  S.  Rider 
collection,  now  in  the  Library  of  Brown 
University.

I 
wrote  at  once  to  Brinley  to  retract  the 
exchange,  but  never  a  word  did  1  gei 
from  him.  Here,  in  passing,  I  will  re- 
mark that  Brinley's  Library  was  sold  i.-. 
1878.  1  bought  Morion's  book  for $21  and 
it  is  now  in  the  Sidney  S.  Rider  collec- 
tion in  the  Library  of  Brown  Uni\  ersity. 
1  resume.  Finding  that  I  had  a  copy  ot 
the  first  of  Baylies,  which  the  Histori- 
cal Society  needed,  and  that  the  Society 
had  a  copy  in  duplicate  of  the  third  of 
Backus,  which  I  needed,  I  proposed  to 
the  President,  then  Albert  G.  Greene,  an 
exchange.  He  denied  that  the  Society 
had  a  duplicate.  J  took  him  to  the 
shelf,  lie  sa.w  it.  and  at  once  took  it 
and  put  the  volume  into  Ins  pocket, 
merely  remarking  that  it  belonged  to 
him.  So  it  disappeared;  and  so  1  pre- 
sented  my  odd  volume  of  Baylies  to  the 
Historical  Society  in  order  to  perfect  :s 
set.  Mr.  Greene  left  Rhode  Island  to 
dwell  in  Ohio,  where  he  died  in  1S68. 
The  next  year  his  library  was  sold  at 
auction  in  the  city  of  Xew  York.  T1  c 
name  Backus  does  not  appear  in  the 
catalogue.  But  number  2039  reads 
"Barkus,  Isaac,  History  of  New  Eng- 
land, etc.,  1777,  etc.,  in  3  volumes."  It 
was  Backus,  and  it  brought  875.00  for 
the  set,  a  price  unheard  of,  either  before 
or  since.  Brinley  had  two  sets,  both  oi 
which  were  far  superior  to  the  Greene 
set.  One  brought  £.;S.oo,  the  orhe~ 
brought  $39.00.  After  the  Greene  saie 
was  past,  I  was  one  day  "ransacking" 
the  Greene  catalogue,  when  I  came 
across  number  fjjyj,  which  was  a  col- 
lection of  "odd  volumes."  Among  there 
J  found  "Barber's  Xew  England  Churw-h 
History."  Even  then  1  knew  there  was 
no  such  book.  C.  Fiske  Harris,  then  n  y 
friend,  was  in  New  York  city.  I  wrote 
to  him  to  get  from  the  auctioneer 
l  Bang*-  )  the  name  of  the  buyer  of  mm; 
ber  6739,  and  buy  "Barber"  in  case  it 
was  "Backus'*  for  me.  Harris  found  the 
man,  ami  the  book,  it  was  the  third  of 
Eackus,  my   familiar  friend  of  years  be- 


fore; but  the  owner  would  not  sell  it, 
nor  fix  a  price.  It  had  brought  at  the 
auct'on  five  (3)  cents,  while  its  half- 
brother  at  the  same  auction  had  brought 
S25.OO.  Such  were  my  experiences  in 
book  buying,  book  selling  and  book  col- 
lecting in  the  years  now  happily  pas'. 

[{  ;>  a  great  pleasure  to  Book  Xovks 
to  exhibit  a  specimen  of  the  great  ac- 
curacy in  stating  "history"  which 
my  friend  James  X.  Arnold  has  deve 
!  tprd.  On  the  12th  of  April  he  sent  the 
Tribune  a  letter  10  be  published.  It  'wa- 
in relation  to  the  naming  of  a  Park; 
kmd  for  which  had  been  purchased  by 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  in 
the  town  of  Lincoln.  Mr.  Arnold  begins 
ins  crmmunicatiuij  vvbi!  vvhat  more  ap 
propriate  name  than  Arnold  could  be 
crimen  and  who  can  name  better  rea- 
sons for  that  name  than  that  which  I

I  incoln,  the  Town,  was  formed  in 
1 871    from  the  lands  oi  Smith  field. 

Smithfield,  the  Town,  was  formed  in 
17.1L  from  the  lauds  of  Providence. 

Roger  Williams  bought  these  lands 
from  the  Sachems  in  1636.  He  was  then 
the  50'e  owner  of  them. 

"The  starting  point  then  in  of  the  His- 
tory of  Smithfield  s  an  inquiry  as  to 
who,  and  what  vvr-s  Poger  Williams" 
(Steere's  History  of  Smithfield,  p.  j, 
1881). 

Thomas  Arnold  came  to  Providence 
to  dwell  in  1655  or  1636.  He  was  never 
in  New  England  before.  James  X.  Ar- 
nold gives  the  date  of  the  death  oi 
Thomas  as  1672.  He  died  in  September, 
1674  (Prow  Early  Records  v.  4.  p.  113). 
The  town  of  Providence  settled  the  es 
tate  each  heir  signing,  or  agreeing  to 
the  settlement.  If  the  land  now  made 
into  a  Park  in  Lincoln  ever  belonged 
to  Thomas  Arnold,  he  obtained  them  by 
a  devision  of  land  on  the  east  side  of 
the  seven  mile  line  fProv.  Early  Rec,  v. 
?.,  72-  73 >  •  The  first  land  evei  owned 
by  Thomas  Arnold    was  a    gift    by    'die 
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town  of  Providence  in  1656  or  165;.'. 
There  is  scarcely  one  correct  statement 
in  Mr.  Arnol  I's  "historical"  letter. 


Where  the  money  came  from  which 
was  used  by  "the  Law  and  Order"  party 
to  prevent  the  people  of  Rhode  fsland 
from  'i  establishing  a  constitutional  Gov- 
ernment in  1842? 

Dispatches  from  Congress  state  that 
Representative  Victor  Miirdock  of 
Kansas  has  introduced  a  bill  calling  upon 
the  States  to  refund  the  money  that  Am 
c1re\v  Jackson  distributed  among  them 
in  1836,  when  the  surplus  from  the  sale 
of  public  lands  reached  $28,000,000.  In 
1S36  there  was  a  surplus  in  the  Federal 
Treasury  of  $38,000,000,  due  largely  to 
the  sah  of  public  land  in  the  central 
West.  Congress  authorized  the  distribu- 
tion of  this  money  among  the  States 
upon  their  promise  to  repay  it  on  de- 
mand of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Of  this  money  $382,000  came  to  Rhode 
[sland.  hi  April,  1000.  a  bill  was  intro- 
duced in  the  U.  S.  House  of  Representa- 
tives calling  upon  the  States  which  had 
raised   this  money.     The  exact   sum   re- 


ceived by  Rhode  Island  in  1837  was 
$382,335.30.  In  October  at  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  a  discussion 
arose  concerning  the  dispositi  m  and  use 
of  this  money.  Various  schemes  were 
presented.  Thomas  W.  Dorr  proposed  to 
deposit  the  money  in  strong  banks  to  be 
loaned,  and  the  income  used  to  support 
public  schools  in  all  the  towns  in  the 
State.  Mr.  Dorr  was  til  the  time  a 
young  man,  but  nevertheless  a  leading 
man  in  the  House.  His  plan  was  fierce- 
ly opposed  by  Benjamin  Hazard,  his 
constant  and  most  bitter  enemy:  and  by 
Jonah  Titus,  Ins  (Dorr's)  most  constant 
and  most  treacherous  friend.  But  it  was 
carried  through  the  General  Assembly, 
by  an  almost  unanimous  vote.  From 
the  moment  of  its  application  until  the 
end  of  the  political  struggle  which  fol- 
lowed, the  adoption  of  Air.  Dorr's  plan 
led  to  an  immediate  reconstruction  of 
the  school  laws  of  the  State:  and  to  a 
reorganization  of  the  Providence  school.-. 
on  plans  advocated  by  Mr.  Dorr,  who 
had  for  some  years  been  a  member  of 
the  School  Committee.  This  was  the 
result:  "The  first  day  on  which  the  n  v 
system   went   into  operation  more  than   a 
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thousand  pupil-  entered  the  public 
school-  who  had  never  before  been  a  pu- 
pil in  one  of  them'"  (  Hist.  School  Educa- 
tion in  Prov.  and  Rhode  Island,  p.  187;. 
The  moment  the  war  against  Dorr  be- 
gan the  "'Law  and  Order"  party  began 
using  these  public  funds  to  prevent  the 
people  from  having  a  Constitutional 
Government.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1845  this  school  fund  had  shrunk 
from  $382,335. 30  to  $12,364.61.  All  this 
money  had  been  used  by  Charter  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  or  stolen  by  men  active 
in  the  '"war."  The  whole  story  I  have 
written  in  my  "History  of  the  Develop- 
ment of  a  Constitutional  Government" 
with  careful  citations.  It  is  a  terrible 
st<»ry  never  before  told.

This   Limitations  of   Human   Respon- 
sibility, by  Francis  Wayland. 


At  the  close  of  the  Memoirs  of  Fran 
cis  Wayland  (i868),  there  is  a  biblio- 
graphy, <•]",  perhaps  I  should  write,  a 
list  of  his  publications.  This  list  gives 
seventy- two  titles  of  separate  publica- 
tions, oi  which  number  a  round  dozen 
are  volumes,  the  remainder  being  pam- 
phlets. It  was  a  period  of  pamphlets. 
Wayland  was  the  greatest  Rhode  Island 
pamphleteer;  the  Rev.  Thomas  Williams 
was  next;  and  then  came  Augustus 
Woodbury.  The  most  complete  collec- 
tion of  these  ephemeral  publications  is 
now  in  the  Sidney  S.  Rider  collection, 
now  in  Brown  University.  There  is  not 
to-day  among  them  all  a  real  "live'  pub- 
lication; but  many  of  them  touched  liv- 
ing themes,  when  they  were  published, 
and  several  editions  were,  in  some  cases, 
in  demand.  Among  the  bound  books 
written  by  Francis  Wayland,  was  one 
under  the  title  given  at  the  head  of  this 
article:  "The  Limitations  of  Human  Re- 
sponsibilities." It  is  a  twelve  mo.  vol- 
ume of  io/j  pages,  printed  here  in  Provi- 
dence but  hearing  the  name  of  a  publish- 
ing firm  then  (1838)  in  Boston.  It  was  a 
"Baptist"  firm,  long  since  extinct.  Dur- 
ing the  same  yea'"  (1838).  a  second  edi- 
tion was  printed  in  Xew  York  city,  bear- 
ing the  imprint  of  D.  Appleton  &  Co. 
There  is,  so  far  <  s  1  have  discovered,  no 
material  change  in  the  text ;  but  there 
are  verbal  changes  of  value,  and  inter- 
est, just  as  there  is  with  every  acute 
mind,  as  it  studies  and  re-studii  •  its  iri 
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tellectual  work.  There  is  one  addition 
to  this  Xew  York  edition  which  is  inter- 
esting; that  is  the  "Dedication."  Here 
it  is:  "To  the  Reverend  Daniel  Sharp, 
I).  1)..  of  Boston,  Mass.:  A  gentleman 
distinguished  for  the  most  delicate  re- 
spect for  the  Rights  of  Others  tin.-,  Utile 
Essay  is  respectfully  inscribed  by  his 
friend  the  Author."  This  Reverend  gen 
tleman  was  an  Englishman,  who  came 
to  this  country  in  1805.  intending  to  en- 
ter upon  some  commercial  business;  he 
was  22  years  of  age;  but  he  concluded 
to  study  for  the  ministry,  having  be- 
come a  Baptist.  In  1812,  he  was  called 
to  become  Pastor  of  a  Baptist  Church, 
in  Boston.  He  remained  its  Pastor  un- 
til his  death,  forty-one  years  later,  in 
1853.  Francis  Wayland  became  Presi- 
dent of  Brown  University  in  December. 
1826;  in  1828  the  Reverend  Doctor 
Sharp  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  this  Uni- 
versity and  so  remained  until  his  death. 
I  come  now  to  consider  this  "Little  Es- 
say,' being  convinced  that  it  is  the  great- 
est piece  of  intellectual  work  ever  done 
by  Francis  Wayland.  In  truth,  so  far 
as  my  bibliographical  knowledge  ex- 
tends in  such  matters  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, nothing  exists  at  all  con-parable  to 
it.  Here  are  a  few  specimens:  "It  is 
perhaps  worth  while  to  remark  in  pass- 
ing that  the  consciousness  of  right  is  a 
source  of  power,  which  belongs  spe- 
cially to  tlie  oppressed,  and  which.  oth<  r 
things  being  equal,  will  always  ensure  to 
them  the  victory.  When  other  thing; 
are  no;  equal,  it  i^  frequently  sui 
of  itself  to  outweigh  a  vast  prepot  d  1 
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ance  of  physical  force;  it  is  moreover 
efficient,  in  proportion  to  the  purity  oi 
the  moral  principle  of  .1  people:'  Again, 
"The  highest  glory  of  human  nature  is 
lo  love  rig'ht  better  than  life,  and  to 
v  bey  the  dictates  of  conscience  at  every 
conceivable  hazard."  Again,  "Truth  ut- 
tered from  the  "stake,"  or  from  the 
*'scaffold,"  becomes  absolutely  irresisti- 
ble. We  admire  Plato  surrounded  by 
listening  princes,  and  vicing  with  them 
in  oriental  magnificence;  but  we  vener- 
ate Socrates  in  his  dungeon,  patiently 
suffering  death,  for  holding  forth  the 
truth."  Again,  "But  we  need  go  to  no 
external  sources  to  learn  ihe  power  of 
the  moral  principle.  Every  man  feels  it 
to  be  supreme.  Every  man  who  is  not 
utterly  lost  to  self  respect  feels  himsHf 
insulted  if  you  present  before  him  any 
inducement  to  do  what  he  knows  to  be 
wrong;  or  to  leave  undone  what  he  ac- 
knowledges to  be  right.'"  Again,  "Mni 
are  commonly  wicked,  by  reason  of  un- 
governable passions,  avarice,  revenge, 
lust.  Ambition  will  urge  men  to  fearful 
crimes."  Again,  "It  may  be  safely 
granted  that  when  conscience  commands, 
its  authority  is  unquestionable;  that  no 
consideration    arising    from    the    love   of 


pleasure;  or  the   fear  of  pain;  nay.  thai 
no     consideration     arising    from     coi 
quenccs  cither  to  ourselves,  or  to  others, 
should   come   into  competition   with   it." 
11,  "Granting  that  no  earthly  motive 
ought   to  interfere  with  the  discharge  of 
my   duty,    it    certainly    is    not    unreason- 
able to  inquire  what  is,  and  what  is  1101 
my  duty    ;nay,   further,  as  ic  is  granted, 
tli.it    we   are   bound    to   exert   our    whole 
power  without  regard  to  consequences  in 
tiie    performance   L>i   our    duty."      Agaii  . 
"God   speaks,  and   it  is;  but  we   possess, 
no  such  attribute;  we  have  enly  the  abil- 
ity to  use  certain  means,  which,  by  som< 
agency  of   which    we   know   nothing,    is 
commonly   followed   by  a   given    result.'1 
Again,  '"The  importance  of  a  knowledge 
of    »he    laws    of   God     whether    physical 
intellectual,  or  moral,  is  too  obvious   to 
need  discussion;   we  can  he  happy,  only 
as  we  obey  these  laws."'     Again,  "There 
are  general  laws  of  nature,   winch  orig- 
j  mate    with    the    Creator,    the    knowledge 
'  and    observance   of    which   are   essential 
1  to  our  well  being;  he  who  discovers  any 
j   such  law,  is  bound  to  make  it  known  to 
j  his   fellow  men."     Again,  "It  may,  how- 
I  ever,  be  said  that  the  discovery  of  a  new 
i  law.  or  the  invention  of  a  new  mechani- 
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cal  instrument  may  be  injurious  to  some, 
as  well  as  benecial  to  others;  as  for  in- 
stance, the  discovery  of  a  new  ;nnl 
cheaper,  and  more  efficacious  locomotive 
power  might  inspire  those  at  present  en 
gaged  in  making  and  in  using  steam  ma- 
chinery; to  this  the  answer  is  easy;  the 
law  in  questing  having  been  ordained  by 
a  good  and  wise  Being,  it  will  work  hap- 
piness upon  the  whole,  though  indivi- 
duals should  accidentally  sulTer."  These 
are  line  specimens  of  the  fine  thought 
whh  which  this  hook  is  filled.  But  there 
is  one  specimen  which  is  not  so  tine,  nev- 
ertheless, I  have  no  right  to  suppress  it, 
here  it  is:  ''Who  can  estimate  the  con- 
sequences which  must  have  arisen,  had 
Newton  concealed  his  discovery  of  the 
laws  of  light  and  gravitation?"  So  far 
goo  :.  m  w  c  '-■■  -  th  bad  :  "( )i  had  h  n- 
ner  concealed  his  discovery  of  the  ef- 
fects of  vaccination."  But  Wayland  says 
nothing  about  thrusting  into  human  flesh 
some  poison  raw  matter,  taken  from  a 
sore  on  some  animal  as  a  prevention  of 
Small  fox.  With  one  more  specimen  T 
close,  ''Such  then  are  the  limits  within 
which  we  ore  restricted  in  the  promulga- 
tion of  Truth.     We  are  bound  to  set  the 
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I  truth  before  men."*    It  take-  intellect  and

In  Book  Notes  for  the  15th  De- 
cember, 1900,  the  the  present  writer  con- 
sidered with  all  his  power  the  terrible 
work.  Xow  he  will  consider  three  re- 
sults. But  first,  now,  that  which  the 
court  did. 

Four  men  in  a  moment,  on  the  20th 
of  July,  1900,  by  the  utterance  of  an 
opinion,  changed  in  its  most  vital  point 
the  government  of  Rhode  Island.  These 
men  were,  Chief  Justice  Stiness,  and  Jus- 
tices Wilbur,  Douglas  and  Dubois;  they 
formed  the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  case 
Crafts  vs.  Ray.  These  gentlemen  by  us- 
ing two  words  have  done  what  a  large 
number  of  people,  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury have  been  desirous  of  doing,  but 
which  by  this  very  court  have  been  pre- 
vented from  doing,  to  wit,  changed  the 
constitution-  The  court  by  a  word  has 
given  the  Legislature  unbridled  power. 
When  the  people,  in  1S42,  established 
this  court,  is  it  to  be  believed,  that  they 
established  it,  for  the  purpose  of  extend- 
ing the  powers  of  the  Legislature  then 
provided,  or  was  it  founded  in  order  to 
keep  the  Legislature  within  the  line? 
then  laid  down.  There  can  be  but  one 
answer,  restriction  is  that  aiibwcr.  The 
object  of  a  constitution   is   not   to  grant 


legislative  powers,  but  to  confine  and  re- 
strain it  (Cooky's  Const.  Limits  207). 
Concerning  legislative  bodies  artfully, 
but  wrongly  called  here.  General  Assem- 
blies, Thomas  Jefferson  wrote  "the  ty- 
ranny of  legislatures  is  the  most  fomid- 
ablc  dred  at  present  and  will  be  for 
many  years."  It  was  to  hold  in  check 
this  tyrannical  power  that  the  people  es- 
tablished this  court.  "Courts  are  not  the 
guardians  of  the  rights  of  the  people, 
except  as  their  rights  arc  secured  by 
some  constitutional  provision''  (Cooley 
Const.  Limits  201).  Safety  comes  alone 
from  "the  careful  separation  of  the 
powers  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  government"  (Const.  Limits  109). 
As  for  instance,  the  judicial,  from  the 
legislative  power.  But  what  becomes 
of  safety  when  the  Judicial  jo  ins  its  pow- 
ers to  those  of  the  Legislature.  The 
purpose  of  the  present  inquiry,  is  to  set 
forth  the  danger,  and  to  discover 
whether  the  court  has  performed  the 
functions  for  which,  alone,  it  was  estab- 
lished by  the  people,  in  its  decisions  in 
the  East  Providence  exemptions  of  cer- 
tain business  men,  or  business  corpora- 
tions from  the  payment  of  a  public  tax. 
Two  cases  have  been  decided  by  the 
court;  the  McTwiggan  in  1895.  and  the 
Crafts,  in  1000.  The  decision  in  the 
first  case  was  given  to  the  plaintiff-  In 
the  latter  case  by  the  use  of  the  word 
"implication"  a  hitherto  unsuspected 
meaning  has  been  given  to  a  clause  i'1 
the  constitution,  sustaining  now  a  power, 
assumed  by  the  Legislature  to  make  ex- 
emptions of  certain  business  men  from 
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a  public  tax,  or  indeed  exemptions  of 
any  kind,  for  favored  individuals,  or  fur 
corporations  This  decision  if  allowed 
to  stand  changes  the  very  structure  of 
this  government,  placing  nearly  half  a 
million  of  people,  absolutely  within  the 
power,  described  by  Chief  Justice  Mar- 
shall as  "the  puwer  to  destroy,"  of  a 
mere  handful,  fifty-six  (50)  of  their  rep- 
resentatives, with  no  possibility  of  es- 
cape; neither  hy  the  use  of  the  ballot, 
nor  by  any  other  process.  Such  condi- 
tions well  deserve  the  most  serious  con- 
sideration of  honest,  and  earnest  men. 
To  awaken  such  consideration  is  the 
sole   purpose   of   the   writer. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  January, 
(1909)  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, the  General  Treasurer  of  the  State, 
\\  alter  A.  Read,  made  his  annual  re- 
port to  that,  body  and  presented  it.  I 
present  a  few  extracts.  "It  has  long 
been  evident  to  those  who  have  studied 
the  financial  condition  of  the  state  as  set 
forth  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the 
Treasury  Department,  that  the  time  was 
near  at  hand  when  the  current  receipts 
would  be  insufficient  to  meet  its 
expenditures.  THAT  CONDITION 
CONFRONTS     US     TODAY." 


Again,  "heretofore,  a  depleted  treasury 
has  been  replenished  by  an  increase  in 
th  rate  of  the  state  tax;  or  by  a  revalua- 
tion (otherwise  an  increase  of  the  vain 
ation)  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty by  a  State  Board  (appointed,  hy  the 
General  Assembly.  The  form  (the  state 
tax)  has  now  reached  a  figure  that  town.-, 
and  cities  regard  as  the  limit  they 
should  be  called  upon  to  pay;  and  the 
State  Hoard  of  valuation  i^  open  to 
many  objections-  -expensive  in  operation, 
and  unsatisfactory  in  results".  "Again, 
"Rhode  Island  is  reputed  to  be  one  of 
our  wealthiest  states;  as  three-fourths  of 
the  state  tax  is  levied  and  collected  upon 
real  estate,  it  follows  that  a  large  pro- 
portion of  its  personal  wealth  remains 
untaxed.''  Under  this  decision  cf  the 
Supreme  Court  the  General  Assembly 
has  released  corporations  from  taxation; 
and  it  has  given  towns  the  power  to 
release  corporations;  or  other  firms  of 
manufacturers  from  taxation.  The 
farms  all  over  the  state,  and  all  land- 
individually  owned,  have  been  constantly 
on  the  increase;  while  the  corporation 
lands  go  free.  Every  owner  of  his  home 
in  Providence  has  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
the  tax  on  his  home  on  the  constant  in- 
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crease,  and  seeing  at  the  same  time  the 

constant  increase  of  the  exempted  cor- 
porations. Under  this  delightful  work 
the  tax  on  my  own  homo  has  been  in- 
creased more  than  (40)  forty  per  cent. 
while  the  mills  oi  the  corporations  go 
scot  free.  This  report  of  the  General 
Treasurer,  raised  under  the  lash  of  one 
of  our  daily  papers,  a  tender  hur- 
ricane. Senator  Bowen,  from  Provi- 
dence, at  once  presented  in  the  General 
Assembly  a  proposed  new  law  giving 
towns  more  power  in  exemptions. 
Whether  it  became  a  law,  or  not,  I  have 
not  enquired.  Since  this  awakened  in- 
terest, Governor  Potliier  appointed  a 
commission  to  investigate  the  matter  of 
taxation.  Whether  the  Governor's  mills 
are  exempted,  or  not  I  have  not  investi- 
gated, At  the  neat!  of  tins  commission 
is  Senator  Bowen  of  Providence,  who 
proposed  the  law  increasing  the  exemp- 
tion powers  of  towns.  Of  course,  Sen- 
ator Bowen  has  already  fixed  his  posi- 
tion, which  is  practically  against  relief 
of  the  overtaxed  people.  Now  comes 
the  latest  figment  of  hope.  Herbert  K. 
Smith,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions  has   just  made   a   report   to   Presi- 


dent Taft,  on  the  Taxation  of  Corpora- 
tions in  the  \Tew  England  States.  IP 
says,  '"It  is  interesting  to  note  the  low 
per  centagc  of  the  total  state  revenue 
derived  from  the  state  taxation  of  cor- 
porations. In  [908  this  was  only  39.78 
per  cent.;  quite  a  contrast  with  the 
other  states,  Connecticut  for  instance, 
being  83.54  per  cent-  Such  has  been  the 
actual  workings  of  the  Unconstitutional 
Decision,  by  implication,  giving  power  to 
the  General  Assembly  to  release  corpor- 
ations   from   taxation  July   IQOO.« 


It  is  eight  years  since  Philippe  Bunau- 
Varilla    published    a    pamphlet    in    Xew 

York,  which  he.  himself  describes  as  one 
for  which  he  Bunau-Varilla  *'has 
worked  for  Scientific  Truth,  on  one  of 
those  fields  where,  as  Mr.  Carnegie  re- 
cently and  justly  said  there  is  no  room 
for  selfish  and  private  aims."  This  en- 
gineer gives  comparative  view-  of  the 
advantages  which  the  two  proposed 
routes.  Nicaragua  and  Panama  present. 
I  will  reproduce  his  opinions  on  two 
points — Locks  and  Dams— and  how  a  sea 
level  will  ultimately  be  the  result.  He 
says.   (p.  12)    "In  reference  to  the  locks 
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which  will  be  constructed,  it  will  be  suf- 
ficient for  me  to  state  that  nine  locks 
will  be  necessary  in  Nicaraugua;  only 
five  locks  in  Panama,  will  be  necessary; 
and  that  the  level  to  which  .-hips  will 
have  to  he  lifted  in  the  case  of  Nicara- 
gua will  he  no  feet;  under  equal  condi- 
tions, at  Panama  ships  will  have  to  be 
lifted  hut  ninety  (oo)  feet.  On  this 
question  of  locks,  on  a  sea  level,  he  first 
considers  volcanic  conditions;  these  he 
shows  will  he  terrific  at  Nicaragua  hut 
at  Panama  "on  the  contrary,  far  from 
being  open  to  destruction,  i:  is  open  for 
a  gradual  transformation  from  a  lock 
canal,  into  a  sea  level  canal,  and  into  a 
sea  of  Bosphorus  which  means  a  rapid 
transit  in  five  hours  from  ocean  to 
ocean."    (p. 29) 

Concerning  the  question  of  Dams, 
which  were  necessary  on  both  routes,  he 
says  "the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission 
stated  that  the  dam  to  be  built  in  Pan- 
ama can  be  built  of  earth,  as  well  as  of 
masonry,  which  indicates  that  neither  its 
difficulty  nor  its  cost  is  extraordinary. 
This  dam  would  necessitate  compressed 
air  foundations  to  a  depth  of  ioo  feet 
below  low-water  level,  and  have  a  total 
height  of  150  feet  from  the  foundation 
to  the  crust."  (p.ll).  It  is  certainly  re- 
freshing to  compare  what  this  French 
Engineer  has  recently  said  about  the  Ga- 
tun  Dam,  and  a  lock  canal.  This  was 
the  way  he  talked  to  make  sale  of  the 
French  canal  stock  to  the  United  States. 


At  a  recent  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Medico-Legal  society  was 
held  at  the  Narragansett  hotel  yester- 
day afternoon,  President  Eugene  IT. 
Lincoln  presiding.  The  subject  for  dis- 
cussion was  "Anti-Vaccination,"'  and  the 
paper  was  read  by  Dr.  James  H.  Hab- 
erlin  of  Pawlucket- 

Dr.  Haberlin  gave  a  history  of  vacci- 
nation, and  told  of  the  dissatisfaction 
that  had  always  been  expressed  by  a 
certain  class  of  people  against  it.  This 
antagonism  has  not  been  confined  to  ig- 
norant people,  the  physician  said,  but  in 


many  cases  prominent  men  and  educa- 
tors had  assailed  the  value  of  vaccina- 
tion. 

After  telling  of  the  advantages  of  vac- 
cination Dr.  Haberlin  said  that  the  vac- 
cination laws  in  the  State  were  becom- 
ing almost  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  as 
serted  that  it  was  time  for  something  to 
be  done  to  enforce  them.  lie  told  of 
the  care  taken  in  selecting  the  heifers  to 
be  vaccinated  first  and  from  which  the 
virus  is  obtained,  saying  that  they  were 
all  selected  with  great  care  and  guarded 
so  that  they  should  he  in  the  best  possi- 
ble sanitary  condition.  After  showing 
the  fallacies  of  some  of  the  anti-vacci- 
nationists  the  physician  closed  by  giving 
statistics  to  prove  the  value  of  vaccina- 
tion. 

Not  a  word  of  all  that  stuff  has  ap- 
peared in  print.  Among  "the  advantages 
of  vaccination"  did  this  wis'?,  and  honest 
Doctor  mention  lockjaw,  or  tetanus,  ery- 
sipelas, jaundice,  skin  eruptions,  vaccinal 
ulcers,  and  vaccinal  syphilis.  With  one 
exception  (tetanus)  these  diseases  re- 
sulting from     vaccination     with     poison

II.  II.  Rogers,  the  "Munificent  Mil- 
lionaire, as  the  Boston  Journal,  calls  the

The 
truthful  newspapers  tell  US  that  he  left 
Fifty  Million^-  hut  they  do  not  show 
the  property;  it  was  paper  property  in 
stocks,  nine  tenths  of  the  value  thereof 
was  "wind."

Here  is  a 
picture  of  "Personified  High  Finance" 
from  the  Springfield  Republican  one  of 
the  best  newspapers  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Rogers  personified  the  "high 
finance"  of  our  lime,  perhaps,  as  well  as 
any  one.  lie  was  adventurous  in  stock 
speculation,  as  John  I).  Rockefeller  was 
not;  and  none  of  his  contemporaries,  not 
even  Harriman,  seemed  to  take  more- 
solid  pleasure  in  gambling  in  Wall  street 
with  huge  aggregates  of  capital.  Law- 
son  painted  him  ruthlessly  and  crudely 
in  ''Frenzied     Finance,''     yet,  after     all, 
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with  a  picturesque  verisimilitude  that 
made  a  real  impression  upon  the  coun- 
try. The  story  of  "Amalgamated" 
would  make  Satan  weep,  probably,  net  to 
mention  angels  even  if  told  without  the 
slightest  Lawsonesque  exaggeration.  No 
milionaire  suffered  more  from  the  muck- 
raking campaign  of  the  past  four  years 
than  diil  ho;  ami  it  must  he  admitted 
that  he  was  a  shining  mark  because  lie 
used  the  tainted  Standard  Oil  profits 
with  >ueh  audacity  in  the  promotion  of 
various  other  enterprises.  In  his  con- 
tempt for  law  in  great  capitalistic  en- 
terprises. Mr.  Rogers  was  unquestion- 
ably a  peril  and  a  menace  to  the  rc- 
public.  In  his  last  years  he  suffered 
very  severe  financial  reverses,  his  losses 
in  the  well-remembered  panic  of  the 
stock  exchange  in  March,  1907,  reach- 
ing figures  estimated  at  from  $30,000,000 
to  $50,000,000.  But  still  he  died  very 
rich.  His  tidewater  railroad  was,  per- 
haps the  main  cause  of  his  financial  trou- 
bles, and  many  of  his  friends  regarded  it 
as  a  crazy  venture.  But  it  may  ultimate- 
ly turn  out  to  be  the  best  and  most  legi- 
timate memorial  of  his  business  career. 


In  all  elections  in  this  country,  the 
power  of  rich  men,  and  of  corporations, 
rich  only  in  "wind,"  to  buy  votes; 
bribe  voters;  direct  the  Legislatures; 
and  pack  the  courts  with  judges,  nullifies 
the  power  of  the  people  to  govern.  If 
only  a  revolution  with  blood  is  our  only 
remedy— then  let  it  come  quickly  for 
these  existing  conditions  will  not  be  tol- 
erated.

The  children,  too,  go 
to  the  places  which  are  appointed  for 
them,  Oh,  then,  be  happy!  Come,  = 
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and  perfumes  are  set  before  them;  ma- 
hu-flowers  and  lilies  for  the  arms  and 
neck  of  thy  beloved.

The  Springfield  Republican  recently 
published  the  following  on  "Vaccina- 
tion" and  its  connection  with  the  "Foot 
and  Mouth*'  Disease  in  Cattle.  It  was 
under  the  heading  NOT  DANGEROUS 
TO  MEN. 

"Study  by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Agriculture  into  the  recent  outbreak  of 
the  foot  and  mouth  cattle  disease  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Michigan 
reveals  th  efact  that  the  disease  origin- 
ated in  contaminated  vaccine  virus  im- 
ported by  a  Pennsylvania   firm  of  drug- 


j  gists,   and   sold   to   another   firm   in    De- 
I  troit.     The  latter  used  the  contaminated 
article    for   propagating    the    vaccine    on 
calves   in   the   stock   yards   of   that    city. 
and   the   disease   which   began   there   ex- 
tended   into    New    York   and    Pennsylva- 
nia.    As  soon  as  the  facts  regarding  tin 
contaminated   vaccine   became-  known   to 
the    Federal   authorities,   the   licenses   of 
the    two    firms    were    suspended    and    all 
the   suspected   vaccine   on   hand   was  de- 
stroyed.

General     VVyman,    chief    of    the    public 
health   service,   savs  :  "'The  anti-vaccina- 
j  tionists  have  nothing  to  stand  upon.    We 
j  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  -ingle  case 
!  in    which    foot    .and    mouth    disease    was 
;  communicated  to  a  human  being  through 
{  vaccination.     It   i--   exceedingly   doubtful 
whether   the   ordinary  method   of   vacci- 
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natiug  would  communicate  the  disc  isc 
to  a  person,  even  if  the  virus  contained 
foot  and  mouth  germs." 

Surgeon  General  Wyman  has  proved. 
so  he  says,  thai  foot  and  mouth  disease 
in  cattle  "originated  in  contaminated 
vaccine  virus."  This  admit-  that  vac- 
cination can  and  does  produce  terribly 
fatal  diseases  hitherto  unknown.  The 
Surgeon  General's  use  o\  the  word  "con- 
taminated' needs  fixation.  Here  is  its 
meaning,  as  Shakespeare  knew  it:  "Con- 
taminate one's  fingers  with  base  bribes." 
The  simple  naked  fact  was,  and  i-,  that 
vaccination  of  calves,  with  vaccine  virus 
taken  from  a  -ore  on  a  human  hung  re- 
sulted in  a  disease  more  fatal  in  cattle 
than  anything  ever  before  known.  What 
does  this  U.  S.  Surgeon  General  mean 
when  he  says  "The  anti-vaecinationists 
have  nothing  to  stand  upon.*'  The  be- 
lief of  an  anti-vaccinationist  rests  on 
facts,  and  human  reason.  He  neither 
stands  upon  it  nor  sets  upon  it ;  his  rea- 
soning powers  are  convinced  by  the 
fact<  and   reason.

now  chief  of  the  public  health  service,

Human  virus  thru-:  into 
a  calf  produced  a  foot  and  mouth  dis- 
ease; the  calf  virus  thrust  int.,  th<  :!.  -. 
of  a  human  child  produced  lock  jaw;  is 
not  that  a  mouth  disease,  and  as  fata! 
as  the   foot  and  mouth  disease  in  cattle? 


It  is  time  that  the  newspapers  here  in 
Providence,  and  in  all  the  State,  should 
cease  to  allow  men  to  print  in  their 
columns,  letters,  on  papers,  charging 
Roger  William-  with  being  a  Liar. 
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The  latest  issue  oi  the  Bulletin  of  La- 
bor, printed  by  the  Government  at 
Washington,  (Xo.  79),  is  upon  the  sub- 
ject    of    "Mortality    of    Consumption    in 

Dirty  Trades."  Among  the  principal 
statistical  data  used  in  this  Bulletin,  the 
third  is  '"The  Occupation,  Mortality  Sta- 
tistics of  Rhode  [sland  for  the  Decade. 
Ending  With  1906."  (p.  641.)  The  docu- 
ment reads,  "The  term  tuberculosis,"  is 
u  ed  in  a  very  general  sense,  as  a  rule 
limited  to  phthisis  pulmonalis,  or  con- 
sumption" (p.  641.)  Here  in  Rhode 
I -hind  the  fundamental  cause  of  this 
disease,  for  it  is  all  the  same;  the  differ- 
ent names  mean,  if  they  mean  anything, 
the  various  locations  in  the  body,  as  the 
results  of  Bacteria  in  milk. 

Within  a  week  my  illustrious  friend 
the  Providence  Journal,  published  on  its 
editorial  page,  a  beautiful  account  of 
an  epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever,  caused  by 
a  Fly.  These  Flies  have  existed  from 
the  time  of  their  creation  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden,  until  the  present  day.  There 
is  no  record  of  a  death,  or  a  case  of 
Typhoid  in  Adam  and  Eve's  family  for 
a  thousand  years.  Here  in  the  201I1  cen- 
tury, these  Flics  have  discovered  the 
power  to  produce  death  by  Vaccination. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  here  lays  all 
Typhoid  to  the  use  of  milk.  This  board 
has  never  to  this  day  shown  that  in  a 
case  of  typhoid,  the  victim  drank  un- 
cooked milk;  nobody  ever  died  from 
eating  or  drinking  cooked  milk.

This  story,  as  told  in  the  Bible,  is  in 
verses  7-20,  both  included,  of  chapter  39, 
of  Genesis.  In  this  little  book,  it  covers 
nineteen  pages.  Potiphar  was  aEunuch, 
or  supposed  to  be  one.  He  was  married, 
but  the  name  of  his  wife  is  not  given  in 
the  P>ible.  Joseph  was  sold  as  a  slave,  to 
Potiphar;  who  was  so  well  pleased  with 
his  careful  work,  that  he  put  Joseph  in 
charge  of  his  home,  and  its  management.

i860,  p.  73-) 

The  Providence  Insurance  Co.  was 
chartered  in  1799-  T]-e  Washington  In- 
surance Co.  was  chartered  in  1800.  On 
the  18th  of  May.  1815,  these  two  com- 
panies made  a  private  agreement  to  form 
both  companies  into  one  company;  this 
one  company  to  he  called  the  Providence- 
Washington  Insurance  Co.  (Acts  and 
Resolves,  Feb.  1820,  pp.  6-11.)  This 
agreement  was  a  strange  proceeding, 
having  no  foundation  whatever  in  law.

[S15.  on  the  corner  of  "Washington  Row" 
and  what  is  now  Westminster,  next  to 
the  great  or  principal  bridge  across  the 
Salt  Water.  It  was  built  of  wood.  This 
is  shown  by  the  ship's  bowsprit  piercing 
a-  shown  in  the  painting  in  the  Cabinet 
of  the  R.  1.  Elistorical  Society.  The  best 
account  of  this  tremendous  gale  is  that 
written  by  William  »'..  Goddard  of  a 
small  newspaper  printed  here  in  Provi- 
dence under  the  name  of  the  ''Rhode 
Island  American."  1  will  give  the  ex- 
tract. "The  third  story  of  the  Washing- 
ton Insurance  Company's  Building  occu- 
pied by  the  Mount  Vernon  Lodge  was 
much  injured,  being  perforated  by  the 
bowsprit  of  the  sloop  "Ganges"  when  she 
rushed  with  impetuosity  up  the  river. 
This  handsome  building  was  otherwise, 
be.i  not  materially  injured.-'  This  en- 
tire account,  with  great  additions  can  be 
found  in  the  Providence  Journal,  23rd 
September,  1863.  This  day  was  the  an- 
niversary of  the  Great  Gale.  The  Jour- 
nal on  that  same  day  printed  a  reduced 
fac  simile  of  the  painting  in  possession 
of  the  Historical  Society.

that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples." This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition— a  book  considered  In- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare.

The  introduction  to  the  pamphlet  has 
this  expression.  "The  period  covered 
has    been    of    intensive,  rather  than  ex- 


tensive growth."  Let  me  consider  the 
scope  ami  meaning  of  the  expression, 
buildings  can  be  seen  with  the 
eyes,  hence  they  are  ocular  evidence,  or 
proofs  of  growth.  So  too.  you  can  see, 
"Students'";  and  the  money  of  "'Endow- 
itiCnto  ..„u  oi  inhume  ,  t *  1  ^  men,  oi  uic 
Faculty;  ;the  men  and  women  as  "offi- 
cers'': money  given  as  "Salaries'";  the 
Books,  which  form  the  "Libraries"'  and 
the  "Courses"  or  Lists  of  Studies.  But 
how  can  you  see  the  intensive  growth  of 
Brown  University  within  the  last  ten 
years. 

The  work  of  a  University  is  to  develop 
thought;  and  to  enlarge  the  action  oi  the 
intellectual  powers ;  to  disseminate,  or 
sow  broadcast, ideas, principles, and  opin- 
ions. These  are  not  ocular;  they  are  in- 
tangible. The  things  mentioned  in  this 
most  interesting  Pamphlet  are  "things'" 
which  came  into  existence  in  consequence 
of  the  "Growth";  they  are  in  fact  ma- 
terials, but  they  do  not  show  the  one 
great  material  growth  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity, in  'this  last  short  period,  of  its  ex- 
istence. Emancipation  of  thought,  and 
freedom  oi  expression  has  been  given 
berth.  In  former  years  thought  in  the 
mind  of  individuals  has  been  controlled 
by  the  powers  of  groups,  or  parties,  and 
in  the  interest  of  parties,  as  the  parties 
themselves  believed  our  intellects,  and 
powers  of  thought,  and  powers  of  rea- 
soning, were  given  to  us  for  some  wise 
purpose;  certainly  not  to  be  curtailed, 
nor  controlled  by  other  men.  Wh 
pression  is  denied  our  intellectual,  or 
mental  powers  are  weakened,  or  de- 
stroyed.    The  whole  use  of  a  University 
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of  learning  is  to  set  free  these  powers; 
especially  set  free  from  sectarian  con 
trol;  but  never  to  control  or  destroy 
them.  If  false  they  will  die;  if  true  they 
will  live,  to  propagate  knowledge'  among 
men.  It  has  been  this  spirit  of  control 
which  has  contaminated  the  government 
of  Brown  University  under  its  Baptist- 
Roman  Catholic  Charter  of  1764,  more 
than  a  hundred  and  thirty-five  years. 
1  have  long  considered  the  denomina- 
tional requirements  of  the  charter,  and 
was  engaged  in  writing  out  my  opinions. 
when  jn>t  as  I  reached  this  point 
in  my  paper  there  came  a  Report 
from  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Trustees  and  Fellows  of  the  Uiii- 
versity  on  the  question  of  the  re- 
moval of  specific  denominational  re- 
quirements under  the  Charter  of   [764. 

The  Charter  provided  that  the  Trus- 
tees shall  be  36,  of  which  number  22 
shall  forever  he  membens  of  some  B)ipt;ist 
Church.  The  number  of  Fellows  shall 
be  12,  of  which  number  8  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  some  Baptist  Church.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  be  a  Fellow  and  a  Baptist; 
and  the  Instruction  and  the  government 
shall  forever  be  in  the  President  and 
Fellows."     (Guild's    Hist.    Brown    Univ. 


the  Charter  p.  [.35)  Again  "the  public 
teaching  shall  in  general  respect  the 
Sciences,   Sectarian   differences  of  opin- 

i  mi  shall  not  make  any  part  of  the  pub- 
lic  instruction"'  (Guild's  lli-^.  p.  138). 
Again  "The  place-  of  Professors,  Tu- 
tors, and  all  other  officers,  the  Presi- 
dent alone  excepted,  shall  be  open  for 
all  denominations  of  Protestants."  Then 
comes  this  clause,  which  has  neither 
force,  nor  actual  meaning,  "The  mem- 
bers hereof  shall  forever  enjoy  full,  free 
absolute  Liberty  of  Conscience."  So  far 
as  Brown  University  was  concerned  it 
was,  and  is,  a  fraud;  but  so  far  a-  the 
Government  of  the  State  ;>f  Rhode  Is- 
land is  concerned  it  was,  and. is,  a  fact, 
in  thi>  brief  decade,  covered  by  this 
Pamphlet  the  .h-m.,..  b.9.9  r-ome  it 
marks  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
University;  and  will  be  of  immense 
benefit  to  Rhode  Island  mind..  At  the 
head  of  this  Committee,  making  tin's  re- 
port, exposing  all  this  inconsistency,  and 
urging  an  immediate  change,  is  Presi- 
dent Faunce  a  Fellow,  a  Baptist,  and  a 
Truly  Living  force,  among  men  who 
think.  Has  there  not  been  a  "Growth" 
Material  in  Character  of  the  University? 
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The  locality  known  here  in  Providence 
•in  1815,  asTurks  Head,  has  formed  the 
subject  of  numerous  communications  in 
our  local  papers.  There  is,  however,  one 
point  in  its  history  which  has  been  over- 
looked. The  idea  was  not  original  here 
in  Providence;  it  was  brought  from  Eng- 
land. I  have  for  years  had  a  copy  of 
the  Lord  Bacon's  "Charge,  touching 
Duels,  upon  an  Information  in  the 
Star  Chamber,  against  Priest  and 
Wright."  It  is  a  folio,  printed  in 
London.  in  1670,  by  Sarah  Grif- 
fing,  and  Ben  Griffing,  for  William  Lee, 
at  the  "Turks  Head"  in  Fleet  Street.

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On  the  21st  day  of  the  5th  month, 
1713  there  was  born  a  Boy  in  County 
Radnor,  Wales,  England,  who  became 
the    intinerant    Quaker    Preacher,    John 

Griffith,  whose  "Journal  of  his  Life, 
Travels,  and  Labours/1  was  printed  in 
London,  England,  in  1770,  and  in  the 
year  following,  1780  ,it  was  printed  in 
Philadelphia.  Since  Rhode  Island  was 
a  considerable  held  of  these  "Travels 
and  Labors,"'  I  propose  drawing  a  few- 
things  from  this  Journal  which  illus- 
trate conditions  existing  here  in  the 
middle  of  the  18th  century.  In  his  13th 
year,  (1726)  this  boy  came  with  an 
uncle  to  live  in  Pennsylvania.  On  his 
21st  birthday  he  "entered  in  this  groat 
and  awftd  work  of  the  Ministry."  1  his 
was  in  1734.  In  1737.  lie-  married  a 
young  Pennsylvania  girl,  and  began  the 
work  of  his  life.  He  made  three  visits 
to  Rhode  Island  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing meetings  with  the  Quakers.  The 
first  in  1741;  the  second  in  1747;  the 
third  in  1765.  This  third  visit  was 
made  from  England.  He  mentions  the 
following  localities  as  being  visited  in 
1741,  in  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island— 
Smithneld,  Providence  Woods,  at  one 
Harris's,  Greenwich,  South  Kingston, 
Connanicut  Island,  Portsmouth,  Tiver- 
ton, Little  Compton,  Newport  and  West- 
erly. Neither  Tiverton,  nor  Little 
Compton  had  been  incorporated  at  the 
time ; ;  but  both  were  known  by  the 
names  under  which  they  now  exist. 
Greenwich,  was  then  East  Greenwich.  In 
1747  he  made  a  second  visit;  this  tune 
going  to  Newport,  Porstmouth,  Tiver- 
ton, Little  Compton,  Accoakcset,  Apony- 
ganset,  Conanicut  Island,  and  South 
Kingston,  (pp.  64-65).  These  two  Indian 
localities  were  both  in  the  Town  of 
Little  Compton,  after  it  became  incor- 
porated. They  are  described  in  the 
"Indian  Lands  of  Rhode  Island  "Aco- 
axet"  (pp. 121)  ;  and  "Ponagansett"  p. 
235.  In  1765  Mr  Griffith  made  his  third 
and  last  visit  He  says,  "We  landed 
safe  at  Gratten  (from  the  eastern  end 
of   Long  Island)    opposite   W.v   London 


ill  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  about  one 
o'clock  the  same  day;  we  got  that  night 
to  cur  friend  Peter  Davis's'  in  Rhode 
Island  Government  about  twenty  two 
miles.  We  had  a  meeting  next  day  at 
Westerly.  The  Governor  of  the  Prov- 
ince (Stephen  Hopkins)  was  at  it  (the 
meeting)  and  behaved  kindly,  inviting 
us  to  his  house;  but  it  did  not  suit  US  to 
go.  We  had  meetings  at  a  new  meeting 
House  near  James  Perry's,  South  Kings- 
ton, Greenwich,  Xechanticut.  Provi- 
dence, Portsmouth,  Connanicut  Island, 
Newport,  Tiverton,  Little  Compton  and 
Accoakeset.  "We  left  the  island(Co- 
nanicut)  on  third  day,  the  1st  of  the 
7th  month,  and  landed  that  evening  at 
Scconncssct"  on  the  Continent,  being 
about  fifty  in  number."  The  earliest 
map  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  1705 
gives  the  form  of  this  Indian  locality  as 
being  Scakonaf;  and  so  also  it  appears 
on  the  Blaskowitz  chart  of  1777. 
(Griffith's  Journal.  (395-400)  subsequent- 
ly going  north,  he  had  a  meeting,  on 
third  day,  at  Wainsoket.  Woonsocket 
the  locality  is  now  called,  (page  406.) 
The  honest  Quaker  gives  this  picture  of 
his  audience  at  Wainsoket  "Great  num- 
bers of  loose  libertine  people  came,  who, 
I  suppose  rarely  attended  any  place  of 
worship;  such  came  rather  out  of  curi- 
osity, expecting  something;  and  indeed 
those    for    the    most    part    who    profess

little  of  the  nature  and  importance  of 
religious  worship;  but  it  was  my  duty. 
,n  this  large  meeting,  to  >i:  in  silence'' 
(page  406.)  There  arc  other  descriptions 
of  the  religious  conditions  existing  here 
which  are  interesting.  On  his  hrst  visit  to 
Newport  in  1741,  he  says:  "We  were 
kindly  received  by  our  friends,  where 
there  is  a  large  body;  some  of  whom  we 
found  much  hurt  by  differences,  and 
parties  about  government  affairs,  which 
caused  hard,  close  work,  for  us  in  their 
meetings."  (Journal  p.  47.)  These  con- 
ditions came  out  of  the  political  rotten- 
ness which  had  existed  in  Newport  in 
the  days  of  Governor  Walter  Chirk. 
Mr.  Griffith  gives  one  further  illustra- 
tion of  the  development  of  "Christian- 
ity" in  this  Colony  as  he  saw  it  in  1765. 
'"We  had  meetings  at  a  new  Meeting- 
house near  James  Perry's.  South  Kings- 
ton, Greenwich,  Nesbanticut,  and  Provi- 
dence; and  though  we  found  some  hon- 
est travellers  for  Sion's  prosperity,  yet 
for  the  most  part  things  as  to  the  life  of 
Religion,  appeared  mourfully  low;  indif-

It  was 
time  of  great  darkness,  and  deep  suf- 
fering with  the  oppressed  seed;  the 
young  people  are  mostly  gone  into  the 
air.  and  undue  liberties;  those  more  ad- 
vanced (a  few  excepted  )  are  gone  in  the 
earth  ;  having  so  much  to  do  in  govern- 
ment affairs,  many  of  them  got  into 
the  offices,  friendships,  and  parties  ^ 
well  as  into  the  profits  of  this  world." 
(p.  39%).  John  Griffith  died  at  Chelms- 
ford, England,  on  the  17th.

Remarks  upon  a  late  Discourse  of  Free 
Tinking,  in  a  letter  to  F.  H.  D.  D.(  by 
Philelentherus  Lipsiensis.  Cambridge, 
England.   1743.  $2.50 

In  1T24,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725), 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  against 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples." This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition— a  book  considered  in- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare.

Both  the  Journal,  and  the  Tribune  gave 
an  account  of  the  death  of  a  man,  who 
was,  if  their  accounts  are  true,  a  His- 
torical character,  not  only  here,  but  out- 
side of  Rhode  Island.  The  Tribune's 
heading  (July  ioth)  reads  "Strange 
Career  of  Former  Providence  Man  End- 
ed— Captain  George  W.  Lloyd,  who  died 
in  New  York  Almshouse,  was  a  friend 
of  Thomas  W.  .Dorr,  active  in  the  Dorr 
"Rebellion;-'  a  Confederate  Spy  in  the 
Civil  War,  and  an  admirer  of  Tom 
Paine.''  The  Journal's  heading  (July 
I2th)  reads  "Dorr  War  Leader  Dead — 
Captain  George  W.  Lloyd,  horn  here; 
was  also  a  Confederate  Spy.''  I  reprint 
the  chief  part  of  the  ''Journal's"   story: 

Capt.  George  W.  Lloyd,  a  native  of 
this  city,  a  leader  in  the  Dorr  war.  and 
who  gained  fame  as  a  spy  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Confederate  Army  during 
the  Civil  War.  died  of  the  effects  of  age 
in  the  Westchester  County  Almshouse,  in 
New  York,  last  Thursday.  He  had  lived 
in  the  almshouse  a  year. 

IJoyd  was  80  years  old,  and  is  sur- 
vived by  two  daughters.  He  was  a 
great  admirer  of  Thomas  Paine,  and  for 
nearly  30  years  he  was  the  custodian  of 
Paine's  gra\e  in  New  Rochelle,  keeping 
the  plot  in  order  without  compensation. 
During  the  latter  years  he  made  a  living 
by   hiring  out   fishing  boats. 

Capt.  Lloyd  had  the  distinction  of  hav- 
ing enlisted  in  two  insurrections  against 
the  United  States  Government,  and  his 
life  was  filled  with  thrilling  incidents.  He-

State  of  Rhode  Island  was  still  governed 
under  "English-made  laws,  which  per- 
mitted only  the  wealthy  landowners  to 
have  a  vote  and  a  voice  in  public  affair.-. 
Tic  took  a  leading  part  in  the  Dorr 
rebellion  of  1854,  and,  as  one  of  Dorr's

"battles.''  which  the  "army  of  the  peo- 
ple" fought  with  the  militia  of  the  "aris- 
tocrats." In  the  same  capacity  he  coun- 
selled fight  outside  of  the  State,  when 
the  troops  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment were  rushed  to  the  scene  of  the 
insurrection  from  Governor's  Island  and 
other  points. 

From  a  safe  retreat  at  New  Rochelle, 
where  he  had  taken  refuge,  Capt.  Lloyd 
planned  with  Dorr  for  another  armed 
conflict  in  Rhode  Island,  but  a  new  Con- 
stitution was  adopted,  so  his  activities 
in  this  direction  ended.  He  then  ob- 
tained a  position  in  the  New  York  Cus- 
ton  House,  and  retained  it  until  l86l, 
when,  as  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  doc- 
trine of  State  rights,  he  became  a  candi- 
date for  supervisor  of  New  R'»che!le  on 
a  platform  indorsing  the  Confederate 
Constitution. 

First ;  the  Journal  says  "He,  Lloyd 
took  a  leading  part  in  the  Dorr  Rebellion 
of  1854''  I  deny  any  "rebellion."'  on  the 
part  of  Thomas  W.  Dorr;  and  I  affirm 
that  the  "Algerine  Civil  War"  was 
ended  before  June  30th.  1842.  But  there 
are  other  interesting  things  in  these  two 
publicaions;  let  me  consider  them.  Both 
accounts  state  that  this  Lloyd,  was  "an 
old  man;"  the  Journal  gives  his  age  as 
being  80  years.  The  Dorr  War,  or  the 
Dorr  Rebellion  (both  it;.1:   : 
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false)  covered  a  period  of  one  hundred

13  years  old  before  the  30th  day  i>i  June, 
1842.  How  could  such  a  boy  be  a  "I. ra- 
cier in  the  Dorr  War" ;  or  how  could  .-noli 
a  boy  have  taken  "'a  leading  part  in  the 
Dorr  Rebellion;"  was  he  in  truth  "one 
of  Dorr's  Aids.-'  If  a  Lloyd,  was  an  aid. 
will  not  one  of  these  newspapers  give 
us  the  names  of  Dorr's  other  "Aides  de 
Camp;"  and  where  did  ""the  Battles  take 
place  in  which  this  boy  fought ?"'  Did 
this  infant  "counsel!  Dorr  to  fight  out- 
side the  State;''  or  did  he  "Plan  with 
Dorr  the  armed  conflict  in  Rhode  Is- 
land?" Such  stuff  is  not  worth  discus- 
sion it  is  the  merest  nonsense.  But  there 
is  a  side  to  these  questions  which  is  curi- 
ously interesting.  In  1823.  Henry  Lord 
married  Abby  IT.  Greene,  in  Providence. 
This  marriage  is  on  the  Providence  City 
Records.  Henry  Lord's  name  is  in  the 
first  Providence  Directory  that  of  1824; 
it  is  also  in  the  Directory  for  1826;  it 
does  not  appear  again  until  the  issue  of 
the  Directory  for  1830,  and  from  that 
time   until    1847   included,    Henry   Lord's 


name  appeared  i;i  these  Directories/Then 
was  but  one  name  named  Lloyd  in  the 
Directory  of  1836;  and  none  in  j8-H.  nor 
until    after    [850. 

(hi   the   18th    September,    1S43,   Attor- 
ney  General    Joseph    M.    Blake,    with    a 
packed    Grand    Jury    went    through    the 
farce    oi    having    an    indictment     found 
against    five    women,   one   of   whom    was 
Abb}    11.

me  the  names  of  the  members  of  my 
family  over  18  and  under  45.  Knowing 
him  to  be  an  agent  of  the  Charter  gov- 
ernment, and  having  been  subject  to 
military  power  in  having  our  houses 
broken  open  and  rifled,  and  our  lius- 
bands  imprisoned,  we  felt  suspicious  of 
him.  1  asked  him  his  object,  tie  said 
he  came  to  enroll  the  militia.  I  told 
him  1  had  no  one  to  train  in  his  Com- 
pany; that  we  were  all  Dorrites;  and 
that  my  husband  held  a  Commission  in 
the  Army  of  the  United  States  during 
the  last  war  (1812-1815).  That  he 
fought  fur  the  liberties  of  the  Ameri- 
can People,  and  for  daring  to  defend 
their  lights  they  (the  Charter  govern- 
ment) had  put  him  in  States  Prison — 
that  was  the  truth.  My  oldest  son  was 
not  14."  This  shows  that,  her  husband 
was  the  only  male  member  of  her  family 
18  years  old.  This  would  make  the  year 
of  his  birth,  1829,  the  very  year,  of  the 
birth  of  Capt.  G..  W.  Lloyd,  who  had 
planned  all  Dorr's  Battles,  which  was 
just  none  at  all,  for  there  were  no  bat- 
tles.    The  whole  story  as  the  merest  rot, 


there  is  not  a  true  word  in  it.  The  name 
Lloyd  <h>c*  not  occur  in  Dorr  War  His- 
tory in  any  connection  with  conspicu- 
ous or  importanl  event.  Five  women 
were  arrested  by  the  Sheriffs,  on  the  day 
on  which  .Mr-.  Lord  was  arrested.  One 
of  these  women  was  the  wife  of  Dr. 
Louis  J.  I'arlin,  -he  was  enccint  at  the 
time,  and  her  picture  is  one  of  the  cari- 
catures of  the  "Old  Durham  Rroadside.

Dear  Sir: — T  have  read  with  much 
interest  your  illustrative  notes  in  reply 
to  Mr.  Richardson's  query  in  the  Book 
Notes  of  June  26th. 

I  have  always  regarded  this  publica- 
tion as  an  authority  upon  every  ques- 
tion it  discussed  and  have  been  greatly 
impressed  with  the  clear  and  exact  man- 
ner in  which  its  editor  almost  always 
presents  the  facts  and  his  conclusions. 

Rut  in  this  case  he  seems  to  have  un- 
intentionally made   several   mistakes: 

First,  it  is  stated  "This  'Providence 
Washington  Insurance  Company's'  build- 
ing stood,  in  1815,  on  the  corner  of 
'Washington  Row,'  "  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  in  1815  there  was  no  Provi- 
dence Washington  Insurance  Company. 
The  old  wooden  building  was,  therefore, 
the  Washington  Insurance  Company's 
building.  Again  it  is  stated  ''The  Provi- 
dence Washington  Insurance  Company's 
Building  as  it  now  stands  was  built  of 
brick,  with  the  central  portion  of  Gran- 
ite, in  1843-4."  While  the  Providence 
Washington  Insurance  Company  owned 
this  row  of  buildings,  their  name,  as 
shown  by  the  records  of  the  Company 
and  by  the  lettering  on  the  middle  granite 
building  was,  "Washington  Buildings." 

Consequently  there  never  were  any 
Providence  Washington  buildings  locat- 
ed  on   Washington   Row  and  Westmins- 


ter Street,  or  anywhere  else  in  this  city, 
until  the  old  What  Cheer  Buildings,  lo- 
cated at  \To.  20  Market  Square,  were' 
rebuilt  by  this  Company  in  1889  and  re- 
named "Providence  Washington  Build- 
ings."

By  reference  to  the  Acts  and  Resolves 
of  the  R.  I.  General  Assembly  for  Feb- 
ruary, 1820,  page  6,  this  clause  will  ap- 
pear: 'Whereas,  the  Providence  In- 
surance Company  and  the  Washington 
Insurance  Company,  in  Providence,  did 
on  the  18th  may.  1815,  enter  into  an 
agreement  to  form  both  Companies  into 
one  Insurance  Company  by  the  name  of 
the  Providence  Washington  Insurance 
Company,"  etc.  There  was  an  actual 
union  of  the  two  companies,  both  in  their 
property,  and  stock,  and  this  in  1815.  It 
continued  in  this  condition  five  years, 
each  company  doing  business  in  its  own 
name,  but  the  property  all  going  to  the 
Providence  Washington  Insurance  Com- 
pany. I  am  glad  to  be  corrected.  The 
words  "Incorporated  1799"  on  this  letter 
are  erroneous.  No  company  by  that 
name,  Providence  Washington  Insurance 
Co.,  was  incorporated  in  that  year,  and 
not  until  1820.  Nevertheless  it  did  ex- 
ist  in    181 5,  just  as   I   first   stated.

Thomas  An- 
gel!, iiienii  nod  \>y  Williams,  and  it  has 
been  supposed  that  "a  lad  of  Richard 
Waterman's"  must  have  been  intended 
for  Thomas  Angell;  but  there  is  not 
the  slightest  evidence  to  prove  it.  In 
plain  "a  lad  of  Richard  Waterman's'' 
must  have  been  named  "Waterman  " 
The  time  when  Thomas  Angell  came 
here,  is  mere  tradition.  Every  one  of 
the  individuals  who  came  with  Williams 
was  young;  two  were  in  their  minority, 
and  not  one  of  them  had  a  shilling,  in 
his  possession,  or  to  his  name.  Mr.  An- 
gell has  reproduced  the  document  which 
shows  how  the  land  was  "secured"  by 
Williams.  It  is  the  Forgery,  written 
in  165S,  by  William  Arnold.  Does  Mr. 
Angell  believe  that  Roger  Williams  ever 
wrote  this  consideration,  in  the  "Mem- 
orandum*' given  by  Canonicus,  and  Mi- 
antenomi.'"  "As  also  is  consideration  of 
the  many  kindnesses,  and  services,  he 
hath  continually  done  for  us,''  both  with 
our  friends  of  Massachusetts;  as  also  of 
Quinickicutt,  and  Apaum  or  Plymouth." 
Mot  one  single  act  of  kindness,  had  Wil- 
liams done  for  these  Indians,  with  these 
outside  colonies,  in  1638.  The  signa- 
tures of  Roger  Williams  and  Benedict 
Arnold  were  both  declared  by  both  writ- 
ers to  be  forgeries.

!  low  could  they  make  a  profit  with  Li- 
quor shops  in  a  wilderness.  The  lands 
on  which  the  Village  oi  Centerdale  was 
built  came  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
Providence  by  the  Act  of  Miantonomi 
in  1642,  in  defining  the  bounds  of  the 
lands  which  he  had  sold  to  Roger  Wil- 
liams, this  was  (\"\w  six  years  before 
Thomas  Angell  or  anybody  else  had 
lands  in  that  region.  One  of  the  bounds 
fixed  by  Miantonomi,  was  on  this  river 
Wanasquctucket,  and  named  by  the  Eng- 
lish, Oxford.

In  1724,  Anthony  Collins,  a  graduate  of 
Cambridge,  England,  published  a  "Dis- 
course on  Free  Thinking,"  described  by 
David  Bogue,  a  Dissenting  Minister  (1725), 
as  being  a  "work  which  inveighs  against 
the  vices  of  clergymen,  and  which  declares 
that  the  divisions  among  Christians  are  a 
proof  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  princi- 
ples." This  book  was  attacked,  by  Phil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley), 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  In  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  cony  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition— a  book  considered  In- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare.

The  work  of  Harriman,  and  of  Mellcn  j 
in  obtaining  indivulual  control  of  High-  | 
ways,  for  the  purpose  of  robbing  money 
from  the  whole  body  of  the  People,  was 
by  no  means  any  invention,  nor  discov- 
ery of  their  own:  nor  was  ii  the  mani- 
festation of  shrewdness  by  them.

Angell 
in  his  fine  book,  ''Annals  of  Center- 
dale"  has  given  a  chapter  on  these 
"Highways/'  It  seems  that  the  settlers  of 
Centerdale  were  not  slow  in  this  "cor- 
nering" of  wagon  roads.  Four  Charters 
were  granted  crossing  this  village.  The 
Powder  Mill;  the  "Farnum ;''  the  ".Min- 
eral Spring;"  and  the  Woonasquatucket 
— No  body  could  enter  this  beautiful  Vil- 
lage from  any  direction,  (nor  leave  it) 
without  making  a  deposit  in  money,  at 
the  Toll  Gates,  of  these  gentlemanly 
"Highwaycrs/'  that  these  schemes  were.

li  is  stated  in  Bulletin  7S,  U.  S.  Dept. 
Agriculture  (p.  20),  that  early  in  1901 
anti-mosquito  measure?  were  immedi- 
ately begun  at  flavaiui  *  tli(  re 
suit  of  this  work  thoroughly  done  was 
to  wipe  out  Yellow  Fever  in  Havana; 
and  there  has  not  been  a  certain  en- 
demic case  since  that  time:''  I  am  not 
aide  to  explain  to  the  common  mind 
what  "a  certain  endemic  case"  is.  But 
I  am  able  to  ask  this  question :  lias 
there  been  not  one  case  of  Yellow  Fever 
in  Havana  in  nine  years?  This  same 
Bulletin  states  (p.  20),  "By  ordinary 
sanitary  measures  the  death  rate  of  the 
city  of  Havana  was  reduced  in  1898, 
1899,  1900,  from  100  per  thousand  to  22.'' 
"These  sanitary  measures  had  no  effect 
upon  Yellow  Fever."  These  sanitary 
measures  were  done  by  the  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment at  the  close  of  the  Spanish 
war.  Sanitation  was  performed  in 
Havana.  The  Secretary  of  Legation 
there  made  this  statement  o+!  the  nature 
of  this  work.     It  was  issued  in  1903. 

"From  being  a  very  unhealthy  city,  it 
has  become  an  exceedingly  healthy  city. 
This  was  done  by  a  comprehensive  sys- 
tem of  cleaning  the  sewers,  cleaning  the 
streets,  cleaning  the  pubUc  buildings, 
cleaning  the  hospitals,  the  orphan  asy- 
lums and  all  similar  institutions,  and 
placing  them  in  sanitary  condition,  by 
plumbing  and  sewerage  systems,  By 
creating  isolated  hospitals,  placing  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  therein,  by  a  con- 


tinual, thorough  disinfection  of  the  sew- 
ers and  streets  by  electrozoncs,  b\  the, 
inspection  of  stables,  bakeries,  butcher 
shops,  hotels,  cafes,  stores,  etc.,  by  a 
house  to  house  inspection,  whereby  all 
the  houses  in  the  city  were  inspected. 
Th'"*  system  brought  ?bouf  healthy  con- 
ditions in  Havana.'' 

Note  the  fact  that  the  Secretary  of 
Legation  makes  no  mention  of  the  anti- 
mosquito  campaigns.  This  Bulletin 
would  have  us  believe  that  all  other  dis- 
eases shrunk  more  than  77  per  cent., 
but  deaths  by  Yellow  Fever  remained 
the  same.  But  no  statistics  are  given  on 
which  this  statement  rests.  But  since 
1901,  when  the  antimosquito  campaign 
began,  not  one  death  has  resulted,  nor 
one  case  taken  place.  This  same  Bulle- 
tin stales  that  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
years.  Havana  was  the  principal  source 
of  infection  for  the  rest  of  Cuba.  Does 
this  Bulletin  expect  us  to  believe  that 
the  mosquito  stygomyia  did  no  vaccina- 
tion business  outside  of  Havana  for  a 
century  and  a  half;  and  that  now  the 
breed  i?  extinct  on  Cuba,  and  has. ceased 
to  exist  on  the  neighboring  Islands? 
This  same  Bulletin  gives  this  table  of 
deaths  in  New  Orleans  for  the  month  of 
August:  1847.  965:  1848.  200;  1853,  5i3e.; 
r854,  523;  [855,  1286;  1858,  1146;  rS67, 
2^5:  1878,  1025;  1905,  230.  Why  Acre 
these  years  selected?  Are  we  to  under- 
stand that  these  deaths  arose  ffoin  a 
<:;n::  by  a  mosquito?  Why  does  n 
Bulletin  give  us  the  reason  for  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  sty;  miyia  in  August,  1853; 
5T33  compared  with  its  inactivity  in  1848 
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(-'<>>),    and    in    1865    (255)?      Ami    why 
did    not    the   proportion    vary    in    :i    city 

with    a     population    of     I20.0OO,    in    1850, 
compared  with  300.000  in    1900?     These 
figures  concerning  deaths  in  this   Bulk 
tin  do  not  agree   with  those   in   Lippin- 
cott's  Gazetteer. 

After  carefully  reading  these  things  in 
Bulletin  Xo.  ',$.  published  by  a  Depart- 
ment of  the  U.  S.  Government,  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  seem  interesting:  "The 
actual  loss  of  life  fcrom  yellow  icxcv 
during  all  these  years,  when  compared 
with  other  diseases,  is  comparatively 
slight.  The  death  rate  is  the  most  in- 
significant feature  which  yellow  fever 
has  produced;  the  disease,  once  discov- 
ered, in  epidemic  form,  the  whole  coun- 
try has  become  alarmed."  Ha?  fear  no 
effect  in  producing  sickness  and  death? 
lias  fear  no  effect  in  producing"  epi- 
demics? Does  the  stygomyia  become 
more  active  in  its  work,  of  vaccinating 
the  disease  as  the  inhabitants  become 
reduced  to  fear?  Such  reasoning  is  ut- 
ter rottenness;  and  yet  we  are  told  that 
these  mosquito  experiments  "'are  now  a 
part  of  the  accepted  knowledge  of  the 
medical  world"  (Bulletin  78,  pp.  18,   19). 


There   was   published   in   Philadelphia, 
in    [832,    a    medical    book    entitled.    '"An 

Account  ^i  the  Origin,  Symptoms  and 
Cure  of  the  Influenza  or  Epidemic  Ca- 
tarrh; with  some  hints  respecting  Com- 
mon Cold-,  and  incipient  Pulmonary 
Consumption."  The  disease  called  above 
"Influenza,  or  Epidemic  Catarrh,"  i-  that 
which  physicians  have  now  new-named 
"La  Grippe;"  and  Pulmonary  Consump- 
tion ;-  now  called  "Tuberculosis."  It  is  a 
history  of  this  disease,  whether  called 
Epidemic  Catarrh  by  Hippocrates,  and 
Sydenham;  or  Influenza  bj/  Italian  doc- 
tors of  a  later  age;  or  La  Grippe,  as 
medical  men  now  call  it,  from  1510  to 
1826.  It  was  in  Xew  England  in  1674. 
and  again  in  iC>75.  It  covered  all  the 
lands  now  known  as  the  United  States 
and  known  to  the  English  people  in  the 
years  1733,  1749,  1761,  T789.  1700,  170T. 
1792,  1802,  1803,  1807,  1816  and  in  1821",; 
here  the  publication  of  the  book  stops 
J  its  further  history.  This  little  book  is 
j  packed  full  of  medical  common  sense. 
But  there  is  in  it  a  curious  bit  of  his- 
tory, in  using  medical  dilusions  to 
swerve  the  minds  of  men,  who  never 
use    their    minds;    or    to    twist    Religious 
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powers  from  one  country  into  another. 
It  was  Edmund  Burke  who  said,  "that 
to  make  anything  terrible,  obscurity, 
seems  in  general  to  be  necessary;  bill 
when  we  know  the  full  extent  of  any 
danger;  when  we  can  acoustom  our  ey^s 
to  it,  the  apprehension  vanishes."  Upon 
this  axiom  the  medical  writer  continues: 
"This  sentiment  finds  ample  confirm 
tion  in  the  history  oi  epidemic  diseases; 
their  first  appearance  creates  great  dread 
among  the  people,  who  making  fear 
their  guide  anticipate  the  most  fright  fed 
consequences  from  a  disease  its  origin, 
and  its  nature  are  unknown  to  them." 
It  was  for  using  this  "obscurity"  that  the 
English  laws,  and  all  English  legal 
documents,  were  written,  or  printed,  in 
oK!  Vorman  French  for  centuries,  which 
the  Englishmen  could  not  read — they 
were  frightened  by  "obscurity.'*  This 
learned  medical  writer  gives  a  striking 
illustration  of  the  use  of  these  ''obscur- 
ity" schemes  in  diseases  by  high  Reli- 
gious powers  in  order  to  secure  for  the 
Pope  greater  powers  in  Religion.  The 
Council  of  Trent  met  in  Austria  in  1547. 
ft  consisted  of  Bishops  from  Spain, 
France,  Germany  and  Italy.     The  Pope 


was  satisfied  with  Trent  as  a  headquar- 
ters against  Protestants,  but  he  desired 
the  Council  to  Ik-  held  in  some  city  more 
directly   under   Papal  control.     Bologna, 

in    Italy,    was   selected,   and   an   outbreak 

of  a  disease  alleged  to  he  infections  was 
taken  advantage  of  to  induce  the 
Bishops  to  remove  into  Italy  (Ency. 
Brit.,  v  23,  p.  540).  1  will  now  return 
to  the  learned  medical  author  of  tin- 
lit  tie  book  which  1  have  noted  above  and 
let  him  tell  the  story:  "When  Fracasto- 
rio,  physician  to  the  Council  of  Trent, 
was  persuaded  to  frighten  the  Prelates 
comprising  it,  in  order  to  have  their  sit- 
tings removed  to  Bologna,  under  the 
Papal  jurisdiction,  he  proclaimed  a  dis- 
ease at  that  time  prevailing,  to  he  con- 
tagious; among  other  wonderful  tales 
lie  told  the  Prelates  of  a  leather  cap, 
which  was  the  bearer  of  a  contagious 
principle,  and  which.,  worn  by  hventy- 
five  Germans  in  succession  caused  the 
death  of  each"  (page  5).  Tin-;  story  is 
sustained  by  the  writers  of  the  Encyclo- 
paedia Britanniea  (v.  9,  p.  5^4).  It  was 
by  his  (Fracastorio's)  advice  tint  the 
Pope,  Paul  III.,  removed  the  Council  in 
1  =U7  to  Bologna. 
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Foi  a  man  who  has  received  the  votes 
of  three  millions  of  the  American  Vot 
ers;  and  again,  Five  millions;  and  a 
third  time  Seven  millions  of  their 
votes;  and  whose  great  political  views 
have  been  seized  and  acted  upon  by  his 
political  opponents;  both  by  Congress; 
and  by  the  Executive  Department;  to 
be  treated  in  the  scandalous  manner, 
such  as  William  Jennings  Rryan  has  re- 
ceived from  the  Corporation  newspa-  ; 
pers,  is  a  disgrace  to  a  "thing''  called 
a    Republic. 

At  last  the  men  of  this  country  seem  I 
to  have  awakened  to  the  terrible  rob- 
bery of  the  People  by  "Protective 
Tariffs."

ROGER   WILLIAMS. 

Founder  of   Providence   to  be   Honored 
with  a  Statue  at  Geneva. 

Readers  of  the  Journal  may  have  ob- 
served that  early  in  July  there  was 
a  great  celebration  at  Geneva.  Switzer- 
land, of  the  350th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  University  of  Geneva, 
and  at  the  same  time  there  was  in  that 
city  a  commemoration  of  the  400th  an- 
niversary of  the  birth  of  John  Calvin. 
It  is  of  deep  interest  to  everyone  in 
Rhode  Island  to  know  that  in  the  ser- 
vices commemorative  of  Calvin  there 
was  a  fine  tribute  to  Roger  Williams. 

It  appears  that  an  international  society 
was  formed  of  Protestants  from  all 
parts  of  Europe,  and  that  this  society 
decided  to  erect  in  Geneva  a  monument, 
containing  statues  of  Calvin,  Farel,  Beza 
and  Knox,  and  of  six  great  statesmen, 
among  them  Cromwell,  and  ac  the  rep- 
resentative of  America,  Roger  Williams. 

Prof.  Charles  Borgeaud,  speaking  at 
a  banquet  for  the  committee  on  the 
monument,  explained  in  the  following 
words  why  Roger  Williams  had  been 
chosen : 

"We  know  that  the  foui  der  of  Provi- 
dence cannot  be  considered  as  the  rep- 
resentative  of    the    United    S'.ates    as    a 


S  whole.  But  we  had  above  all  to  call  up 
!  the  vision  of  an  American  idea.  We 
j  had  to  represent  in  our  monument  not 
the  country  as  such,  but  the  original 
part  which  it  has  had  in  the  common 
work  of  all.  That  part  which  is  not  suf- 
ficiently known  in  the  Old  World  is  mag- 
nificent. The  man  to  whom  it  is  due  is 
Roger  Williams.  On  the  statue  which 
they  have  erected  in  the  capital  of  his 
Stale,  Rhode  Island,  one  reads  a  dat^ 
and  these  two  words,  'Soul  Liberty,' 
which  may  be  translated  into  French 
Ihus,  '1636:  Liberie  de  conscience.' 
"'The  principle  of  religious  toleration. 
which  no  statesman  of  the  16th  century, 
except  William  the  Silent,  had  thought 
could  be  permitted  in  any  country,  was 
inscribed  for  the  first  time  in  the  world 
at  the  head  of  a  political  constitution  by 
>i  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  descendants  of 
Calvin,  who  was  one  of  the  Fathers  of 
Xew  England.  His  statue  will  be  in  our 
monument,  because  the  monument  would 
be  incomplete  without  it.  Geneva  owes 
the  blessing  of  toleration  to  England, 
which  itself  owes  it  through  the  men  of 
the  great  Puritan  Revolution  of  the 
Americans."

William-,  and  its  greatness,  il   is 
found    satisfaction,    to    know    that    this 
statue   is   to   be   erected   in    Switzerland.

There  .is  still  another  historical  hum- 
bug in  Mr.  Arnold's  paper.  lie  applies 
the  words  "Brother  Jonathan"  to  Gov. 

There  is  not  the  slightest 
historical  foundation  on  which  they  rest. 
Finding  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Norwich,  Connecticut,  the  story  told  by 
somebody  unknown,  the  late  John  R. 
Bartlett  incorporated  it  in  his  Dictionary 
of  Americanisms,  2nd  Edition,  1859.  It 
rests  upon  nothing.

A  western  bookseller  recently  adver- 
tised for  publications  concerning  this  af- 
fair; this  set  me  at  work  looking  them 
up.

"Brig  of  War;  in  1842  it  was  sent  on  a 
voyage  manned  chiefly  by  naval  appren- 
tices; the  design  was  "to  give  sea  prac- 
tice to  some  of  its  naval  apprentices." 
The  Commander's  red  name  was  Alex- 
ander Slidell.  but  attached  his  mother's 
maiden  name  "Mackenzie"'  to  his  own 
name,  and  went  by  the  nam.:  of  Alexan- 
der  Slidell  Mackenzie,  Commander.     On 
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the  voyage  home  from  the  coast  of  Af- 
rica, a  mutinous  plot  was  said  to  have 
been  discovered.  Three  of  the  suspected 
principals  were  at  once  placed  in  close 
confinement;  a  council  of  officers  after 
an  investigation  recommended  immedi 
air  execution  of  these  three  men,  one  «>t 
whom  was  a  son  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  at  the  time.  They  weie  all  hanged 
on  the  i>t  k)(  December,  1843.  These 
three  pamphlets  cover  the  case.  1  will 
describe   them    slightly.

Prior  to  about  [865,  a  certain  body  of 
fresh  water  in  the  northwestern  part  of

The  high 
ground  to  the  eastward  of  the  Pond  was 
Alum  Pond  Hill.  This  village  at  the 
south  end  (the  run  out)  Alum  Pond 
village.  The  stream  running  south  and 
emptying  into  the  branch  of  the  Black- 
stone  River  at  Pascoag,  was  called  Clear 
River.  The  water  in  the  pond  was  so 
clear  that  one  could  see  the  rocks  and 
gravel  bottom  from  a  boat  at  a  depth  of 
20  feet  or  more.  There  was  a  cotton 
mill  at  -the  village  near  where  the  Sana- 
torium stands  today.  It  has  been  called 
WaHum  Lake  since.  Who  is  responsible 
for  the  change  in  name  and  since  a  lake 
is  a  natural  body  of  water  and  this  body 
has  been  raised  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses is  it  a  lake  or  a  pond.

These  "inland  tribes  were  the 
Mohegans;  the  Niantics;  the  Cowe.-,ets 
the  Pas-coags;  the  Naticks;  the  Nip- 
mucs, and  endless  other  small  tribes.  Di- 
rectly west,  in  Connecticut  was  tin-  Me- 
hegttns ;  and  one  end  of  the  Nipmucs; 
this  Nipmuc  tribe,  coming  out  of  rthe 
North-east  corner  of  Connecticut,  cover- 
ed the  entire  north  lands  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  then  went  north-eastward; 
on  the  East,  were  some  Nipmucs;  the 
Natic  tribe;  and  the  Wampanoags.  The 
Great  Indian  war  of  1675  changed  radi- 
;ally  the  political  condition  of  the  Inland 
Tribes.  The  Nipmucs,  had  never  had 
great  independent  Sachems  of  their  own-

Burrillvil'le,  p.  112)-  Mr.  Keach 
continues,  "This  water  has.  by  some, 
been  called  Alum  Pond,  and  they  justify 
the  name  by  referring  to  its  superior 
clearness.*'  (p.  112).

Early  in  the  present  ccnturj  on 
the  borders  of  this  charming  -beet  of 
water  were  selected  as  the  site  of  a 
"State   Sanatorium    for  Consumptives. 

1  First  Report  was  dated  "Pascoag. 
R.  I..  December  31,  1005,  ami  the  "State 
►rium  for  Consumptives,"  was  at 
Burrillville;  the  Second  Report,  was 
dated.  Wallum  Lake,  R.  L.  December 
31.  1007;  and  the  State  Sanatorium  for 
Consumptives  was  at  Wallum  Lake;  the 
Third  Report,  the  locality  is  the  same. 
In  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
creating  the  Trustees,  the  Sanatorium 
land  is  located  in  the  town  of  Burrill- 
ville "at  and  adjacent  to  Wallum  Pond" 
(Third  Report,  p.  52.  also,  Acts  and.  Re- 
solves General  Assembly,  January,  to  ■;-. 
p.  82).  In  April  1908,  the  Trustees  be- 
gan the  publication  of  the  "Wallum 
Lake  Bulletin"  giving  the  people  ac- 
count- oi  what  is  being  done  to  relieve 
those  afflicted  with  the  disease  known 
as   "Consumption."

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Memoirs  or   Rogek   Williams. 

There  are  now  five  Memoirs  or  Bio- 
graphies in  book  form  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams. The  first  was  by  James  D. 
Knowles,  published  in  ]8;.p  a  12-mo. 
volume  of  437  page: .  ivith  ;.  fac -simile 
of  the  hand-writing  of  Mr.  Williams. 
The  second  was  by  William  Gammell,  in 
1846,  a  12-mo.  volume  of  221  pages,  and 
illustrated  by  the  fraudulent  portrait  of 
Mr.  Williams,  first  used  in  Benedict's 
History  of  the  Baptists.  Mr.  Gammell's 
purpose  was  to  make  a  simpler  narra- 
tive than  that  by  Air.  Knowles,  omitting 
all  documents,  but  using  the  great  num- 
ber which  Mr.  Knowles  had  (or  the  first 
time  gathered.  The  third  was  by  Romeo 
Elton,  published  in  1852.  Mr.  Elton's 
purpose  was  to  insert  the  letters  writ- 
ten by  Roger  Williams  to  Mrs.  Sadlier, 
a  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Coke.  These 
letters  had  been  then  recently  discov- 
ercd.  The  fourth  Memoir  was  by  Os- 
car S.  Straus,  published  in  1894.  It  was 
the  purpose  of  Mr.  Straus  to  fairly  set 
forth  the  character  <-f  Mr.  Williams  as 
"the  Pioneer  of  Religion.-  Liberty''  and 
his  work  is  good.  1  believe  Mr.  Straus 
belongs  to  the  Jewish  church.  It  is  a  12- 
mo.  volume  of  257  pages.  The  fifth 
Memoir  has  just  been  published.  It 
was  written. by  Edmund  J.  Carpenter. 
It  is  a  12-mo.  volume  of  287  pages.  Mr. 
Carpenter  was  a  son  of  the  Rev.  George 
M.  Carpenter,  a  Methodist  clergyman, 
and  a  brother  of  George  M.  Carpenter, 
now  dead,  but  formerly  a  Judge  here 
of  the  LT.  S.  District  Court.     The  author 


<>f  this  new  Memoir,  i-  a  graduate  of 
Brown  University  in  1S66.  His  father 
was  made  [(residing  elder  of  the  Meth- 
odist church,  of  Providence,  in  1859,  and 
the  family  came  here  in  that  year  to 
dwell.  In  186S  he  became  an  insurance 
broker*  in  f86q  he  became  a  partnei 
with  Levi  L.  Webster  in  a  drug  business. 
This  hnn  existed  but  a  short  time-.  Mr. 
Carpenter  became  an  accountant.  He 
left  Providence  in  1878  or  1879.  He  has 
been  an  author  of  books,  and  has  for 
some  years  had  this  Memoir  of  Roger 
Williams  in  preparation.  I  will  present- 
ly describe  it;  and  set  forth  any  new 
ideas,  about  Roger  Williams  which  it 
contain.-.

With  much  humility  I  ask  the  Fire 
Department  where,  under  the  law  againsi 
(lie  smoke  nuisance,  it  gets  the  right  to 
Perform  such  utter  violations  as  they 
are  now  doing— with  the  city'<  steam  fire 
engines.  If  the  City  Government  vio- 
lates the  law.  it  will  be  the  end  of 
c  rnment.

Richard  Watson  Gilder,  editor  of  the 
Century,  gives  in  the  October  number 
the  third  and  last  of  his  admirable  pa 
pers  on  Grover  Cleveland.  These  papers 
arc  reminiscent  largely;  this  one  among 
other  things  touches  "a  day  with  Clevc 
land."  It  was  the  dedication  of  the 
Grant  Monument  at  Washington.  1  will 
give  a  clipping : 

"One  of  the  most  interesting  days  T 
ever  spent  with  Mr.  Cleveland  was  the 
day  of  the  dedication  oi  the  Grant  mon- 
ument. It  was  the  27th  of  April,  1897,  in 
the  month  after  his  retirement,  and  at  a 
time  when  lie  thought  Ik-  had  reason  to 
feel  disappointment  at  the  lack  of  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  his  own 
public  service.  President  McKinley  was 
to  make  the  address  on  the  occasion,  and 
Mr.  Cleveland,  who  *ras  just  beginni  ig 
his  life  in  Princeton,  had  no  duties  to 
perforin  except  to  be  present  as  a  guest 
of  the  city.  Having  been  designated  by 
Mayor  Strong  to  act  as  attendant  upon 
the  ex-President,  I  accompanied  him  in 
the  parade,  and  witnessed  the  extraordi- 
nary reception  tendered  him  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  city  along  the  line  of  the  pro- 


cession.  The  demonstration  was,  indeed, 
a  revelation  oi  the  true  feeling  of  the 
great  masses  «>t"  the  people  for  the  man. 
1  «.  -  - 1 •, ! ■  1  see  that  he  was  very  deepl) 
touched. 

"While "we  were  alone  at  luncheon  that 
day  he  talked  in  a  lone  of  appreciation 
of  his  fellow  workers  in  his  last  admin 
istration.  In  speaking  of  Mr.  Carlisle, 
he  said  he  was  perfectly  sure  of  his  dis- 
interestedness. His  very  last  speech, 
that  of  the  24th  of  April,  he  considered 
a  new  proof  of  this.  He  might  have  sai  ! 
to  himself  that  the  whirligig  of  time, 
that  brings  such  strange  things  around, 
might  bring  something  to  him.  Never- 
theless, he  was  perfectly  outspoken  and 
frank.  Carlisle  might  have  said,  'There 
is  no  necessity  for  me  to  add  my  sound- 
.ii-.liv_v  record.  Mi.  Cleveland  said  thai 
lie  only  wished  the  public  could  have 
been  behind  the  scenes  and  have  heard 
all  their  talks  together. 

"Mr.  Cleveland's  mind  had  carried  him 
back  to  the  days  of  stress  when  the  sec- 
retary and  the  President  were  battling 
together  in  the  interest  of  sound  money 
and  other  causes  dear  to  the  President's 
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heart;  and  thereupon  he  save  utterance 
to  the  most  memorable  words  of  self- 
estimate  1  ever  heard  from  his  lips : 

"'We  arc  just  right  for  each  other;  he 
knows  all  I  ought  to  know,  and  1  can 
hoar  all  we  have  to  bear.'  " 

There  is  one  other  point  in  this  paper 
which  1  wish  to  preserve  in  Book  Notes. 
It  touches  Cleveland's  theory  of  life.  1 
only  wish  that  men  would  read  and  try 
to  understand  it : 

"J  have  spoken  of  Mr.  Clow  land's  re- 
fusing to  worry  about  the  record  of  his 
correspondence.  This  was  characteristic 
of  his  whole  attitude  :.s  to  record.  [ 
have  known  many  public  men,  and  I 
never  knew  so  pronounced  an  instance 
of  absorption  in  deed  and  disregard  of 
record.  During  his  active  life  ho  was  too 
intent  up  •  the  making  of  history  to  give 
any  thought  to  recording  it.  In  the  days 
of  'records'  and  'claims. '  it  was  brac- 
ing to  find  a  man  who  let  the  accom- 
plishment pass  from  his  hand  without 
the  slightest  anxiety  about  its  history. 
His  theory  of  life  was  to  do  the  best  he 


could  each  day,  and  then  to  stop  worry- 
ing about  it— and  not  to  worry  at  all 
aboul  telling  tin  5t  »1 )  of  it.  The  trait 
was  only  one  phase  of  an  admirable  ab- 
sence of  self -consciousness  or  taint  of 
vanity."

In  1903,  $75,000  was 
appropriated  to  build  .the  necessary 
buildings  near  "Wallum  Fond"  in  Bui 
rillville.  The  word  "consumptives" 
meant  those  sick  with  "consumption," 
Quaiir's  Medical  Dictionary  (p.  2S6); 
he  defines  the  word  consumption,  as 
meaning  a  disease  of  the  Lungs  known 
as  Pulmonary  Phthisis  (.p.  858);  he  de- 
fines Phthisis  as  meaning  "Consump- 
tion" (p.  1166)  ;  Quain  (p  1669)  gives 
the  form  "Tubercular  Phthisis,"  as 
meaning  "Pulmonary  Consumption  asso- 
ciated with  tubercles,"  and  refers  to 
"Tuberculosis."  It  was  solely  for  this 
disease  that  the  State  Sanatorium  was 
established  seven  years  ago.  The  appro- 
priations for  this  Sanatorium  for  those 
seven  years   are   as    follow.::

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There  is  a  paper  in  October  Century 
written  by  Sydney  Brooks,  on  British 
Rule  in  India.  This  rule,  by  the  English, 
is  confronted  l>\  something  "in  the  na- 
ture of  a  crisis,"  Mr.  Brooks  says.  1 
give  one  «>t"  his  paragraphs: 

"The  indispensable  foundilion  for  the 
working  out  of  any  principles  of  govern- 
ment is  internal  peace,  and  peace  is  the 
greatest  of  the  blessings  that  British  rule 
lias  bestowed  upon  India.  The  ravages 
of  invaders,  the  horrors  of  civil  war  be- 
tween .state  and  state,  race  and  race, 
creed  and  creed,  have  utterly  ceased.

But  be- 
neath the  truce  imposed  by  British  power 
the  old  hatreds  and  passions  are  still 
straining,  and  it  is  a  curious  example 
of  human  inconsequence  that  the  Ben- 
galis, who  have  clone  most  to  impair  the 
strength  of  the  British  Raj,  and  who 
have  even  agitated  for  its  abolition, 
would  be  the  first  to  suffer  were  it  to 
be  overthrown." 

Consider  bow  contradictory  the  article 
is.  ''The  ravages  of  invaders;  the  hor- 
rors of  civil  wars  between  race  and  race, 
creed  and  creed,  have  utterly  erased. 
Were  not  the  British  invaders?  Now 
read  this  following:  "Beneath  the  truce 
imposed  by  British  power  the  old  hatreds 
and  passions  are  still  straining."

Tin;  Real  History  oe  the  Finding  and 
thi;  Publication  of  the  Tract  Writ- 
ten by  Roger  Williams,  "CHRIST- 
ENINGS MAKE  NOT  CHRIS- 
TIANS," in  1881. 

In  the  autumn  of  iSSi,  T  published 
Rhode  Island  Historical  Tracts,  No.  14, 
First  scries.  The  title  of  this  Tract  is 
"Christenings  make  not  Christians,  other- 
wise a  Briefe  Discourse  concerning  that 
name  Heathen  commonly  given  to  the 
Indians,  as  also  concerning  that  great 
point  of  their  conversion."  This  tract 
is  a  reprint  of  a  publication  printed  in 
London  in  1645.  It  bears  no  author's 
name.  But  the  author  of  it  was  Roger 
Williams.  On  or  about  the  16th  of 
August  18S1,  I  received  the  following- 
letter  from  the  Rev.  Henry  Martyn  Dex- 
ter. "Dear  Sir: — When  in  London,  last 
winter  I  discovered  the  long  missing 
little  book  of  Roger  Williams  "On  the 
name  Heathen  and  etc.,"  which  is  refer- 
red to  in  the  Boigraphieal  Introduction 
to  the  publications  of  the  Narraganselt 
Club.  It  seemed  to  me  that  it  was 
worthy  to  be  reprinted,  and  I  have  ac- 
cordingly had  it  put  in  type,  page  for 
page  and  line  for  line,  making  a  liter- 
ally exact,  but  not  a  facsimile  re-issue. 
It  is  now  ready  to  be  printed,  and  as  1 
do  not  care  to  take  the  trouble  of  that, 
I  would  like  to  arrange  with  some  pub- 
lisher to  issue  it.  It  is  little — pp  22  and 
will  be  inexpensive  comparatively.  It 
has  occurred  to  me  that  from  your 
Providence  connection-,  you  might  like

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Mr.  Dexter,  in  his  introductory  note, 
has  told  the  story  of  hi-  discouvery.  He 
was  at  the  British  Muscu.ni  looking  up 
siindy  matters,  among  them  "Roger 
Williams."  But  at  tin-  moment  he  was 
studying  "Infant  Baptism."  Ik-  asked 
the  attendant  to  bring,  a  Treatise  on 
Tnfant  Raptism,  by  Robert  Kage,  printed 
in  London  in  1645.  It  wis  a  pamphlet. 
The  attendant  brought  it  bound  in  a 
volume  with  eight  or  ten,  other  pamph- 
lets. The  Fage  pamphlel  was  number 
ten;  and  "Christenings  make  not  Christ 
ians"  was  number  eight:  In  making  the 
catalogue  it  had  been  overlooked,  and 
the  authorship  never  discovered!  Mr. 
Dexiter  soon  discoverer!  who  was  the 
author,  which  fact  rested  upon  this 
phrase  "I  shall  further  present  you  with 
a  briefe  Additional!  disc  ursc  concern- 
ing tin'-  Great  Point."  The  point  was,  "of 
the  Conversion  of  the  Natives."  This 
fact  Mr.  Dexter  says  he  foued  in  the 
"To  the  Reader,"  of  the  Key,  etc.  (p.  87. 
repr.  Nar.  Club).  This  needs  clarifi- 
cation. In  the  year  1S66,  was  published 
in  Providence,  v.  1.  of  the  Publications 
of  the  Narra^ansett  Club.     It  contained 


"A  Key  into  the  Language  of  America. 
01  an  help  to  the  Language  of  the 
Natives."  Reuben  A.  Guild,  then  Libra- 
rian <»;'  Brown  Uiuversity  had  been 
employed  to  write  a  Biographical  Sketch 
of  Roger  Williams  in  this  sketch  Mr. 
Guild  gave  a  bibliographical  account 
of  the  then  known  publications  of 
Roger  Williams,  at  the  end  Mr. 
'mild  says  "In  the  Preface  to  tin  Key  10 
lite  Language  of  America,"  the  author 
(Roger  Williams)  alluding  to  the  con- 
version of  the  [ndians  says  "1  shall 
further  present  you  with  a  briefe  addi- 
tional discoure  conccerning  this  great 
point."  Mr.  Guild  continues  "This  was 
doubtless  printed  at  the  time  in  a  pamph- 
let form,  hut  no  mention  whatever  is 
made  of  it  by  any  of  his  biographers." 
(  X'arr.  Club  Pub.  v.  1.  p  59)-  This 
phrase  "1  shall  further  present  you  with 
a  briefe  Additional  discourse  concerning 
this  Great  Point,"  is  on  page  27.  of  the 
original  edition  of  the  Key  to  the  Lan- 
guage of  the  Natives,  1643;  and  i-  on 
page  $7  of  the  Xarr.  Club  v.  1  iS56. 
This  is  evidence  that  Roger  Williams, 
had  not  vet  written  the  "Briefe  Addition- 
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a  I  Discoure,"  when  he  wrote  tliat  phrase. 
But  there  Is  another  reference  written 
by  Roger  Williams  with  referencce  to 
that  Discoure,  which  has  been  over 
looked  by  both  Mr.  Guild  and  Mr.  Dex- 
ter. Mr.  Williams  says,  "  1  have  further 
treated  of  these  Natives  of  S'ewEngland, 
and  that  great  point  of  Lheir  conversion 
in  a  little  additional  Discourse,  apart 
from  this."  (Original  edition  of  the 
"Key"  1643,  p.  221.  or  Narr  Club,  ed 
1X66,  [>.  28]  ).  The  Key  was  printed  in 
[643;  the  Briefe  Discourse  was  printed 
in  1645.  Mr.  Williams  was  not  in  Lon- 
don when  the  Discourse  was  printed; 
which  will  account  for  the  many  typo 
graphical  errors  in  it.  1  will  give  one 
more  piece  of  evidence  which  was 
overlooked  by  both  Mr.  Guild  and  Mr. 
Dexter,  a  1  which  is  the  str  >ngest  | 
hie.  In  "Christenings  Make  Not  Christ- 
ians," the  writer  sanl  (page  u),  "I  have 
reported  something  in  the  chapter  '*of 
their  Religion."  how  readily  I  could 
have  brought  the  whole  Country  to  have 
observed  one  clay  in  seven  ;  I  adde,  to 
have    received    a    baptism    or    washing, 


though  it  were  in  rivers,  as  the  first 
Christians,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  himself 
d.d"  and  etc.  Nrow  let  me  turn  to  th< 
Indian  Key  (Original  ed  [643,  p  1(0), 
"The  said  Sachem  (Miantiumomu)  and 
the  Chiefe  of  his  people  discoursed  by 
theselves  of  keeping  the  Engli  hman'* 
day  of  Worship,  which  I  could  have 
easily  brought  the  country  to,  but  that  I 
was  persuaded,  and  am,  that  God's  way 
is  first  to  turnc  a  soule  from  it  [dolls." 
(Xarr.  Club  v.  1.  P.  220).  Again  "Re- 
pentence  from  dead  Work"-;,  and  Faith 
towards  God  before  the  Doctrine  of 
Baptism,  or  Wash.nge,  and  the  laying 
on  hands."  These  notes  are  absolutely 
conclusive  evidence.  Mr.  Guild  mentions 
a  reference  by  Roger  Williams,  in  a  let- 
ter to' Gov.  Bradstreet,  of  some  Dis- 
c  -urses.  he  had  had  with  the  "Scattered 
English  at  Xarragansett'  which  he 
desired  to  have  printed.  But  there  is 
nothing  yet  to  show  that  .they  were 
printed.  Then  comes  this  hue  para- 
graph. "Sir,  if  you  can,  return  that 
chapter  my  reply  to  G — ton  concerning 
Xew  England.      I    am   advised    to   let  it 
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sleep;  and  forbear  public  contests  with  > 
Protestants,  since  it  is  the  design  of  Hell  I 
and  Rome  to  cut  the  throats  of  all  the  i 
protestors  in  the  world."  N'arr.  Cluh 
Pubs.  v.  6.  p.  405).  This  tract  is  one  of 
the  most  powerful  of  all  of  the  writings 
of  Roger  Williams.  Many  of  his  effiorts 
arc  too  long;  bul  this  one  is  too  short. 
My  edition  was  limited.  J50  copies;  239 
copies  have  been  sold,  only  eleven  copies 
remain.  The  price  was  and  now  is  $1.50. 
Before  leaving  ibis  interesting  study.  I 
will  correct  one  more  erroneon  state- 
ment made  by  Mr.  Dexter.  He  say-,  in  1 
page  ten  of  his  "Introduction"  to  the 
Tract,  that  clause,  ''I  shall  further  pre- 
sent with  a  briefe  Audit ionall  Discourse 
concerning  this  Great  Point."  (Conver- 
sion), 'in  the  To  the  Reader  of  the 
Key,"  Roger  Williams  when  lie  wrote 
this  Introduction  to  the  "Key"  gave  it 
this  title,  "To  My  Deare  and  Well- 
beloved  friends  and  Countrymen  in  old 
and  new  England."  When  the  printer 
set  the  type  for  that  copy,  it  covered 
ten  pages,  he  gave  these  pages  a  running 
headline,  "To  the  Reader."  The  Rever- 
end Gentleman  followed  the  primer's 
work,  and  not  the  work  of  Roger 
Williams. 


At  a  convention  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Sunday  School  Association  held  in 
Providence,  October  (>:h  last,  a  "Pastor" 
from  Tremont  Temple  of  Boston,  is  re- 
ported by  our  papers  to  have  used  this 
language.  "What  we  need  in  this  country 
to-day  is  a  Socialism  that  contains  the 
Principles  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  a 
Socialism  rampant  that  no  one  ought  to 
touch  because  it  is  as  poisonous  as  is  the 
Sulphur  in  Hell."

A  home  of  his  own,  is  the  most  valua- 
ble thing  that  a  laboring  mam  can  pos- 
sibly have.

when   the   "Lords"    die,   these   lands   de- 


scend to  their  eldest  male  child,  who  is 
at  once  manufactured  into  :.  new  Lord; 
now  what  show  has  an  untitled  working 
man,  to  land  for  his  home  How  long 
can  a  hundred  men  in  a  civilized  country 
hold  all  the  lands,  against  55.000.000  of 
,-,,,.,,  :,ctna11y  homeless  That  is  the 
actual  question  before  the  House  of 
Lords  to-day. 


From  a  Legal,  Judicial  aspect  the  last 
past  seven  days,  arc  the  most  momentous 
that  1  have  sen  in  their  bearings  upon 
the  rights  of  men,  and  of  property.  Not 
only  have  I  not  seen  such  an  epoch; 
but  the  history  of  the  past  has  preserved 
no  such  record.  First  the  English  "Bud- 
get" will  utterly  destroy  the  present 
"Lords"  holdings.  In  the  United  States 
came  first  the  case  of  John  R.  Walsh,  a 
Bank  President  in  Chicago,  who  stole 
the  entire  Bank;  the  case  of  Charles  W. 
Morse  who  stole  and  destroyed  several 
Bank-;  and  who  was  the  inventor  of  the 
"Ice  Trust,"  and  a  thief  of  $20,000,000; 
and  last  the  Slander  case  brought  by 
Cromwell.  Robinson  and  Charles  P.  Tart, 
■the  President's  brother,  whom  certain 
new-papers  accused  of  practically  steal- 
ing $2^.000.000.  in  the  purchase  of  the 
Panama  Canal  land-  from  the  French 
owner-.  The  opinion  of  the  Court  con- 
tains a  few  paragrarphs  which  I  repro- 
duce, for  the  benefit  of  our  Courts;  our 
members  of  the  Genera1  Assembly;  but 
more  especially  for  men  like  myself. 
"I  am  of  the  opinion,"  said  the  Judg< 
'■  •  the  Cad  that  certain  persons  were 
called  "thieves"  and  swindler-   does  not 
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constitute  libel  per  se.  A  newspaper  has 
a  certain  duty  to  perform.  As  a  former 
President  has  said".  Jt  is  a  duty  of  a 
newspaper  to  print  the  news,  and  to  tell 

the  truth  about  it."  It  is  the  duty  of  a 
newspaper  to  draw  inferences  for  the 
People."  The  real  cause  oi  the  tremen- 
dous wrongs  of  today,  lies  in  the  fact 
that  men  do  not  study,  the  robberies  of 
legislature-,  and  the  work-,  of  the  Judi- 
cial Courts,  in  protecting  these  legisla- 
tive robberies.  There  is  no  chance  for 
a  poor  man  to  protect  his  rights  in  the 
Courts;  and  this,  too,  under  a  govern- 
ment of  the  People,  by  the  People,  for 
the  People;  are  men  going  to  let  these 
tilings  go  on  until  a  revolution  in  blood 
bursts  upon  us?

STUDIES  OF  PELLAGRA. 

The  Nasties!   Disease  on  Earth. 

The  newspapers  are  at  v. oik  assisting 
the  Medical  Profession  in  getting  up  a 
-(.are  in  Pellagra.  The  recent  death,  a: 
Turin,  of  a  man  named  Lombroso,  who 

was  a  Doctor,  crediting  him  with  having 
discovered  the  cause  of  this  disease  in 
Italy,  and  its  remedies.  Here  is  a  speci- 
men : — 

Prof.  Ferrero  describes  Lonibroso's 
long  clinical  studies  some  30  years  ago 
oi  pellagra,  a  disease  which  was  making 
havoc  among  the  peasants  of  Lombardy. 
Lombroso  became  convinced  that  the 
disease  was  due  to  the  bail  maize 
which  the  landowners  gave  the  peas- 
ants to  eat.  and  he  demanded  Govern- 
ment interference.  The  landowners  re- 
taliated by  persecutions  which  drove 
Lombroso  from  Pavia  to  Turin. 
Here  is  'another  specimen:-— 
The  fungi,  penicilli  and  aspergilli  that 
form  on  the  fermented  maize  secrete 
toxins,  which  Lombroso  extracted  and 
administered  to  healthy  men  and  ani- 
mal?.    The  resulting  symptoms  of  pella- 
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gra  wore  unmistakable.  Now  that  the 
discasse  1ms  invaded  our  own  Southern 
Stales  we  shall  hear  more  of  Lombros  >. 
who  by  ascertaining  its  cause  has  pre- 
pared the  way  for  its  cure.  This  demon- 
stration oi  at  least  one  cause  of  insanity 
from  vitiated  blood  <and  tissues  has  im 
pressed  alienists  with  the  belief  that 
other  violent  and  chronic  neuroses  may 
originate  in  like  manner. 

Lonibroso  wa-  born  a  short  time  be- 
fore January,  1837.  In  the  year  1851, 
when  Lombroso  was  fourteen  years  old 
Robley  Dunglison's  Dictionary  of  Medi- 
cal Science,  was  published  in  Philadel- 
phia. On  page  (.651)  the  disease,  "Pel- 
lagra" is  described,  and  its  cause  stated 
to  be  '"Indian  Corn/'  otherwise  "maize." 

Thirty  vears  later,  Loiubroso  published 
:.  1  •  k  (in  1880)  entitled  "La  Pellagra 
en  Italia.''  He  told  men  nothing  but  what 
was  known  years  before.  This  disease 
is  a  disease  of  fiilth  brought  on  by  heat. 
Look  at  some  of  its  names,  Mai  de  Mis- 
crc,  which  means  sinkness  from  poverty, 
wretchedness,  destitution.  Here  is  an- 
other "Mai  dc  Padrone.''  the  word  Pad- 


rone,  is  defined  by  Webster  as  being  "a 
man  that  imports  and  contiols  the  sav- 
ings oi  Italian  laborers."  By  these  Pad- 
rones  rotten  com  was  poured  down  the 
throats  of  the  poverty  stricken  workmen, 
the  remh  was  "Pellagra."  Here  i;  .an- 
other. "Cattivo  Male"  defined  by  tiic 
TaucShnitz,  Xuoz'o  Dicionario  as  mean- 
ing ponr,  wretched,  bad,  evil.  Under  the 
light  of  such  (Conditions  what  can  be 
thought  of  a  State  Insane  Hospital  in 
Illinois,  with  50  casus.  The  "Keeper" 
admits  that  he  has  had  cases  for  eight 
years,  and  never  knew  it.  Fine  manage- 
ment that  in  a  cold  northern  inland 
tate.

The  Principal  of 
the  School,  as  soon  as  she  discovered 
my  object,  at  once  directed  every  boy  not 
to  give  me  any  information;  this  young 
woman  stopped  every  boy  the  moment 
he  opened  his  mouth  to  give  me  a  word, 
of  enlightenment,  as  to  the  names  of  the 
gang,  or  where  they  might  be  found. 
The  ''Black  Hand"  imposes  secrecy  upon 
its  members  for  disclosing  the  rascality 
of  its  organization.  This  teacher  might 
make  a  good  secretary  for  such  men. 

While  I  am  on  the  subject  of  these 
sch  '"'Is  I  will  mention  one  more  success 
in  a  neighboring  school  where  a  neigh- 
bor had  sent  his  child  eighteen  months.

Danielson 
to  prim  the  facts  in  the  Journal,  but  he 
would  not  do  it;  and  the  robbery  went 
on.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  reason  for 
selecting  Providence  for  their  first  shop, 
by  the  Swedes,  who  came  into  this  coun- 
try in  search  of  a  fortune,  originated  in 
this  fact.  The  meat  business  in  this  city 
is  simply  damnable;  and  it  has  been 
damnable  at  l<  asl  35  years.  In  its  1-ates! 
statement  one  of  the  Market  Dealers 
says  : 

'To  be  exact,  from  January  1st  to 
August  1st,  our  net  profit  was  1  2-3C.  on 
each  dollar's  worth  of  business  done. 

"Note  what  that  means.  The  family 
who  spends,  say,  $4.00  per  week,  in  our 
stores  for  provisions  pay  us  a  net  profit 
of  6  2-3C.  per  week." 

Who  will  believe  such  a  statement?  T 
saw  a  leg-  of  mutton,  which  had  been  for 
sale  all  the  morning,  marked  12  cents. 
A  man  came  around  to  fix  prices ;  he 
took  off  the  12  cents  mark  and  put  a  15- 
cent  mark  in  its  placce.  Here  was  a 
raise  in  price  of  25  per  cent.  The  whole 
practice  of  half  a  dozen  prices  for  the 
same  goods  ought  to  be  forcibly  stopped; 
it  is  an  awful  swindle.

Plutarch,    Charon,    and    a     Modern 

(  1JOO)     P.OoKS!  I.I.l.R. 


The  following  paper  is  from  a  book 
entitled  "Dialogues  of  'he  Dead,"  Lon- 
don,  1760,  8  vo,  pi>.  320,  plus  t  p.  errata. 
There  arc  four  books  published  under 
this  name,  one  by  Fontenelle;  one  by 
Fenelon  :  one  by  the  Archbishop  of  Cam- 
hray  (unless  Fenelon  was  the  Ardi- 
bishop)  and  this  one  of  1760,  which  was 
annonymous.  The  author  in  his  preface 
mentions  these  known  author-,  and  gives' 
this  note.  "In  the  above  mentioned  au- 
thors the  Dead,  are  supposed  to  know 
what  is  past,  in  subsequent;  times,  and 
other  Nations,  as  well  as  their  own; 
without  which  supposition,  no  conver- 
sations between  persons  who  lived  in 
different  ages,  and  different  countries 
could  be  well  carried  on.  Thus,  in 
Fenelon'-s  Dialogue  between  Plato  and 
Aristotle,  the  former  speaks  as  having 
read  the  works  of  the  latter,  which  were 
not  composed  till  after  his  (Aristotle's) 
death.  In  another  by  the  same  author 
Celon  finds  fault  with  the  conduct  of 
Dion  and  in  that  between  Solon,  and 
Justinian,  the  Athenian  censures  the 
Government  of  the  Roman  Legislator; 
and  talks  of  the  History  of  Procopius. 
as  if  he  (Solon)  had  read  it.  More  in- 
stances might  be  given;  but  these  arc 
sufficient.  Elysium.  Minos,  Mercury, 
Charon,  and  Styx,  are  also  nec<  ssary 
allegories,  in  this  way  of  writing.  If 
they  should  offend  any  piour.  or  critical 


v.ir^.  I  shall  defend  myself  by  the  sol 
emu  declaration,  which  is  always  an- 
nexed by  the  Italian  writers,  to  works 
wlure  they  are  obliged  to  use  such  ex- 
pressions,—^ haz'essi  nominate*  Fato, 
Fortuna,  Dcstino,  Elysio,  Stige,  &c,  sono 
schcrci  di  penna  poetica,  non  sentimenti 
di  animo  Catolic."  If  I  have  named 
Fate,  Fortune,  Destiny,  Elysium,  Styx, 
cvC  they  are  only  the  sports  of  a  poetical 
pen,  not  the  sentiments  of  a  Catholic 
mind.  (Dialogues  of  the  Dead,  1760,  pp. 
v.  vi. )  The  author  of  this  book  "was 
George,  Lord  Lyttleton ;  on  (p.  vii.)  of 
his  preface.  Lord  Lyttleton  says,  "The 
three  last  Dialogues  are  written  by  a 
different  hand;  as  I  am  afraid  would 
have  appeared  but  too  plainly  to  the 
reader  without  my  having  told  it.  If 
the  friend  who  favored  me  with  them 
should  write  any  more,  I  shall  think  the 
Public  owes  me  a  great  obligation  for 
having  excited  a  Genius  so  capable  of 
uniting  delight,  with  instruction,  and 
giving  to  Knowledge  and  Virtue,  those 
gi  ■  -■  which  the  wit  of  the  age  has  too 
often  employed  all  its  skill  to  bestow 
upon  Folly  and  Vice."  This  friend  was 
Lady  Mary  Worthy  Montague  T  now 
reproduce  one  of  her  Dialogue:,  xxviii. 
The  speakers  are  Plutarch.  Charon,  and 
a  Modern  Bookseller. 

Charon. 
"There  is  a  fellow  who  is  very  unwill- 
ing io  land  in  our  Territory.  lie  says 
h  1-  rich;  has  a  great  deal  of  business 
in  the  other  world,  and  must  needs  re- 
turn to  it:  he  is  so  troublesome,  and 
obstreperous,  I  know  not  what  to  do  with 
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him.  Take  him  under  your  care  there- 
fore good  Plutarch;  you  will  easily  awe 
him  'into  order,  and  decency  !>y  the  su- 
periority an  Author  has  over  a  Book- 
seller. 

Bookseller. 
'"Am  .1  got  into  a  world,  so  absolutely 
the  reverse  of  that  1  left,  that  here  \.u 
thors  domineer  over  Booksellers.  Dear 
Charon  let  me  go  back,  and  I  will  pay 
any  price  for  my  passage.  But  if  I  must 
stay  leave  mc  not  with  any  of  those  who 
arc  stiled  Classical  Authors  As  to  you, 
Plutarch,  I  have  ;i  particular  animosity 
against  yon,  for  having  almost  occa- 
sioned my  ruin.  When  I  first  set  up  shop, 
understanding  but  little  of  business  1 
unadvisedly  bought  an  edition  of  Your 
Lives;  a  Pack  of  old  Greeks  and  Ro- 
mans, which  cost  me  a  great  stun  of 
money.  1  could  never  get  off  above 
twenty  sets  of  than.  I  sold  a  lew  to 
the  Universities,  and  some  to  Eaton,  and 
Westminster;  for  it  is  reckoned  a  pretty 
book  for  Boys,  and  under-graduates ; 
but  unless  a  man  has  the  luck  to  light 
on  a  Pedant  he  shall  not  sell  a  set  of 
them   in  twenty  years. 


Plutarch. 
From  the  merit  of  the  subjects  1  had 
hoped  another  reception  for  my  works. 
1  will  own  indeed  that  1  am  not  always 
perfectly  accurate  in  every  circumstance, 
nor  do  1  give  >o  exact  and  circumstan- 
tial a  detail  of  the  Actions  of  my  Hero  s, 
as  may  be  expected  from  i  biographer 
who  has,  confined  himself  to  one,  or  two, 
characters.  A  zeal  to  preserve  the  mem- 
ory oi  great  men.  and  to  extend  the  in- 
fluence of  such  noble  examples,  made  me 
undertake  more  than  1  could  accomplish 
in  the  first  degree  of  perfection ;  but 
surely  the  characters  of  my  illustrious 
men  are  not  so  imperfectly  sketched, 
that  they  will  not  stand  forth  to  all  ages 
as  patterns  of  Virtue  and  Incitements  to 
glory.  My  reflexions  are  allowed  to  be 
deep  and  sagacious;  and  what  can  be 
more  useful  to  a  reader  than  a  wise 
man's  judgment  on  a  great  man's  con- 
duct? In  my  writings  you  will  find  no 
j  rash  censures  no  undeserved  enconiums. 
no  mean  compliance  with  popular  opin- 
ions, no  vain  ostentation  of  critical  skill, 
nor  any  affected  finesse  In  my  parallels, 
which   used  to  be  admired  as   pieces  of 
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excellent  judgment,  I  compare  with  per- 
fect impartiality  one  great  man  with  an- 
other, and  each  with  the  rule  of  justice. 
If  indeed  later  ages  have  produced 
greater  men,  and  better  wriicrs,  my  He- 
roes, and  my  works  ought  to  give  place 
to  them.  As  the  world  has  now  the  as- 
sistance k>(  much  better  rules  of  moral- 
ity, than  the  unassisted  reason  \^~  poor 
Pagans  could  form.  1  do  not  wonder  that 
those  vices,  which  appeared  ;o  tis  as  mere 
blemishes  in  great  characters  should 
seem  most  horrid  deformities,  in  the 
purer  eyes  of  the  present  age.  A  deli- 
cacy I  do  not  blame,  hut  admire  and 
commend.  And  I  must  censure  you  for 
endeavoring,  if  you  could  publish  better 
examples,  to  obtrude  on  your  country- 
men such  as  were  defective.  I  rejoice 
at  the  preference  which  they  gave  to  per- 
fect and  unalloyed  virtue;  and  as  I  shall 
ever  retain  an  high  veneration  for  the 
illustrious  men  of  every  oge,  I  should 
be  glad  you  would  give  me  some  account 
of  those  persons,  who  in  wisdom,  justice, 
valour,  patriotism,  have  eclipsed  my  So- 
lon, Numa,  Camillus,  &c.

"Why  Master  Plutarch,  you  are  talk- 
ing Greek  indeed.  That  work  which  re- 
paired  the  loss  1  sustained  by  tin-  costly 
edition  <A  your  hook-,  was  The  Lives  of 
the  Hiyhiyxiymcn;  hut  1  should  never 
have  grown  rich,  if  it  had  not  been  by 
publishing  the  lives  of  nun  that  never 
lived.  You  must  know,  that  though  in 
all  times,  it  was  possible  to  have  a  great 
deal  of  learning,  and  very  little,  wisdom, 
yet  it  is  only  by  a  modern  improvement 
in  the  art  of  writing  tli.it  a  man  may 
read  ad  his  life  and  have  no  learning, 
or  knowledge  at  all,  which  begins  to  he 
an  advantage  of  the  greatest  importance, 
'lucre  is  as  natural  a  war  between  your 
men  of  science  and  fools,  as  between 
the  Cranes,  and  the  Pigmies  of  old.  Most 
of  our  young  men  having  dc:  :rteci  to  the 
Fools,  tin-  party  of  the  learned  i>  near 
being  beaten  out  of  the  field;  and  i 
hope  in  a  little  while  they  will  not  'hire 
to  peep  out  of  their  Forts  and  Fastnesses 
at  Oxford,  and  Cambridge.  There  let 
them  stay  .and  study  old  musty  moral- 
ists, till  one  falls  in  love  with  the  (.reek. 
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another  with  the  Roman  Virtue;  but 
our  men  of  the  worl  '.  -  i  ild  road  our 
New  Books,  which  teach  them  to  havt 
no  virtue  at  all.  Xo  h  n  k  is  tit  for  a  gen- 
tleman's reading  which  is  not  devoid  of 
Facts,  and  of  Doctrines,  thai  In  ma\ 
not  grow  a  Pedant,  in  his  morals,  or 
conversation.  1  look  v.y>oi\  History  (I 
moan  real  History)  to  he  one  of  :hc 
worst  kin. Is  of  study.  Whatever  has 
iKippened,  may  happen  again;  and  :i  well 
bred  man  may  unwarily  mention  a  paral- 
lel instance  he  had  met  with  in  History, 
and  be  betrayed  into  the  awkwardness 
of  introducing  into  his  Discourse  a 
Greek,  Roman,  or  even  a  Gothic  name. 
But  when  a  Gentleman  has  .-pent  his 
time  in  reading  adventures  that  never 
occurred;     Exploits     that     never     were 

achi    ...I !  Events  th;  I  not  only  neve; 

did, -but  never  can  happen,  it  is  impossi- 
ble   thai    in    Life    or    in    Discourse    he 
should  ever  apply  them.     A  Secret  His- 
tory, in  which  there  is  no  secret,  and  no 
History,     cannot     tempt     indiscretion   ta 
blab,    or  vanity    to    quote:  and    by     the 
means  modern  conversation  flows  gentle. 
and  easy  unincumbered  with  matter,  and 
nnburthened  of  instruction.    As  the  pres- 
ent studies  throw  no  weigh r,  or  gnavi  ;• 
into  disccourse,  and  manners,  the  women 
are  not  afraid  to  read  our  Books  whicl 
not   only   dispose   to   Gallantry  and   Co- 
quetry, but  give  rules  for  them.  Caesar's 
Commentaries,  and  the  adcount  of  X<  rt- 
ophon's  Expedition,  are  not  more   stu  :- 
icd  by    Military  Commanders,   than   <  ir 
Novels,  are  by  the   Fair;   to  a  differei  : 
purpose   indeed   for   their  military   max- 
ims teach   to     conquer;     ours     to  yield. 
Those  inflame  the  vain  and  idle  love  e : 
Glory ;•  these  inculcate  a  noble  contempt 
of  reputation.     The  women  have  gre 
obligations  to  our  writers  than  the  men. 
By    the    commerce    of    the    world 
might  learn  much  of  what  they  get  fr< 
books;  but  the  poor  women,  who  in  tl 
early  youth  are  confined  and  restr  h 
if  it  were  not  for  the  friendly  assi  I 
of  Books,   would  remain   long  in  ai 
sipid    purity    of    mind,    with    a    disc  ur- 
agang  reserve  of  behaviour.

"As  to  your  mm  who  have  quitted  the 
study  of  virtue,  for  the  Study  of  Vice; 
useful  truth  for  absurd  fancy  .and  real 
history  for  monstrous  fiction;  1  have 
neither  regard  nor  compassion  for  them; 
but  1  lam  concerned  for  the  women  who 
are  betrayed  into  these  dangerous  stu- 
dies; and  I  wish,  for  their  sakes,  1  had 
expatiated  more  on  the  character  of  Lu- 
cretia,  and  some  other  heroines.

I  tell  you  our  women  do  not  read  in 
order  to  live  or  to  die  like  Lucretia.  If 
you  would  inform  u.s,  that  a  billet  doux

ard, &c,  Xay  we  are  so  fond  of  these 
kinds  of  information,  as  to  be  pleased 
sometimes  to  see  ia  character  cleared 
from  a  vice,  or  crime  it  has  been  charged 
with,  provided  the  person  concerned  be 
actually  dead.  But  in  this  case  Hie  evi- 
dence must  be  authentic;  and  amount 
to  a  demonstration;  in  the  other  a  detec- 
ts m  is  not  necessary;  a  slight  suspicion 
will  do,  if  it  concerns  a  really  good  and 
great  character.

?ay  of  the  taste  of  your  contemporaries 
as  I  met  with  a  Frenchman  who  assured 
me  that  less  than  a  Century  ago  he  had 
written  a  much  admired  life  of  Cyrus, 
under  the  name  Artamanes,  in  which  he 
ascribed  to  him  far  greater  actions  than 
those  recorded  of  him  by  Xenophon 
and    Herodotus;    and    that   many  of   the 
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Great  Heroes  of  History,  had  been  trust- 
ed in  the  same  manner;  that  Empires 
were  gained,  and  Battles  decided  by  the 
valour  <»f  a  single  man,  imagination  be- 
stowing what  nature  has  denied,  ami  the 
system  of  human  affairs  rendered  impos- 
sible.

Monsieur  Seuderi  tells  me  they  were 
written  in  the  times  of  Vigour  and 
Spirit,  in  the  evening  of  the  gallant  days 
of  chivalry  which  though  then  declining 
had  left  in  the  hearts  of  men  a  warm 
glow  of  courage  and  heroism  ;  and  tiny 
were  to  be  called  to  Books,  as  to  Battle 
by  the  sound  of  trumpet ;  lie  says  too. 
that  if  writers  had  not  accommodated 
themselves  to  the  prejudices  of  the  age, 
and  written  of  bloody  battles  and  des- 
perate encoounters,  their  works  would 
have  been  esteemed  too  effeminate  an 
amusement  for  gentlemen.  Histories  of 
chivalry  instead  of  enervating,  tend  to 
invigorate  the  mind,  and  endeavor  to 
raise  humanity  above  the  condition 
which  is  naturally  prescribed  to  it ;  but 
as  strict  justice,  patr'ot  motives,  pru- 
dent  counsels,  and  a  dispassionate  choice 
of  what  upon  the  whole  ■$  fitted,  and 
best,  do  not  direct  these  heroes  of  ro- 
mance, they  cannot  serve  for  instruction 
and  example,  like  the  great  characters 
of  true  History.  It  has  ever  been  my 
opinion,  that  only  the  clear  and  steady 
lights  of  truth  can  guide  men  to  virtue 
and  that  the  lesson  which  is  impracti- 
cable, must  be  unuseful.  Whoever  shall 
design  to  regulate  his  conduct  by  these 
visionary  characters  will  be  hi  the  condi- 
tion of  superstitious  p  ■<  pie  who  choose 
rather  to  act  by  intimations  they  receive- 
in  the  Dreams  of  the  night,  than  by  the 
sober  counsels  of  morning  meditation. 
Yet   I   confess    it   has   been   the   practice 


of  many  nations  to  incite  men  n>  virtue 
by  relating  the  deeds  of  fabulou  heroes; 
but  surely  it  is  the  customs  onlj  ol 
yours  to  incite  them  to  vice  by  the  hi-- 
tory  <>f  fabulous  scoundrels.  Men  of 
line  imagination  have  soared  into  the  rc- 

gions     or     fancy     to    bring    bach     A- Tea; 

you  go  thither  in  search  of  Pandora; 
Oh,  disgrace  to  Letter-!  Oh  shame  to 
the  Muses.

"You  express  great  indignation  at  our 
present  race  of  writer-;  but  believe  me 
the  fault  lies  chiefly  on  the  side  of  the 
readers,  as  Monsieur  Seuderi  observed 
lo  you— Authors  must  comply  with  the 
manners  and  dispositions  of  those  who 
are  to  read  them.  There  must  be  a  cer- 
tain sympathy  between  the  book  and  the 
le.idei  10  cieaic  a  goo  i  liking.  Would 
you  present  a  modern  fine  Gentleman 
who  negligently  lolling  in  an  easy  chair, 
with  the  Labours  of  Hercules  for  his 
recreation?  Or  make  ban  climb  the 
Alps  with  Hannibal  when  he  is  expiring 
with  the  fatigue  of  last  night's  Ball? 
Our  readers  must  be  amused,  flattered, 
soothed ;  such  adventures  must  be  of- 
fered to  them  as  they  would  like  to  have 
a  share  in.

"It  should  be  the  first  object  of  writ- 
ers, to  correct  the  vices  and  follies  of 
the  age.  T  will  allow  as  much  compli- 
ance with  the  mode  of  the  times  as  will 
make  truth  and  good  morals  agreeable.

model  thai  can  be  exhibited  t<>  mankind, 
and  would  be  of  the  most  general  use. 
Examples  of  domestic  virtue,  would  be 
more  particularly  useful  t<>  women  than 
those  of  groat  Heroines.  The  virtues  of 
women  arc  blasted  by 'the  breath  of  pub- 
lic fame,  as  flowers  thai  grow  on  an 
Eminence  arc  faded  by  the  Sun,  and 
wind,  whiefli  expand  them  Bui  true 
female  praise,  like  the  music  of  the 
spheres,  arises  from  a  gentle,  a  constant, 
and  an  equal  progress  in  the  path 
■marked  out  for  then,  by  their  Great 
Creator;  and  like  the  heavenly  harmony 
it  is  not  adapted  to  the  gross  ear  of 
mortals,  but  is  reserved  for  the  delight 
of  higher  beings,  by  who;:-  wise  laws 
they  were  ordained  to  give  a  silent 
light,  and  shed  a  mild,  benignant  influ- 
ence on  the  world.

Who  made  10,000  people  owners  of  tlv 
soil,  and  the  rest  of  us  trespassers  in  the 
land  of  our  birth"?  (Cheers.)  Who  is  it— 
who  is  responsible  for  the  scheme  of 
things  whereby  one  man  is  engaged 
through  life  in  grinding  labor  to  win  a 
bare  and  precarious  subsistence  for  him- 
self, and  when,  at  the  end  of  his  day-. 
he  claims  at  the  hands  of  the  communi'ty

Providence    was   made 
a    city    in    1832.      The    first    Essay    is    on 
"The     Geography" 
Brown.     It  is  given 
graphic  features,  Geologic  Agencies,  and 
•  Glacial    action    (pp.    15-21).      The    word 
"Physiographica!"      means      that      which 
"treats  of  the  exterior  physical  features, 
:  climate,  life,  &c.  of  the  earth;  otherwise 
"the  physical  movements   or  changes  on 
.  the    earth's    surface."      That    there    was 
1  an    immense    Glacier    covering    all    New 
England,    at    an    immense   period   before 
I  the  Christian  era  cannot  be  denied ;  Xar- 
j  ragansett  Bay.  all  our  rivers,  and  many 
hills  were  made,  or  destroyed  by  it.     But 
j  that    Glacial    action    was   not     the   cause 
J  which    produced    a    "Modern    City"    in 
I  1832.    Commerce,    in    Xarragansett    Bay, 
was  neither  created,  nor  destroyed  by  the 
conditions  left  by  this  glacer.     The  in- 
crease of  population  at  the  beginning  of 
the  18th  century,  gave  birth  to  commerce 
in    Xarragansett    Bay.      No    sooner    did 
the   beginning  of   commerce   take    place, 
than   the   Colony  began   to   issue   "floods 
of    paper    bills    of    credit.      This    "stuff" 
passed  for  money.     It  was  i:  redeemable. 
j  But  it   was  current  only  in   the   Colony. 
I  Nothing  could  be  purchased  with  it,  out- 
side the  borders  of  the  little  colony;  and 
commerce  was  destroyed.     I:  was  not  the 
winding    river,    lying   at    the   bottom   of 
Xarragansett  Bay.  that  destroyed,  or  in- 
t<  rfered    with    commerce.      It    was    :his 
sham  money,   which   sunk  in  almost   "no 
■  time."  to  six  cents  on  a  dollar.     In  1710 


n 
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it  took  8  shillings  in  bills  of  crcdil  to 
buy  an  ounoc  of  silver;  in  171".  it  took 
27  shillings  of  these  bills,  to  buy  an 
ounce.     This    Essaj    i^   illustrated   by   a 

"Relief  Map"  it  is  a  useless  help.  It 
reminds  me  of  two  photographs  of 
Providence,  taken  from  a  1  alloon,  about 
1859  by  Dr.  W.  II.  llehuc,  then  a  dent- 
ist here.  1  helped,  to  pay  the  expense 
of  the  operation,  and  received  the  two 
photographs;  they  arc  now  in  the  "Sid- 
ney S.  Rider  Collection"  at  Brown  Uni- 
versity. There  is  one  other  point  in 
this  essay  which  I  will  mention.  •'"The 
arrangement  of  streets— the  center  of 
activity  about  the  wharves — the  ships 
discharging  cargoes  —  the  connecting 
ways  between  the  docks— the  names  of 
the  cross  streets  Shilling — Doubloon- 
Dollar — indicate  the  composite  nature  of 
the  trade  that  passed  along  their  narrow 
ways."  (p.  28,)  There  were  eleven 
specimens  of  these  "money"  names,  all 
being  given  to  lanes  between  South  Wa- 
ter street,  and  South  Main  street,  along 
the  east  bank  of  the  Providence  River. 
They  were  given  to  these  lanes  in  1866; 


and  can  be  found  in  the  City  Directory 
for  1867.  These  names  were  proposed 
by  John  1).  Jones,  who  kept  at  the  time, 
.1  retail     shoe     shop,    on     Westminster 

>treet.  lb'  lived  on  John  street.  lie 
was  President  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men at  the  time.  There  was  no  street 
named  "Shilling"  then  given.  These 
names  then  given  were  Bullion,  Cent, 
Coin.  Dime.  Dollar,  Doubloon,  Farth- 
ing, Cold,  Guilder,  James,  Silver,  and 
Sovereign.  These  names  were  a  mere 
whim,  having  no  commercial  meaning. 
The  name  James  was  given  at  that 
time,  to  the  western  end  of  John  street, 
on  which  Mr.  Jones  lived,  and  he  named 
it  "James"  for  his  son,  then  with  him  in 
the  shoe  business.  Hut  the>c  are  trivial 
matters,  when  considered  in  connection 
with  the  Glacial  action,  which  is  the 
thing  of  chief  interest  in  the  Essay  on 
Geography.  All  commercce  had  ceased 
before  John  D.  Jones  was  born:  but 
this  Glacier  changed  the  surface  of  the 
Earth:  and  it  is  a  matter  of  the  pro- 
foundest  thought,  for  when  it  disap- 
peared,  the   very   position   of   this  Globe 
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had    been    changed.      But    all    that    had 
nothing  to  <\o  with  the  "creation,"  other- 
wise establishment  of  the  City  of  Provi 
der.ee    in    1832. 


Third  Essay. 

The  Third  Essay  relates  to  "Popula- 
tion."   It  covers  conditions  touching  only 

a  Modern  City;  conditions  which  grew 
under  a  City  Government,  after  it  be- 
came a  City  and  which  now  exist.  It 
gives  the  rate  of  growth  of  Providence, 
as  compared  with  the  growth  of  the 
State,  as  it  stood  at  the  latest  census, 
1905.  Next  comes  the  grouping  of  Pop- 
ulation, thus  '"Central  Falls,  Pawtucket, 
North  Providence,  Cranston,  Johnston, 
--.■■'  Providence  and  Providence  form 
practically  one  community  (p.  36.)  These 
seven  towns,  and  cities,  contain  a  popu- 
lation of  301,148,  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  entire  population  of  the  State.  The 
remaining  thirty-one  towns  have  a  pop- 
ulation of  178.934.  The  seven  towns  and 
cities    have   36   members   of  the    General 


Assembly,  while  the  thirty-one  towns 
have  74  members.  It  is  supposed  by 
some,  that  the  recent  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  has  reformed  to  such  extenl 

tiiat  terrible  condition ;  and  by  others, 
it  is  not  remedied.  The  residential  lay- 
oul  of  the  city  conns  next,  with  descrip- 
tions of  their  dwellings;  and  the  num- 
bers of  individuals,  which  some  of  them 
contain  (p.  44.)  Then  comes  the  num- 
bers of  the  native  bom.  the  foreign  born 
and  the  RJiode  Island  born.  In  1905  there 
were  132,889  native  citizens,  and  65.746 
foreign  citizens;  and  the  countries  from 
whence  they  came  follow.  The  num- 
ber from  each  country.  They  came  from 
thirty  different  countries;  but  the  num- 
ber from  Germany  is  accidentally  omit- 
ted, (p.  46).  Tin's  admirable  paper  has 
27  page--,  in  tin-  volume,  16  of  these 
pages  i<  given  to  a  description  of  the 
characteristics  and  characters,  of  these 
foreign  inhabitants.  To  the  Italians  the 
most  time  is  given,  and  properly  so  be- 
cause of  their  numbers,  and  the  excel- 
lent  qualities    which   some   of   them   pos- 
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scss.  There  are  bad  men  in  every  com- 
munity of  any  size,  so  with  the  Italians, 
there  is  still  occasionally  used,  the  stil 
Ietto.  But  tin*  Italians  are  a  very  in- 
dustrious people,  their  first  desire  seems 
largely  to  be  to  own  a  home;  anil  this 
they  try  to  get  as  soon  as  they  arrive. 
They  are  frugal  eaters,  with  scarcely  a 
gormondi/.er  among  them,  ll  will  take 
but  a  few  years  to  make  ;  s  admirable 
American  citizen  of  the  Italians,  as  the 
Irish  have  become,  (p.  40.)  That  the 
Italians,  and  Irish,  all  being  Roman 
Catholics,  were  negotiable  in  politics 
Prof.  Macdonnld  says,  and  we  all  know 
that  is  the  truth.  This  Essay  is  ad- 
mirable. It  stands  rigidly,  on  the 
straight  and  narrow  line,  laid  down  by 
thi  title  of  the  book  for  which  it  was 
written.  It  rests  on  excellent  research 
carefully  set  forth;  and  it  is  a  work  of 
profound  thought;  and  is  itself  a  thought 
breeder  of  a  healthy  force.  Every 
thoughtful  man  ami  woman  in  Provi- 
dence ought  to  read  it.  The  learned 
scholar  has  admirably  well  set  forth  the 
many  excellent  qualities  of  these  new- 
inhabitants;  but  he  has  failed  to  note  the 
giving"  birth  to  their  young  in  litters. 

Fourth  Essay. 

Industry  is   the   subject   considered    in 
the    development   of    "A    Modern    City,'' 
born    in    1832.      It    begins    "Cities    trace 
their  origin  and  growth  to  the  presence 
of     extensive     natural     resources"     and 
these    specimens    are    given    "New    Red- 
ford"    the    Oil    City;    Pennsylvania    ''the 
Oil  City'';     Xew     York  "handicapped"; 
Chicago  "the  centre  of  railways";  Pitts 
burge  "embedded     in     coal";  Rochester, 
Minneapolis,     with      tremendous      water 
power;    the    towns    on    the    Connecticut 
River,   and   the   dammed    Merrimac,   &C, 
&c,    what    have    all    these    places    to    do   ] 
with     the     industrial     developments     of   1 
Providence  as  a  city  covering  the  years 
1632-1906.     This  essay  covers  the  indus- 
try of  not    only    Provider.ce.  but  also  of    ] 
Rhode   Island.     "An  atmosphere  of  me-    ; 


chanics  prevailed  among  the  descendants 

and  neighbors  of  Roger  William-,  and 
Stephen  Hopkins"  (p.  S3).  Again  the 
neighbors,  and  descendants,  of  these  gen 
tlemen,  are  brought  in  thus,  "Rhode  Is- 
land has  enough  natunaf  advantages  to 
develop  individual  power,  in  the  descend- 
ants of  Roger  Williams,  and  Stephen 
Hopkins,"  (p.  92).  These  sentences  are 
curious.  The  neighbors  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams existed  from  1636)  to  16S3;  and  of 
Stephen  Hopkins  from  1707  10  1785.  The 
men  of  Rhode  Island  in  those  years  did 
not  breathe  an  atmosphere  of  mechanics 
nor  develop  individual  power,  in  what?; 
in  themselves?  This  e-say  covers, 
not  Providence  alone,  but  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  as  it  now  exists. 
With  such  latitude  something  should 
have  been  told  us  of  the  birth  of  the 
Protective  Tariff  here  in  Rhode  Island 
when  the  General  Assembly  loaned  Wil- 
liam Borden  £3000,  to  establish  a 
"Duck  Manufactory"  in  1/2?;  and  to  help 
Borden  in  getting  material,  enacted  a 
law  giving  a  bounty  on  hemp.  But  noth- 
ing appears  that  I  have  discovered.  We 
are  told  that  "there  was  litt'e  chance  for 
the  artisans  we  call  mechanics."  Then 
comes,  "Many  an  incipient  Stephen  Hop- 
kins was  bred  in  an  atmosphere  of  power 
learning  to  watch  a  lathe,  and  drive  a 
file,''  (p.  87).  We  are  told  that  "Provi- 
dence held  the  head  waters  of  the  Xarra- 
gansett,  one  of  the  finest  inland  waters 
in  the  world,"  (p.  66).  On  page  18  of  this 
same  book  is  described  the  "crooked  chan- 
nel and  shallow  Harbor  of  Providence; 
and  of  "the  sharp  turns  which  make  the 
entrance  difficult  even  for  large  vessels." 
We  are  told  "Rhode  Island  is  the  largest 
port  on  Xarragansett."  On  page  66.  we 
are  told  Providence  was  "an  agricultural 
hamlet  in  drowsy  rest  for  nearly  three 
quarters  of  a  century."  On  page  7S. 
"But  nothing  could  wholly  restrain  this 
impetuous  and  enterprising  people."  The 
Essay  is  filled  with  odd  forms  of  expres- 
sions. "The  A.ssemb\ymooted  impeach- 
ment of  the  Judges."  (p.  78.)  Again, 
"Mastering  the  Water  wheel  in  its  murky 
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pit",  (p.  Sj.)    "The  work  of  Gorham  and 
Sharpe,  is  not  finis-hed."     Both  arc  dead. 
and    I    have  been   told   that   when   I   am 
dead  my  work  is  done.    The  characteriz 
atlons  oi  men  art  interesting  thus;    "the 
enlightened   antiquary,    Henry   C.    Dorr;   j 
Pardon      Tillinghast,      the      Father    of 
local      commerce";       "Moses       Brown, 
the      cultured      Merchant;      "Our    old- 
time  genius     David     Wilkinson;"  Capt. 
Curry,    one    of    the    Sea    Kings;    "Ever- 
roady,  John   Brown,"   Charles  T.  James, 
the   Spinner;     the     Philosopher,  Joseph 
Brown;   the   "Canny"   Moses    Brown    (98 
years      old).        On      page      73      "Daniel 
Jenckes'*  is  described  as  being  the  "First 
recorded  Bookseller"  "began  business  in   j 
I/63."    "Almanacs  were  an  important  ed-   I 
i   -    •<  w,\\  infiuci  ■.-"."     This  year  also  saw   ! 
the  publication     at"     these     compiled  by   j 
Benjamin  "West,"   Mr.  West  is  also  re-   1 
corded  "a  bookseller."    Me  "compiled  up-   j 
wards    of    thirty    almanacs;    were    thes* 
compiled  in  1763.  That  year  saw  the  pub 
lication   of   West's    First    Almanac   pub 
Hshed  in  Providence.     On  page  74.  "Dr. 
West"  is  mentioned  with  the  observation   ; 
of  the  Transit  of  Venus  in  1763;  but  he   i 


w«as  not  given  that  degree  until  thirty 
yeai  s  later,  in  1792-3. 

But  the  greatest  defect  in  this  Essay 
is  the  failure  to  describe  the 
great  industrial  advances  made  in 
this  "Modern  City"  in  the  years 
following  the  Destruction  of  the 
Charier  Government  in  1842-5,  there  was 
a  tremendous  jump  in  all  kinds  of  manu- 
facturing, el- 'th,  iron,  machinery,  railroad 
iron,  locomotives,  everything.  These 
results  were  the  most  necessary  to  be 
described  in  sikUi  a  book.  Book.  Xotf.s 
will  come  again  to  this  subject  for  it 
has  not  yet   exhausted  it.

It  is  a  handsome 
book    with    10    illustrations. 

This  little  sheet  (Book  Notes)  though 
a  book  seller's  advertising  medium,  has 
been  more  than  that;  it  has  been  an  in- 
dependent organ  of  literary  and  histori- 
cal criticism  well  worthy  of  the  Index 
with  which  it  has  been  provided.  Mr.

Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the    Ecclesiastical    Courts    by    Archbishop 

ud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show:  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  he  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  thos«.>  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauctorated  meant  at  thai  time 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  foi 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
Charles   the   First.

"History  in  these  days  is  being-  chal- 
lenged at  many  points.  For  more  than 
two  centuries  it  has  been  accepted  as  a 
fact  that  Roger  Williams  founded  the 
first  Baptist  church  in  America.  In  an 
address  before  the  Rhode  Island  citi- 
zens' Historical  Association,  however, 
Rev.  Dr.  Edward  A.  Johnson,  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Newport,  de- 
clared that  after  investigating  the  ques- 
tion from  all  available  sources  he  had 
been  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  honor 
belonged  to  the  sanctuary  which  he  rep- 
resented, and  that  Roger  Williams  had 
nothing  to  do  with  it.  The  records  show 
that  on  March  7.  163S.  Rev.  Dr.  John 
Clarke  and  eighteen  others  signed  a  cov- 
enant, and  this  in  itself  organized  a  Bap- 
tist church. 

"But  the  upholders  of  the  Providence 
claim  are  charged  with  som?  sharp  prac- 
tice to  maintain  their  alleged  priority. 
On  the  front  of  their  church  they  have 
placed  a  bronze  tablet  declaring  the  date 
of  organization  to  have  been  163^.  while 
the  inscription  on  the  bill  makes  it  1639. 
Moreover,  instead  of  Roger  Williams 
being  the  founder,  lie  was  in  England  at 


[  the  time,  and  had  ceased  to  be  a  Baptist 
I  thirteen  years  before.  His  affiliation  with 
I  that  denomination  did  not  continue  long, 
as  he  had  doubts  of  the  validity  of  his 
I  own  baptism,  the  rite  in  his  case  having 
j  been    administered   by   a   layman. 

''The  e  >nor  of  being  the  first  church  of 
this  denomination  in  America  seems  to 
j  be  one  worth  contending  for,  though 
I  history  is  only  interested  in  getting  at 
the  real  truth  of  the  matter.  Wherever 
the  seed  was  sown  it  seemed  to  fall  in 
fruitful   soil. 

"Among  the  English-speaVing  religious 
communities  of  the  world  there  are 
more  than  nine  million  Baptists,  and  up- 
wards of  five  millions  of  these  are  in 
tiie  United  States,  according  to  an  enu- 
meration made  as  late  as  last  year.  Con- 
fusion in  the  dates  of  events  happening 
so  near')-  at  the  same  time  is  quite  com- 
mon. But  the  Newport  minister  seems 
to  have  made  out  a  plausible  case  and 
one  that  cannot  be  dismissed  without 
actual  proof  in  rebuttal.  As  long  as 
Providence  has  become  the  sole  capital 
of  the  State,  why  not  concede  to  New- 
port the  distinction  of  having  the  old- 
est church? 

This  article  rests  upon  an  address  at 
one  of  the  wanderings  of  "R  I.  Citizens' 
Historical  Association,  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Edward  A.  J   '  nson  of  the  First  Baptist 
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investigating  the  question  from  all  avail 
able  sources  he  (the  Rev.  Doctor)  has 
been  led  to  the  conclusion  ihat  the  honor 
(of  founding  the  first  Baptist  Church) 
belonged  to  the  sanctuary  which  he- 
represented,  and  that  Roger  Williams 
hail  nothing  to  do  with  it."  Nobody  has 
every  claimed  that  k  ger  Williams  ever 
ha  I  any  thing  to  do  with  the  founding  of 
a  Baptist,  or  any  other  kind  of  a  Church, 
or  Sanctuary  at  Newport.  There  are 
seven  historical  questions  presented  in 
the  Transcript  which  deserve  considera- 
tion, and  I  will  consider  them  in  numeri- 
cal  order. 

First — "The  Records  show  that  on 
March  ?th,  1638,  Rev.  Dr.  Clarke,  and 
eighteen  others  signed  a  Covenant,  ami 
this  in  itself  organized  a  Baptist 
Church."  The  Records  above  men- 
tioned,  declares  within  itself,  that 
the  signers,  '"Incorporate  Ourselves  into 
a  Body  Politick."  Is  a  Body  Politic  a 
Baptist  Church.  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  1.  52). 
The  signers  submitted  their  persons  and 
estates  to  laws;  and  these  laws  resting 
on   ''his,      (Jesus     Christ's)    holy  word." 


This  "Body  Politic"  was  a  government, 
for  it  declared  itself  "We  are  the  Free- 
men incorporate  of  tins  Body  Politic,  do 
elect,  and  constitute  William  Codding 
ton,  Esquire,  a  Judge  (otherwise  Gover- 
nor) amongst  us."  (R.  J.  Col.  Rec.  v. 
1,  p.  >2),  such  a  Be>dy  Politic  is  thus  de- 
fined "as  to  persons  who  compose  a 
body  politic  they  take  collectively,  the 
name  of  people,  or  nation,  individually, 
they  are  citizens.     (Bouvier's  Law  Diet. 

v. ;,  185.) 

Second — "The  upholders  of  the  Provi- 
dence claim  are  charged  with  some 
sharp  practice  to  maintain  their  alleged 
priority."     The  only  thing  shown  i?. 

Third— "On  the  front  of  their  (First 
Baptist  Church)  in  Providence,  they 
have  placed  a  Biem^e  laijiei  ueclaiiuy 
the  date  of  organization  to  have  been 
163S.  while  the  inscription  on  the  "Bill'' 
makes  "it  1639."  The  word  "Bill,''  can 
mean  only  the  incorporation  of  the  Body 
Politick,  and  this  date  the  Transcript 
gives  as  "March  7,  1638"  this  can  mean 
only  1637-8. 

Fourth — "Instead  of   RoL'er   Williams 
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being  the  Founder,  he  was  in  England 
at  the  time."  The  learned  clergyman, 
and  the  Transcript  eithei  one,  or  both, 
make  that  absurd  statement.  Both  have 
asserted  that  the  Newport  Baptist 
Church,  was  organized  on  the  7th  of 
March,  1038 — Was  Roger  Williams  in 
England  at  that  time?  He  could  not 
have  been,  for  in  the  same  year,  lie  was 
buying  for  this  Plymouth,  and  Massa- 
chusetts group,  the  Island  Aquidniek  on 
which  to  plant  "of  course"  a  Baptist 
Church.  The  statement  is  directly  op- 
posite to  the  truth.  Williams  was  in 
England,  hut  twice  after  he  left  it  for 
New  England.  The  first  time  to  get  the 
Charter,  1643-4;  the  second  time  to  head 
off  Coddington,  who  was  there  to  split 
the  Colony  asunder  and  have  himself 
made  Governor  for  life  of  the  southern 
part.  This  is  a  fatal  blunder  on  the 
part  of  the  clergyman,  for, — they  con- 
tinue. 

Fifth-— "He  had  ceased  to  be  a  Baptist 
thirteen  years  before."  If  what  they  said, 
that    the    Newport    Baptist    Church    was 


formed  by  the  Records  on  the  7th  of 
Marcch,  io^S,  then  Roger  Williams  had 
ceased  to  be  a  li.!p:i~t  in  1625,  such  stuff 
•  -   ridiculous.

even  given  the  Degree  of  I).  D.     He  was 

a    Physician. 

Seventh— "He  (Roger  William  1  '  L'd 
doubts  of  the  validity  of  hi-  own  bap- 
tism; the  rite  in  his  case,  having  been 
administered  by  a  layman."  Roger  Wil- 
liams never  had  any  doubts,  for  he  had 
never  -heard  the  story.  This  ridiculous 
nonsense  was  not  known  to  Roger  Wil- 
liams, for  it  was  not  printed  until  more 
than  a  Century  after  his  Heath,  as  Win- 
j  throp  stated  it  (Book  Notes,  v.,  13,  p. 
121    &c. 

Now  comes  the  most  ridiculous  ending 
of  this  group  of  fictions  of  history.  The 
Transcript  closes  "The  Newport  Minis- 
ter seems  to  have  made  out  a  plausible 
case."  On  the  contrary  there  is  no 
plausibility  whatever  in  it.  Here  is  one 
more   specimen.     "For   more   than    Tzco 
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Hundred  years  it  lias  been  accepted  as  a 
fact,  that   Roger  Williams   founded   the 
first    Baptist    Church    in    America."     In 
1739  Callendcr,  published  his  Historical 
Discourse;  on  page  ]\o  of  this  Histori- 
cal Discourse  (R.  [.Hist.  Soc.  ed.  1843)  . 
Mr.  Callendei  said,  he  (Roger  Williams) 
"never  joined   with   the   Baptist   Church 
there,"  in     Providence.       Mr.  Callender 
continued,     "The    most     ancient   inhabi- 
tants /•<>:«.'  alive  (1730)     some    of    them 
above  eight}'  years   old,   who   personally 
knew   Mr.   Williams,  and   were  well   ac- 
quainted with  many  of  the  original  set- 
tlers  never   heard   that  Roger   Williams 
formed  the  Baptist  'Church  there."    This 
original  note   is  in  the   Sidney  S.   Rider 
collection,  now  in  Brown  University  Lib-  ; 
rary.     Then  came,  in  1772,  one  Morgan 
Edwards    a     drunken     and    disreputable 
man;  he     in     a    manuscript  "memorial'' 
made  a  statement  that  Williams  "found"   r 
the     Baptist     Church     here.       I       have 
exposed  the   whole    fraud  made  by  this 
Edward?

A  woman  appeared  before  the  General 
Assembly,  at  its  October  session  1784. 
giving  the  name  of  Amy  Allen,  and  de- 
claring that  she  was  born  of  white  par- 
ents and  had  been  held  a-  a  slave  all 
her  life;  that  an  execution  had  been 
issued  against  her  in  favor  of  a  man 
named  Hopkins;  that  she  had  been 
seized,  and  was  about  to  be  deprived  oi 
her  liberty.  She  further  alleged  that  she 
was  of  pure  white  blood,  and  was  there- 
fore born  free.  The  assembly  directed 
an  immediate*  investigation  and  ordered 
Hopkins  to  be  present.  The  investiga- 
level  ;■■  '  'he  f<  allowing  curious 
facts : 

The  woman,  when  an  infant,  had  been 
abandoned  by  her  parents  and  placed  in 
the  care  and  nursing  of  a  black  woman. 
who  was  a  slave  owned  in  a  family  by 
the  name  of  Allen.  This  black  slave 
was  induced  to  acknowledge  the  child  as 
her  own.  She  grew  up  not  knowing  the 
circumstances  of  her  birth,  denied  of 
education,  and  being  only  in  the  compan- 
ionship of  black  people,  and  liable  to  be 
bought  and  sold  in  company  with  her 
(supposed)  mother,  an  undoubted  slave. 
In  fact,  she  must  have  been  sold,  for  at 
the  time  of  this  investigation  she  was 
owned  or  claimed  to  he  owned,  by  one 
Samuel  Pitcher;  besides  which,  as  we 
have  related  an  execution  was  levied 
against  her  in  favor  of  one  Asa  Hop- 
kins All  tins  was  carefully  examined, 
and  the  result  declared  that  Amy  was  a 
white  person,  and  was,  of  course,  born 
free  and  that  her  being  held  as  a 
slave  was  an  unjust  deprivation  of  her 
natural  right  to  freedom.  She  was  im- 
mediately restored  to  freedom,  with  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural 
born  citizen  of  Rhode  Island.  The  name 
of  Ailen  was  conferred  upon  her  by  the 
assembly.

The  Journal  of  the  i2t!i  January,  1908,    1 
has   an   elaborate   paper   entitled   "Roger    j 
Williams  a  Stenographer,     in  that  paper 
is   the    following  paragraph  : — "There   is    1 
at   least  one  book  extant' which  displays    j 
bis  (Roger  William's)  short  hand  anno- 
tations."   The  book  referred  to  is  a  copy 
of  Eliot's  Indian  Bible,  ed.  of  1663,  that 
was  the  first  edition. 

The  writer  of  the  paper  states  that  "it 
was   the   book   used  by   Roger   Wiliams 
when   he   sought   to  convert   xh&'gcntlc" 
red  man."

E  that  Williams  used  the  Book;  and 
that  all  the  shorthand  characters  were 
made  by  him  is  found  on  the  last  fly 
leaf  at  the  end  of  the  volume.  In  his 
handwriting,  vouched  for  by  men  who 
have  seen  many  specimens  of  it,  are  the 
words  "'  This  that  is  God  is  "a"  man;" 
and  beneath  it  a  little  to  the  right  is 
the  Indian  word,  or  phrase,  Kewasha- 
zi'amt.  which  is  said  to  mean  the  same 
tiring."  In  a  letter,  published  in  the 
Providence  Journal  27th  April,  1S89. 
Reuben  A.  Guild  says,  "At  the  end  are 
four  pages  of  mostly  shorthand;  a  few 
words  bebing  Indian,  and  several  ex- 
pressions in  English.  The  handwriting  is 
evidently  that  of  Roger  Williams  and 
it  is  known  that  he  was  a  proficient  in 
shorthand."  In  this  Indian  Bible  be- 
tween the  two  leaves  of  Leviticus  c.  4, 
v.  21  and  ending,  c,  6.  v.  10,  is  a  memo- 
randum, in  the  handwriting  of  R.  A. 
Gi  il  i.  thus  "This  that  is  God  is  "a 
man."  Then  follows  the  name  "Ke- 
Ti-ashawamt;  over  the  5  cond  w  is  in  pen- 
cil the  letter  \f,  and  a  pencil  line 
drawn  througn  the  w.  There  is  no  such 
word,  on  the  pages  mentioned,  in  Eliot's 
Bible,  nor  has  it  ever  been  shown  to  ex- 
ist in  Eliot's  translation  of  the  Bible. 
In    August    1676.   there    lived    in    Provi- 
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donee  an  Indian,  named  Kcwashinit;  he 
was  the  son  of  Mananauxint  (Prov. 
Early   Rec  8  p.   13.)     Kewashinet  with 

his  squaw,  and  three  children  sought  re- 
fuge in  Providence  while  the  great  In- 
dian war  was  being  fought  out 
in  Rhode  Island  by  the  outside 
colonies,  and  was  taken  care  of 
by  the  town,  (Prov.  Karly  Rec.  15,  p. 
15J).  The  progressive  construction  was 
as  follows,  "This  that  is  God,  is  Man". 
Some  rude  writer  came  along,  and 
wrote  the  huge  letter  A  between  the 
word  "is'"  and  "man".  The  sentence  then 
was  made  to  read  "this  that  is  Cod,  is  a 
man"  then  came  some  other  fellow  and 
wrote  the  name  of  an  Indian  man,  Ke- 
vvashawamt.  This  sentence  then  stood 
"  I  his  that  is  God,  is  a  man,  Kebasha- 
wamt."  Roger  Williams  in  his  Key  to 
the  Language  of  the  Natives  gives  the 
word  Manitto.  meaning  "It  is  a  God" 
(Key  to  Indian  Language,  Xarr.  Club 
ed  147).  Roger  Williams  gives  not  the 
name  of  Kewashawamt,  as  meaning  a 
God,  or  a  man.  There  is  not  the  slight- 
est   evidence   connected    with    this   book, 


which   will   prove  any  connection   what- 
ever  with    Roger  Williams.

It  has  48  pages  in  excel- 
lent condition,  and  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  "Almanacks"  that  I  have  ever 
seen.  It  has  twelve  curious  wood-cuts 
illustrative  of  the  work,  or  play  to  be 
done  in  the  twelve  months.  The  calen- 
der pages  are  filled  with  poetic  maxims; 
and  of  weather  pre;!ictions.  These  wood 
cuts  are  2x3  inch.es  in  size.  An  el 
ate  account  of  "The  Campaign  for  the 
year  1759  in  Canada,  and  the  capture  of 
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years  with  ati  the  regularity  ot  any  peri- 
odical ;  but  its  name  has  never  appeared 
in  the  Providence  Directory  during  its 
existence. 


The  "Bulletin  of  the  Bureau  of  La- 
bor" is  published  monthly  by  the  United 
States  Government,  in  Washington.

Saddle  and  Harness  makers;  Glove  mak- 
ing; Boot  and  Shoemakers;  Cork  cutting 
and  grinding;  the  manufacture  of  Pearl, 
and  Bone  buttons;  Comb- manufactures. 
&c.  The  article  covers  169  pages,  octavo; 
and  is  illustrated  with  "tables,"  or  tabu- 
lar statement-;  of  disease,  and  deaths,  by 
consumption  compared  with  deaths  by 
other  diseases,  all  over  the  United  Stat*  s. 
Now  the  Medical  Publications  are  ah 
screaming  "Isolation."  What  is  the 
value  of  isolation  when  all  these  trades 
produce   the   disease?
